DARBAR POLICY

Great vigilance should be exercised that the right of minting 

is not lost, either temporarily, or permanently. This 

Riifht of mintins. ^ight is SO important that it affects the status and 

prestige of the State; consequently the officers 

concerned should never relax vigilance. 

3. As regards the budget I have consistently followed the 

policy that it should be based upon permanent 

Principle of bud> actual income. For example, the budget for Sam - 
get making. vat 1974 should be passed on the basis of the 

actual income for 1972. If the latter year turn 
out a lean one, applications for increase in departmental 
budgets should be rejected, the previous year’s budget kept 
intact, if indeed cuts therein be not possible. That is to say, if 
Samvat 1977 prove a lean year, then according to the principle 
laid down here, the budget for 1979 should be a replica of the 
Samvat 1978 budget or, if possible, on a reduced basis. 

3. As a general rule, a fourth part of the available income 

should be set apart as saving, t, e-# an attempt 

What amount to should be made that the amount of saving is not 
® than one-fourth but if the circumstances do not 

creation of funds. admit oi SO much saving, then it should m no case 
— be less than one-sixth. This is the only sound policy. 

It must be remembered that if 1 had not from before followed 
this principle we should never have been able to meet the expenses, 
of the Great War, nor able to constitute the present Departmental 
Funds. I repeat that the principle I advocate is a sound one and 
experience has proved it to be so, within the knowledge of all. 

The object is that after setting apart the ith or Hh (as the 
case may be) of the income the remainder should be spent according- 
to need, but mostly on works, of utility, |. 0 ,, productive works, 
so that the income of the State may be increased ^pd no ^ffipulty 
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•Tiay be experienced in increasing the existing salaries or in 
creating any new departments that may become necessary. 
The increase of salaries should not be confined to Civil Depart- 
ments The Military and Police Departments should receive equal 
consideration. It is apprehended that civilians often overlook 
the claims of the Military. 

The amount of the ^th or ith saving effected should be distrib- 
uted every year amongst the various funds with a view to add to 
their amount. What those funds are and what the policy behind 
them is will appear from A/tpentiix No, /- Over and above these 
funds we should, in order to improve the condition of villages and 
towns, soon create a new fund styled “Village Improvement Trust.” 
Thereafter efforts should be made to create or increase (i) Pension 
Fund, (2) General Fund, and (3) Famine Deficit Fund as regards 
which orders have already been passed. 

4, The Treasury should not be allowed to keep money idle 
beyond a certain limit, because by doing so 
there will be loss of interest and thus a means of 
increasing income will be curtailed. It is obvious 
that no increase of income can take place without 
Investing money. The principle should, therefore, 
be that only so much cash should be allowed to 
remain in Treasuries as would suffice for all expenses for one year 
even if there be no receipts at all for a year. To illustrate, suppose 
the total expenditure Budget for 1973, is Rs. 1,51,26,937 Deduct from 
this item expenditure whereon is not absolutely necessary {vSao 
note given below) and suppose that the figure of absolutely necessary 
expenditure comes down to Rs. i ,26,00,000. Half of this one crore and 
26 lacs, v!zm, 63 lacs should be kept in cash in the Gangajali Treasury 
over and above the amount of the current balance; of the remaining 
half, viz; 63 lacs, one half. War., 31.50,000 should be safely invested 
in Fixed Deposit for six months and the other half, War.^ Rs. 31 ,50,000 for 
three months. By this arrangement in the assumed case of no income 
for one year, the expenditure for the first six months can be met from 
the treasury; and to meet the expenses for the next six months, the 
deposited amounts instead of being re invested, can be withdrawn 
according to necessity, sufficient time being available for giving notice 
of withdrawal.

doubt, I will add explanation and hope that with its help my 
intention will be grasped. 

It will appear from the foregoing paragraphs that 
the amount of Rs- 1,51,26,937 -was fixed, on the basis of 
the expenditure budget for Samvat 1973. This figure will 
always be liable to change, that is to say, it will rise 
or fall, according to the increase or decrease in the expenditure 
budget. Now we are concerned with the amount of actual 
expenditure for a year. To arrive at this figure the following 
method should be adopted : — 

The Ruler of the State or the Budget Committee should, 
after fully considering the budgets submitted by various 
departments, decide as to how fur the recommendations made 
by various officers are fit to be sanctioned, and whether they 
can be sanctioned, in view of the income of the year. After 
the sanction of the new expenditure by the Budget Committee, 
the Finance Department should consolidate all the budgets 
and point out what expenditure can be easily postponed, in 
case the supposed occasion occurs, namely, that no income is 
received. The consolidated budget will include the items 
of both the Baddal Mushahra and the Khereej Mushahra. 
Baddal Mushahra means Establishment Budget, Khereej 
Mushahra means Budget of miscellaneous expenditure, that is, 
on heads other than salaries. But Khereej Mushahra also 
includes items of such expenditure as cannot be withheld, e. g,y 
the food of animals, kitchen, Devusthans, &c. The consolidated 
budget should, therefore, show as to what amount of expen- 
diture can and what amount cannot be withheld. On the 
other hand, the minitnum fixed for annual Reserve must, 
in any case, be made available. This cannot -be , dispensed with. 

However, after receiving such detailed information for the 
finance Department, the Ruler of the State, or the Budget Committee 
should look into the Income Budget, and out of the total amount 
of the budgetted Income should make the following deductions : — 

( 1 ) The I /4th or i/6th amount which must be set apart. 

( 2 ) The amount required for indispensable purposes men 
tioned in para. 4. 

After deducting the two items mentioned above it should be 
seen whether the income and expenditure sides balance. If the two 
sides do not balance, the budgets should be scrutinised again, and 
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necessary adjustments made, otherwise the Administration wiU 
find itself in a quandary. The point is, suppose, for example, 
that our sensible maximum expenditure budget for one year is 
Rs. 1,10,00,000 but at the time of preparing the budget, no attention 
is paid to this fact, and the amount of actual expenditure sanctioned 
for a particular sum is increased to Rs, 1,15,00,000, there will thus be a 
deficit of 5 lacs to make up which we shall have to cast about for 
adventitious means. The system adopted should, therefore, be 
such as may be adaptable to any emergency that may arise ; and 
it is to emphasise this point that I have discussed the method at 
such length. 

Special attention ought to be devoted to the following para. 5 
of this Policy, as experience has proved, that other expenses attract 
more than productive ones. Be it known, that to increase one's 
income, one has sometimes to suffer hardships. Attention should, 
therefore, be directed towards increasing the income. This may be 
otherwise expressed, as “ prospering at the expense of necessities." 

5. The amount that is set apart, according to para. 3 should 
be utilized for productive works and for works of 
public utility, in the manner mentioned in paras. 7 
and 8 of Memorandum No. 3 which is as follows : — 

“7. The amounts that have been earmarked for 
various departments, according to the resolution 
of Ma|lis i-Khas, dated 26th September 1913, and 
the orders and instructions that have been issued with it, for 
being followed, are as follows

##. Item No. I . There are already 74 lacs in the Famine 
Fund so, 136 lacs should be added at once to bring up 
the allotment to 300 lacs under this head. This 
amount should be allowed to accumulate to 331 lacs 
by addition of interest, thereafter the surplus amount 
(over 331 lacs) may be diverted to other beneficial 
purposes. 

aim Items Nos. 3, 3, 4 and 5 represent remunerative works for 
which schemes should be called for and after they have 
been gone through and found to be profitable and a 
source of permanent income, money should be invested 
for them. 

iVg Proposals for improvements under items Nos. 6, 8, 9 
should be met from the interest of the sums allotted for 
each. 

Vm Item No. II Loans to Jagirdars, etc. The amount of 15 
lacs already advanced should be constituted into 
a Permanent Fund for purposes of loans to Jagirdars 
and State Officials. 

W. It was further resolved : — 

Caj That a statement of the interest realised from the 
amounts allotted above should be put up in the 
Majlis every year for information and discussion as 
to the purpose for which the accrued interest may 
be used. 
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(b) That a statement of actual Receipts and ExpenditufC 

under the sanctioned Budgets should be annually 
laid before the Mapis v\!th a view to determining how 
the Gurpius, if anr, can be a il'sed, Im bm, whether in 
investment or otherwise. 

(c) That for four years, the departments should keep their 

budgets within the maximum amount sanctioned by 
the Darbar, and prcpcsa's for increase and decrease 
may be submitted for consideration every fifth 
year, and provided that there has been an increase 
in the income of the State, enhancement in depart- 
mental budgets, where necessary, shall be made. 

Orders on schemes, received in pursuance of this resolution, 
are passed after due consideration. How expenditure is met from 
these funds and what their condition is, wH! appear from the state- 
ment appended as Mssfsemisx Nb« Hm 

8. The amount that is now in Qangajali (after the 

resolution of Majlis -i-.K has, dated 26th September 1913) will appeal* 
from the Statement appended as AgissesitiSx SSS„ (The state- 
ment is made up to the end of May 1916). 

My proposal as to how this amount is to be used in future is as 
follows : — 

It should not be used until the conclusion of the War. After 
the War this amount, or if the balance in hand be less than 
that, then the lesser amount be distributed in the 
following manner : — 

DISTRIBUTION OF BALANCE. 

Education 25, 00, 000 50, 00, 000 = 75, 00,000 ; Revenue iri- 
cluding Irrigation 1,00,00,000-1-50,00,000=1,50,00,000 

In my humble opinion this is a very safe method. This will 
keep the work going, and by the grace of Almighty, will 
increase the income of the State day by day. 

The figure of Reserve Fund given above will be subject to 
fluctuation every year because it will depend on how the 
budget for expenditure is framed. It is for this reason 
that the recommendation is made to overhaul the budgets 
every fifth year, so that instead of every year, the 
fluctuation may occur only once in five years. 

Note. — It should be understood that the amount placed in Gangajali 
under this head is to be named Reserve Fund, and that this amount 
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should be iu the £oi->ii <>£ cash and not in that o£ paper money, etc. 
Similarly the amonnt to bo iii vested in ?> or 6 months’ deposits should 
never take the form of debentures, etc., but ought to be realisable in 
cash without anj’’ diffictiltj?^ or loss. The amount realised as interest 
on 3 and 6 months’ deposits should be used in making up the funds 
mentioned in para. 28 below; but wdien according to that para those 
funds have reached thoir appointed limit, this amount may be used 
for other purposes. 

There is no harm in using the principal of the Fund of a 
Department in a case where some big productive scheme is 
undertaken by the Department the cost of which cannot 
be met from the interest of its Fund ; provided that after 
deducting depreciation and maintenance charges, the 
scheme wiSE yield more and not less, than 6 p. c, interest. 

6. Every Officer framing a Department Budget must put up a 
note giving reasons for every proposed increase or 
decrease. The note should mention what increase 
or decrease will occur in the Pension Budget, in case 
any increase or decrease is proposed in the perma- 
nent, Sm pensionable staff.

8. The budgets should foe overhauled every fifth year as a quin- 
quennium enables a truer appreciation of reliable

budget every fifth This principle should not, however, be considered 
^1 applicable to the following cases : — 


(i) When change in the budget is considered necessary in the 
appropriation of a departmental budget within the maxi- 
mum sanctioned amount, u recommendation is made 
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to transfer wholly or partly an amount from one head 
to another, or totally abolish one head in the budget and 
transfer the amount thereof to some new head, or totally 
to abolish any head. 

(2) When a recommendation is made to increase the amount 
of expenditure required for productive works. 

(3) When money Is demanded for unforeseen expenses or 

for works sanctioned by way of experiment but which 
having proved successful are proposed to be established 
permanently. 

Notb. — T he overhauling of a budget means that the Budget Committee 
will examine the budgets of everj' Department item by item and 
after discussing with the Heads of Departments make all possible 
reductions therein. Because it is most likely that according to the 
needs of a Department its budget may go on increasing every year, 
and j’et after some time it may be found that some items of expendi- 
ture or some portion of the establishment is unnecessary. So the idea 
of overhauling is to take the opportunity of eliminating such items. 
Besides often on a detailed examination of a budget from top to bot- 
tom, several items come to view which are fit to be taken out. Such 
items cannot be easily detected if a budget is looked at every year, 
because in this case the only items which claim attention are those that 
the Head of a Department has reduced or added and so attention 
is confined to the question whether these additions or reductions 
ai’e proper or otherwise. 

For a specimen the budget of Karkhanejat may be seen 
(Appentlix Nom !¥)• It will appear from its perusal that by scruti- 
nising the detailed budget after a specified time, what a variety 
of expenses I was able to reduce and also how many necessary in- 
creases 1 was able to grant. This object cannot be attained by going 
over a budget annually. It has, therefore, been recommended that 
the budgets be overhauled every fifth year. 

9. The Famine Fund is not to be touched except when the 
need for so doing arises. The settled policy in 
regard to this Fund {vide Proceedings Majlis-i-Khas, copy 
whereof Is given under para. No. 5 above) 1 is that its 
principal be increased^ up to the specified limit, 
by adding to it every year the interest realised thereon so that 
when a famine occurs we may be able to meet the extra expenses

from the accumulated interest without touching the capitai or 
tapping other sources. 

The principle on which the Capita! of this Fund was fixed 
at 3 crores (in Samvat 1970, according to the resolution of Majlis i- 
Khas, dated 26th September 1913) is that it appeared from past 
experience that there was a famine every three years and a study 
of the accounts of previous famine years showed that the highest 
figure of expenses required was 31 lacs of rupees. Accordingly, the 
Famine Fund was so constituted that its interest at the rate of 
7 lacs a year may yield the 21 lacs in 3 years. 

Note. — The above calculation is based on the rate o£ interest for 
Government paper, vt: , 3| per cent. There is no objection to earning 
a higher rate of interest provided the investment be thoroughly safe, 

The limit of this Fund should now be fixed at 2 crores and 
30 lacs; when this limit is reached the interest should be diverted to 
the “Pension Fund.” But when the total amount to the credit of 
this Fund fall below 30 lacs, the interest is not to be added to the 
Pension Fund, until the figure of 3 crores and 30 lacs is again reached. 

It is extremely necessary that this amount be so invested that 
there can be no apprehension of any loss, otherwise the object 
with which this Fund has been constituted will not be fulfilled- 

10. In regard to the Loan Fund also the same policy is to be 
adopted, vizm, that the interest thereon be added to 
the principal till the Fund has reached the amount 
of 50 lacs. Thereafter, the income from this Fund 
should either be included in the receipts for the 

year, or should go to make up some other new fund, that may be 
started. 

11. As regards Lawaris Fund, it has been decided that the 

receipts under this head, together with the receipts 
Lawaris Fund. from temples, etc., be credited, from year to year, 

- — to the Aukaf Fund, so that the latter fund may 

increase gradually and charity may not suffer for want of funds. 

12. In the case of schemes requiring a permanent increase in 
maintenance charges as well as in the pay of the 
staff it should always be considered what amount 
■^ould be required for such charges, and for pensions 
and also as to whether it would be possible to provide 
for these three items (vfjr-, maintenance charges, 
amount of pay and amount of pension) in the regular

Increases in the budget should be made after fully taking into con- 
sideration all these points. But if increase in the pay of the staff is 
provided for the sake of gaining popularity, the policy laid down is 
sure to be upset. Cases has been known in which in order to gain 
popularity the Kamdars have granted increases and when deficits 
have occurred they have been made up by curtailments in productive 
works or in the allowances of the Ruling family. It must be 
remembered that a Kamdar who does this is not a faithful servant. 

If increment in pay be found necessary it can often be effected 
by revising the cadre. The advantage of this procedure is that every 
body can hope to get promotion. This should be given with due 
regard to grades according to the instructions in Kalambandi (set of 
rules) (vide Appendix Hom V)m 

*3 Appendix Nom Vi will show the policy that has been laid 
down regarding the construction of buildings. 

Experience has shown that during the Council of 
Regency regime sanctions were given for the con- 
struction of big and costly buildings and other 
works without investigating whether such buildings and works were 
necessary or not. To prevent this, standard plans have been devised. 
The officers ought to follow them. To revise the standard plans 
at short intervals will be quite against principle. 

Iw my opinion, if need be, they should be revised only every ten 
years. The following points should be kept in mind if the revision of 
plans, being considered necessary, is taken in hand 

(1) Economy. 

(2) Plain and simple design. 

(3) Maintenance charge. 

No. (i) means that cost should not be more than what is neces- 

sary. 

No. (2) means that buildings should be simple. In other words, 
that buildings like Tehsils, Police stations or Railway stations 
should not be ornate with a lot of carved stone and expensive glass 
panes in the doors. 

No. (3) means that the building should be capable of inexpensive 
maintenance, r. e., not necessitating costly repairs.

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14- As regfards the Roads and Buildings Department it has 
been laid down that the savings of the budget of 
works of this Department need not be treated as 
lapsed and credited as Sewai (miscellaneous receipts) 
at the end of the year, but should be carried forward 
and added to the fixed annual grant. For example, 
the budget of Roads and Buildings is 6 lacs. Suppose, 
there is a saving of two lacs in this budget at the end of a year, the 
budget for the next year will therefore be 8 lacs, 

15. It is a primary responsibility of the Finance Department to 
check unnecessary expenditure. What I mean by this 
will appear from the following example;— 

During its regime the Council of Regency either 
of its own motion or on the suggestion of some body 
decided without ascertaining the cost to construct a 
Railway line from Bina to Quna. The exercise of 
ordinary forethought would have led the Council to 
get an estimate of the line and to go through it carefully. But this 
was not done, and, consequently, whatever amount, the Engineer 
asked for, had to be paid. In this way capital expenditure rose to 
such a figure that the Railway cannot even now after so many 
years be regarded as a paying concern, nor can it be said that the 
project was sanctioned on any besiness principle {yidfe remarks of Mr. 
Robertson in Appendix Nom Vll)m 

16 It is also the duty of the Finance Department to look at 
every project from the business point of view, other- 
wise the success of projects will ever remain proble- 
matical. What is the business point of view? It includes 
two considerations (i) that from every point of view 
the project would prove a paying concern, (2) that the 
cost, whether of construction, staff, supervision charges or all those put 
together required for the completion of the project has been estimated 
in exactly the same way as would be done by a Commercial house. The 
object of pointing this out is to remind officers who put up schemes 
that no projects should be taken up on the consideration that it 
would provide employment for a large number of people and this 
Darbar being a big Darbar can afford to pay for it. Officers should 
also never lose sight of the principle that overcapitalisation must lead 
to diminished profits. A concern can only be called paying if it yields 
a profit of 6 p. c. or more. 
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Obviously, no project can yield profit that has not been subjected 
to minute scrutiny while under examination. Sometimes people, to 
enhance their reputation recommend the construction of big works 
and the authorities also sanction such works from similar consider- 
ations. Thus the business principle is lost sight of. It also happens that 
visitors who come to see the works (big works being scientifically 
important, people often come to see them), extol them, as being 
wonderful, grand, and majestic: but they do not see whether the 
object in view has been attained. Therefore, considerations of reputa> 
tion should not be given preference over the essential one of profit. 

Take, for example, the case of the Simla-Kalka Railway on 
which a very large amount has already been spent and is being spent 
and yet what difficulties are being experienced in making it a paying 
concern. The case of Dhobini tank which is near Sabalgarh is 
another instance. 

17. Officers should also take note that the policy of the Darbar 
in regard to expenditure is that if an amount is 
sanctioned for some specified work or a specified pur- 
pose, it should be spent on that work, and for the 
purpose, and so as to attain the object in view. It can 
only be regarded as a hollow boast to point out that 
so much Darbar money has been utilised in works 
as long as it is found that no attention has been 
paid to the consideration whether the object (for 
which the expenditure was incurred) has been 
achieved or not. The officer responsible for such 
expenditure cannot be really regarded as a fit or loyal 
officer. The Jaya Arogya Hospital and the Railway station buildings 
on the Quna-Bina line i may be mentioned as examples of such reckless 
expenditure. Does a Hospital building require so-much carved stone 
work ? Look at the operation room only. Sunshine enters it so 
that it is difficult to work there during the hot season. Besides it is 
difficult to keep it clean on account of the carving and the 
lattice work. Similarly where was the necessity of all 
the carved work in the station buildings on the Quna-Bina Railway ? 
These examples rather suggest that the object was to drain the 
Darbar Treasury ! Similar is the case with the Sabalgarh, Jaura, and 
Ambah Dispensaries. There also, no attention was paid either to 
actual requirements or to utility; ornamentation was the main 
consideration. Therefore it must be held that the Darbar money was 
wasted. 
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i8. A perusal of Appendix. /Vo> VUi will show the manner 

in which 1 have fixed the cadre. 

Fixing of Cadre lt jg true that all Heads of Departments do 
' not get their full pay according to the cadre 

(be it remembered that In the budget the amount of pay 
has been provided for under the head “ Special Budget”), but 
in this matter 1 have followed the policy of giving promotions 
either gradually or at once (as the case may be) after taking 
into consideration the work performed In my opinion the 
advantage of this method (it is possible I may be wrong) is, firstly, 
that it maintains the hope of getting promotions gradually or even 
in a lump up to the fixed limit, in the event of their work being 
found satisfactory, and, secondly, this hope ensures diligence and 
therefore satisfactory work. 

Notk. — It is possible people might consider that the cadre fixed by me is 
improper; but be it remembered that in fixing this cadre I have 
tried to maintain the principle laid down in para. 2. 

This principle ought not to be lost sight of even if, in future, the 
revision of the cadre be found to be necessary. 

ig. As regards the projects of productive v^orks, it should first 
be ascertained, whether the profit which is estimated 
to accrue from them, has been calculated after 
making deductions for supervision, depreciation and 
maintenance charges ; even if this has been done, 
sanction should be given according to the principle 
laid down, viz; works yielding less than 6 p. c. should not be 
sanctioned. 

When projects put up by the Irrigation Department relate to 
water supply for drinking purposes, whether by means of wells or 
of Bunds, and are designed for areas where people suffer from scarcity 
of water for domestic purposes, such schemes should be sanctioned 
without having regard to the question of profit. 

20 . There is always possibility of such projects being put up

projects should be sanctioned even if they yield less than 6 p. c, pro it. 
The following considerations which are set down exompti gratis 
come under the category of indirect examples: — 

(1) The provision of such facilities as eventually lead to 

an Increase in the cultivated area. 

(2) The resulting increase in irrigated area from multiplica- 

tion of wells. 

(3) increased moisture in land t=.r-dlr:g to the increa.se 

of cultivation. 

(4) The prevention of cattle mortality whether from want of 

water or other causes and the consequent increase m 

the number of ploughs. 

Such projects should be thoroughly considered and sanctioned 
or rejected after conviction has been obtained as to the fulfilment or 
otherwise of their promise. What has happene d in the irrigation 
Department should never be allowed to recur, namely, that such 
heavy liabilities have been incurred that It is now out of the question 
to take up any new work for the next 6 or 7 years. 

I have also experience of such projects as yield less than 4 p. c 
profit. Till now the orders relating to such projects were that they 
should be kept in the famine library but now it is laid down that 
except for special reasons such projects should not be prepared, nor 
should they be submitted to the Darbar. In special cases, the propos- 
ing or the recommending officer should, in his report or note, specify 
the special consideration, and support it by cogent reasons. Orders on 
such projects should be passed after full consideration of the reasons 
stated. 

In the case of roads, railways, boats and bridges, etc., or of works 
the direct or indirect benefit from which is not apparent, the point 
to be considered is, what indirect benefits can possibly accrue there- 
from, and the scheme or project should be sanctioned if such benefits 
are probable. Besides, it should also be seen whether the earnings will 
be sufficient at least for the maintenance of the particular work- 
Further examples of Indirect advantages are increase in trade, 
cultivated area, population, factories and the income from Customs 
and Excise, etc. 

It is possible that an officer may obtain sanction for a project, 
to enhance his reputation, even although there may be no possibility 
of any of the indirect benefits, mentioned in this para. Due regard 
should be had at the time of sanctioning such a project to the 
possibility of such a motive in the recommendation of the project. 
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21 . At the time of preparing the budget the percentage of 

establish merst charges, should also be taken into 
consideration. In regard to the Depart- 

ment it has been settled that provisHcn for establish- 
ment charges be made at the rate of lo p. c. on the 
amount of estimates {vide File No. 1764 Miscellaneous, 
Irrigation, Home Department). In this matter enquiries 

should always be made as to the percentage prevalent elsewhere. 
This information should help much in the preparation of the 
budget. There is also another advantage. Suppose it is argued 
that the proposed allot snent will not do; there must be an increase 
somewhere even if there be a decrease elsewhere in the Budget. 
Such an argument can be met by quoting the figures of other 
regions which will be available; and then the objector will have to 
show why what is sufficient elsewhere would not be so here ? 

This question of percentage should also be taken into consider- 
ation at the time of preparing the Railway Budget, and enquiries 
should always be made from other places, where similar gauge lines 
exist, as to what is the percentage per mile of establishment as well 
as of earnings, for comparison with the facts in our State. In case 
of difference the causes of increase or decrease should be traced {vide 
instruction given in “Administration of the Gwalior State daring the year 
1912-13, page 26, last portion of the para relating to Review of Railways," 
which for ready rofenmce i.s (piotod below and will show my meatdng clearly) : — 

‘‘There seems to be an improvement in the percentage of working expenses 
when these are compared with what they have been in the past but it is a pity that 
a comparative statement is not given (as desired in some past report) exhibiting how 
the Gwalior Light Railway stands in this respect with reference to other Railways 
of the same gauge " 

Similarly, the Finance Department should, from time to time, 
see whether the percentage of our Railway earnings is up to the 
mark or not. If the percentage of expenses appear to be higher as 
compared with other Railways it should be reduced. 

22. Before imposing new taxes and cesses, it should be seen 
whether the proposed imposition will or will not in 
any manner or to any extent retard or damage the 
prosperity of the country or of its trade. There is no 
harm in levying any taxes which do not produce ad- 
verse results and yet add to the income of the State, 
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On questions of taxation the advice of the Economic Develop- 
ment Board should always be taken. When the counsel of this 
Board is sought on such questions, it should, before giving its opinion, 
seek the advice alike of the agricultural community and the Cham- 
bers of Commerce. The advantage of this procedure would be that 
the people would have no ground of complaint left ; on the contrary, 
it will be a satisfaction to them to realise that so far from ignoring 
them, the Darbar placed confidence in them and recognising the 
identity of interests between themselves and their subjects sought 
their advice. 

It is possible that sometimes either for a special object 
or with a view to effect a needed increase in income, it may be 
found necessary to impose a tax which the public dislike. In such a 
case the real situation should be clearly explained to the public and 
they should be asked to point out what the Darbar should do, 
to suggest an alteration to the proposed imposition with which 
they disagree. To say “no” to any proposal or to criticise it is easy 
enough but to propose a substitute is not so easy. Besides as these 
days people are developing the destructive at the expense of the 
constructive tendency the course recommended here is both fair 
and advantageous. If the proposal for the levy of a tax emanate 
from a subordinate Department, it should, before recommending the 
tax, take the advice of the various communities concerned. If with 
a view to meet the expenditure, which cannot be met from the 
present income, the Finance Department itself find it necessary to 
recommend taxation it should also consult the people before sub- 
mitting its proposal to the Darbar. 

Note. — I t is part of the duty of the Finance Department to consider tax- 
ation al.so as one of the means of meeting expenditure, provided that 
the present income be found insufficient for this purpose. It should 
be borne in mind that taxes may be of two kinds: (1) Permanent, 
(2) Tempcrar 3 ^ In recommending a tax of the second kind, ^the 
object for which it is proposed to be levied should be pointed out as 
well as the period fixed when on the attainment of the specific object 
the tax would be abolished. 

Again taxes may be - 
(1) Direct, or 
(a) Indirect. 

So far as possible in imposing a tax the second method should 
be adopted, being far the better. An indirect tax is not felt and 
therefore not resented, but every direct tax is and the public clamour. 
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23. There are several taxes the yield of which properly belong 
to the Municipality. The realizations of such 
taxes should be made over to the institutions 
wherever there is a Municipality or a Town 
Committee. 

It has been found that in the past some taxes 
were levied from the poor classes. These yielded 
income in name only. Such taxes were alright 
from the point of view of the time, but if any such 
improper taxes are extant to-day they should be abolished vSdo 
Darbar resolution mentioned in Tour Report for Samvat 1955, page 
77, which is given here by way of example 

Siwai Jama cesses. 

“In Prant Malwa statements of Siwai Jama cesses were called 
for from the Subas of Districts and these were consolidated into one 
statement which is given as Appondlx Nom /X- The cesses men- 
tioned therein as pertaining to land, forest, groves and resumed 
lands, etc., should in the coming settlement be included in Ain Mai 
(revenue) ; but out of the cesses which were realised as Ghar Paii! 
(collection from house to house) or about which leases were given, 
34 cesses which yielded about Rs. 3,749-11-6 to the Government last 
year, are, with a view to relieve the people, abolished from Samvat 
1956.

24. The cesses which are realised as Haqs of the State should

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never be remitted, nor should any reductions be 
made therein, no matter how small their amount 
may be. At the same time no attempt should be 
made to increase the incidence of such Haqs, 
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25- it is incumbent on all officers and Meads of Departments 
(who are concerned with the expenditure of money) 
to see that the amounts provided in the budget 
under various heads are never exceeded, also that 
the amounts sanctioned for certain purposes are 
entirely spent butionly for those purposes, otherwise, 
it is apprehended that the object in view may not 
be attained '^f or a longtime and for that reason the 
actual amount spent may turn out to be wasted. 

If the amount sanctioned for a certain work be found insuffici- 
ent, and expenditure in excess of the allotment be apprehended, the 
officer concerned should, before incurring the necessary additional 
expenditure, immediately take steps to obtain sanction of the proper 
authority for the extra amount. In emergent cases, which cannot 
be avoided, the officer concerned may incur the expenditure or allow 
it to be incurred but without losing any time he should immediately 
report the facts and reasons by letter or telegram or personally, as 
circumstances permit, to the superior officer concerned. 

Briefly, officers are respGr:sfb!c to the Darbar to see that 
in no case sanctioned', expenditure as provided in a budget is exceeded 
without the Darbar’s specific sanction- 

26. Sn Consequence of past experience it will not be out of 
place to mention here that at one time the Revenue 
Board prepared the Customs Tariff and submitted 
it to me for sanction. On being asked what receipts 
would result from this T ariff the Board could give 
no answer. It must be remembered that whenever 
such matters are put up, the probable loss or gain 
should be carefully calculated before giving or refu- 
sing sanction. 

At the same time it should not to be forgotten that in certain 
cases, loss results in the beginning, and profit follows afterwards, 
In such cases the point to be considered is whether the loss is likely 
to be of a short or long duration. If the loss be only temporary 
and the subsequent permanent profit lasting or substantial, 
no attention sould be paid to the loss. The current settlement is an 
example of this. It so happened that in the current settlement rates 
were reduced. It is true that during the term of this settlement loss 
would result, that is to say, as compared with the revenue of the

27. It must carefully be borne in mind that it is easy to 

increase salaries and rates but to reduce them is 

Care to be taken Very difficult. Great care should, therefore, be taken 
In increasing in handling this matter. I give below an 

extract from my review on Annual Reports which 

will throw more light on this matter: — 

*’ Vitie para. 17 and its sub-para. 2. — I fully agres that owing to high 
wages it has become very difficult to secure the services of sub- 
assistant surgeons. But officers have not realised my difficulties 
about increasing expenditure. It must be known that the forming of 
an estimated income has become a very uncertain matter. As when 
it comes to comparing calculations with actuals, there is a wide 
difference. Of course, if it is a difference of a few per cent, none 
would mind. When we make an estimate of the income, we do so at 
the recommendation of various heads of departments and base our 
expenditure accordingly on it. It will be seen that it is easy to stop 
expenditure on construction but not on the establishment- The 
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weather conditions have now taken such change that one is never 
sure what is going to happen, and every thing ultimately depends on 
crops.” 

“ If Kharif and Rabi fail or are only partially good, it makes a difference, in 
every thing, such as the income from Customs, Land Revenue, 
Irrigation, Factories Excise and so on • Therefore, I sincerely hope 
that the officers will realise the difficulties and treat this as a 
warning when they recommend the Increase of, expenditure.’’ — 
(Extract from the Darbar’s Review on the Administration Eepor 
for the year 1918-19, Sam vat 1075. page 12.) 

Officers find it easy to recommend that cuts be made in taxes 
or Pattabandi, but there will seldom be found an officer who wo’jI- 
recommend that reductions be made in the establishment or in the 
rates of pay. 

28. It may happen that sometimes some one of the funds 
mentioned at pages 5-6 suffers loss on account of a 
Bank becoming insolvent or for some such reason. 
In order to prevent retardation of any useful work 
the progress of which might depend upon the 
income of such a fund, the damaged fund should 
be restored by taking small amounts from other funds and from 
the reserve fund as a loan and this plan should immediately be 
adopted. Afterwards the funds from which small amounts have 
been taken can be recouped from general savings or the savings 
of the Famine Fund or from the interest realised on that portion of 
the reserve fund which is invested in 3 and 6 months’ deposits. 
The shortage of the fund ought to be recouped in this manner even 
though it be possible that some dividend might be realised on the 
liquidation of the bank and the whole amount of the loss may not 
have to be written off eventually. 

20 . It is recommended that the Ruler of the State, or the 
person who is working for him, should, for some 
years, prepare the detailed budgets himself so as to 
become fully conversant with the inner struc- 
ture. After some time a Budget Committee should 
be appointed, whose function should be to prepare 
the budgets and to submit them for orders to the 
Darbar. In this way the Ruler of the State or his 
representative will not have to spend much time over the prepara- 
tion of the annual budget. 
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The advantage of appointing a Budget Committee is to 
counteract the idea, which is often formed, that the Ruler of the 
State is a hoarder of money. The members of this Committee, being 
fully aware of the real financial situation, will be able to explain to 
persons who complain why they cannot be allowed more money 
than that sanctioned. 

While preparing the budget, it is necessary to pay attention to 
the rules regarding the preparation of the budget, which have been- 
separately issued and which are given here as Appendix Nom It 
has to be noted that the officers have made up their minds not to 
conform to the principle and method laid down for their guidance 
Very seldom an officer will be found, who follows the rules. The 
Ruler of the State should direct his attention to this fact particu- 
larly. There are three reasons for which it has been found 
necessary to point out this fact here. First, the course adopted by 
the Irrigation Department, where liabilities exceeded the limit; 
secondly, the action of the Forest Department which never carried 
out the orders relating to demarcation ; thirdly, the action of 
the Education Department {yide Policy of Education Depart- 
ment, para 5, sub-para 3, and the subsequent remarks given up to 
page 6). 

The fact of the liabilities, &c., would certainly have been 
brought to the knowledge of the Finance Member Jhad there been a 
good and expert Audit staff. This goes to show that the depart- 
ments look more to external appearances, and to getting increase in 
the salary of the staff. Real work is not their aim. 

There are sometimes cases where expenditure under one head 
has to be increased by reductions under other heads. This may 
either take the form of increase in salary, or of the establishment of 
some new department, or of increase in the number of the staff 
or of some other work. 

Note. — T he aforesaid condition can arise in both cases, viz., incases 
mentioned above and also Tvhere on account of indebtedness 
reduction in expenses is found necessary. 

30. Whatever 1 have said in the Financial Policy thus far 
applies only when the financial situation of the State is satisfactory 
in every respect. 
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31. Attempt is made, below, to Jay down the Policy to be 
adopted in case tlie State is indebted, or for some 
reason its revenue goes down or a loan is taken witit 
a view to increase its revenue : — 


(i) In case of indebtedness, the first thing to do is to devise 
means to pay off the debt in the shortest possible time. 
The broad principle to be followed is to revise the budget 
and to retrench so far as possible. If this should not 
suffice, the revision of the Customs Tariff would be quite 
proper, provided that trade is not affected thereby, and 
this should be done only for the time necessary to relieve 
the State of debt. Simultaneously great care should be 
exercised in the matter of expenditure. 

Where the curtailment of expenditure is found necessary on 
account of indebtedness, I have observed a tendency, on the part 
of the Diwan or the Council or the Officer made responsible for 
reduction, to begin by making cuts in (i) the Palace or (3) the 
Army Budget. 

It is natural that this should be so. For, so far as the Palace is 
concerned, officers either apply their personal standards or regard mat- 
ters from the modern point of view. What is meant is, suppose, for 
example, that the Ruler of the State during his life-time was spend- 
ing two thousand rupees at Dewali or Dasehra, while the officer 
concerned spent only ten or fifteen rupees on such occasions in his 
own home, or, may be, that in his native place no such expenses are 
customary. The officer’s line of argument, therefore, necessarily 
is — if ten or fifteen rupees suffice, in his case, for such occasions, 
fifty or sixty rupees should be enough for the Ruler’s family or even 
this expenditure can be done without. 

Such a line of thought leaves out of account the traditions 
of the State and the family. No heed is paid to family relations, 
the ancient ceremonials, or local custom, much less to considerations 
of practice and the dignity of the Ruling house. Such action makes 
officers unpopular and the relations between them and the family 
of the Ruler become strained. With a view to save officers so placed 
from unpopularity and strained relations it is suggested that if 
the reduction of the Palace Budget be unavoidable, the policy 
should be respectfully to submit proposals to the Palace and obtain 
orders after explaining the situation fully. 
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In the case of the Army as the officers' are generally civilians 
they forget how necessary the insurance secured by the Army is. 
What the future has of mischance in store, can never be accurately 
forecasted. Further the moral effect of such an institution as the 
Army is not to be overlooked nor the consideration of dignity with 
which the Army invests a State. Irresponsive to the appeal of 
these weighty considerations, the civilian administrators often 
regard the expenditure of the Army as a waste and try to curtail it. 
And then the saving so effected is utilised for bettering the prospects 
of civilian brothers or for some political purpose. 

Another way of getting relief from indebtedness is to spend 
money on projects that yield a return within reasonable time, 
that is, on productive works. Until financial stringency is got over, 
no attention should be paid to amenities such as those provided by 
Serais, museums, palaces, etc,, etc. There is no harm if such Invest- 
ments necessitate the taking of a loan. Productive works may be 
taken in hand by contracting loans regardless of the fact that the 
State is already in debt. In this case also the saving obtained from 
revision of budgets, as previously suggested, should be utilised in 
paying off debts and loans should be contracted for productive works. 

Before negotiating a loan the following points should be 
considered : — 

(1) What works are likely to yield quick return ? 

(2) How much interest will have to be paid from the trea- 

sury during the period intervening between the date 

of taking the loan and of the earning of profit ? 

(3) How long will it be before the contemplated work will 

begin to yield profit ? 

(4) How long, before it will yield a full return ? 

(5) Making due allowance for (3) and (4), what time will be 

required to repay the loan ? 

(6) Is any dispute or difficulty likely to arise on account of 

the loan or the work proposed ? 

When taking a loan the stipulation should be avoided that 
no more than a certain specified instalment will be paid in liquida- 
tion. Payment must depend on income. With increased income 
the instalment can be raised, and freedom from debt obtained 
sooner. 
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If even by revision of budget the repayment of debt be not 
possible within reasonable time, the third way to attain this object is, 
though as the last resort, to dispose of a portion of the property. 
But if driven to this course, no property or possession should be 
touched which is of historical interest in the family, and which can^ 
not again be acquired without difficulty. It is true that this course 
is calculated to mortify the family, but it must be adopted if no 
other course be possible and there is no harm in it so long as the 
precautions and exclusions mentioned are thoroughly carried out, 
especially as when the financial condition improves it should be 
possible to re-acquire the property disposed of. 

If it be proposed to make use of any property situated in British 
India for the purpose of paying off debt, the property should, so far 
as possible, be mortgaged with the stipulation that when finances 
permit the State will recover the property. The Resident should be 
informed of the arrangement which unavoidable necessity has 
led to and requested to arrange that no objection shall be raised 
to the recovery of the property when the State is able to redeem 
the mortgage. 

The condition with the mortgagee as regards recovery on 
payment of mortgage money should be clear, distinct and not open 
to challenge. 

Note No. 1. — Be it remembered that, if need be, property may be 
mortgaged, but not sold. 

Note No. 2. — When personal property such as jewellery, etc., is to be 
dealt with ' the members of the ruling family must 
be consulted if the Ruler of the State is a minor. 

Note No. 3. — There are cases where even when the State was in a 
prosperous condition, property w^as suddenly sold just 
because it fetched a handsome price, and subsequently 
it was found difficult to get the property back. The 
case of the land adjoining the Poona Chhatri is an 
instance in point and deserves to be remembered. 

Note No. 4, — By fall in income is meant decrease due to a shrinkage 
of the area under cultivation on account of the bad 
condition of the agriculturist. The first thing to do in 
such cases is a settlement on low rates, and for a short 
term, and lavish distribution of , money for irrigation, 
manure, seed, Takavi, wells (Kachcha and masonry).

Note No, 5. — It is also a good plan so to ve-adjust the tarifE that trade 
would prosper and give increased income. 

Note No, 6. — After indebtedness has been overcome or declining reve- 
nue has been replenished, the budgets should be 
enhanced on the basis of the restored income and in 
accordance with the principles laid down above. Thus 
it would be possible gradually to improve further and 
further the financial condition of the State. 

Note No. 7. — There is a very good and sound principle worthy of 
adoption by the Ruler of a State, or other administrative 
authorits’^, and it must certainly be adopted, because 
experience has shown that those who did not follow it 
were deceived and bad to experience great difficulties 
and even to undergo hardships. The principle is, that 
a person in charge of the Finance Department should 
be given authoritj’ to refuse supplies, if it is found 
that the Ruler is exceeding the fixed limit or is trans- 
gressing the settled policy, or is about to incur exces- 
sive expenditure or has already incurred it. This 
officer should be authorized by the Ruler of the State 
in the first place to bi’ing to his notice or that of the 
Regent, in the absence of the Ruler, that the limit is 
being exceeded, or the policy being trans gressed, and 
if this stage has actually been reached, respectfully to 
submit that by virtue of the authority granted to him 
he cannot allow the money to be spent. 

Note.— I t must be borne in mind that such extravagant expenditure 
is generally incurred just after the acquisition of powers; else, 
the Ruler has fallen into evil ways. 

32. Following are the cases in which the officer mentioned in 
para 31 (7) shall have to exercise this authority: — 

(1) when expenditure exceeds income; 

(2) when it is apprehended that the principles laid down in this 

Policy are not being acted upon; 

(3) on the occasion of expenditure 
mentioned in the note to para. 
31, sub>para 7, or in such a case 
as is mentioned in para. 33; 


(4) in cases where it is apprehended that expenditure wili 
exceed the general saving to be arrived at according to 
the principle laid down in para. No. 3. 

On the other hand, expenditure necessary for the prestige of the 
3tate must not be neglected, nor that which has to do with the

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ttidi ntenance of proper relations with the Supreme Ciovernment or 
w ith adherence to appropriate old-time customs. An illustration of 
what is here meant w ill be found in the following quotation from my 
speech, of aist December 1905:— 

“It will be enough for me to say that whatever useful work 
has been or is being undertaken in the various Departments 
of my State has but one ultimate goal, viz., to help towards 
the stability of the British Empire, and with that end in 
view to ameliorate the conditions of the people over whom 
I am called upon to rule. 

“Wherever Your Royal Highness travel in India, you will see 
on the triumphal arches and in the addresses read to you, 
the words ‘Loyalty’ and ‘Devotion to the Crown ’ If I say 
but little on this subject, it is because I feel all the more 
deeply. My hope and ambition is that the day may come 
when my Army and I may by our acts show what is not 
only on our lips but in our hearts,” 

33* To give practical effect to the sentiments expressed in this 
extract is the first duty of the Ruler of the State, 
or of the authority acting for him. This is a very 
Important matter as it has to do with cementing 
the relations between the Government of the King- 
Emperor and that of the Darbar. In order to show, 
therefore, that we firmly adhere to what has 
been said in the speech from which this quotation is 
taken, expenditure will, from time to time, have to be incurred as was 
done by the Darbar during the last European War, by rendering 
military and other aid. Expenditure over objects of a similar 
nature may also be classed under this head, e. in presenting the 
King’s statue as was done at Delhi; or on philanthropic enterprises, 
Hindu University, and various other subscriptions. 

34. The safest course to adopt in respect of such expenditure is 
first to consult Majlis-i-Khas as to what the Ruler’s 
wish is, or what ought to be done on such an 
occasion ; and as soon as the Majlis has passed a 
resolution, the Finance Department should be 
directed to put up proposals as to the way in which 
such expenditure Is to be met. 

In cases where a particular amount is allotted for a certain work, 
and it is being spent gradually, and when the fixed amount is about

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to run out, and. it is expected that more money on this account will 
be required, the Finance Member should be immediately informed of 
the fact and asked to make an urgent arrangement. 

Such extraordinary and emergent expenditure can be met in 
the following ways : — 

(i) Prom the general savings of the budget. 

{2) Out of the one-fourth amount decided to be set apart as 
reserve. 


(3) By curtailing general expenditure. 

(4) As a last resort, by levying a new tax. 

When only a limited amount of money is in hand, it is the duty 
of the Finance Department definitely to express the opinion that in 
no case more than a specified sum shall be available for a particular 
work during the year; and so precaution should be taken to see that no 
more than the amount named is allowed to be spent. When there is no 
money in hand, the Finance Department ought definitely to say and 
point out that for the sake of the State’s good name and in order that 
no departure should be made from the settled policy (to maintain 
which is absolutely necessary) it is possible to achieve the end in 
view by adopting wholly or partly the following methods instead of 
spending cash : — 

(1) by part cash payment, 

(2) by giving tents, 

(3) by giving State horses, 

(4) by giving carriages and motor cars, 

(5} by lending a State building for a hospital or other work of 
public utility. 

On such proposals being put up from the Finance Department, 
the authority concerned should not forget to consider whether the 
adoption of any of the methods mentioned above, will not bring 
about a condition that may in future bring a bad name to the 
State and order should be passed only after mature consideration. 

35. The following points are to be considered when it is found

In connection with stamps or seals, that their 
design is not similar to that of those used else- 
where. Also distinctive marks not easily 
visible should be provided, so that cases of 
forgery may be easily detected. 

Note, — ( 1) It is necessary to point out here that when any stamp or seal 
is ordered to be made, the workmen who are experts at die 
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work immediately detect the special mark. Therefore, so far 
as possible, great care should be taken in determining what the 
special mark should be, and that it should be so provided that 
the public at any rate will not easily detect it. 

(2) In coining rupees, Mohars and pice, etc., full attention should 
be paid to design, weight and alloy in addition to the special 
mark mentioned above. The design should be distinct from 
that of other coins. The weight also should be different, that 
is to say, it should be more or less ; and only so much alloy 
should be mixed as would not affect the value of the coin, 
and yet the alloy should be of a weight different from that 
employed elsewhere. 

( 3 ) The principle to be adopted in minting should be to ensure that the 
coin produced does not sell at a discount ; that is to say, the 
intrinsic value of the coin should be so much that its market 
value maj’^ not be less than the cost incurred. Also coins 
should not be minted in such a quantity that their value may 
depreciate. To maintain our right, the minting of coins 
should be effected from time to time. The coining of pice 
and Asharfi (gold Mohars) is in vogue in the State, but it 
would be proper if instead of coining the rupee the system of 
minting nickel coins be introduced. It would also not be 
improper if instead of silver coins, gold coins ai’e introduced 
gradually. 

36. The public often experience great difficulty in getting 
postal, judicial or other stamps and various printed 
forms such as receipt book, Zamindari pocket book 
and pass book, etc., which they have to use in 
obedience to orders. To get these they have some* 
times to travel five or six Koses do or 13 miles). 
Besides this difficulty, if the stamps and the other things mentioned 
are not timely available, it means loss of revenue to the Government 
also. Arrangements should, therefore, be made to keep a stock of 
these things in the villages so that people may get them easily. The 
best method of keeping such stock in the villages is to select Zamin- 
dars or Patels for taking charge of the stock and to notify that such 
and such things can be had at such and such places. There is no 
better method. Previously also 1 have dealt with this point, 
the following extract from my Review on the Annual Report;— 

^‘‘Para. 8m~-i may say that I should like to see more licensed 
stamp vendors than 76. If this be done, 1 am sure that the income

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will go up and the public will get what they want with convenience.'*

37. Great confusion takes place in fixing rates in the Engineering 
Department. Therefore rates should be fixed every 
second and third year by appointing a committee. 
But before fixing these rates, it would always be 
necessary to acquire sufficient experience of this 
matter. Therefore, to acquire experience work should 
first be carried out on the wage system, then on 
the basis of this experience the rates should be fixed 
and that order carried out which I gave on 13th October 1922, a copy 
of which is given as Appendix No, XI, It is the duty of the Finance 
Member to enforce this principle, vix , to get rates fixed by a com- 
mittee, and the heads of departments should keep the rates so fixed 
confidential. Under the wage system, the same establishment should 
be kept on works as would be kept by a contractor and the 
percentage of the cost of establishment should be worked out. 
To throw further light on this matter 1 give below an extract from 
my Review on the Annual Report. It will show what my ideas 
regarding rates are : — 

“1 do not agree about the increase of rates, I consider that it is in the 
nature of Engineers to increase rates as they consider it their first 
duty. Engineers who wish to work with me will have to be very 
careful in this matter* It must be remembered that these Depart- 
ments are not “public wastes” though they are called so in many 
quarters. People study Political Economy and various other sciences, 
among which, I believe, there is also a Science of Economy. By this 
I mean adoption of such measures as would prevent wasteful 
expenditure. But 1 am sorry to say that 1 find that the idea of real 
economy is as far away from them as anything could be. And yet 
they know well how to introduce economy in their own households. 
If Science cannot help qualified people, then I am at a loss to under- 
stand how it could be possible to introduce economy. 1 cannot see 
the object of studying the Science. 1 think this is enough and 
the Member would be good enough to take this as a hint from me- 

To my mind unless one and all look upon the Government Funds as if 
they were their own, economy cannot be expected.”— (Extract from 
the Darbar ts Revie\v on the Administration Report for the year 
1914-15, Samvat 1971, page 17.)

^‘‘Vi tie Para- 7, Sub-head ( 2 Member talks about increasing 
the rates Here he will be well advised to abide by the ruling which 
1 gave a few years ago and to which, 1 know, he has many objections. 
Why though, 1 am at a loss to understand- I am determined to see 
that my ruling is entirely followed. 1 expect the '‘Permanent Rate 
Committee” to put up, year by year, any increase or decrease they 
have to suggest in the rates, but I will not allow Departments to 
increase rates at their discretion.” — (Extract from the Darbar’s 
Review on the Administration Report for the 5 ’ear 19 17-1 N, 
Samvat 1974, page 36.) 

38. The first and foremost consideration in advancing loans 
is to see whether the security is satisfactory or not, 
that is to say, in case the debtor fail, the principal 
amount advanced will at least be realised even if 
the assets of the debtor be sold piecemeal and at the 
lowest price possible. If a loan is to be advanced to 

a factory, or on the security of some property, the first thing to do is 
to get it valued, and if valuation be 20 lacs a sum of from 10 
to 15 lacs may be advanced, that is to say, a margin of at least 5 lacs 
should be kept. Briefly, not more than three-fourths of the amount 
of valuation should be advanced in any case. Speculation should 
never be made. Whoever does so must eventually suffer loss. On 
the other hand, to bury treasure can never be profitable ; the loss of 
interest is apparent. 

39. It has been ruled that at the end of every year, a finan 
cial statement should be put up before the Majlis-i- 
Khas, so that the persons concerned should be kept 
fully informed of the financial situation every year. 
After the perusal of this statement, it should be 
decided to which funds the amount of saving 
made at the rate of ^th or ^th should be diverted. 

The financial statement of one year is given as Ap/tendix No. XI i 
by way of specimen. In this appendix it is also shown how after 
going through the statement resolutions are passed and orders issued. 
It is hoped that by its perusal the real object will be fully under- 
stood. The method is safe and should always be followed. 

40. It has often been noticed that officers get works done by 
contractors in a year which exceed in cost the 
amount sanctioned for works in the budget for 
that year. The result is that contractors’ bills for 
considerable amounts-remain in arrears. It should, 
therefore, be carefully watched that no work is done

41. The various kinds of errors found in Audit every year 
should be collected and printed copies circulated 
for guidance to all officers and their account sec- 
tions, so that similar mistakes may not be repeated.

42. When the budget of any department is put up, it is the 

duty of the Budget Committee to see whether the 

Scrutiny at bud- object for which the above-mentioned Department 
get time. vvas established is being fulfilled or not. Similarly, 

when several items of expenditure are provided for 
in a budget, and sanction is sought, it should be ascertained whether 
the object for which such items are demanded can be achieved or 
not ; and if the items be sanctioned, then after an interval of a year 
or two, enquiry should again be made at budget time whether the 
object has been achieved or not ; if not, what are the reasons and 
what steps should be taken to achieve the object in future. The point 
is whether it be the whole budget of any department or only special 
items of a budget, in both cases, before sanctioning the budget, a 
thorough scrutiny should be made from every point of view. If in 
consequence of such sifting anything comes to view that should be 
brought to the notice of the Darbar, this should be done. Further if 
it appear that the whole budget of a Department or any particular 
items of that budget have failed to achieve the object for which that 
Department was established or for which the particular items were 
provided, the matter should, after obtaining the explanation of the 
recommending officer, be specially brought to the notice of the 
Darbar for the purpose of rectification.

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GENERAL REMARKS. 


1 . The column 5 o£ the statement gives the maximum figure which each 
Fund should attain by the addition of interest. When this figure is reached the 
whole should be considered as the Capital and any saving of its interest left after 
defraying Expenditure sanctioned against interest should go to swell the General 
Fund. 

2. The interest on allotted Funds should be counted in round figures of 
‘Thousands,’ amounts less than a thousand should be merged in the Pension Fund. 
Balance of interest left after meeting sanctioned Expenditure should similarly be 
taken in whole thousands, the extra odd amounts being similarly merged in the 
Pension Fund. 

3- Subject to direction (2) and the fixed rate of 4 p. c. noted in the remarks 
against allotment No. 16, interest remaining after deducting sanctioned Expendi- 
ture will be added to each Fund so as to constitute the Capital amount for the 
following year. 

4. There should be separate monthly and annual accounts of the allotted 
Funds quite apart from the Budget account. The Department concerned with 
any allotment should prepare this account and submit it to the Accountant-General 
separately fi’om the Ordinary Budget account, but on the same dates. The 
Accountant-Generars Office sliould compile a general monthly and annual account

5. Any balance left over at the end of the year out of the sanctioned Expen- 
diture should be carried forward under deposits and be at the disposal of the 
Departments in the following year subject to their giving intimation to the 
Accountant-General’s Office of the intended drawings from the deposits. 

6. The allotments were made in October 1913 (Samvat 1070), therefore 
counting only b -‘ilf of 1970, statement for 2-2- years to the end of 1972 should be 
prepared on the basis of interest at an average of 4 p. c. minus expenditure already 
sanctioned against interest. This statement after approval should be sent to the 
Departments for information. 

7. An annual statement, ‘by investments’ and ‘by allotments’ should be pre- 
pared and submitted to the Majlis and Members of Government should circulate 
the allotment statement to their subordinate Departments in October each year. 
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8. ‘B’ Account should be understood to mean the interest on the balance o£

figures (less than a thousand) and interest; on shirt Bark deposits of the Reserve 
Fund, (as well as any balance left after distributing the fixed interest, i. 5., 4 p. c, 
to the allotted Funds out of the actual return on Bombay inveetments) should be 
merged into the Pension Fund. The Bombay investments shall be termed the 
‘Darbar Account.’

(iii) Excess of actual income over the estimated income. 

On presentation to the Darbar of this statement by the Finance Department, 
the Darbar will give orders as to the distribution of this surplus amongst the 
various Funds or its disposal otherwise.

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,2. Details of articles for preparation of special food are as follows 

(1) Morning Breakfast. — Meat 2, Pulao, rice (cooked), sweets, Varan, Amti, 
Kabab, four vegetables (fruit vegetables 2, leaves vegetables 2), Chatni 
(sauces) 2, Phulkas and G-hee. 

(2) Dinner {English) in the evening- — First toast, soup, fish, dish of hen or 
mutton, to be by changes, dish of vegetable and sweet. 

(3) Evening Marathi Food. — Meat, Mandosari (a pulse), Phulkas, rice, Kabab, 
2 vegetables (1 fruit vegetable and 1 Pala Bhaji) and Ghee. 

Fo.r English Dinner, Meat, Kabab and rice be substituted for the above. 

3. Management for Preparation of Food. 

(1) As much food for morning and evening as is of Brahmani kind should all 
be prepared in Brahmani Kitchen — only articles of meat be prepared 
separately. 

(2) Now there is no distinction of special food. It should also be prepared 
like the ordinary food. There is no difference like this that increase be • 
made in one and decrease in another. 

(3) The names of Shrimant Huzur Moalla Sahib, Shrimati Saubhagyav\rati 
Senior Rani Sabiba and Junior Rani Sahiba, Shrimant Yuvaraj Maharaj 
Sahib and Kamla Raja Sahiba are included in the 18 persons for the 
morning. If one or two Sardars come at the time, they can also join. 
There is no necessity for extra articles for them. The same arrangement 
should be followed in the evening. 

(4) Articles for 15 days should be brought to Store at a time. 

(5) A list of persons taking fopd in the morning and evening be prepared. 

(6) Before beginning to cook food in the morning and evening it should be 
ascertained as to whether all persons taking food daily are present or 
whether there is any decrease in that number. The stock required for 
these should be kept in saving. How much is the saving made fhns 
should be ascertained by weighing the same, on the next 15th day when 
stock is ordered and so mnch stock be sent for as remains after deducting 
the quantity thus saved. This system should always be adopted. 

4. Articles of ordinary food to be prepared at both times : 

(1) Breads, (2) Varan, (3) Vegetables, (4) Meat four times a month, (5) 
Chatni (sauces). 

5. Ordinary food is not prepared weU. The Officer, Khasgi Karkhana, ete., should 

therefore specially see that it is prepared well. Vegetables are given at a 

tune whep they are such that animals only can eat them. These (eaters) are 

men and not animals, Due cqnsideration should be given towards this.

.6. Ten Chhokris (maid servants) should come morning and evening by turns and 
then go back home. 

Five Chhokris should come at 5 in the morning and go back at 11. In the 
same way the other five Chhokris should come at 3 and go back at 8 in 
the night. 

7. There should remain in the Palace 12 Sunas and 12 Chhokris. Out of these 12 

Sunas, four should serve both Yuvaraj Maharaj and Kamla Raja Sahiba and 
one Chhokri should remain with Shrimati Kamla Raja Sahiba. 

8. The follo\ving 31 servants will take their food ; — 

12 Sunas. 

13 Chhokris, 6 of Shrimati Saubhagyawati Senior Rani Sahiba and 6 of 

Junior Rani Sahiba and one of Kamla Raja Sahiba.

NOTE RELATING TO BUDGET KARKHANEJAT. 


Iti framing this budget loSIowing matters have been kept in 
view: — 

1 . Dignity. 

2. Regard has been paid to the rites and ceremonies and to 

religion. 

3. Consideration of necessary requirements. 

4 Effort has been made to devise a method whereby any article 
that has become useless, may, in future, be replaced 
automatically, that is to say, an old thing becoming 
useless the new one may be supplied instead. In other 
words, mostly, a system has been adopted whereby offi- 
cers need not obtain sanction while new thing be supplied 
and old thing rejected. 

5, Only so much establishment has been retained as was 

necessary that is to say, un-necessary staff has been 
reduced. There was a time when unnecessary staff was 
lying idle and no particular work was assigned to them. 
They were a sort of pensioners. For this reason they have 
been reduced. 

6, Scale of expenditure per head Pan and food has also 

been fixed, the detail of which will appear from this budget. 
Often much waste was done on this score. This extra- 
vagance has, therefore, been stopped by fixing the scale. In 
my opinion this scale has been fixed liberally. In this it has 
not been done that for a seer of Poolao four tolas of Ghea 
has been provided but 1 have fixed the quantity of every 
thing in the scale according to my personal experience 
in such a way that it may suffice for cooking properly, 
good, light, V. o., easily digestable and tasteful food. Of 
course the seasoning of food with pearls and gold Mohars 
has been prevented; and check has been placed on similar 
things also ; for instance is well known that in olden 
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times ten seers of Okeo was required to fry one 
(Crisp cake). 

On the same principle, scale of itra Pan has also been fixed 
and it has been endeavoured that every thing should be of 
first class and of high quality. 

7. The system to be observed in connection with the purchase 
of animals has been fixed as follows. On expiry of the 
period fixed for an animal it should be rejected. In case 
of reduction in the number of animals taking place as 
above or by cleath the same number should be purchased 
at once. 

8- For the purchase of stock also minimum rates have been 
selected so that Karkhanas may not stand in need of ap> 
plying for more money often. For example, in the former 
budget amount provided for grams was calculated at the 
rate of 16 seers per rupee but on account of high rates 
gram had to be purchased at 7 seers per rupee and the 
Karkhana had to obtain sanction for extra expenditure. 

Now in the present budget rates of all things have been fixed 
at the lowest. For example the amount provided for 
gram in the budget has been calculated at the rate of 7 
seers per rupee and instruction has been given that all 
stock be purchased at harvest time so that it may be had 
at cheaper rates. The saving made on account of the pur- 
chase at cheaper rates should be added to the fund created 
for this purpose and the amount of this fund should 
be invested. If in some future year as ill luck would have 
It, the rate of gram falls below 7 seers and on account of 
this extra expenditure has to be incurred, the same should 
be met from the interest on this fund. To put briefly, in 
this budget those royal activities have been put a stop to 
which were in vogue in former times and which were often 
the occasion of officer's carelessness, misappropriation 
and excesses. 

In this budget every thing has been calculated on thejbasis of 
its necessity and thus the system adopted by fhousehold 
has been introduced and the royal system has been dis- 
continued. For example, the former system was that if 
over and above the number who used to ordinarily 
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their food daily, if even one man more foined the dinner 
the Khasgi Department used to separately charge for that 
man. Because the officers had, under the influence of 
royal pride, lost sight of the fact that food prepared for ten 
persons could easily suffice for one or two more. This 
practice, therefore, of extra charge was adopted and extra 
expenditure was incurred unnecessarily. Now I have in- 
troduced the system of a householder and have stopped 
the royal system. It is therefore hoped that no extra ex- 
penditure will be incurred and the officers also remember- 
ing the ways of their own households will follow the new 
system. 

9. For the purchase of stock of every kind e. jr. palanquine, 
Miyanahs (small palanquines), GhauH AfiabgSH, Sheets, 
Chinaware, Conveyances, Buggies, Elephants, Morses 
etc., etc., an approximate amount was provided in the 
budget of every Karkhana. Now in this budget after 
examining requirements as to stock in every Karkhana. 
it has been settled as to how much of a certain kind of 
stock is required and after what period it should be 
changed and replaced by new one, so that it may always 
remain in good condition. Amount of expenditure and 
periods having been fixed in this way, the amounts calcu- 
lated on that basis have been provided in the annual 
budget. It is hoped that by this system, there will remain 
no necessity of obtaining orders every time, and the 
apprehension of extra expenditure also will be removed. 

Although periods have been fixed for every kind of stock, yet 
fresh stock should be purchased only when the old one 
has become useless and requires to be changed. When 
any stock is changed after the fixed period, the cost of 
the fresh stock to be purchased or prepared on its place 
should be met out of the amounts of annual grants for 
this purpose provided in the budget in which they will be 
carried forward as deposits. If the fixed period is to ex- 
pire after some time and the preparation of stock is neces- 
sary this should be done by taking money as Tasalmat 
(Suspense) which should be cleared by crediting against, 
it the amounts of annual grant. 


158 
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10. The uniform for various groups such as Shagird Pesha, 

Farrash Khana, Stable, Buggee Khana etc., was up to this 
time got prepared for some by making deduction from 
their pay and for some by the Darbar. Now in this budget 
an amount has been fixed for uniforms, the distinction bet- 
ween a full dress and a second dress has been indicated and 
it has also been settled of what kind the uniform of sepoys, 
Jamadars, Hujras, Khallasies and Syces respectively will 
be of what they will consist and at what interval will 
they be given. 

11. Formerly for repair of buildings amount was provided in 
the budget of the Building Department. Accordingly as 
necessity arose the Building Department had to be written 
to, which used to send an overseer, who used to prepare 
an estimate, and after so many stages work was taken 
in hand. This was a very long procedure and so much 
time was lost over it that the necessity for which repair 
was required ceased to exist. In order to remove all 
these difficulties this has been provided in the budget of 
each Karkhana. If advantage of this is taken at proper 
time, all buildings can always remain in good condition. 

13 . Up to this time, arrangement for worship, offering of food 
dresses etc., at Devast han Khas Sarkari, Qorkhi and 
other Sansthans was separate at every place and food was 
offered to Shivaji only once in a day. At some places the 
Pujari used to make offerings of food cooked at his own 
place. Dresses were not at all in proper condition. They 
used to make them once a year according to their liking. 
For this reason it has now been settled that worship and 
offering of food should be done both times and it has also 
been fixed on which days, which food, should be prepared 
for offering. 

Amounts for seasonal expenditure and for dresses have also 
been fixed. Keeping all these things in view a scale has 
been fixed for purposes of the budget and amounts for 
various heads have been provided therein. 

r3. Formerly consolidated amounts for daily expenditure and 
expenditure on festivals were provided in the budget, un- 
|ler head, His Highness’s Khasgi expenditure. There was 
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no scale nor there was any detail. For this reason expen- 
diture could not be properly regulated, and extra sanction 
had had to be given always. With a view to remove all 
this disorder following arrangement has been made: — 

(a) Scale of daily expenditure for food has been fixed and 
it has been fixed in such a way that if at the time of 
dinner some guests turn up, there be no necessity 
of preparing extra food for them, but that they may 
also take their full out of the food already cooked. 
In other words so much margin has been provided 
in the scale that food prepared according to that 
scale for 20 men will suffice for 23-24 men . 

{b) For ascertaining what articles were required for an- 
nual festivals Dakhlas (precedents) and contractor’s 
vouchers had had to be consulted, and to know on 
what festivals what rites and ceremonies had to be 
preformed reference had to be made to Vahivat 
clerks, Hujras, and Chhokries (maid servants). Great 
difficulty had had to be experienced when sometimes 
persons having such informations were not present. 
To remove this difficulty, therefore, details of all these 
things have been given in the budget. Now there is 
no need of consulting previous Dakhlas (precedents) 
or refering to persons having information. Every 
thing can be carried out by looking into the budget. 

(e) Contract used to be given for vegetables, 
fruits, and flowers required for daily or occasional con- 
sumption. As this system did not prove satisfactory, 
therefore, with a view to proper management and 
convenience, a Bazar Master has been provided in the 
budget, so that he may purchase from the market at 
prevailing rates good and fresh things such as vegetables, 
fruits, flowers and other thingfs that may be 
required. 

Medicines for private use in the Palace were sent for from 
Medical Department. As expenditure on medical depart- 
ment has been considered to be a sort of charity, to take 
medicines from that Department, without paying their 
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price, did not look proper, therefore, in this new budgfet, 
amount for expenditure on medicines has been provided 
so that medicines may be purchased for price and if they 
be taken from Medical department, their price should also 
be paid. 

15. An amount was provided in the budg^et of Master of Cere- 
monies for Shivpuri season, but no details were given. This 
detail has now been shown in the budget as to who will 
accompany during the season, and what allowances will be 
given to them. Thus there will now remain no necessity 
of enquiry as to who will accompany and what allowances 
will be given to them. 

16. This budget has been framed on the principles mentioned 
above. For the guidance of various Karkhanas under 
Karkhanejat Department a separteQalambandi (set of rules) 
has been prepared and has lately been enforced, which 
for the sake of convenience is being reproduced at the end 
of this note so that there be no difficulty in referring to it.

PREFACE. 


Be it known that there Is nothing in these rules which may 
appear impossible; rather such matters have been entered here 
as every body has to do daily in his household affairs. 

These rules shall be brought into force from ist July 1922 o. 
from the beginning of Sam vat 1979, and the old rules that are in 
force shall be considered as cancelled from that very date. 

It is hoped that every officer shall strictly follow these rules; 
shall not allow extra expendidure to be incurred, shall make his 
subordinates discharge these duties properly and shall keep eco- 
nomy in view. They will not let anything be done by which 
the Darbar’s reputation may suffer.

FIRST PART 


Sadar Karkhanejat Department. 

1 . Gha rge. 

Her Highness Maharani Sahiba will be Head of this Department 
and Private Secretary will be her adviser. 

Following Karkhanas will be subordinate to this Department : 

1. Khasgi Karkhana; 

2. Arayash Karkhana-, 

3. Animal Department; 

4. Sansthans; 

5. Shagirdpesha ; 

6- Gardens. 

2 . OutiBs ofS^rSvafB SBOraiary^ :~ 

1. Separate rules have been prepared for each of the above sub- 
ordinate departments. Private Secretary’s first duty, therefore, is 
to remain in close touch with his subordinate Karkhanas and 
continually examine whether work in those Karkhanas is being 
properly carried out according to the directions contained in 
the rules mentioned above and if any defect be found he should get 
it corrected immediately and make them act according to rules. 

2, Office work in the Karkhanejat Department has been 
reduced to a large extent and a system has been adopted by which 
every Karkhanedar Is, as it were, an under Secretary of the Private 
Secretary and the Karkhanedar’s office is part and parcel of his 
office and for this reason sending of communications from the former 
office has been stopped and it is provided that whatever orders a 
Karkhanedar has to obtain, he should get the same by attending 
personally, or by putting up the original paper or through order book. 
Whatever orders the Private Secretary has to pass he should write 
the same on the order book of the Karkhanedars. Besides this 
Private Secretary should also follow the system of going from time 
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to time to the Karkhanas and inspect the office and work of 
karkhana. And whatever defects the finds, to get them corrected and 
to draw the attention of the karknanedars concerned, to them. 
Attempt should never be made to increase correspondence but so far 
as possible it should be checked. 

3. Besides office work, Private Secretary should prepare a pro- 
gramme for the inspection and visit of outside works. For this there 
is no restriction as to period or time. He is free to carry on inspec- 
tion in proper manner any day and at any time, but he should take 
a round of each group and each Karkhana at least once a week. It 
should, however, be kept in mind that the group which he intends 
to inspect may not get previous information of his proposed visit. By 
this inspection it is not intended that every time he goes to a Kar- 
khana, he should inspect the office also. For office inspection, ins- 
tructions have been issued and they shall be followed. Generally 
every thing should be carefully seen at the time of inspection. If 
details be entered into, thousands of such matters will require 
mention, but by way of example few matters are given as follows : — 

1. Cleanliness of furniture of every kind; whether uniform and 
weapons are clean and safely kept, whether they ai e cleaned 
according to the method given in the regulations ;'in this 
behalf. Similar matters he has to see in .respect of sanita- 
tion, lines, roads, gardens etc. 

2. The keeping of stock and the carrying on of every work 
according to the training. 

3. To see whether any person has, while on duty put on in 
the manner in which he ought to do so, any uniform or 
weapon or any dress fixed for him; whether it is neat and 
clean, whether his face and hands are clean, and whether he 
does a work in the manner in which it ought to be done 
and with such cleanliness as is required from the work. 
Defects found should be corrected by taking proper steps. 

4. How management of the worship of deities is carried on 
and how Katha on EkadsM day is recited. 

5. What is the condition of elephants, horses bullocks 
etc. as well as of the equipments. 

6. Whether as much work is taken from elephants as ought 
to be taken from them; Whether the order, relating to the 
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manner in which an elephant should go at hanka (shouting) 
time, is being carried out or not. 

7. To see whether what has been settled or what may here- 
after be settled about beds in gardens, is being carried out 
or not. 

8 . What is the condition of motors, Buggies, sej~gaHs^ 
Shikar Qaris Raths, Argatias, (for breaking in horses), 
heavy carts and carriages, of their equipment and of their 
upholstery? 

4. Officer may be anywhere, but he should at all times keep 
an eye as to whether his subordinate carries out orders properly or 
not. His attention should not only be directed towards principal 
matters, but he should look to minor matters as well because mis- 
takes in minor matters produce bad effect on habit, and at last man- 
agement is disturbed generally. An instance of minor matter is given 
below by way of example 

A State is met in the way which is either carrying some 
body or stopping. It should be seen whether it is going pro- 
perly on the roadside or not, and whether it is stopped in 
the shade or not; if it is going at night whether lantern is 
lighted; and it it is stopping whether it is stopping at a 
side or on the main road and whether the lantern has 
been put out or not. 

5. Programme fixing day and time should be prepared for such 
matters relating to officers of subordinate Karkhanas, as it is con- 
venient to dispose of, in their presence, or in which it is necessary to 
enquire details from them personally, or about which information is to 
be given to them, or for disposal of other matters. For example 
Monday be fixed for officer Shagirdpesha and Tuesday for Officer 
Rathkhana and so on. Information of this programme should be 
given exactly to the officers concerned through a circular and a copy 
of the circular should be sent to His Highness for information. The 
day and time in the programme should be fixed with regard to the 
more or less amount of work which a Karkhana may have to get 
done. This, however, does not mean that the officers must neces- 
sarily attend though they have no work. Any officer who has work to 
dispose of, may attend on the appointed day and may leave as soon 
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as work is finished. Private Secretary also should with a view that 
subordinate’s time be not wasted, inform them immediately of any 
change in the programme. 

6 . In carrying on the work of this Department according to 
regulations^smoothly and satisfactorily the Private Secretary is the 
highest A.ssistant and Adviser of Her Highness Maharani Sahiba. 
He should, therefore, acquaint himself fully with all the internal 
affairs of each Karkhana and {keep Her Highness Maharani Sahiba 
informed of the same from time to time, and'fully assist Her Highness 
in carrying on the work of this Department. The Private Secretary 
should generally do all such work which requires moving from 
place to place and all matters to be submitted to Her Highness 
should be put up by him daily before Her Highness and got 
disposed to. 

3 m Powers of Her Highness Msharani Sahiba ff— 

I, Reinstatement, dismissal and reduction of all officers of 
Karkhana getting salary less than Rs. 150. 

3. Fine up to Rs. 250 half of which can be remitted and 
suspension up to the amount of fine; and can for sufficient 
reasons totally remit all- fine or other punishments of 
reduction etc. given by subordinates. 

3. Leave according to Civil Service Rules of all servants of 
Karkhanas with the exception of head officers. 

4. In most urgent cases can grant casual leave for one week to 
head officers or can in expectation of His Highness’ sanction 
grant them permission to proceed on leave; but in such 
cases report should be made and sanction of Darbar 
obtained as soon as possible. 

5. Can sanction /asf# kharoh ( extra expenditure ) up to 
Rs 1,000 in one matter and up to Rs. 12,000 in one year. 

Note: — A statement o£ all sanctions o£ extra expenditure! be pre“ 
pared on the prescribed printed £orm showing particulars 
and amount sanctioned and be put up be£ore His Highness 
for information on the last Monday o£ every month or on 
the next day if last Monday be a holiday. 

6 . The making and breaking of gold and silver articles of 
Jamdarkhana after reporting to His Highness.

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7. Can sanction writing off as loss up to Rs. 500 In one matter 
and up to Rs. 8,000 in one year. 

8. To get in time Annual Reports from Karkhanedars and 
submit to the Darbar with her review. 

g. Budgets prepared for subordinate Karkhanas will be 
compared with their respective budgets for last year, and 
the Private Secretary will discuss with the officers 
concerned as to the propriety or otherwise of the proposed 
additions or reductions and on being satisfied will put them 

up before Her Highness. On the basis of these budgets Her 
Highness should settle what remarks should be given 

in the general budget which is sent every year to 
Finance Department for being put before the Darbar. 

Nots: — D arbar’s financial policy should always be kept in view in 
examining the budget and in proposing additions and 
reductions therein. 

10. In relation to employees of Shagirdpesha group, Her 
Highness Maharani Sahiba shall have powers of punish- 
ment double in extent to those given to the officer of that 
group, 

11. To decide all applications of complaint; corresponde.nco 
applications for verification relating tc profit or loss of 
State or of subjects or those relating to sovci'e treatments, 
bad customs, and tyranny and oppression. 

Note; — If any application require special attention the same fshould 
be sent to His Highness’ oftce for being put up before 
His Highness, 

13. To transfer employees getting less than Rs 50 from one 
karkhana to another Karkhana In casrs? beyond her 
power action should be] taken after obtainnig Darbar 
sanction. 

f*owers of Private Secretary.— 

fh oittuaffBt - Private Secretary should compare 

e budgets prepared for Subordinate Department with the last year’s 
Wgets of those Departments and discuss with the officer concerned 
or otherwise of the proposed additions or reductions 
in me budget and on being satisfied he should after enquiry from 
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Her Highness the Maharani Sahiba as to what remarks should be 
given put such remarks in the general budget which is sent evei y 
year to Finance Department for being put up before His Highness. 
But for this work Officer Karkhana himself should be called and it 
should not be managed by calling his assistants, 

3. With the exception of articles of gold, silver and precious 
stones, to sanction writing off from the balance in hand all articles 
of Karkhana which have become unfit for use. 

3. Powers in connection with employees of Subordinate 
Karlchanas and groups : — 

(a) In respect of officers below the ranks of officers and 

assistants : - 

(1) Fine up to Rs. 60 as departmental punishments for 
some illegality. 

(2) Leave up to two months on receipt of a report from 
subordinates and sick leave according to Civil Service 
Rules up to four months on production of medical 
certificate. The appointment of officiating hand 
should be made after reporting to His Highness. 

(3) On receiving recommendation from a Subordinate 

Department for promotion of any person, can after 
examining the case, grant promotion according to 
budgets after Her Highness Maharani Sahiba’s 
sanction 

(A) In respect of office bearers getting Rs. 50 per mensem. 

(1) Pine, leave and promotion according to clauses i, 2 and 
3 of the above sub para. 

(2) Reinstatement, dismissal and redu(ition of half month’s 

pay. 

4. Powers in respect of employees of Khas Sadar Department 
with the exception of assistant are as follows 

(1) Reinstatement, dismis^l and granting of leave according 

to rule. 

( 3 ) Promotion according to budget and reduction in case of need, 

(3) Release of pay that was deposited. 

(4) Fine up to one month’s pay. 

(5) Suspension up to one month. 
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5- Powers in respect of Shagirdpesha group : — 

(1) Fine and leave according to rules. 

(2) Reinstatement, dismissal and promotion up to the Dafedar 
rank. 

(3} Powers of punishment to the extent of one and a half of 
those exercised by the Officer Shagirdpesha. 

6. Private Secretary is authorised to decide after careful 
consideration all formal matters which do not interfere with any 
law or which do not lead to the introduction of any new method or 
which do not relate to new work or to expenditure beyond his 
power. Examples are given below. It should also be borne in mind 
that whatever is written in a rule it should be kept in the same 
form and taken as bearing the same meaning, no change should be 
made. The meaning which a rule bears and the object with which 
it is framed should both be maintained as they are : — 

(I) To send for any book of rules and regulations from outside, 
if need be. 

(.2) To remit to appointed places, pay on account of furlough 
etc. of those officers to whom it is decided to make such 
payment or if any necessity arises, 

(3J To issue again after termination of famine orders for 
deductions from employees that were discontinued on 
account of famine. 

(4) With the exception of references as to legal matters to 
explain all other references after putting them up to Her 
Highness Maharani Sahiba. 

7- Matters beyond his power and those matter s which have 
not been mentioned in the aforesaid para, should be put up before 
Her Highness Maharani Sahiba for order. 

3. Retatinff to office— 

*• OffiOB Order Book : — Orders or instructions which are to 
be carried out, should not be written in the form of a rubkar or 
order slip, but they should be written on the order book which shall 
remain on the table of the Private Secretary. 

OrSouiar File : — Circulars issued from this Department will 
be kept in a file and their serial number be according to the serial 
number in the file. Circulars^ as they are issued, will be entered 
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in the index to the file. One file of these circulars will be kept oii 
Private Secretary’s table. 

3. One copy of the rules of karkhane|at should always be kept 
on Private Secretary’s table. One copy should be sent to Palace 
Library and one copy to each of the Department and Karkhanas 
which may have any sort of concern with them. 

3. Files relating to matters for Darbar orders should be sent 
in original without covering tetters. 

4 . In such files the officer of the Subordinate Karkhana 
concerned, should after going through the papers, carefully write 
hi ms elf a summary in the form of a note and below that he should 
briefly and clearly record his opinion also. After this the file should 
be put up to the Private Secretary. 

The Private Secretary after going through the summary and 
after satisfying himself shall put up the original paper before His 
High ness. 

Summary of the files mentioned in para 4 be written on the 
right haif of a foolscap sheet and on both sides, if the officer has 
to put any useful remarks, which throw any light on the nature of 
the matter he should write them against the respective paras of the 
summary to which they relate on the remaining half of the sheet. 

5. Accounts: — Attempts should be made that, so far as 
possible, all accounts are made up in time. They should be clear 
and not allowed to be confused. In other words they should not 
be left in a condition that somewhere there is excess and some 
where there is shortage. 

6. The condition of articles that have been entered or that 
may hereafter be entered in the stock register, should not change 
and to keep them in proper condition their repair should be done 
from time to time. 

7. Unserviceable stock should be selected within the time 
fixed for the purpose and sent to Mudris for auction. 

8. flooor«/«ooiii:_ Weeding of old record shall be done and 
useless papers shall be destroyed, and the preservable record shall 
be arranged according to record rules under the supervision of 
Inspector^Qeneral Records, 
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9. No employee shall be allowed to enter the Record Room 
without any work and no unconnected person shall be allowed to go 
There without special permission. 

Clerks should not take office papers to their homes. Of course 
the above restriction does not apply to officers and assistants. 

10. Uniform of sepoys — In every Karkhana and Bora (group) 
every sepoy and Shagirdpesha will be supplied with uniform of the 
sample approved by the Officer. It shall be the employee’s duty to put 
on these uniforms during office time or at the time of other duties. 

11. Samples of employees’ uniforms that have for the present 
been settled for Karkhanejat can be changed, provided that some 
better sample more beautiful in appearance, stronger and cheaper 
than the present one be devised and put up before the Darbar for 
approval. 


12. Any note put up in connection with the appointment of 
any person shall contain following particulars his name, age, caste 

place of residence, certificate of good conduct, previous service and 
qualifications. Similarly note for dismissal should be a detailed one 
and should contain reasons for the proposed dismissal. The assistant 
should put up such note before the Officer who shall pass orders 
thereon within the limit of his authority. 

Gm EaiatMishmetst offunas, 

1 . Amounts have been provided in the budgets of various kar- 
khanas for purchase of stock, purchase of articles of food and cloth, 
purchase of animals and making ol uniforms. The saving at the end 
of the year out of the amounts under these four heads provided in the 
budget of whatever Krakhana, shall not lapse and separate funds 
should be established out of these savings in this way that whatever 
saving is made each year under each head will be made into a fund of 
that name and will be invested on interest. Income realised on account 
of interest from time to time shall be added to their principal, and the 
fund will thus gradually coutinus to grow. Out of these funds 
amounts for expenditure shall be taken in following cases only. 
Suppose there arose no occasion for purchase of animals in one year 
and after two years five or seven animals were atonce rejected and 
new ones had to be purchased in their stead, for which the amount 
|>rovided in that year’s budget would not suffice; the extra amount 
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required should be taken from this fund, A second instance is that Sn 
one year on account of the rates of things being cheaper, there was 
saving in the budgeted amount and then in another year on account of 
rates the budgeted amount is not sufficient, the excess amount re- 
quired can be taken out of this fund. A third instance is this; uniforms 
were not got prepared for two years and the amount of both the 
years was deposited in the fund and when uniforms are got prepared 
the third year so much money is required for them at once that the 
budgeted amount for that year will not suffice. This extra amount 
required can be taken out of this fund. It is strongly hoped, that even 
after meeting such expenditure from time to time, if the matters are 
managed economically and carefully, these funds will continue to 
grow gradually. Accordingly, when these funds grow to a limit, 
when income of interest realised therefrom is equal to the amount 

provided in the budget for these heads that is to say when the funds 
become self supporting, the provision for these heads in the budget 
should be stopped. 

3. The Private Secretary Karkhanejat should prepare at the 
end of each year, a consolidated statemsn '- of savings under other 
heads in Karkhanejat and should put It up before the Darbar for in- 
formation and the whole amount of such savings be added to the 
funds mentioned in para i of this Section so that the funds be soon 
established and on their completion, the amounts provided in the 
budgets, for the taking out of which order has been passed, could 
soon be taken out. 

7m Purehame of Stack— 

I. Amounts have been provided in the budget of each Karkhana 
for purchase of stock and this also has bsen settled as to what stock 
will remain in use for how many years. It should be so arranged 
that Private Secretary should at the end of a year hold a Committee 
of all his subordinate officers and ascertain through that Commit- 
tee as to what stock is to be selected for auction according to the pe 
riods fixed for various kinds of stock and new stock be supplied in its 
place. Previous sanction should be obtained for the stock that is to 
be supplied in such time that such stock should come in hand by the 
time when the stock in place of which it is to be supplied is auctioned , 
On the expiry of the period for refection, new stock should be ready 
in its place, so that even for a day there may appear no deficit. 
Suppose the period fixed for a thing i^is to expire after four months’, 
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order for the preparation of new thing in its place should be given 
such time before, that it may be ready before the expiry of four 
months; and as soon as such period expired the old thing be rejected 
and the new thing be placed in its stead. This rule applies to all 
Karkhanas. 

2. Be it remembered that if any stock is not full in number on 
account of laziness, Private Secretary will be held responsible for 
this and no explanation will be listened to in respect of shortage. 

S. Stock Register. 

I. When any stock is purchased for the Darbar, its account is 
generally settled from these places— one, from the office of Private 
Secretary, second from Privy Purse and third, from Finance Depart- 
ment. Therefore when any such account is settled by the Darbar and 
it is ordered that such stock be charged to Karkhanejat or to Privy 
Purse or to Finance Department, it shall be the duty of that Deptar- 
ment to inform the Department in whose charge that stock is ordered 
to be kept that such and such stock is ordered to be chargad to that 
Department and is kept at such and such place; it has been purchased 
from such and such place and its price such and such. And the 
Department should enter it in its stock register with the above 
details. Suppose a shower bath has been purchased and kept at 
Samandar Mahal and its price has beem charged to Privy Purse, it is 
the duty of the Privy Purse to inform the Superintendent, Samandar 
Mahal that the shower bath has been purchased from such and such 
firm has been fixed at such and such place and such and such is its 
price, it should therefore be entered, in his stock register, with the 
above details. 

Note: — Description, weight length, breadth and price o£ all articles entered 
in the stock register should be given accurately so that no difficulty 
may occur in identifying or verifying that article according to the 
entry. The auditors, when they go for inspection should take with 
themselves bills received with monthly accounts of the last six months 
and examine the register in their light with a view to ascertain whether 
the stock received has been correctly entered. 

2. Stock Registers of the same model as have been kept in 
Arayash Karkhana; should be kept in all Karkhanas. Private 
Secretary should from time to time see these registers, whether they 
have been kept properly and up to date; and get their subordinates 
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to observe the rule that stock taking of all stock is done without fail, 
once a year. Report of any increase or decrease found in the stock, 
should be submitted to the Darbar. 

9, Method of purchase of articles of food, of their 
storing and of their expenditure. 

I. Expereience has shown that contract system that was in 
vogue up till now, is not satisfactory in as much as contractors do not 
supply articles of desired quality. For example it is possible, that at 
the time of giving contract Attar (scent) of the quality of five 
rupees per tola is shown and the Committee approving of it gives 
the contract but that in use is not found to be of that quality. 
It should, therefore, be arranged thus things which can last 
for a year should be purchased at once for the whole year’s 
consumption, and stored in the General Stores and should from 
there be given to Karkhanedars every month. But at the end of 
every month it should, without fail, be seen as to how much has 
been saved during the month. Indent for next month should 
be sent to General Stores for the quantity arrived at, after 
deducting the saving of last month. Suppose it is estimated that 
one seer of a certain thing is required for one month’s consumption 
and it appears at the end of a month that only half seer is spent, 
then for next month only half seer should be sent for and by adding 
to it half seer, the saving of last month, requirements of next month 
should be fulfilled. A Committee has been appointed to prepare a 
statement on the basis of the budget, showing what quantity will be 
required for one month’s consumption. It is, therefore, ordered that 
when such statement is prepared by the Committee it should be 
followed. 

2. A copy of this statement be given to General Stores for guid- 
ance, so that on receipt of indents for stock every month they may 
have anoccassion to check whether quantity of anything has not been 
entered therein, more or less than that fixed for the month and also 
as to whether the quantity of the last month’s saving has been 
deducted or not. Moreover, it would be better if this system be 
adopted for preparing the indent every month; the Khasgi Officer 
and Officer General Stores should, both after seeing the saving of 
last month, fix as to what quantity should be given for next month. 
In looking into the savings both officers should keep an eye on the 
fact whether Karkhanedars are not intentionally spending int such 
a way as to exhaust the whole quantity fixed. Samples of

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goods purchased should be got approved by Her Highness 
the Maharanl Sahiba- The rates given in the budget should 
also be not lost sight o! so that extra expenditure may not have 
to be incurred. In purchasing goods, attention should be paid, 
to the fact that it is not con.julsory to purchase each article at 
the rates given in the budget; because it is possible that in purchasing 
articles of large quantities at harvest time they could be had cheaper. 
The object is that, so far as possible, stock of good quality should be 
purchased and with economy; so that the saving, thus made, may be 
utilised at a time when, Qod forbid, things sell at rates higher than 
those given in ths budget and no need for extra sanction may arise. 
Stock should, so far as possible, be purchased within the State and 
for purchase of stock same system should be adopted as has been 
shown in this behalf in the regulations relating to Chhatri of 
Kailashvasi Shri Mateshwari Jija Maharaj, situate at Shivpuri. 

3. No expenditure on account of higher rates should be charged 
in future, because new rates have been fixed liberally, so that, if, 
as has been said above, purchases be made economically, it is hoped 
that large savings will result every year, A fund of this saving will 
be established according to Section 6 so that if, Qod forbid, rates are 
ever higher than those mentioned in the budget, the extra expenditure 
on occount of the higher rates could be met out of the interest of 
this fund. 

4. Meat, vegetables, fruits, flowers, sweetmeats, eggs, hense, 
etc. which are to be purchased daily, should be purchased cash. 
A person has been provided for this purpose in the budget under the 
style Bazar master. He should do the work in this manner that if 
vegetables, flowers, fruits or meat are to be purchased, he should 
purchase them from the market in the morning as soon as the 
market opens but he should not take so much time over it, that 
other work may suffer. Articles of good quality should be purchased 
and with economy. 

10. Repairs to fyuildlings.— 

I. Annual amount of Rs. 8,000 for repairs of Sansthan build- 
ings and of Rs. 25,200 or the repair of all other State buildings has 
been provided separately, according to each building, in the budget 
of the Karkhana concerned. It is the duty of the Private Secretary 
to see that repairs of all buildings are done in the time or not; to 
make the subordinates observe the rule of getting repairs to all 
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buildings done in time, and to keep them in good condition, and 
to also see whether the amount fixed for a certain head is being 
spent for that head or not, because no one is authorised to spend 
without Darbar’s sanction the amount of one head for another head. 

3. Besides the amount fixed for repaii-s of buildings according 
to the above para, a lump sum of Rs. 15,000 has been kept in the 
budget of Karkhanejat in Darbar’s name. This amount is within 
Darbar’s power. No one is authorised to spend anything out of this 
amount without Darbar’s order. 

3. As regards the amounts, provided for repair of buildings in 
the budget of Karkhanedars mentioned in para 1, the Karkhanedars 
are empowered to get any ordinary repair up to Rs. 500 done locally, 
if they think that it will be economical, but repairs above Rs. 500 
should be done by Public Works Department, 

IS, Extrm expendSiure (JastS Khar eh y — 

The amount provided for extra expenditure is meant for such 
expenditure which is unexpected that is to say, which is not known 
from before; it is not meant for nsmiaaokS (budgeted) or vahvati 
(ordinary) expenditure. Therefore it should be strictly enforced that 
no such expenditure as is incurred every year should be met out of 
this amount. It is also possible that a higher Department 
may order its Subordinate Department that it may submit reports 
and sanction will be given. This should also be stopped. The Audit 
Department should, therefore, at the time of inspection or from 
monthly accounts, see as to this and if it finds such practice prevail^ 
ing anywhere, it should immediately bring into notice, and get it 
stopped. It should also be remembered that no one is authorised 
to expenditure from general savings also. 

12, EnieriaS ament.— 

1. The expenditure on entertainment of guests who come 
in connection with some State work, is charged to head entertainment 
in Karkhanajat, and that for those, who come as private friends is 
charged to Privy Purse. This should be followed in future. 

2. A statement of guests is submitted every month from 
Nautala Quest House, on which Darbar pass order to the effect as to 
what expenditure on entertainment will be charged to karkhanejat, 
and what to Privy Purse . It is the duty of Lady Superintendent 
Nautala to inform the Khasgi (of this order)if there are guests on the 
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list in connection with whom some expenditure has been made from 
that Karkhana. 

3 . Similar statement of guests should be submitted from 
khasgi also and same procedure should be adopted in connection 
with that as is mentioned above in connection with Quest House, 

4 . Guests are often lodged at the hotel. Therefore instruc- 
tion should be given to the hotel, when any guest is lodged there, 
that as soon as the guest leaves, it should send its bill to the Khasgi 
Karkhana together with the Orginal order sent to it for lodging the 
guest; so that the khasgi officer may enter the names of such guests 
in the statement that is to be submitted by him. 

13. Moharram and Ganpati.— 

I. It has been noticed in connection with the budget of Ganpati 
and Moharram that such articles as handkerchiefs, ropes, flags, 
Quransharif and stands and i^satchels for them are purchased 
afresh every year and their cost charged. But these things are not 
such, that by the use of five or ten days in a year, they may become 
wholly useless for next year. To purchase new things in this way 
every year is an unnecessary expenditure. Therefore in future it 
should be strictly observed that as soon as the function is finished, 
these things should be collected and carefully kept and brought into 
use for that very function next year. There is no need of purchasing 
new things every year, as the things purchased once can very well 
serve the purpose for three or four years, provided that they are kept 
safely and carefully. After eveiy third or fourth year, when these 
things become useless, new things may be purchased in their stead. 

The present breadth and height of the Tazya is so much that 
great difficulty is experienced in lifting and carrying it. The breadth 
of Tazya should, therefore, be as much as it is that of the huzurat. 
Those who prepare the tazya should be told that they should not 
use heavy bamboos, poles etc. in making it, but that it should be 
made in such a way that the body be strong according to necessity 
and so for as possible it should be light so that it could easily be 
lifted by fifty men, that is to say 35 attached in front and 35 behind. 

3 . On a perusal of last year’s budget it was noticed that Rs. 
4I7-3-<5 were shown as expenditure on account of loss. Darbar never 
like such expenditure. Attempt should, therefore, be made that so 
far as possible expenditure on loss should very seldom occur. Of 
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course if the case is beyond control, then there is no help but to 
incur such expenditure, and in such case to show the loss as 
expenditure, will not be improper. 

# 4 ^. To give remoi^tis out of the amount of fine , — 

As regards fines, imposed on employees of Karkhanejat for 
mistakes, inattention, evasion, carelessness, improper discharge of 
duty, this method should be adopted. The amount of such fine 
should not at the time be credited as (miscellaneous 

income), but that it should kept in deposit and out of this reward be 
given to those who discharge their duty well, take interest in their 
work, do their work carefully or show some good work. The 
advantage of this is, when the employees will come to know that 
fine, imposed on persons on account of their duty not being well 
discharged is given as reward to his fellow workers, who does his 
duty well, spirit of competition will arise amongst them and thus 
His Highness’ work will be done with care and attention, if after 
giving rewards in this way out of the amount of fine, some money 
remains in hand at the end of the year the same should be credited 
as sewai Jansa, 

MS. To make the subojriUlinatess fuily grasgt the 
system. 

Beit known that in starting some system a new great difficulties 
are experienced in the beginning, but when once it is 
introduced these difficulties disappear. It is therefore, the duty 
of each head of Department to once make his subordinates clearly 
understand the system and habituate them to follow that system 
and when once such habit is formed all difficulties disappear for 
future, and work goes on smoothly. It is therefore obligatory to 
let the subordinates understand first what the system is and how 
one is to proceed.

2. Matters of following kind shall be put up before the Board: — 

(1) Arrangement of administrative matters relating to 
Karkhanejat. 

(2) Proposals as to how to check extra expenditure and promote 
economy so that work may go on smoothly and well, 
without much interruption. 

(3) Schemes for increasing income of Karkhanejat #■ e., 
gardens etc. etc. The expenditure involved in the scheme 
should be so much that the amount of increased income be 
greater than the interest at ordinary rate on the amount 
of expenditure. 

(4} Amendment and cancellation of rules. 

(5) To improve the policy. 

3. When matters of this nature, come up, for being put up be- 
fore the Board, meeting of the Board should be commenced immedi- 
ately. Such matters should not be allowed to wait for the meeting of 
the Board. 

4. The method of putting up matters before the Board shall be 
the same as that of Majlis-i-khas. That is to say the members con- 
cerned will put up matters relating to this Karkhana and after dis- 
cussion whatever be resolved in respect of that matter, the same 
should be entered in the proceeding book and signature of all be 
affixed to it. Proceeding book should be kept in Chair man's office 
and the Chairman should take with himself some clever clerk of hiiS 
own office to write the proceedings. 

5. Matters should as a rule be put up before the Board vj^ith 
office note. In case of some important or complicated matte r the 
Office concerned should prepare a precis of the same and circulate 
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it amongst all the memtjers of the Board, so that they may read it 
and after fully considering it be prepared for discussing it before the 
Board. 

6. This restriction does not apply to emergent matters. They 
should according to need be immediately put up before the Board. 

7. The quorum o! the Board shall be considered full only when 
President, Vice president, Chairman and atleast two members are 
present. There is no harm if perchance out of the President, Vice 
president and Chairman, one of these is unable to attend; but out of 
these three atleast two members, in all four must be present to 
make the quorum full. 

8. Orders and resolutions of the Board should be issued o ver 
the signatures of the Karkhanedars concerned. If there be any matter 
to be put up to the Darbar, the same should be put up over the 
signature of the President. Matters of importance and urgent matters 
should be submitted to the Darbar. 

g. If President or Vice-president pass any or der her own motion, 
it should be entered in the Order Book and issued over the signature 
of the Chairman. This Order Book should be kept in Chairman’s 
Office. 

# 7 . Power to give Stock. 

If there be necessity of giving more Stock than is within the 
present power of the Private Secretary, he should in such case obtain 
sanction of the President or Vice-president. 

i8. Remark Books. 

Following remark books should be kept in the office of every 
karkhana: — 

(1) Remark Book relating to expenditure which is to be entered 
by order of President or Vice presdent. 

(2) Remark Book relating to expenditure which is beyond the 
power of both and which is to be incurred by order of the 
Darbar. 

The Karkhanedar should enter the expenditure in the respective 
books according to its nature and send the same to the Chairman so 
that he may put the same up before persons concerned and after 
obtaining signature of sanction return the book to the Karkhanedar 
concerned.

iO. Amesssim&mi cass&elhiti lorn @i i^siles. 

1. In case atry amendment of cancellation is necessary in the 
present regulations of Karkhanejat it should be put up before the. 
Board and submitted to the Darbar with Board’s opinion. 

2. As a rule Karkhanedars do not take so much care as they 
ought to do to avoid extra expenditure. Her Highness should, therefore, 
pay special attention to this.

Arayash Karkhana. 


I. MANAGEMENT OF STORE ( KOTHAR ). 

1. Foremost among^st the functions relating^ to the Farash- 
khana is manag:ement of Stores. Following rules must, therefore, 
be carried out. 

2. All stock in store be stamped with the seal of Farashkhana, 
and below the seal, serial number of every class, be put on the article, 
For seals, and numbers, such durable colour should be used that 
they may not fade by the action of damp etc. If there be articles, 
which do not admit of seals and numbers being put on them, seals and 
numbers, printed on thick paper, or cloth be tied to such articles by 
means of strong thread, and care should be taken that they do not 
fall off from them. On wooden articles, iron seals be imprinted after 
heating, at such places that the seal may not mar the beauty of the 
article. 

3. The whole Stock of the Store be divided into four classes, 
Vix. ; — 

^i) Tents — This will include tents with all accessories, 

(2) Chinaware — This will include jhars (chandeliers) fanooses 
(glass shades) lamps, wall lamps, toys, marble articles, etc., 
and fine and delicate glass and China ware af every 
description. 

(3) Farashkhana — This will include Durries, sheets, Kaleens 
(carpets) and all materials for spreading on floor, clothes of 
every description and wooden articles. 

(4) Miscellaneous. 

1. Silah Khana (armoury). 

2. Lavazma (paraphernalia) 

3. Nrityagayan (material relating to dance and music), 

4. Repair of Depot.

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g. Packing materials. 

6. Lighting section. 

Four separate Stores, be kept for each class of stock, and 
iney should each, be subdivided, into two parts one current store and 
the other, reserve Store. 

(I ) Current Store means, that stock can be taken out'and given 
back daily from this part. 

Reserve Store is that from which Stock is taken out for use 
occasionally and at stated times. 

5. A detailed lis?t of stock, according to register, written in 
clear letters be hung up against the doors of each Store, at a place 
that it may remain immune from the effect of light, air and water, 
so that one may be able to see at a glance as to what stock is stored 
in that part. 

2. RELATING TO TENTS. 

1. Stock required for touring and camping purposes, by His 
Highness, should be kept in first part. 

2 . Stock which is to be lent to others on occasions of marriages 
or other ceremonies should be kept in second part. 

(a) Special care should be taken that the stock of one kind 
may not be mixed up with that of another. 

( b ) Stock included in the first part, for camp equipments, 
should not be used without His Highness ’ sanction for any 
other purpose which is not akin to the one mentioned 
above. 

3. RELATING TO THE UPKEEP AND ORDERLY 

ARRANGEMENT OF STOCK IN STORES. 

f> Tent 9 etc. 

(1) This stock should be kept in the order of their numbers, on 
strong benches made of durable wood, and of one sample. 

( 2 ) Before putting the goods on benches, they should be 
cleaned and folded, as is done for' packing, and then put in canvas 
covers made to measure. 

(3) Covers should bear number of articles, to the measure of 
which they have been prepared, so that there be no difficulty in 
putting them on the article concered. 
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(4) The stock should be arranged in fows in such a Way, that ii 
should remain in perfect, good order and no difficulty be experienced 
in taking it out and in putting it back. 

(5) A label, containing the name of the article, with its number 
in the corresponding register be pasted, on a wooden tablet and the 
same be hung from the bench in the middle. Suppose for example, 
the material of a two-poled tent, its cloth, bamboos, ridge pole and 
ropes, are arranged on three benches, the tablet should be hung 
from the middle bench and on the label, number of benches should 
also be given. 

2. ChSaaware Section. 

(1) Small articles should be arranged in rows in Almirahs or 
on tables.. 

(2) Surplus parts of chandeliers, wall lamp etc. such as 
double set of glass sheds and glass pots' etc., and glass shades, 
chimneys etc. kept in hand for the purpose of replacing broken or 
damaged ones should be kept in boxes, as if done in packing. 

(3) On the boxes containing glassware, should be printed in 
bold letters engraved on tin frames “ this contains glass ware it 
should be handled with care.” The number of each class of goods 
packed in a box, should be written with chalk. 

3 m — Farashkhana . 

(1) The directions given for tents, should be observed ' in 
arranging this kind of stock, according to its nature. The silkware, 
embroidery velvet and other valuable articles be folded in good 
order, and to avoid creases appearing on the articles and damage 

by friction to the material, thin stuff of clean cloth be put between 
the folds. 

(2) Furniture, upholstered or without upholstery, varnished 
or gilded should be separately arranged in rows. 

(3) It is necessary to keep in mihd, while, arranging these 
articles, that sufficient space is kept between various kinds of goods, 
so that those who arraange or carry them may get sufficient space 
to pass through with packing materials, and may be able to arrange 

or remove, one kind of goods without having the necessity of touch- 
ing others, .7 H .1 
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( 4 ) Woollen article should be folded in good ordely fashion 
and napthelene be placeed between the folds so that insects may 
not propogate there and cause damage to them. 

( 5 ) Special Bedsteads that are in use, should be placed in 
separate rows, classwise, against the walls, in such a way as to 
save them from damage on account of falls due to blows of wind. 

( 6 ) Bed clothes should be folded in covers of white sheets, and 
put carefully at such a place that may remain immune from dust, 
storm and white ants. 

( 7 ) Lehafs and Doolais (quilts) etc. should also be put in 
covers and tied in small pieces of cloth (Hath Bassan). 

4 . MISCELLANEOUS STORE. 

K Seiah khana Armoury. 

Arms should be hung against walls or arranged in Almirahs 
classwise as is done in Lalpitara. 

2m Lvazma {paraphernalia). 

( 1 ) Following should be the method of stocking palanquins, 
Malkis and Mi anas. Strong wooden or stone ‘pillars be erected 
on the sides and bamboos attached to both sides ol these articles 
be placed on these pillars the articles themselves remaining hanging 
between them without any other support. 

( 2 ) The articles mentioned above should be placed separate 
and at distances so that when one is taken out or placed again, 
others may remain safe from damage. 

Coloured and velvet upholstery and work of embroidery should 
always be kept under covers of cloth to keep them in good order. 

( 4 ) Hooks made to measure should be fitted in walls and 
Ohairi, Morohai^ AbilagirJ etc. as well as other articles of lavazma 
after being put in covers, be hung from them. 

3m Materials for dancinp and musiOn 

( 1 ) Strings of Sitars (a kind of guitar), and tambooras 
(tambooras) should be loosen and then put in rows by number, either 
on stone Chaukis or in Almirhas. Care should be taken that strings 
are not left tight, so that no damage be caused. 

( 2 ) Every cover should bear the register number of the instru- 
ment of which it is the cover, so that no difficulty be experienced in 
putting on covers on account of their being mixed up. 



fa) Ths upper end of the cover should be fitted with a «6os6 
of twisted thread, which should be attached to the hook, driven for 
this purpose into the Almirah, so that the instrument may not 
shake from its place. 

( 4 ) some tin wooden cases should be kept ready for keeping: 
mizrabs (hooks for playing on guitar) and Jawahri (for playing on 
Tambooras). 

( 5 ) The round pieces of leather with which instruments such 
as pairs of kettle drum, Pakhawajes ( Timbrel ) and drums [Dholaks] 
etc. are mounted should be taken off and pads stuffed with cotton, 
and made to measure, should be tied round them. After this, cover 
should be put on the whole instrument. Care should be taken that 
leather pieces do not crack or break by being left mounted on the 
instrument. 

( 6 ) Instruments of metal, such as cymbals, Mangiras ( small 
brass cups, ) and flageolets etc. should be perfectly cleaned and then 
put in bags and covers. The latter should be hung in rows, 
from hooks. 

4, REPAIRS DEPOT, 

Sotck be arranged, according to instructions given under heads 
“tents ’, “Chinaware Section”, and “Farashkana”. 

5. PACKING MATERIALS. 

Boxes, baskets, and other material of various sizes should be 
kept stocked in separate rows so that there be no difficulty in taking 
them out, or in putting them back after use. 

6. LIGHTING SECTION. 

( 1 ) Lighting materials are of four kinds : — firstly candles 
secondly kerosine oil, thirdly sweet oil, etc, and fourthly electric 
light. This store should stock, material sufficient for one year’s 
consumption, and bo^^es of each kind should be arranged separately 
in rows. Like kerosine oil which is kept in tins and boxes, sweet 
oil should be kept in casks which should be fitted with turncocks 
in the lower portion. Measures from a chhatak up to five seers be 
kept ready, and oil be given for use through these measures. 

( 2 ) Great care should be taken that the place where oil 
etc, is being distributed is not spoilt by spilling it ( the oil ). 

( 3 } » The account of balance in hand and expenditure, of stock 
^houid be kept in store according to the form. 
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( 4 ) for the supply of above articles, a contract is given, 
it is not necessary to stock atonce the whole quantity required. 
The contractor, be asked to supply in advance the quantity required 
for two months consumption. Similar arrangement should be 
made for cleaning materials vizm, brooms, chalk etc. 

7- CLEANING MATERIAL. 

Tentss— 

( I ) Rooms where tents are kept should be swept clean at 
least twice a week by means of brooms etc. in usual way, 

( 2 ) Tents etc, and other materials, which are placed on 

benches In gunny covers, should be turned and dusted every next 
day. 

(3) While cleaning and sweeping, it should be specially observ- 
ed whether white-ants are not coming out of any article. If so, 
immediate and proper arrangement should be made. Immediate 
steps should be taken to remove them, by carefully applying germ 
exterminater. 

Zm CMnaware Sections - 

In cleaning this material, which is delicate and fine it should 
be borne in mind that it is done slowly and carefully and that only 
so much pressure is used as is necessary. Great attention should be 
paid to the fact that no damage is caused by carelessness. 

3m Genera! material shouiti be cleaned in follow-' 
Ing manners— 

(1) Feather brush No. 6. 

(a) Brushes with long handles should be used for dusting such 
articles, as fanooses (glass shades) and Divarglrs (wall 
lamps', which are fitted at heights where one’s hand can 
not reach. 

(A) Where man’s hand can reach brushes with short handles 
should be used. 

(o) Chandeliers having lamps and glass-pots etc. hanging from 
roof should be cleaned by means of a ladder and Sandli 
(a moving scaffold), and any one of the brushes mentioned 
above should be used according to need. 

(2) Walls coloured with oil paint, should first be washed, with 
wool brush No, 3 and then brush No, 3 and then brush No, 4 be used 
to clean them. 
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(3) To clean pictures and mirror frames brush No. g of long or 
round kind be used according to necessity. 

(4) Chimneyas or glass shades in daily use should be cleaned 
with finely rowdered chalk, or with charcoal powder and clean water. 
Care should be taken that lines are not made on these aricles by 
rubbing them with thickly powdered chalk or charcoal. 

(5) Care should be taken that rooms, painted with golden 
colour or covered with valuable paper or fitted with glass or conslead 
core are not rubbed against; these should be cleaned with soft 
brushes, made of peacok feathers. 

(6) Silver and gilt articles should be cleaned with spirit and 
finely powdered chalk, and setid cloth and powder of soda, etc. 

The things mentioned above should be used according to need. 

(7) For cleaning such glassware, whose parts, bear carved work, 
a solution be prepared of oxalic acid one part and water eight parts. 
This solution should be kept in a China vase, and the part, which is 
to be cleaned, should be dipped in this solution. Then it should be 
washed so much with clean water, that there should remain no 
effect of acid on the part. After this it should be replaced where it 
was kept. In preparing the solution written above, care should be 
taken that nothing of the nature of metal is mixed with it. 

(8) It has often been noticed that cloth is tied round candle 
sticks. This should be totally stopped Ekkas and Fanooses ( glass 
shades ) often become green on account of melted wax falling from 
burning candle. These should be cleaned well. 

(9) When lamps etc., are filled with kerosine oil, it is often 

noticed, that oil is spilt over all parts of the lamp and when it is 
touched, the hand gives smell. While filling lamps with oil, care 
should be taken that it is not spilt over any other part of the 
lamp and does not cause bad smell. Lamps filled with ^pch cleanliness 
should be put in their places. ,u . 

Oil should also not be spilt in the place where lamps are filled. 
So far as possible the room also should be kept completely clean. 

(10) . Gilded parts should be completely cleaned with 
powder etc. 



(i i) It has often been noticed that when keroslne lamps are 
lighted walls and roofs are blackened with lamp black and cobweb 
also appears. For such places, therefore, where such lamps are used 
some kind of chimney cup should be devised so that walls and roof 
may remain safe from damage. 

(12) Tin pots on lighting should not be used in such places, 
for lighting. 

4. FARASHKHANA. 

(1) Cotton, wool, velvet carpets and carpets of all descriptions 
shouid be cleaned with Carpet Seeper No. i. 

(2) Durries, sheets, bedclothes, covers, etc., should be cleaned 
with dusters and when Durries and sheets, etc., are spread ever long 
verandahs they should be cleaned with brushes Nos. 2 and 5. 

(3) Carpet ware v/r tables, chairs, etc., can mostly be divided 
into four classes 1st upholstered 2nd, caned without upholstery 
3 rdly woven with bamboo and fourthly gilt and golden. 

(a) Upholstered stock is often stuffed with jute or cocoanut 
fibres. It is very necessary that these things should be 
looked after from time to time especially during rainy 
season when naphthelene should be used, if it is found 
that insects were causing damage, then upholstery should 
be taken out, and proper steps be taken to do away with 
the insects. 

( b ) When varntsaing articles, which are made of wood, and 
are upholstered, care should be taken that varnish does 
in no way spoil the upholstery. 

( o ) Articles of furniture which are covered with leather should 
hot be allowed to become wet. If by some unforeseen chance 
they do become wet, attempt should be made to dry them 
up so that they may not become covered with mildew. 
Such furniture should not be allowed to remain in 
the sun. 

(if) Upholstery nails, with which tapes or borders are fastened 
to articles of furniture, often come out by use. Regular 
supervision should be kept over them and necessary repair 
should immdiately be got done. 
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5. FURNITURE WITHOUT UPHOLSTERY. 

( a } While cleaning varnishsd furniture, care should be taken 
that lines are not made on it when wiped with cloth. Before cleaning 
such furniture dust should be removed from it. 

( b ) Cane furniture, should be protected from water and sun. 
If by chance it becomes wet it should be dried up immediately to save 
it from being covered with mildew. 

( o ) As for bamboo furniture, care should be taken that insects 
are not damaging it. So to save it from such damage turpentine oil 
should be poured into it according to need. 

6. GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS REGARDING CLEANING. 

1. It is of primary importance that without need no furniture 
should ever be allowed to remain in the sun. 

1. It has often been observed that golden, gilded, or ornam- 
ental furniture, imported from Europe cracks on account of heat. 
Therefore for cleaning such furniture dusters should not be used 
with jerks, or one should not be allowed to touch it with hands 
moistened with sweat, while removing it from one place to another. 
As soon as this furniture becomes liable to repair it should be got 
done according to instructions relating to repair of stock and detailed 
in paras under head “ Management of Kothar. ” To avoid damage to 
furniture repair should not be delayed long. 

3. AH furniture should be saved from friction. 

4 . Farsh (Durrie), Qaleen ( carpet ) etc. and stock of like nature 
should always be protected from insects, water and sun. 

5 Brushes Nos, 2,7 and 8 should be used for cleaning roofs 
and marble floors, etc. 

<5 Deck scraper No ii should be used to wash off mosses 
grown on roofs, 

7. Brush No. 10 is of two kinds. These should be used to dean 
broadcloth of writing tables and buttons and covers of uphotstecei^ 
chairs. 

8. Soda powder should be used to clean marble floors. 

9. Lac varnish should be used to brighten brass parts. 

10. At present sweet oil mixed with water is used to wash 
wooden furniture. This makes wood sticky. To avoid this and to 
insure good effects vinegar should be used with oil. 

p*-i6a 
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11. Where necessary chairs and tables shonid be got cleaned 
by varnishing. 

12. Latrines and urinals should be washed by phenyle mixed 
with water. 

13. Various formulae given here for cleaning of goods of 
every description have been mentioned by way of example only. 
Besides these, there are a number of formulae for cleaning, polishing, 
colouring and painting of goods of various description, and it is 
possible that in future many more useful and new formulae be in- 
vented. Therefore such formulae should be selected for use as are 
useful, easy, etc., and economising, because the object is not to use 
any particular formulae but to keep stock clean and in good 
condition. 

6 . REPAIR OF ARTICLES. 

I. Officers should take special care that only such repairs 
should be got done as is necessary, and that too in such a way that 
the articles repaired do not look ugly. For example one inch cloth 
is torn in a tent, it is not necessary that to conceal this defect one 
yard cloth be used in repair. 

. 2. Take another case, some part of a chair is broken. It is not 

necessary that this repair be done by driving in a four inch brass 
plate to that portion and thus destroying its beauty. 

3. On the close of a function or on the breaking up of a camp, 
the’bfficer in charge should immediately see all furniture and pre- 
pare a stotement of articles requiring repair. He should atonce call 
the of licers or assistants of various institutions where according to 
the above mentioned statement, repair can be done and show them 
the^ place where articles are stocked and ask them to prepare an 
estimate. This estimate should be submitted to the superior officer 

and whatever order be passed thereon the same should be 
carried out. 

^ 4. Attempt should be made that furniture is not spoiled by 

being exposed to Sun or rain for a long time without any purpose. 

5. The joints of lamps become loose on account of heat of 

light and oil coming out of them gives bad smell. Such repairs should 
be done immediately. 

6. The fallen down kalams (prismatic glass sticks) of chand. 
hers should be replaced by new ones from the surplus stock and 
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should be fastened by wire, to the place from where the old one had 
fallen down. 

7. If some new articles are to be purchased or some big repair 
is to be made such orders should be given to General Stores Workshop 
Civil and Military Stores, Leather Factory, Prestonji Press or to other 
local institutions. 

These institutions should be clearly given to understand that the 
articles supplied by them should be of such strong and good quality 
that they should last till the appointed time and that their price 
may not be high as compared to that prevailing in other places. If 
prices will be high the articles will be purchased from outside. 
Ordinary repairs of all articles should be done in the Karkhana 
where the article is. 

8. If some report or article is received for repair from a subor- 
dinate, the repair should be got done atonce and the article returned 
immediately after repair. If this is not done explanation will be 
called. Assistant is specially responsible for this. 

7. PACKING MATERIAL. 

1, When camping equiment, etc,, is taken from one place vix , 
from store to some other place at a distance or to some near place 
such as IVIakanwarl, etc., on such occasions it is put in bundles and 
bound. This bandage is called packing. It is the duty of workers to 
use strong packing or otherwise according to distance. 

2. There are separate methods of packing for different kinds of 
articles. They are described below. 

3 Relating to Tents.— 

(a) The folding should be done horizontally or vertically or 
according to the shape of the article. It should not be done in such 
a way that its original shape be spoiled. 

(A) Folding of articles should as far as possible be tight 
and even. 

(o) Folded articles should be put in sacks and tied with ropes 
.so that when put in carriage the folds may not be loosened. 

{ft) Bamboos and ntagri (horizontal pole) should be placed in 
their respective sacks and tied tight. To save their colour or paint 
from being spoiled by friction or to save them from breaking, they 
should be bound again over the sacks, 
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(e) Bamboo, Magris iron fastenings and rope, etc., of each tent 
should be separately packed in sackcloth sacks and put along with 
other materials of that tent. 

( f ) When above mentioned goods are to be carried by transport 
Tripal should first be spread over the carriage and grass or paddy 
straw should be stuffed thereon. After this goods should be placed 
in such a way that it may remain safe and free from damage, 

(Sf) Ordinary carts and carriages for carrying goods do not 
give so much jerks as are given by transport carriages and therefore 
it is not necessary to spread Tripala if goods are carried by the 
farmer. While loading such carriages care shonid be taken that 
bamoo and ridge poles are loaded after the covers are put and 
Kanats (cloth screens) be put over them. 

[h) Cane chairs should be packed thus. One chair in erect 
position and the other put over it turned upside down. A thick 
padding of grass be tied round them with Sutl! (coarse twin) in such 
a way that the latter may not rub against the surface of chairs and 
spoil their colour. If these are to be carried to a distance, they should 
be placed horizontally on carriages loaded with goods If they are to 
be carried to some near place e. ff>, from one Makanwari to another, 
they should be carried by Bhoees on bamboos, or ropes. In the latter 
cajse, grass padding is not necessary. 

2. Relating to China ware : — 

(a) Great care is required in packing this kind of goods 
because it is very delicate. 

(b) Chandliers, Janooses (glass shades) lamps, wall lamps 
handis (glass pots), etc., should be packed in teak wood boxes 

(o) Brass and iron parts of aforesaid articles for exanple 
branches etc , should ue separated, and after being folded tightly 
with waste paper should be tied round with thread. 

(it) After this they should be stowed in boxes one above the 
other, with grass or paddy straw padding between them in such a 
way that they may not rub against each other. The box should 
closed when it is quite full. 

<e) Special care should be taken that the parts should bear 
reg.ster number of articles of which they are parts, or better still 
the number be engraved on them so that when arranging such arti 
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cles at halting places, there may remain no possibiiity of using the 
parts of one article for the use of another. 

(f) The hollow of glassware of the nature of Panoos ( glass 
shade) Handi (glass pots) chimney, dressing furniture, looking-glass 
table, crockery wash basin, etc., etc., should be stuffed with small 
bundles of grass or straw according to their capacity. They should 
then be wrapped up with paper, and then with grass and afterwards 
sutli ( coarse twine ) be tied round them according to necessity. They 
should then be placed in boxes separately, with grass interleaved, so 
that they may not shake or run against each other when removed 
or when transported. The main object of packing is to keep articles 
separate and to stow them so compact as to occupy small space 
so that there be no danger of rubs and shakes. 

(ff) It is a matter of experience that the more tight and care- 
ful the packing. less the damage. 

(h) To carry these articles to places near by, they should be 
hung on bamboos or ropes and borne by Bhoees on their shoulders. 
For places at a distance, they should be carried by carts. Loading 
should be done very carefully and grass should be placed between 
articles. 

( i) For packing lanterns (which are fitted on posts) grass 
should be put in the cover and their Tripal be spread. The lanterns 
should then be put safely there and tied tightly with ropes. 

(/) Carts or transport carriages should first be fitted with 
tight frames Made of Khajar or Kadri (straw of millet on both sides, 
and then be loaded with furniture or glassware according to 
directionsjdetailed under head “loading of transport”. They should 
then be covered with Tripals and tied tightly round with ropes. 

(if) Glassware or furniture etc., when it is to be’ carried by 
Bhoees, should first be wrapped well with grass and tied round 
strongly with Sutli ( coarse twine ) so that no damage be caused to 
them by the rubbings of ropes of behengis (a pole with a pan at 
either end) Where glassware is to be sent emergently it should be 
stuffed with grass, so that in carrying, no danger be caused to them 
by friction. Barring emergent occasions the above articles should be 
sent after being packed in boxes. 

(m) In the boxes in Which glassware is packed, wicks for 
lamps of various kihda s^ulii also be put in tin cases. Wicks smeared 
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with oil should be squeezed well and then be put in boxes. If oil does 
not fully come out by squeezing, the wicks should be put in hot boiling 
water and after a little while be taken out and cleaned Then they 
should be kept In boxes. 

(if) The glass of dressing table be wrapped with paper, and be 
packed along with other glassware. 

(o) On the occasion of every function goods will be taken out 
of the Store godown or Makanwari and will be carried on Behengis 
or by Khalasis. It should be despatched in baskets fully stuffed with 
grass. Care should be taken that articles may receive no injury by 
any kind of shock. 

3 Reiatinff to Paraahkhana 

(a) The legs and planks of furniture, tables, chairs, dressing 
tables and wash hand tables should first be wrapped with grass and 
than bound tight. After this they should be loaded on carts with 
due regard to their safety. 

(A) The legs and Patris (sides of wooden or silver bedsteads Is to 
be wrapped with grass and bound with coarse twine These articles 
should be placed over all other goods loaded in a cart or carriage so 
that the legs may receive no injury. 

(o) Other goods which are of folding nature should not be 
allowed to hang from carriage or transport. They should be folded 
in bundles made to the measure of the conveyance and then be 
loaded on It. 

(«f) Articles of cloth such as farsh, sheets, carpets, beds, quilts, 
etc, should be packed after folding in the maner specified in instruc- 
tions relating to tents. 

(o) The woods, cane and upholstery of chairs should be wrapp- 
ed up with paper and tied with thread. These articles should be 
placed one above the other to ensure safety. It they are to be sent 
by hand they should be hung from bamboos and be carried by 
Bhoees. If they are to be borne by rail they should be sent with 
glassware. 

(f) Fans of palm leaves,, when they are to be taken on tour, 
should be wrapped up with cloth so that the colours of their border 
and handle may not fade. 

(0) Cushioned chairs and other upholstered articles should be 
packed in open boxes of teakwood n^ade of the pattern of thosOf 



used by companies in despatching such articles, so that no damage 
be done to the frill, cotton or other upholstery material. The mode 
of loading these articles on carts should be the same as that 
employed in case of furniture e, by putting grass in carriages. 

{h) When goods are despatched for camping, some varnish 
should also be sent with it, so that it may be used when necessary 
without loss of time. 

(f) If more than one folding writing tables fitted with broad- 
cloth are taken to camp, they should be placed one above the other 
from the side having broadcloth and bound with leather strap. 

(/) The legs of tables should be wrapped up with grass and 
tied with Sutli (course twine. Dining and dressing tables should also 
be sent with camp, packed in similar way. 

(At) On the occasion of each function chairs etc., or other 
furniture should be sent from godown or Makanwari or behengees 
bamboos or ropes, after being well wrapp ed up with grass Care 
should be taken that no damage (is. done to the goods by being 
rubbed agairst the ropes or by friction amongst themselves. 

8, MAKANWARI (VARIOUS HOUSES FOR STORING GOODS.) 

1 . The goods received from one house, should not be carried 
to another house or to a godown- If on the occasion of any function 
goods are taken from a certain house or godown they should after 
the completion of the function, be returned to the house or godown 
from which they were taken out. 

2, The detail of Makanwari ( houses ) should be as follows: — 

(a) Nautala should be regarded as guest house No. i . Its 
compound will include the court of Radhabag. Tapoban 
be regarded as guest house No 2. Bishrant Ghat is to be kept 
spare. Naulakha garden house, Rambagh, spare house, 
and Motimahal should be divided in two parts. One part 
should be used for office and the other for kothar (godown). 
Compound for carrying on work koleth kothi, Happy villa. 
Cottage Hill, Ammkunj, Padauri Bungalow, Shivpuri Palace 
Sheopur Palace, Ujjain palace, Agra Kothi and Boats, 
etc. 

3- What matters are to be looked into in connection with the 
above houses are detailed below: — 

(A) The inside and outsjde cleaniiig of houses. 
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(A) The doors. 

(o) Glass material. 

(I#) Upholstery of furniture. 

(o) Farsh, carpets, curtains, etc. 

(f) Pipes, sanitation and gutters. 

By (a) is meant that white- washing should be done immediate- 
ly wherever it is required. It should be taken into consideration 
that rooms not in constant use should be washed in proper way 
only. Similar method be adopted for inside But this considera- 
tion does not hold good for guest houses No. i & 2. It should be 
borne in mind that the washing of inside mentioned above is of the 
following kinds, one oil-painting, second colour wash and third 
white- wash. If any defect be found in any of their washes, it is not 
necessary to wash the whole room, only so much should be done as 
be found necessary. 

For example if the colour of any room has formed scales and 
has fallen it should be repaired in such a way that it may not 
appear that it has been repaired. 

(A) For this such arrangement be made that to avoid damage 
doors may not clash with one another by the action of wind. If it 
appear that some person has knowingly brought on such result the 
repair ( in this case ) ought to be done at his cost. Some doors are 
fitted with glass panes. If these panes are broken they should be 
repaired according to the directions given above so that dust may 
not enter the room and spwil it. Such doors as constantly remain 
exposed to sun and rain should always be painted with chocolate 
colour, At the time of painting it should be ascertained whether 
the colour is grounded well. After painting the doors should be 
dried in shadow. Brass parts of doors should always be kept so 
bright that one could see one’s face there. They should be greased 
with fat. The iron parts should be painted with black colour ( at 
Devasthans ( holy places ) fat should not be used, oil should be used 
instead). When applying oil or fat care should be taken that it 
does not affect the wooden portion. 

(0) As regards the articles icoming under this head they 
should be looked after as follows*. — 

(1) The articles of rooms not in constant use should be cleaned 
every third month, while those of rooms in constant use should be 
cleaned according to need. 
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(2) Instructions as to how these articles are to be cleaned have 
been detailed under the head “Cleaning.” 

(f#) As regards where hilal, shama or earth lamps are 
used for lighting care should be taken that sediment or oil does 
not ooze out on walls, and floors and make them dirty. Ar- 
rangement should also be made that smoke or web does not spoil 
the room. As these things have iron or brass parts they should be 
cleaned as specified in (A) 

(e) Every thing should be kept clean and in working order. 
Officer should supervise them specially tnose which are seldom 
used. To let in pure air rooms should be opened in winter 
season, from seven'in the morning or rather from eight to ten and 
in summer for two hours early in the morning provided there is no 
dust or rainstorm. The covers of furniture should be taken out 
twice a week and after cleaning it ( furniture )they should be put 
on again. In case of suspicion it is not necessary to wait for the 
appointed time. In such cases, cleaning should be done immediately. 
When some room is to be brought into use, the furniture of that room 
should be uncovered till the stay of guest. During this period cleaning 
should be done daily. Pigeons and other birds often keep nests in 
rooms and other places, and give birth to young ones. It should be so 
arranged that this may not happen and the birds be driven away 
from the rooms immediately. 

9. DUTIES OF OFFICER ARAYASA KARKHANA. 

(1) To occasionally visit subordinate Karkhanas and see 
whether they are managed properly and kept well clean, to su- 
pervise whether all matters are conducted according to rules; to 
rectify any error or supply any omission, to remove the difficulties 
experienced by subordinates in their work. 

(2) No subordinate should be thrashed for the first fault, 
rather he should be given an opportunity to correct himself. 
If mistake is committed even after this, the defaulter should be 
reprimanded. 

(3) At the time of the visit of superior officer, it is incumbent 
on the officer in charge, to remain with him throughout and show 
him completely all the works of the Karkhana and reply fully all 
questions put to him. To fulfil this object the officer must possess 
full information about his department. He should be able to reply 
himself all the questions put to him by the superior officer at the 

F IM 
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time of inspection without any aid from his subordinates, Daftar- 
dar or Serishtedar etc. 

The officer should keep his office room clean and furnished 
according to his status and should keep his office also well arranged 
that the superior officer might get a convenient seat at the time of 
his visit. 

(4) The officer should consider himself that he is unsuccessful 
if his subordinates do not respect him and his superior officer 
does not like him. 

(5) The officer should inspect the principal office quarterly, 
and subordinate offices according to Guide Book. He should 
compare the special book of fault and sheet roll. The character roll 
he should get prepared under his special supervision- He is re- 
sponsible for the correctness of monthly pay bills and other papers 
relating to salaries 

(6) The officer should discharge his duties with settled mind 
and with care. He should pay attention to every minor detail. 

{7) To satisfy himself that all orders issued are fully carried 
out; to distribute work equally amongst office hands and amongst 
workers; to see that entries in duty book have been correctly made; 
to consider himself responsible for the correct compilation of all 
papers and statements prepared in office. 

(8) Not to use improper language when talking to his subor° 
inates or workers, and to give orders in clear terms so that his 
meaning might be well understood. 

(9) To write following books with his own hand: — 

1. Diary. 

2, Order book. 

Every work that is done during the day should be entered in 
the diary. When any verbal or written order is received in connec- 
tion with some function and the execution of such order is entrusted 
to some person, a note of this fact as well as of the time, be made in 
the diary. In the order book should be copied all orders received 
from superior officer through order book, as well as all orders given 
by himself. Subordinate’s signatures should be taken against them 
in token of their having received notice thereof. The orderbook of 
superior officer should be returned immediately after the order has 
been copied in his order book. 
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(10) To always keep with himself a pocket book in which to 
note at the very time by way of memorandum, all orders given out; 
of the office hours, or all matters found out at the time of inspection 
or supervision. To issue orders on the basis of these notes by writing 
them in his order book. 

(11) The officer should not take private work from Govern* 
ment servants nor employ his private servant to Government work 

(12) Ail work should be done according to fixed scale and 
within the powers given. There is no need of referring such matters 
to Head Office. 

13. The officer should endeavour to work according to issued 
rules, and if he experiences any hinderance in their carrying out, 
he should note them in his pocket book and frame proposals as tc 
how they can be removed and as to what procedure should be 
adopted to ensure execution without hitch. These should be 
submitted to Head office two months before the end of the year. 

(14) If on the occasion of some function, furniture etc of one 
house, or godown is taken to another house the officer should 
personally see that after the completion of the function the goods 
have been returned to the house or godown from where they were 
taken out. 

(15) No article is to be given to any person for constant use 
by the officer himself, without His Highness^ order; but the Head 
Office can sanction temporary loan of such articles on suitable 
occasions, according to the status of the applicant, but in such 
case also the period for which articles can be lent shall not exceed 
fifteen days. 

(16) It is not necessary that on receipt of an order for any 
camp or function all the goods required be taken out atonce. The 
officer should, on such emergent occasions, first see as to what 
goods shall be required for the execution of the order and prepare a 
list of the same. He should also see, as to from which godown 
or house, goods on the list are to be taken and he should accjordingly 
order the Superintendents of respective godowns or houses to send 
the articles required. If for the execution of any special order it be 
found necessary, a despatching Superintendent should be appointed 
to send articles and a receiving one, be appointed at the place, where 
the goods are required, to receive such articles. The object of all 
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this is, that in the execution of orders such system be adopted from 
before, that on the termination of the function there be experienced 
no difficulty, in returnig the goods in good order to the place from 
where they were taken out. 

(17) The officer should fully discharge the duty of supervising 
the work of godowns, houses and offices that have been placed under 
his charge. 

(18) If lamps, fanoosBS, handies ( glass pots ) ekkas ( one 
candle lamp ) and chimneys etc. that are in constant use 
are broken the officer should duly ascertain the cause of such 
breakages and if it is found that they are due to the careless- 
ness of some body, the cost of those articles should be deducted from 
the latter’s pay, and this money instead of being credited as sewal 
Jama should be kept in deposit and utilised in replacing the broken 
article. 

(19) As the realisation of such money, will take some time, 
and as the replacement of breakage should be done ato nee, therefore, 
for the purchase of surplus stock an amount of Rs. 2,000 will be 
placed under the control of the officer as tassaimat. He will be 
responsible for the expenditure of this amount. The stock required 
should be purchased of good quality and with economy. It can be 
purchased locally, if it can be had here, otherwise it should be orde- 
red from outside- 

(20) The articles given out of stock, to replace beakages and 
the money deducted fron the pay of servants ( for breakges ) should 
be accounted for in the ledger. 

(21) Goods shall be given on receipt of a letter from officer 
Zanani Deorhi or A. D. C. 

10. POWERS OF THE OFFICER aRAYASH KARKHANA. 

The powers of this officer shall be as follows;— 

(I) He can reinstate, dismiss, promote or reduce all office 
hands and menial staff with the exception of subordinate 
officers, in accordance with the rules and circulars in this 
behalf that apply for State Departments. No one should 
be dismissed or removed unless there is sufficient proof. 
For example in case of misappropriation; disobedience of 
of orders, given for State work, absenting from duty 
without pemission, the person in fault shall be dismimsed 
or removed, only when the offence has been fully proven 
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against him. In cases where such persons are on duty 
under some officers; the latter’s advice shall also be taken 
in the matter of dismissal of the person. In giving promo- 
tions due consideration ought to be give to seniority and gra 
dation. 

(2) He can, in accordance with Civil Service Rules, sanction 
leave of all kinds, of those whom he can reinstate or 
dismiss* 

(3) He can suspend such employees for half a month and can. 
impose fine up to half month’s pay. In passing such orders 
sufficient proof of the same nature is required as is necess- 
ary under para i in cases of dismissal and reduction. He 
can remit half of the amount of fine imposed by himself. 

(4) He can fine subordinate officers up to Rs, 5- for any gross 
mistake and can remit up to Rs. 2/-. 

(s) He can sanction casual leave up to one week to subordiu- 
ate officers, when more leave is required which is not in 
his power sanction of superior office should be obtained. 

( 6 ) He will take cognisance of the followirg offences against 
his subordinates; in case of serious offences and in case of 
offences committed repeatedly, report should be submitted 
to superior officer. 

(a) Intoxication. 

(A) Disobedience of orders. 

(c) Gambling' 

(«f) To cause injury when on duty. 

(e) Absenting without permission. 

( f ) Absenting from the place where training is given. 

(tt) Neglect of duty. 

(A) Quarrelling. 

(/) Behaving against rules. 

(7) The officer can award following punishmets for offences 
mentioned above:- 

(«) Imprisonment with or without labour for 20 days. 
This sentence will be executed by detaining the accused 
in the lines. The punishment will commence from the 
date of the officer’s order. 
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(b) Imprisonment tinder su^veilance (nazar band kaid ) not 
exceeding fifteen days. Together with this Dalel (penal' 
drill ) up to ten days, and all duties will be imposed 
accoding to roll. Attendance on training ground will 
be compulsary. Besides these, extra duty can also be 
imposed, when sentence of imprisonment under survei- 
llance is passed for ten or less than ten days sentence of 
penal drill for the same period will also be passed. 
This punishment of penal drill, will not be for more 
than two hours, at a time, and it will be undergone 
under the supervision of an officer named for this 
purpose by the officer ( arayash ) karkhana 

(c) As many days as a person has remained absent pay 
for those days only, will be cut. If the pei:iod of 
absence, is within one month the deduction will be 
at the rate of half pay per day. If the period 
of absence, is, full month, the whole pay will be with- 
held. In case of absence without permission, pay of 
whole day, will be deducted in case of absence after 
complst!--: r: of leave the same procedure will be adopted 
as in case of absence without permission. 

(<#) For minor offences or for neglect at the time of 
training, punishment will be given of duty with extra 
labour only, and that will not be for more than four 
days. 

(e) Not to sanction leave for the next six months. This 
Is also one form of punishment. 

(8) For absence without permission punishment under surve- 
illance, or imprisonment within the line will also be given 
besides that of cutting of pay. 

(p) Punishment of imprisonment under surveillance, can be 
given together with that within the lines, but the two 
punishments together shall not exceed 25 days. 

(10) Officers of lower grade should not be given lighter punish- 
ments than warning or the lowering of their grade for a 
week. In case of serious offences they shall be taken under 
arrest and report of their case be submitted to higher 
authorities. Care should be taken that warning is not 
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given before the officer’s subordinates as by this he w»JI 
loose his prestige and will be lowered in their estimation. 

( 1 1 ) when a sentence of s:zt has been passed against an 

officer, in respect of an offence it can not be enhanced after- 
wards nor can it be reduced without superior officer’s order. 

(12) when any prisoner is brought before the officer, the 
character roll of the former wll! be submitted in order to 
see his previous history. 

(13) All punishments awarded will be entered in the state- 
ment of faults, and will then be copied in the character rolls. 

(14) Following punishments can be awarded to servants of 
miscellaneous establishment: — 

(a) Khidmatgars. 

(1) Dismissal. 

(2) Punishment of imprisonment within lines for 
three days. 

<3) Punishment of imprisonment under surveillance 
for 15 days. 

(4) whipping up to 6 strokes. 

(a) other servants. 

(1) Dismissal. 

(2) Fine not exceeding half pay within one month, 
and 2 months pay, within a year, 

(15) Before awarding punishment the officer should carefully 
, ascertain the nature of the offence and see whether it has 

been fully proved. The sentence snould be within his 
powers. Charge sheet should be framed according to the list 
of offences. In matters which are beyond his power the file 
of investigation should be submitted to the superior officer 
after recording his opinion. 

(16) khallasis should be at least 5 ft 5 inches in height, 
measurement of tneir chest should be atleast 31 inches and 
their age should be as is detailed in the immediately proce- 
eding para. 

(17) The bight of Bhoies should be s'-s", chest 31", and age as 
in above para. 

(18) No servant of ZananS Deorhi, whether he be a Khallasi 
‘ or a peon shall be of less than 40 years. 
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(Ip) There are two scales of pay of khalasis, at head quarters. 
Half the number at Rs, 9 /'per month and half at Rs. 8/-per 
month. At places outside the head quarters pay of khallasis 
has been fixed at Rs.8/ only. To give promotion to latter 
Khallasis, following system should be adopted; the khallasis 
getting Rs. p/-at head quarters should be sent to outside 
places and in their place the number of those getting Rs-8 - 
per month be increased at head quarters. 

11. DUTIES OF SUPERINTENDENTS. 

1 , In this karkhana there is one Superin tendent at head quarters 
who acts as assistant also and there are other superintendents at 
various makanwari (houses) and subordinate sections. Their duties 
in relation to the respective houses and sections under their charge 
are the same as the duties of the officer are in relation to the res- 
pective houses and sections under their charge, and shall be the same 
as the duties of the officer are in relation to the whole karkhana 

2 . Superintendents should supervise that makanwari ( houses ) 
under his charge is cleaned every week. It is his duty to get carried 
out all instructions given by the officer ( Arayash karkhana ) 
relating to any defects. An inspection book should be kept at eaeh 
msdianwari (house) wherein should be entered all the defects found 
by the officer. The Superintendent concerned is responsible to see 
whether all orders noted in inspection book have been carried out or 
not. If the Superintendent finds every thing all right he should note 
this fact below the order given by the officer (in the inspection book) 
If he himself finds any defect he should note the same in the book 
and should examine at the time of the next round whether the 
same have been removed. 

12. POWERS OF SUPERINTENDENT. 

Powers of Superintendent shall be as follows: — 

(i) He is empowered to reinstate and dismiss all servants 
subordinate to him, getting less than Rs. lo-a month; but 
care should be taken that no one is dismissed unless there 
is sufficient proof against him. 

In appointing any person, following points must be taken into 
consideration: — 

(a) The person appointed should not be less than i8 years. 
{b) The person should be healthy, ready worker, honest 
and of good behaviour. For health, doctor’? certificate 
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should also be obtained and in case of previous employ- 
ment discharge certificate should also be seen. 

(o) It should also be taken into consideration whether 
the person is fit to perform fully the work to which 
he is being employed. 

(3) Can sanction leave according to Civil Service Rules to 
those employees whom he can reinstate or dismiss. 

Can grant casual leave for one week according to Civil Service 
Rules to employees getting more than Rs, 10. In cases 
beyond his power sanction of superior officer should be 
obtained. 

(3) Can fine subordinates up to Rs . 3 and can remit half the 
amount. Fine should be imposed only when there is 
sufficient proof. 

(4) The Superintendent is empowered to fine upto five rupees 
and to suspend up to one month any subordinate who is 
charged with having caused any deficit in any goods. 

13. STOCK ( MALKHANA ). 

I. All articles of stock should be entered in the Register Mal- 
khana and Stock Register giving following details correctly ; descrip- 
tion, weight, length, breadth and price, so that there be no difficulty 
in identifying the various articles. There should be left no such 
article which is not entered in stock register. If any stock is taken 
on loan from or if any is lent to some other karkhana this should 
also be entered in the stock register and. a remark to this effect be 
put against it in the remark column. 

3 The work of stock taking should be taken from the beginni- 
ng of May each year and the stock taking of all articles and maka- 
nwari ( houses ) should be finished by the end of that month. It 
will in no case be acceptable that for such and such reason stock 
taking was not taken up. 

3, Any increase or decrease found at the time of stock taking 
should be carefully enquired into and a report of the fact should be 
submitted to superior officer. All damaged stock, found at the time 
of stock taking, should be kept apart and out of that reparable 
stock should be separated and that fit for Mudras be shown to the 
officer and sent to Madras or order for its sale by auction be obtain- 
ed. The stock sent to Madras or sold in this way should be cancelled 

F— 164 
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from the stock register. Arrangents for the repair of reparable' 
stock, should be made after getting prepared estimates for that. If 
the cost of repair is within the budgetted amount it should be 
got done by him, if within his power, and in case of its being beyond 
his power, sanction should be obtained. 

4. The fixing of time limits, for various kinds of stock, does 
not mean that the stock is to be refected or sold on completion of 
the time fixed, even if it be in good condition and fit for use- What 
is meant is that that the stock should in all cases be kept in use 
till the fixed time after the expiration of that time it should not be re 
fected rather it should be used till it becomes quite unfit for use. 

5. A book, similar to the one used for stock taking, should be' 
kept for stock issued from makanwari ( house ) to some other place 
and then received back. The stock issued will be entered in this book: 
and on its return the entry will be cancelled with red ink. The 
articles that are not returned should not be cancelled and against 
them a remark should be given in the remark columas to the cause 
of their non return. 

6 . If stock is taken from makanwari for stock use to any place 
and is kept there and not returned then it should also be checked at 
the time of stock taking according to para 2 and a remark to the 
effect given in the remark column against that stock. 

7. How much stock should a person carry according to grade 
and how articles of faf*sA ( Durries ect ) are to be sent for camps^ 
These arrangements should be done according to kalambandi. 

14. INSTRUCTIONS RELATING TO OFFICE. 

1. The work in office should be carried’on according to Corres 
pondence and Account Manuals but as far as possible correspondence 
should be curtailed. All the orders that are to be issued, should be 
Issued through order book. Where orders from superior officer are 
necessary they should be obtained by submitting the paper personally 
or through order book. Only in matter of importance a note should 
be prepared and after recording opinion, files submitted to superior 
officer for orders.Correspondence with Head office should be totally 
stopped 

2. When in connection with the execution of some order, 
some work is to be done by another Karkhana^ and that work 
inspite of warning is not properly performed by the employees of 
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that karkhana, a note of this should be made in the complaint book, 
which is to be kept for this purpose in every office. This should 
be sent to the officers of the karkhana concerned whose duty will 
be to make a note, of whatever action he takes against the entry 
and return the book to the original officers so that the complain- 
ing officer may be able to know the action taken on hisjcomplaint. 
If proper action is not taken or if work is not done satisfactorily 
even after the taking of action the matter should be brought to 
the notice of higher authority and proper arrangement secured 

3. For verification, tallying, addition etc figures are often written 
upon stray pieces of paper. These should not be used now. For this 
purpose a waste book of thick paper should be prepared on which 
figures for tallying, ete should be written according to necessity, 
giving dates. 

15, EXPENDITURE FOR STAFF. 

Expenditure for staff should be charged on the occasion of big 
functions only e. g. Viceroy’s visit, visit of some other great personage 
or some marriage on which more than Rs. 4000— are spent. It should 
not be charged for small functions. 

16, MISCELLANEOUS. 

I. When goods are given to some person for certain purpose, 
the person receiving them should enter them on a form, giving num 
ber of articles and the condition in which they are and then take 
delivery of the goods after giving receipt. This form should be 
in triplicate, so that at the time of receiving goods one foil be given 
to store, the other be sent to office and the third, the person receiv- 
ing goods may take with himself. When goods are returned the 
officer should check whether they tally with the entries in the form. 
At the time of giving and receiving back the officer should carefully 
see whether the person receiving goods has not, while making up the 
number, changed articles. If goods are received in more damaged 
condition than they were in at the time of giving, an estimate of 
repair should at once be got prepared through Workshop or lagwad, 
by the receiving person and repair got done. The cost of this 
repair should be realised within one month. If this be not possible 
the same may be realised by instalments within six months. But it 
must be kept in mind that instalments are not fixed for long 
periods. 
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3. Articles required for His Highness’ use will be sent for as 
per order book. 

3. Book of forwarding indents in triplicate form should be kept 
separately. On these forms signatures of persons, taking goods as 
per order book, should be obtained in taken of their having received 
them. 

4. For goods given on loan to other persons, a loan book in 
in duplicate form be kept. Goods issued should be entered in this 
book according to directions given in para 3 of this head. On return 
of the goods they should be entered on the back in manner de- 
tailed in aforesaid para and the same form be given as receipt. 
On the other foil also, which will remain in office, details should be 
entered according to para 3 miscellaneous. A register should be 
kept according to the model given. 

5. A book should be kept on the model given for broken and 
damaged articles, 

6. It is not necessary to send to head office a list of broken and 
damaged articles every month, and obtain sanctions for writing 
them off. Such articles should be entered in the above mentioned 
book and shown to the superior officer every month who will put 
his singature in token of giving sanction and action should be tak 
en accordingly. An account of all breakages and damages cccuring 
during the period should be given in the Annual Report and submitted 
puting signature on each item in the iist of stock showing that the 
article is existing and the officer should sign at the end of every page 
in token of satisfaction, 

7. The details about stores have been given under head “Stores” 
Ledger should be kept accrding to that ; for purposes of reference 
index book should also be kept. Your order books should be kept as 
follows...!, private Secretary. 3. officer Zenani deorhi, 3, A. D C. 
and, 4, Officer, farrashkhana. 

It is not necessary to institute files for these orders. They 
should be strung on a wire after putting on them receipt 
number and a remark to the effect that the same has been 
executed ; this wire file should be kept with store superin- 
tendents. On completion of a month a label of red paper 
bearing name of the next month be put on that and all 
orders received in the month should be put on the same 
wire below the label. 
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8. When goods are by order given to any person for ever or 
for his use, the officer should on such occasions Tperssonally submit 
to the head of dee complete papers of tasalmiat items or things 
between isr and 31st August, he should accou nt for such items 
in his books according to the order given by that office- 

9. Countersignature of the officer sending rt ^quisition for goods 
and men should bt5 taken on the forwarding indent below the 
signatute of the person (taking delivery). The rec luisitioning officer 
shall be considered responsible for the return of tht^ goods. 

17. ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

For electric ligh't followiing points have be en settled with 
Eleetric Light and power Company. 

(1) With the exi^eption of steam pumps at Shivpuri, and 
Sheopur, the eiJectric light, fans and water pumps for the 
supply of water )?or bathing, sanitaton and drinking at the 
following places have been entrusted to the said company — 

(1) Kalyadeh palace, Ujjain. 

(2) Sheopur Fort. 

(3) Jayendragani ( the bulbs in palace proper, compound 
and motor garage. 

(4) Nautalav. 

(5) Shivpuri Palace, 

(6) Happy villa, 

(2) All these installations will be under the said ( company’s 
charge. It will appoint its own staff for working the same 
and will get done ordinary repairs. Besides thei ordinary 
light, fans and pumps, provision for which has t »een made 
in the budget the Durbar will pay to the Company 
Rs. 27,000/- per year for the power required for 1 light, fans 
and pumps to be used on the occasion of festivails, annual 
functions, ordinary cere monies and small parties, as 
well as for ordinary repairs, and for change; of lamps 
( incandescent ) and change of imitation cand.les, 

(3) On the occasion of extraordinary functions sucla as visit of 
Viceroy or some ruling chief etc or Mahratta Conference 
or some marriage etc separate amounts will be given 
to the company on production of its bill for all addi- 
tional bulbs and fo«* all addional power for light 
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and pumps ufsed for the occasion- The cost of ordinary 
light will be. deducted therefrom. 

< jfficer in charge of the execution should first settle -with 
the con ipany as to hoiv much it -will chaige pei point for 
tempora ry lights. 

( 4 ) The said c ompany shall have to bear all cost incur red in 
sending m aterials and men, for the ar rangement of light 
^t Sheopu jr and Shiv purl during the stay of Hia Highness 
jit those r jlaces. 

JJote:— T he compamy shall have to bear the f jost of sending any man 
to 1 lappy Villa, for ordinary repa jr, or for repairing or 
repi lacing anything that has beceme ou .t of order. 

(s) The s.* a id company shall from time, to time examine the 
insta-Vifitions at these placee, and si. lall Keep them in good 
wor’dTiig order, so that no diffioult.y or inconvenience may 
occi ar and no occasion may arise for complaint- 

(6) Tti€ ; said company shall have to su.j3f)ly power and when 
necifissary to keep going the refrer’s ^gerating machine fixed 
at Jai Vilas Palace, and no separate remuneration 
sh all be given to the company for tnis. 

T1 te company shall have to re^place at its own cost any 
b reakages in the Chandalfers of electric light or other cost- 
ly ’’ lamps at Jai Vilas palace, caused by its servants; but 
if ;such breakages have be en caused by State servants the 
X Hist of replacing these wil be met by the State. 

i8. UMIFORM. 

1, pMtterns of uniform, f'jr employees of Arayash karkhana 
such as klu iBasis and jamadars etc whose duty is to go to the palace 
very often, liave been fixed, and amounts for preparation of such 

uniforms tu we also been provided in the budget. It shall, therefore, 
be the dtrty of officer Arayaah karkhan'i to get ready such uniforms 
and supply t hem within the fixed time, and he should also i watch and 
see that thes e persons wear uniforms when they go to palace- 

2 , A fui id will be created for this amount of uniform in para 
45 pact! relatii tg to the Department karkhanejai.

The amounts for repairs have been fixed as above. No one is 
.authorised to spend any item provided for a certain head, for another 
. head without the sanction of the Darbar. 
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20. TO INVEST IN INTEREST BEARING SECURITIES 
AMOUNT REALISED FOR BREAKAGES. 

The cost of articles of this karkhana, broken or damaged on 
the occasion of various functions, should be realised from the budget 
for that function, and new article should at once be purchased out 
of that amount and kept in place of the broken one. If the new 
article can not be purchased atonce, on account of its not being 
available in India, or for some other reason, such amount should 
then be kept in Fixed Deposit, and when opportunity arises such 
article should be purchased in England or at some other place, when 
it be available and deficit made up. This concession is given only 
for an opportunity to purchase the article of a better kind and with 
economy. It does not mean that the purchase of such article be 
delayed for a long time or that it be lost sight of altogether because 
by doing so it is ; possible that we may be faced with the difficulty 
of shortness of stock if perchance any function comes up in the 
meantime. 


21, TOUR. 

1. A sum for tour expenses during theyear has been provided 
for this karkhana. The officer in charge should accordingly meet 
the expenses of his ordinary tour out of this sum in accordance with 
the provisions of Civil Service Rules. If he has to go on extraordinary 
tour, in connection with some function the cost of such tour should 
be met out of the budget for that function. The present system of 
taking amounts as tasalmai, for such expenditure should be 
stopped. 

2 . The officer ought to go to Uj|ain every three months to 
inspect and examine the palace, furniture and other stocK. He sho- 
uld stop at Ujjain for two days at most. Similarly he should go 
every three months to Agra for one day and to Sheopur for one day 
to inspect the kothi and palace there. He should go to Shivpuri 
every month to inspect and examine the palace and Makanwari. 
He should stop at Shivpuri for three days at most. But this instruc- 
tion relates to the time beyond that of season The makanwari at 
Lashkar Head Quarter ought to be inspected once a month 

22. NECESSITY OF EXPLAINING THE SYSTEM. 

Be it known that at first, in beginning a work great difficulties 
arise, but when once a system is introduced all difficulties vanish. 



It is, therefore the duty of every Head of Department to once explain 
the system fully to his subordinates and put them on the way of 
following that system. When once a habit is formed all future diffic- 
ulties are removed. For this reason the first thing is to make the 
subordinates fully understand, as to what the system is, it to be 
acted upon. 



PART III. 


Relating to Khasgi Department. 

I. CHARGE. 

1. Following sections shall be under this karkhana: — 

( 1 ) Ashrit Mandli management about devasthans and dharma- 
day belonging to Palace and management about perfor- 
mance of religious ceremonies. 

{ 2 ) Kothi under the control of which shall be Indian and 
English kitchen; abiiarkhana and Bazar Master. 

( 3 ) Bhande Kothar ( store of utensils ). 

( 4 ) Jamdarkhana. 

2 . DUTIES OF KHASGI OFFICER. 

Duties of this officer shall be as follows: — 

( 1 } To go from time to time to all subordinate offices and see 
whether they are kept properly clean and their management is 
carried out on proper lines as well as examine whether its work 
is being done according to rule; to get rectified all mistakes and 
omissions and to remove all difficulties that subordinates experience 
in the conduct of work. 

( 2 ) A subordinate is not to be thrashed on first fault, rather 
he should be given an opportunity to reform his habit. If even after 
this he commits mistakes, there is no help but to punish him. 

( 3 ) When the superior officer comes for inspection it is the 
officer’s duty, to accompany the former all the time he is in office, 
and to show him all works of karkhana and should reply fully all 
questions put to him. To fully achieve this object it is incumbent 
on the officer, to possess all information about the affairs of his 
office, so that at the time of inspection he could himself reply all 
questions before the superior officer without taking any help from 
his subordinates such as serishtedar, daftardar, etc. 

The officer should keep his place in office clean and well 
arranged. Office should also be kept in proper order. Object of 
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this is, when superior officer visits the office he may get some 
convenient place to seat himself. 

( 4 ) The officer should consider himself an unsuccessful officer 
if his treatment is such that his subordinates do not respect him 
and his superior officer is not pleased with him. 

( 5 ) It is for the officer to take quarterly inspection of his own 
office and of subordinate offices according to Guide Book, tie should 
compare the book of principal faults and sheet roll. He should get 
prepared the character book under his own supervision. He shall 
be responsible for the correctness of monthly paysheets ( kabzul ) 
and salary papers. 

( 6 ) In discharging his duties the officer should be careful and 
keep presence of mind. He should pay attention to minor matters 
also. 

( 7 ) The officer should satisfy himself that all orders issued by 
him have been correctly executed. He should distribute duties 
equally amongst office hands and group of menial staff. He should 
see whether the book of duties has been correctly written up. He 
should consider himself responsible for correct preparation of all 
papers and statements in office. 

( 8 ) The officer should not use unworthy language to his 
subordinates and to menial staff. He should couch his orders in 
clear terms so that they may distinctly understand his meaning. 

( 9 ) The officer should write following books with his own 
hand: — 

1. Diary. 

2. Order Book. 

All work that is done every day should be entered in the diary. 
Any instructions issued to any subordinate for execution of any 
verbal or written order received in connection with I any function 
should also be entered in the Diary noting the time also. 

Orders received from superior office through order book shall 
be copied out in the order book. He shall write his own order also 
in the order book and get thereon signatures of subordinates in 
token of having received information thereof. He should return the 
order book of superior office after getting copied out the order in 
his own order book. 
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(10) The officer should keep a pocket book also, so that he 
may enter therein immediately by way of memorandum any order 
received beyond office hours, or any matter which he finds worth 
noting at the time of inspection or supervision. If he proposes to 
issue any orders on the basis of these notes, he may issue them from 
his office by entering the same in the order book. 

(11) The officer should not take private work from His 
Highness’ servants, nor should he employ his private servants for 
His Highness’ work, 

(12) All execution of orders and work, should be done according 
to fixed scale and given powers. There is no need of submitting 
references to head office in such matters. 

(13) The officer should so far as possible try to act according 
to rules, that have been issued thus far or that may be issued in 
future. If he experiences any difficulty in execution he should 
make a note of the same in his pocket book as well as of how 
it can be removed and of what method should be adopted so 
that execution can be done without any difficulty. He should 
submit his proposals in such matters to head office two months 
before the close of the year. 

(14) It is also the officer’s duty to inspect Gorkhi Sarkar Bara 
four days in a month viz, once a week in addition to doing his work 
during office hours. 

(15) As an illustration of what matters should an off icer see 
at the time of inspection, following points are mentioned : — 

( 1 ) Cleanliness and good order of the house. 

( 2 ) Cleanliness and good order of Sinhasan ( the seat of idols ) 
etc. 

( 3 ) The copper, brass, gold and silver vessels of the Davaghar 
( house dedicated to deities ) should be so clean and bright 
thay they should appear as if they were new. 

( 4 ) Cleanliness of brass, gold and silver vessels. 

( 5 ) Robes of Shri Devaji ( the deity ) 

(16) It is the officer’s duty to see such and similar matters 
and to get his subordinates keep everything clean. 

(17) If some work is to be done by some other karkhana and 
that work is not properly performed by the employees of that 
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karkhana instead of carrying on correspondence about such m atters 
they should be entered in a book called complaint book which shall 
be kept for this purpose. This should be sent to the head office of 
that karkhana whose duty will be to note any action that he takes 
in the matter against it and return the book, to the officer conce- 
rned, the same day so that the latter may know as to what action 
has been taken, on his complaint. If proper action has not been 
taken or if inspite of any action having been taken the work is not 
done as it ought to have been done, the matter will be brought to 
the notice of the superior officer and proper arrangement made. 
If head of the department be out of the station, the Assistant ought 
to act according to instructions given above. 

(1 8) The officer ought to show the dresses, or Sinhasan ( the 
seat ) of Shri Devaji (, deity ) if they are dirty, out of order or repair- 
able, to the superior officer, and get them done in proper order. 

(19) The officer should also see whether usual katha is recited 
on every ekadiashi. 

(20) It is also the officer’s duty, to see that worship of the 
deity is done as is ordered and that naSvada and atril ( offering of 
edibles and light ) are offered as prescribed. 

3. POWERS OF KHASQl OFFICER. 

Powers of the officer shall be as follows:— 

( I ) He is empowered to reinstate, dismiss, promote, and 
reduce all office and menial staff with the exception of subordinate 
officers and other office bearers. This he should do in accordance 
with rules and circulars that apply to other departments in this 
behalf. 

Orders of dismissal and reduction should not be passed without 
sufficient proof. For instance, he should dismiss or reduce those 
employees against whom offences of misappropriation, corruption, 
disregarding the orders for His Highness’ duty, and absence from 
duty without permission, are fully proved. 

In giving promotions due regard should be had to seniority 
and gradation. 

(3) He can grant leave of all kinds in accordance with 

Civil Service Rules to all whom he has power to reinstate or 
dismiss. 
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(3) He can suspend up to half month, or fine up to half 
month’s pay, those employees whom he can reinstate or dismiss, in 
awarding this punishment, similar sufficient proof is necessary as is 
mentioned in cases of dismissal and reduction under clause (i). He 
can remit half the amount of fine imposed by him. 

(4) He can fine subordinate officers and other office bearers up 
to five rupees, and can remit up to two rupees. 

(5) Having due regard to state work, he can grant casual 
leave up to one week to subordinate officers and office bearers. For 
leave beyond his power he should obtain sanction of the superior 
officer. 

(6) He shall take cognisance of following offences. Report 
about serious offences and about such offences as are committed habi- 
tually should be made to head office:—* 

(a) Drinking 

(A) Not carrying out orders 

(0) Gambling 

(if) Causing hurt when on duty 

(e) Absenting without permission 

(f) Absenting from place of training 

(ff) Neglect of duty 

(ft) Quarelling 

(1 ) Behaving against law 

(7) The officer can award following punishments for offences 
mentioned above: — 

(a) Imprisonment with or without labour for twenty days. 
The punishment will be enforced by detention within lines, 
and will commence from the time of issue of the officer’s 
order. 

(ft) Imprisonment under surveillance for a period not exceed- 
ing 15 days. Together with this, punishment of Oalel, 
(penal drill) up to ten days, shall also be given and all duty 
will be taken according to roll. Attendance at the place of 
training will be compulsory. Extra duty can also be taken 
over and above this ; when punishment of imprisonment 
under surveillance is for ten or less than ten days, the pu- 
nishment of penal drill will also be for the same period. 
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Penardrill will not be for more then 3 hours in a day or 
will not be for more than two hours at a time. This will 
be undergone under the svrjz:''-:s:z-z\ of an office bearer no- 
minated by the officer in this behalf. 

ip) Pay for as many days only will be cut as are the days of 
absence. If period of absence is within one month, pay will 
be cut at the rate of half pay per day, but if it is full one 
month, it will be cut at the rate of full pay. 

In case of absence without permission full day’s pay will be cut. 
The same procedure shall be adopted in case of absence af- 
ter completion of leave. 

(a) For minor offences and for neglect at the time of training, 
punishment of extra duty only will be given. This will be 
for a period not exceeding four days. 

(e) To stop giving leave for next 6 months is also a form of 
punishment. 

(8) For absenting without permission, over and above the pun- 
ishment of cutting pay, punishment of imprisonment under surveill- 
ance or imprisonment in line, can also be given. 

(9) Punishment of imprisonment under surveillance can be 
given to gether with the punishment of imprisonment in line but 
the two together can not be for a period exceeding 25 days- 

(10) Punishment given to office-bearers of lower grade, should 
not be lighter than warning or lowering of rank for a week. In 
case of serious offences they should be taken under arrest and report 
be made to superior officer. It should be taken into consideration 
that warning to the office bearer should not be given in presence of 
his subordinates because by so doing he will lose his prestige. 

(11) When a sentence of punishment in respect of one offence 
is pronounced in presence of the officer, it shall not be enhanced 
afterwards. No reduction can be made in the pronounced sentence 
without superior officer’s order. 

(1 2) In order to show his previous history the character roll of 
the prisioner will also be put up when he is brought before the 
officer. 

(13) All punishments awarded shall be entered in the state- 
ment of faults and then copied out in the character roll. 
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(14) He can award following punishments to employees of 
miscellaneous staff:— 

(^) Khittmatgars 

(i) Dismissal. 

(3) Punishment of imprisonment in line upto 
3 days. 

(3) Punishment of imprisonment under surveillance 
upto 15 days. 

(4) Caning 6 strokes 
(li) Other employees: — 

(i) Dismissal. 

{3) Fine not exceeding half pay in a month and not 
exceeding two months pay in a year. 

(15) Before pronouncing an order of punishment within the 
limit in his power, the officer should consider the nature of the 
offence and should see whether the same has been fully proved aga- 
inst the employee. Offences should be charged according to the list 
of offences. In cases which are not within the officer’s power, file of 
investigation should be submitted to the higher office, after recording 
his opinion. 

(16) If any officer is accused of embezzlement of some stock 
the officer can according to the nature of the offence punish with 
fine upto five rupees and with suspension for one month. 

(17) If it is not within his power to pass any sentence against 
the accused he should report the matter with his opinion to the 
superior officer. 

4. OFFICE. 

I . All office work should be conducted according to corres- 
pondence and account manuals, but as little correspondence should 
be resorted to as is possible. All orders that are to be issued 
should be issued through order book. The orders from superior 
officer should as far as possible be obtained by submitting personally 
the original paper or through order book. In matters of impo> 
rtance only, files should be sent to superior officer for orders after 
preparing notes and recording opinion. Correspondence with Head 
office should be totally stopped. 

3. Stray pieces of paper are often used to write figures on, 
for the purpose of verification, tallying and addition etc. These 
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should not be written on pieces of paper now, a waste book of thick 
paper should be kept for this purpose, whenever for the purpose of 
verification etc figures are to be written they should be written on 
this book in chronological order. 

Stock of the nature of clothes and vesselst required for purpos- 
es of ceremonies, should be sent for from the Jamdarkhana one day 
before the date of ceremony. Secondly if for such ceremony some 
Nemnuk is fixed and it is thought that for some reason it will not be 
spent, information of this should be given to Jamdarkhana 4 days 
before. 

4. An iron safe should be provided for keeping cash balance 
in charge of the Daftardar of gChasgi office for usual ( vahivat ) 
expenditure. 

5. Out of cash balance the Daftardar Khasgi office should one 
day before give as advance to the vahivat clerk, after taking receipt, 
as much money as is probable to be spent on certain date. This 
reciept will be kept in the safe containing cash balance. The 
amount of this receipt will be shown as cash balance in the cash — 
book. 

6 . The vahivat clerk should write up the details of expenditure 
on the date on which money is spent, and hand them over to the 
Khasgi officer, taking back his receipt, 

5. STAFF EXPENDITURE. 

Staff expenditure should be charged only on the occasion of big 
functions, such as Viceroy’s or some Ruling chief’s visit or some 
marriage where expenses incurred are more than 4,000 rupees. On 
the occasion of small functions no charge on this head should be 
made. 

6. DUTIES OF SENIOR SUPERINTENDENT. 

The duties ot senior superintendent shall be as follow : — 

1. To help the khasgi officer in all office work. 

2. To get prepared kabxul (pay sheet) of ashrit ntandii every 
month and put it before the Officer, and on receipt of money from 
treasury to get the pay distributed in his presence. 

3. To supervise from time to time, as to how the affairs of 
Sanasthandars included in ashrii mantlli such as Annamaharaj and 
Mangalmurti etc, are carried on and to report to the officer in that 
behalf. 
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4. To prepare files relating to mutation of names and leave 
etc, of AshHt mandli and to take steps according to prescribed rules 
for obtaining sanction in these i atters. 

5. To send matters received for discussion to the Ashrit Sabha 
and get them disposed off. 

6. To make arrange iT-S£':wS for any Anusthan that is resolved 
upon and to look after it from time to time. 

7. To make all arrangements so far as they are concerned 
with Khasgi, for the performance of all daily and religious 
ceremonies in connection with festivals and other occasions and to 
get arrangements done by those who have to do the same in con- 
uootion with these ceremonies by giving them sufficient, previous 
uotice. 

8. To keep watch on Dharmada (charitable) works. For 
instance on the occasion of Urs of Mansoorshah, food is cooked and 
alms are given. He should get this food cooked and distributed in 
his presence so that no confusion may take place. 

7. POWERS OF SENIOR SUPERINTENDENT. 

Powers of Senior Superintendent shall be as follows : — 

1. He is empowered to reinstate or dismiss all employees 
subordinate to him getting less than ten rupees. It should, 
however, be kept in mind that no order of dismissal be passed 
without sufficient proof. 

In making appointments following points ought to be taken 
Into consideration : — 

(a) The person appointed should not be less than i8 years, 

(b) He should be healthy, ready worker, honest and of good 
behaviour. Doctor’s certificate for health should be secured, 
if he was employed somewhere, the discharge certificate 
should be seen, 

(e) Attention should also be paid to the fact as to whether 
the person appointed is fit to discharge properly, the work 
for which he is being appointed. 

2, Can grant leave, according to Civil Service Rules, to all 
whose reinstatement or dismissal is within his power. 

Can grant casual leave for one week according to Civil Service 
Rules to all subordinates getting more than ten rupees. Incases 
beyoqd his power sanction of superior officer should be obtained- 
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3. Can fine his subordinates up to Rs. 2 and can remit half of 
that amount. In inflicting fine, however sufficient proof must exist. 

4. If any person is charged with the embezzlement of stock he 
is empowered to fine him uptoRs, 5 and suspend him according to the 
nature of the offence, up to one month. 

8. KARKHANA KOTHI. 

KaHchana Kothijwill be under the control of one Superintendent 
and following sections will be sub-ordinate to this Karkhana : — 

(1) Indian kitchen. 

(2) English kitchen. 

(3) Abdarkhana. 

9. DUTIES OF SUPERINTENDENT KOTHI, 

Following shall be the duties of Superintendent kothi : — 

1 . All articles for eating and drinking will be incharge of this 
Karkhana. To keep these things safe, clean and pure is of first 
importance. This is a matter of great responsibility. It is, there- 
fore the first and fore most duty of Superintendent Kothi to himself 
see to all these matters as well as to instruct his subordinates to be 
careful about them. 

2. Mostly the work of the Superintendent in this Karkhana is 
to keep clean all things of whatever kind. There is much op- 
portunity of doing away with articles in this Karkhana, the Superin- 
tendent Kothi should, therefore, never relax supervision about the 
embezzlement of stock. 

3. Superintendent Kothi's duty is to make such proper ar- 
rangements for entertainment of guests that they may get same 
comforts as if they were at thei'*’ homes. No stone should be left 
unturned to achieve this obiect. 

4. The subordinate should be warned to keep 

clean and free from bad smell the brass, silver and gold vessels of 
subordinate karkhanasm 

5. The management of food distributed to Brahmans or 
mendicants (fakirs ) out of nemnooki ( fixed ) or jiastii unforeseen ) 
heads, should be made as follows : — 

(I) The superintendent should see one day before, whether 
the place where Bramhans will dine has been swept clean 
and whether ovens for cooking food have been prepared. 
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(a) Best articles of food, according to sample selected and as 
are consumed in His Highness’ kitchen should be given for 
Brahmans, dinner be it from ordinary budget or from that 
for unforeseen expenses. The Superintendent should 
arrange by warning his subordinates that no change is 
made in the articles which are brought from godown to 
kothi and till they are cooked, that is to say some costly 
article may not be replaced by cheap article of same kind. 

6. By duty officer is meant an officer who should fully dis- 
charge any duty of Mis Highness entrusted to him after fully 
understanding the meaning of the order. 

7. Superintendent must keep a diary. All State work done 
should be entered there giving dates. 

8. On receipt of orders for execution, if by letter, he should 
enter the same in the diary together with the time as well as name 
of the person to whom execution thereof has been entrusted. 

9. Superintendent should keep a pocket book wherein he 
should enter all orders passed from time to time. 

10. Ail executions and work should be done according to fixed 
scale. There is no need of making reference to Superior officer in 
this behalf. 

11. For matters which are not within his power the Superin- 
tendent should submit a report with his opinion, to the superior 
officer. 

12. Orders for fines and for execution of orders given by 
superintendent should be entered in the order book. 

13. The Superintendent ought to possess full information of 
all matters relating to his karkhana so that when any superior 
officer may come to inspect office or store he may be able to reply 
all questions put to him without taking any help from his subordina- 
tes. 

14. The superintendent ought to get fully cleaned the office, 
Karkhana and store by his subordinates. 

i5< To get ready before hand all things required for inspection 
of the superior officer, 

16. Servants on duty should never ask for reward from any 
body. If this is noticed the person in fault shall be liable to punish, 
ment. 
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17. The officer should keep his place in^office clean and well 
arranged according to status so that at the time of superior officers 
visit the latter may get a convenient place to sit. 

18. The Superintendent should strain every nerve to discharge 
well all duties detailed for him in various paras. If he experiences 
any difficulty in their carrying out, he should note it in his pocket 
book and apply to khasgi officer for an amendment of such paras. 

19. To go to store daily, morning and evening to take out from 
the store all articles required by Indian kitchen and abtlarkhana 
and deliver them to the latter after getting them weighed or counted, 
as the case may be, in his presence, Articles that are to be purcha- 
sed from the market he should get them purchased through the 
Bazar Master (Market officer). He should every Saturday morning, 
whether there be an order to this effect or not, bring and keep in 
store good vegetable of every kind from garden or from market so 
that if His Highness goes out somewhere for amusement they may be 
brought into use, if His Highness does not go out, the same can be 
used for ordinary purposes. But be it remembered that it will not 
do if merely potatoes and palak ( a pot herb ) are supplied. 

20. To keep an account of how many paitals (dishes) are spent 
daily, morning and evening, for those who take their food daily and 
also of how many guests were, there, of how much provisions were 
given to them and out of this what quantity was spent and what 
remained. 

21. 'rearrange monthly or every fortnight for purchase of 
provisions by preparing an indent for them according to instructions 
given under head 13, and on receipt to keep them in a safe place 
after examining and weighing them. 

10. POWERS OF SUPERINTENDENT KOTHI. 

Powers of Superintendent shall be as follows-. — 

(I) He is empowered to reinstate or dismiss all employees sub- 
ordinate to him getting less than Rs. 10/ . It should, however, be 
kept in mind that no order of dismissal be passed without sufficient 
proof. 

In making appointments following points ought to be taken 
into consideration: — 

(a) The person -appointed should not be less than 18 years. 
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(b) He should be healthy, ready worker, honest and of good 
behaviour. Doctor’s certificate for health should be secured 
If he was employed somewhere the discharge certificate 
should be seen. 

(o) Attention should also be paid to the fact as to whether the 
person appointed is fit to discharge properly the work to 
which he is being appointed. 

(a) Can grant leave according to Civil Service Rules to all whose 
reinstatement or dismissal is within his power. 

Can grant casual leave for one week according to Civil Service 
Rules to all subordinates getting more than ten rupees In cases 
beyond his power sanction of superior officer should be obtained, 

(3) Can fine his subordinates up to rupees two and can remit 
half of that amount. For inflicting fine, however, sufficient proof 
must exist. 

(4) It any person is charged with the embezzlement of stock 
he is empowered to fine him up to rupees five and suspend him accor. 
ding to the nature of the offence up to one month . 

II. STORE, 

1. There should be one store for kitchen which should be sub- 
divided into three sections. One senction to supply provisions to 
Indian kitchen, another to supply to European kitchen and third to 
abdarkhana, 

2. Her Highness Maharani Sahiba has also been asked to sup" 
ervise this store. The stock of provisions for this store should be 
indented for monthly or fortnightly according to place available for 
stocking. On receipt of stock information should be given to Her 
Highness first. The stock should be cleaned and arranged in proper 
order according to orders passed by Her Highness in this behalf. 
Every time when new stock is indented for, it should be shown to 
Her Highness so that she may examine whether the balance of stock 
received last month or fortnight has been given credit for, in the 
indent for next month, or fortnight. She may also see whether the 
stock according to indent has been received. 

12. VEGETABLE AND FRUITS ETC. 

Fori vegetable, fruits and flowers, first arrangement should be 
that as much of these things as are required for Palace consumption 
should be obtained from garden at Lashkar from Jaindra Bhavan 
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garden and at Shivpuri from Shivpurl Palace garden. Besides this 
it should be so arranged that bazar master should daily go in the 
morning to the market and see what such new fruits and vegetables 
are available in the market which can not be had from State garden 
and purchase them for His Highness’ use. The expenditure on fruit 
^ould be debitted to head “fruits” and that on vegetables should be 
debittd to head “vegetables”. The bazar master should bear in mind 
that no fruits or vegetables should be purchased from market which 
can be had from garden. 

13. MODE OF PURCHASE OF EATABLE ARTICLES AND 
METHOD OF STORING AND SPENDING THEM. 


1. Experience shows that the contract system which was in 
vogue up to this time has proved unsatisfactory. Contractor does 
not supply stock of the kind required. For instance at the time of 
giving contract of itr (scents) the contractor shows by way of sample 
itr of the value of Rs. 5/- per tola. The Committee approving of this 
sample gives the contract, but itr that is found in use is not of that 
value. The arrangement should, therefore, be that articles which 
can be preserved for one year should be purchased at one time for one 
year’s consumption aud be stored in the general Stores from where 
they should be supplied to karkhanedars every month Any balance 
remaining after the consumption of a month should be deducte 
from the quantity required for next month and indent to general 
Stores be made for the quantity arrived at after such deduction. 
Suppose it is estimated that one seer of a certain article will be re- 
quired for one month’s consumption and at the end of that month it 
appears that only half a seer was consumed, in such case only 
half a seer should be indented for the next month and requirements 
of this month should be fulfilled by adding to it the half seer, balance 
of last month. It is, therefore, also ordered that a Committee ‘be 
appointed to prepare on the basis of budget a statement oi the quan- 
tity of articles required for each month, when the committee prepars 
this statement it ought to be acted upon. 

2. A copy of this statement be given to General Stores for 
guidance so that it may be able to check whether indents sent their 
each month do not contain any quantity more or less than that pro- 
vided in the statement for that month and also whether deductions 
on account of balance of last month have been made therein. It will 
be still better if at the time of preparing indent for each month 
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khasgi officer and officer of General Stores both to-gether ascertain 
how much stock of last month is in balance and then fix the quanti- 
ties required for next month. In ascertaining the balance both offi- 
cers should also look into the fact as to whether the karkhanedar is 
not intentionally carrying on expenditure with a view to consume 
the whole quantity. Samples of all articles purchased should be got 
approved by Her Highness the Maharani Sahiba. The rate mentioned 
iu budget should also not be lost sight of so that extra expenditure 
may not be incurred. While purchasing stock it should also be 
borne in mind that it is not compulsory to purchase at the rates 
mentioned in the budget, because it is possible when stock is purcha- 
sed in lump at season time it may be had on cheaper rates. So, as 
far as possible, purchases should made of articles of good quality and 
with economy so that the same may be utilised at times when un- 
fortunately things sell at rates higher than those provided in the 
budget, and no necessity may arise for extra sanction All stock 
should so far as possible be purchased within the State,* and in the 
matter of purchase same system should be adopted as is mentioned 
under head “management of purchase of stock” in kalambandi relat- 
ing to chhatri of the late Shrimant Mateshwari Jija Maharaj. 

3. During Shivpuri season stock is sent from General Stores 
by rail and carriers and conductors are also sent with that. This 
involves unnecessary expenditure. Therefore on the basis of the- 
budget an estimate should be prepared of the stock required for 
Shivpuri Season and according to this statement stock of dal rice 
wheat etc. be purchased at harvest time at Shivpuri and stocked 
there and out of this, provision be supplied to kitchen during Shiv- 
puri season. 

4. In future there ought to be no expenditure on account of 
high rates because now very good rates have been provided for in the 
budget. So if purchases be made economically as mentioned above 
it is hoped that there will be large saving each year. According to 
the provisions of para No. 6 of part relating to Sadar karkhanejat de- 
partment, a fund will be created of this saving so that when, God 
forbid, higher rates than those provided in the budget prevail, the 
extra expenditure consequent on the rates having increased may be 
met out of the interest of this fund, 

5i Khasgi officer should on the basis of the budget make an 
estimate of the whole quantity of arrak (juice) shervat anar etc. |. o.^ 
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keora water, rose water, sherbat aoar etc. required for annual 
ordinary consumption and on the occasion of various functions as 
well as that required for the use of guests and ceremonies. This 
estimate, he should send every year to the Palace physician, who 
will get these things prepared according to the estimate, and supply 
them according to requirements on receipt of indents from khasgi 
officer and realise the price by sending bills. 

14. BAZAR MASTER (MARKET OFFICER). 

I. Meat, vegetables, fruits, flowers, sweetmeats, butter, eggs, 
hens etc. are articles which should be purchased daily. For this pur- 
pose one man is provided in the Budget whose designation is Bazar 
Master and whose duty is to make such purchases. To purchase 
vegetables, fruits, flowers and meat he should go in the morning 
as soon as the market opens and make necessary purchases. He 
should not stay there long at the sacrifice of other work. The arti- 
cles purchased by him should be of good quality and so^far as possible 
purchases should be made economically. 

15. SEPARATE ARRANGEMENTS FOR COOKING AND 

SERVING FOOD. 

1. Now it has been arranged that kitchen shall be responsible 

for utensils for cooking food and management of their cleaning etc. 
Management for cleaning utensils used for service and for dining, 
will be under the charge of abdar khana. It shall, therefore, be the 
duty of the respective responsible officers, to warn their subordinates 
to keep the utensils under their respective charge, clean and with 
care and satisfactorily the duties relating to their respec- 

tive karkhanas conjointly and with cooperation. . 

2. Heads of these sections ought to distribute duties according 
to necessity by issuing daily orders and get them performed. 

3. If any stock belonging to these sections is to be sent some- 
where, it is also the duty of both these officers to get all stock collect- 
ed before them and send it after carefully examining the same. 

16. KINDS OF KITCHEN. 

Kitchens will be of two kinds, one English and the other 
Marathi. There will be two officers of these two. kitchens who will be 
responsible for all management and work relating to their respecti- 
ve kitchens. They will be under the Superintendent, Kothi. There 
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will be one kotlii (store) for both kitchens but there will be three 
sections in it, — 

(1) Englsh, from where provisions will be given to English 
Kitchen. 

(2) Marathi, from where provisions will be given to Marathi 
Ki* Chen. 

(3) Abdar Khana, where articles relating to abdar khana will 
be stocked and from where they will be supplied to abdar 
khana. 


17. STRENGTH. 


1. There will be one officer for English kitchen and following 
number of hujra kunwars will be employed as his subordinates for 
cooking food, —

2. There will be one officer for Marathi kitchen and following 
number will be under him; —

18. DUTIES OP KITCHEN OFFICERS. 


Duties of kitchen officers shall be as follows; — 

1. Responsibility of this officer is such that no other responsi- 
bility can reach its gravity. 

2, It is absolutely prohibited that no other person than special 
employees of kitchens and those whose duty is to su- 
pervise them, be allowed to enter into or pass through the 
kitchen. 

3- He should specially see that young cooks < do not become 
intimate with females. He should exercise control in such 
a way that young cooks be afraid of misbehaving and 
remain engaged in their work. 

4, He should not allow soons (maid servants) that come for 
cooking food from Zenana to stay for longer time than 
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that required for the appointed work. They should be 
given complete training for cooking food. Work should 
be taken from them also when food for extraordinary 
number of persons is to be cooked. 

5, He is responsible that kitchen-house and everything and 
men there, are kept clean. No dirt or smell should be allo- 
wed to remain there. 

19, POWERS OF KITCHEN OFFICER. 

Kitchen officer can fine men for; a small mistake up to one 
rupee or forfeit their pay for ten days in cases, warnings and calling 
for explanations have proved fruitless. In case of serious offences 
information should be given to the officer. 

20. SYSTEM OF WORK IN KITCHEN. 

1. The first thing every morning should be to enquire as to 
how many of those who dine daily whether they bekhasa (special) or 
kharchi (ordinary) will not dine that day. Provision should be given 
for cooking for so many persons only as will dine that day & that 
for those, who will not dine, should be kept in saving. It is the duty 
of khasgi and kitchen officers to follow this direction themselves 
and also instruct their subordinates to follow it, and see that it is 
being followed. 

2. In Indian kitchen the work of receiving and giving, of clea- 
nliness, of getting food cooked and of telling off men for duty will 
be done by the kitchen officer. It shall also be the duty of this officer 
to obtain order one day before as to what things will be prepared 
next day. 

3. Similarly in English Kitchen it shall be the officer's duty to 
keep all provisions under his control and keep account of their rece- 
ipt and expenditure. 

4. Because working of the two kitchens is separate it should 
on no account be considered that the Indian and English kitchens 
are two separate departments, rather the two should be taken as 
one and the staff of both should work conjointly and with cooperati- 
on. It should be considered that there are two branches of the kitch- 
en one Indian and the other English. Two separate officers have 
been appointed for each of these. It shall be the duty of each of 
them to keep an order book, wherein should be entered daily 
duties that are entrusted to various workers. 





5. It is not necessary that for distributing duties whole lot 
of male and female workers appointed for kitchen be called; only 
such number should be called as is required. Suppose eight men 
and four women are appointed for a kitchen and for the work of 
daily cooking, only two men and one woman is required, the 
latter number only should be told off for duty by turns. In this 
way all of them would not have to attend dally but that each of 
them would have to be on duty once every four days. Of course on 
occasions of festivals etc, a large number or the whole lot can be 
told off for duty according to need. 

6. Food for kharchi staff is very badiy cooked. It must be 
borne in mind that dal, (pulses) bread and vegetable prepared in 
poor families is more tasteful than this kharchi food, although for 
the latter, more spices etc. are used than are used for the fornier. 
There is no reason why this food should not be prepared in a way 
that it be tasteful. The khasgi officer should pay special attention 
to this. 

7. Vegetables are generally supplied to kitchen for cooking 
towards the end of the season when insects appear ‘n them. Vege- 
table of any kind is tasteful and pleasant to take in the beginning 
of its season and gradually, as the season draws towards the end, 
it also grows less and less tasteful, and at the fag end of the season 
insects begin to propagate in the vegetable. At such time, vegetable 
is purchased for consumption in kitchen when even cattle will not 
like to take it. Special attention, should, therefore be paid to 
this. 

8. Palace physician ^should from time to time inspect such 
things. He should also look to the cleanliness of kitchen and place 
where milk is kept. 

9. It would be better if food for kharchi staff be cooked under 
the supervision of some maid servant and she be made responsiple 
for the same. These maid servants should be empowered to settle 
amongst themselves, as to which dal and what vegetable should be 
cooked next day. They should also be given freedom of choice to 
cook amti or some other thing in place of dal (pulses) or to prepare 
besan (gram flour ) in place of vegetable, and cook some other 
thing on days which are fixed for cooking meat. But it is necessary 
to keep in mind that the amount of budget for this head is not 
allowed to exceed. 
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lo. Rice is repuired on the day when fast is broken. They can 
take rice from daily saving and cook the same. No prevision in the 
budget is made for things required on fastdays. The reason is that on 
such, days instead of flour and pulses, articles required for fast may 
be given whether they be repuired for Bchasa or kharchi kitchen. 
Articles required on fast days have been mentioned in detail in conne- 
ction with fasts. 

11. The system of giving food to miscellaneous staff, in Palace 
also, requires correction. Therfore, instead of distributing food to 
these people individually, they should be asked to sit together at the 
appointed time, and take their dinner. All of them should be asked 
to assemble for dinner at 1 1 o-clock in day time and at 8-30 at night, 
persons on duty at this time should be given food after they are 
relieved. Those keeping chathuHi (fasting on fourth day of bright 
half) should be given food after appearance of moon. 

12. in case of food of miscellaneous staff, it shall also not be 
improper, to give cash according to the rate fixed in budget to those 
who do not like to take cooked food. But no one should be allowed 
to take cooked food, as this will make account-keeping very 
complex.

1 9. The list of dishes of khstsa dinner given above does not 
mean that things of same kind be cocked daily. The list gives 
various kinds of food. It is, therefore, the duty of Khasgi officer to 
get things cooked according to that scale but they should be of 
different kinds from day to day. For example, one sweet is men 
tioned in the list. If kesarya bhat ( saffron rice ) is served in the 
morning, some other sweet should be served in the evening vix 
Lmidfoos or MotSohoor or basan ( gram flour ) and thereafter some 
other thing should be selected. The object is that things cooked 
should be changed from day to day. Similar changes should also 
be effected in various articles of food used on the occasion of 
festivals. 

Note: — ^Menus of Indian or English dinner whether ordinary or on the 
occasion of banquets should be shown to and got appoved by Her 
Highness Senior Maharani Sahiba. 

20. Morning meal should generally be taken on Chauranff/tai 
( spreading low small wooden table on ground and making ornamen- 
tal lines round them of various colours ) and evening meal be taken 
on tables. In case of table dinner, three tables should be put- 
Number of persons who will dine will be the same as is fixed, but 
the object of putting three tables separately is this: — 

( I ) table for Darbar. 

( 2 ) for those ladies who observe Pardah. 

( 3 ) for those gentlemen who do not appear before Their 
Highnesses Maharani Sahibs. 

At morning meals also similar arrangement should be made 
separately at three places. 

21. Methodof service of Indian food at daily meals should be 
thus-on order being given for service of food iats (plates) contain- 
ing chatni should first be placed in their proper places and as many 
empty jams i big cups ) and katoHs ( small cups ) be placed 
as may suffice for the things prepared for service. For serving 
food such silver utensils should be used which are light and small 
and do not look clumsy. Food for service should be brought in such 
utensils so that hot food giving out steam be served. First service 
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of pooia should be one jam (big cup) full and vegetable with soup one 
spoonfuil. When these things are asked for afterwards they should 
be served to the satisfaction of the person asking for them. The 
object of these instructions is to warn that food may not be wasted, 

23 . On the occasion of formal dinners or grand /a/sas mode of 
service will be the same as is detailed for daily dinners, the differen- 
ce being that those things which on daily meals are to be served in 
small quantities should on such occasions be served in such quanti- 
ties as to fill the Jams and katoHs & gaapar ( crisp cakes ) pa/tdi, 
kurdi ( crisp things ), pickles etc. should be served in taat ( plates) 
from before. 

33. For service of daily meals only so many men should be 
employed as are actually wanted, looking to the number of persons 
who sit for meals, whether the party may consist of His Highness 
or of some guest. There is no need of collecting a crowd. 

24. At the time of meals in the Zenana generally and some- 
times at the place where Darbar happen to be, some ladies come to see 
His Highness who do not appear before servants and other people. 
For example Mavshi Bai observes pardah; on such occasions if some 
person goes there suddenly without looking around the ladles have 
to run away. All servants should therefore be warned that they 
should not enter the Zanana or the place where Darbar happen to 
be, suddenly and without notice, but before entering they should 
first enquire as to whether there are any ladies who observe pardah. 
If there be any such pardah ladies with the Darbar, and some person 
or officer may at that time come to pay respects to Darbar he should 
also, after informing him of the reason be respectfully asked not 
to enter. 

25. If any time Darbar give an order to feed a certain person, 
the service etc in this case also should be in the same way as is done 
in the case of guests and other respectable persons, no matter be he 
a quite poor man 

26. The system in Indian kitchen should be that Her Highness 
Senior Maharani Sahiba should one day go there and get food cooked 
before herself and should herself also cook something. In the same 
way next day Her Highness the Junior Maharani Sahiba should go 
there and act similarly so that each of them may get time to 
attend to their other morning duties e. g. inspecting the karkhana, 
attendance on the Darbar etc, Suppose Senior Mharani Sahiba’s 
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turn falls on fourth, she should order on the 3rd that on her turn 
day she would cook certain things and such and such articles 
should be sent for for that purpose from store and kept ready. It is, 
therefore, kitchen officer’s duty to take those articles from the 
store after weighing them and stock them near the oven at a 
small distance in utensils which should be covered. Spices should 
be kept ready grounded and meat chopped into pieces. Cooks 
should be ready having put on dresses. Water should be filled in 
handas ( big utensils for keeping water). Hot water should also be 
ready according to need. 

37. On reaching kitchen, the first duty of Their Highnesses is to 
see whether all articles of the kind required for things to be cooked 
have been collected in required quantities. They should get the 
vegetables out and cleaned and arranged in dishes by cooks in their 
presence. After that they should get meat cooked first and then 
vegetables and other things They should cook themselves that 
thing which is to be cooked by them. They should assign duties of 
cook by telling them that such and such a one should cook a certain 
thing and that another should cook certain other thing. They 
should supervise the work of cooks and see whether they are cook- 
ing properly. If they do not cook properly they should be shown 
the right method. Cooks should be put in the habit of 
cooking things after Deccan method. If they are not used to it, 
difficulty arises when guests from Deccan come. Similarly they 
should be accustomed to cook after Rampur fashion also. Special 
attention should be given to cleanliness in all matters such as in 
cooking and serving food. 

38. With a view to see that no difficulty be experienced in 
cooking food of any kind and that cooks may remain accustomed to 
cook food of any fashion, the daily cooking should be arranged thus : 
on a certain day Kashmiri dishes be prepared, next day Deccan 
dishes, third day Rampuri and fourth day of the kind in use here. 
It is hoped that by cooking daily food by turns in this way, they will 
soon learn various methods and by their having become accustomed 
to them no difficulty will be experienced at any time of emergency. 

39. Care is to be taken that budget should be followed strictly. 
It should not be exceeded in any case. Whatever stock of provisions 
is saved should be returned to store. Their Highnesses should re- 
port to the Darbar at the close of each month as to the quantity of 

F-168 
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savings. In order to enable Their Highnesses to do so, it is the duty 
of kitchen officer to prepare a list of savings and submit it to them. 

30. In the same way Their Highnesses should go to supervise 
the work of English kitchen two days a week respectively. They 
should acquire this art too Wife, to cook English food. 

Note: — It has generally been noticed that kitchen people burn more 
wood, coal and dung cakes than are necessary. 1 have seen once 
that to provide hot water for one man twelve maunds of wood were 
burnt in a week. The reason is that ovens are lighted two or three 
hours before actual cooking begins and they are un -necessarily kept 
burning for a long time- No one stops to think as to when cooking 
will begin and that if there is some delay what is the use of lighting 
ovens from before. It has also been seen that water in a vessel has 
not only become sufficiently hot but that it is boiling, still wood or 
coal is thrown in the oven. This shows how far people care to 
loyally discharge their duties and how far officers at the time of super- 
vision try to stop this waste. Be it remembered that principle of 
economy cannot be introduced so long as attention is not paid to 
these things. 

3i« During the time, when Their Highnesses are at Bombay, 
Calcutta or at some other place, supervision of kitchen should be 
undertaken by any one of these ladies viz., Mami Sahiba or Mahur- 
karin Bai Sahiba. If one of Their Highnesses go out and the other 
is in the station, the latter should supervise kitchen daily, 

32- For guests staying in the Palace, food should be prepared 
in this very kitchen and for those staying in Tapoban, etc., following 
method should be adopted. Their Highnesses should depute cook 
for that place and should order the required provisions to be given 
to him and order him to cook food for guests and take instructions 
from them daily as to what food is to be cooked. To decide as to 
what kinds of food are to be cooked should not be left to his discretion. 
Care should be taken that the same kind of good food is prepared 
for guests as is done in the Palace kitchen. To keep a check on 
this, it would be better to occasionally send by surprise, some other 
person to the place without giving any information to the person 
sent for cooking and ask him to bring a little from each of various 
kinds of things, cooked by him and examine them. It is hoped that 
by this method, the cook will think that he is under supervision there 
too anci with this idea he will discharge his duty properly. 
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33- On fast days faral ( food special for fast days ) should be 
prepared. Though no separate prcvisfcr. is made in the budget for 
this kind of food yet it can be managed in this way that articles of 
/ara# of the same value be purchased which may be equal to the 
price of provision required for that day. No greater expenditure 
than the latter amount should be incurred. 

34. Following articles should be prepared for faraS meals: — 

{ I ) Thooli, with salt or sweet, 

( 2 ) Two vegetables one of which should be with broth- 

( 3 ) Rayata (a preparation of curd mixed with potato). 

( 4 ) Sago with milk. 

(5) Bhaji (fried things). 

( 6 ) Poori. 

( 7 ) Imarti of Kootu (a kind of sweetmeat). 

( 8 ) Chatni of green Mirchi. 

( g ) Katakand (a kind of sweetmeat), 

(10) Curd, 

(11) Thaleepeeth (a preparation made of several kinds 

of grains mixed together). 

(12) Barley rice (the kind specially used on fast days). 

35. Above is only a model iist. Changes can be made therein. 
For example, kalakand can be substituted by JalebS of Tawakhir or 
some preparation of Rajgira or paper ( crisp cakes ) or kurdai 
( crisp things ) made of potatoes or sago. 

36. One day before any festival or feast, instructions should be 
taken from Their Highnesses as to what things should be prepared 
lor the occasion, and arrangements be made accordingly. Care 
should be taken that budget is not exceeded in any way. 

37. On the occasion of festivals and grand feasts Sheer mat 
and Abi Rots should be served in place of phulkas and ohapatSs. 

38. Pickles, paper, kurdaS spaced mirchi, etc. , and murabbas^ 
i preserved fruits ) should not be served in each tat ( dish ) separa- 
tely from before. These things should be brought in a big glass 
pot and kept in the middle of the place of dinner. When fried things 
are served on side board, things from glass pot (pickles, and murabba, 
etc.) should be served to order. 

39. Pickles, iireSGf'uec# fruirfs, ( crisp cakes), paprS, 
kurdai ( crisp things ), etc., should be prepared at appointed season 
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for one year’s consumption according Ito instructions given in Rules 
for Officer, Zanani Deorhi, Part No. ii. This stock will be kept under 
the charge of one soon . Her duty will be to look lafter this stock 
and take its care, and in this work she should take help from those 
soons who have been told off for kitchen duty. 

40. Amount of saving, made during His Highness’ stay at 
Bombay, Calcutta or some other place should be credited to the 
visit account of those places. 

41. Savings made in the budget for daily food, should be 
utilised for extraordinary expenditure. Suppose a deer or some 
other animal is received and it is to be cooked, all provisions required 
for this, should be given out of the saving. In case it is received 
before cooking begins, a goat’s meat should be cut short. 

42. As a rule all food that is hot and fresh tastes well but 
there are certain articles which become quite tasteless on getting 
cold. Therefore such articles as bhajo (fried things), palabhaj/ (pot 
herb),#»a/»ar> (crisp cakes), kurdaS (crisp things), (small puffed 
up cakes), etc., should be cooked when people sit to dinner, so that 
they be received hot from kitchen and taken in the same condition. 

43. Expenses of small parties such as parties at Kolaith and 
Ammakunj, should be met out of savings of dail> food. 

44. Twelve soons and thirteen girl servants who will daily be 
on duty in the Palace shall be given their food from Palace kitchen. 

45. Servants appointed for cooking food in English kitchen 
should be taught to work the refrigerating machine also. 

46. By constant supervision, workers should be habituated 
to do everything carefully. These people cause loss by carelessness, 
as has often been seen. They drop articles in the way while taking 
them from one place to another, break them by keeping them in 
an inclined or crooked position $ they allow a vessel to roll by not 
putting it straight; they spill milk, Qhee, etc., or other fluid articles 
when pouring them from one vessel into another or when carrying 
them from one place to another ; they sometimes drop these articles 
on ground, sometimes drop a seer or two seers of Qhee in ovens. 
All such things happen because these people do not care for the loss 
of their master. There is another kind of carelessness, suppose two 
hand measures of thread is required to tie something with the 
thread, but it being property of the master, ten hands measure 



of thread will be taken and tied in a confused way. It is, therefore^ 
extremely necessary to look after these things and so long as strict 
supervision is not done they will not leave their habit of carelessness 
and it will be difficult to habituate them to do things carefully. 

47. A separate room should be reserved for storing milk, curd, 
Ghee, etc. In order to secure cleanliness, floor and walls of this 
room should be covered with tiles and doors fitted with gauze. 

48. Attention should be given to the fact that milk becomes 
more fragrant if it is boiled in earthen vessels than when it is boiled 
in brass or copper ones. Milk for drinking purposes shou Id, therefore, 
be boiled in earthen pots and the rest in such vessels as are used 
usually. Similarly, butter should be kept in earthen vessels, because 
its taste becomes astringent if it is kept in some metal vessel. This 
does not mean that butter be served on table in earthen vessels. 
These instructions are for keeping it in store. As is the rule, it should 
be served on tables in (plates) in china, glass, or silver cups. 

21. ENTERTAINMENT OF QUESTS. 

1. Expenditure incurred for entertaining guests who come on 
State business, is debited to the head of entertainment account in 
karkhana while that incurred for entertaining guests on private 
visits are charged to Privy Purse. This rule must be followed. 

2. A statement of all guests staying at Nautala Quest House 
is put up before me every month on which I pass orders as to which 
expenses are to be met from karkhana and which from Privy 
Purse. It is the duty of Lady Superintendent, Nautala, to inform 
khasgi officer of any expenditure incurred in connection with these 
guests from khasgi, 

3. A similar statement of guests from khasgi also should be 
put up every month and in this connection same procedure should 
be adopted as is done in case of guest house as mentioned above. 

4. Quests are often accommodated in the Hotel also. When 
accommodating any guest at the Hotel, instruction should be given 
to the Hotel, that as soon as the guest leaves the Hotel, the bill 
together with the original order of accommodating the guest be 
submitted to the khasgi officer, so that the latter may include the 
name of such guest in the statement to be put up by him. 
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23 . CLEANING OP VESSELS. 

1. It Is often seen that vessels in daily use and specially those 
used on the occasion of functions are so carelessly used and so 
mercilessly thrown one over the other by hujras that they get 
depressions on their surface and their polish is spoiled. 

2. For cleaning vessels such method should be adopted that 
they be properly and well cleaned and may not give out bad smell 
because it is often seen that vessels, be they of silver, or of gold, 
though clean in appearance, give out a kind of bad smell when 
smelt. This shows that vessels are not cleaned as they ought to be. 
Grease is allowed to remain on vessels which produces this bad 
smell. A tank should, therefore, be constructed for cleaning 
vessels. It should be filled with boiling water and vessels be 
put therein so that they may be boiled. The vessels should 
then be taken out and cleaned with chalk. For this purpose 
Nadarpat cloth should be used. No such hard thing should be used, 
the rubbing whereof may leave lines or marks on the vessel. 
Arrangement of fi^arpat sheets for cleaning vessels should be made 
in this way. Old and out-of-use sheets in Arayash Karkhana 
should, instead of being auctioned, be sent to Khasgi Department 
for cleaning vessels. 

3. Be it known that glass vessels, if put in boiling water will 
break. Vessels should, therefore, be cleaned in tepid water so that 
they may not break. 

4. Vessels used for keeping milk, curd. Ghee and butter should 
be kept separate, that is to say they should not be mixed with other 
vessels. The former shall also be cleaned with hot water after 
being boiled. 

23. ABDARKHANA (PLACE WHERE WATER AND 
OTHER DRINKS ARE KEPT). 

i. Ice, soda, cigarette, cigar, lemonade, fruits, tea, gangajaH 
biscuits, wines, sharbats^ etc., should not be kept under the charge of 
kitchen. These things should be kept separate under an officer’s 
charge. This place be named Abdarkbasia and be placed under the 
supervision of an officer. 

3. There shall be one Abdar and 35 bujjraa under the Abdar~ 
kbana officer. They should be clearly informed, that they should treat 
guests and Sardars respectfully, and shall not be rude to anybody 
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and shall do all work according to the instructions given by Abriar. 
khana officer. It shall be the duty of this officer to supervise the 
Abdarkhana, to keep its stock, in safe custody, well arranged, 
to maintain cleanliness of first class so ihat tne stock may 

appear brand new, to tell off men under his subordirsation, for duty 
to give and take articles dally; not to allow the budget to be 
exceeded and to take full care that no confusion occurs in connection 
with the affairs of Abtlafkbana, 

3. Following stock shall be kept in the Abdarkhana. It 
should, accordingly, be got transferred from the Siarkbasta concern- 
ed and kept there : — 

(1) All silver and glass service and dinner sets for table dinners. 

(2) All service and dinner sets for Hindustani dinner, e» sr»» 
silver tats (plates), kai&ris (small cups), gilasses, ganga^ 
Jali, silver bhagawnasBMA bands (pots), etc. Similarly gold 
tatsu katorss^ etc. 

(3) Table sheets and napkins. First class washing should be 
done of these things as is done at Viceroy’s lodge. 

{4) Tiffin baskets. 

(5) Thermos bottles. 

(6) Sport aluminium sets. 

(7) All stock for tea, sugar, etc., and vessels in that con- 

nection. 

The number of above stock shall be as follows 

(1) Table sets of China or glass for 50 men. 

(2) All silver sets for table dinner and for Hindustani dinner 
for 50 men together with khase (special) tat^ katori, glass, 
etc., and tasht ( large plates ) aftaba (jugs) and gangajaii 
according to the above scale. 

(3) Gold articles for 3 tats with obaurang gat (small wooden 
tables). 

4. Officer, Abdarkhana, shall keep an order book wherein 
shall be entered following matters : — 

(1) Whether vessels in daily use are cleaned, if any mistake be 
found the same should be entered and warning given to 
those concerned. 

(2) The distribution of duties should be entered and signatures 
of persons concerned obtained In token of their having 
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received information thereof. In deputing men for attend- 
ance on guests the following matter should be kept in 
view. For English dinner as is usual one servant is to be 
deputed for every six gentlemen and for Hindustani dinner 
5 servants for every loo gentlemen. 

5. In addition to matters mentioned above the officer, Abd ar- 
khana, shall, on the occasion of His Highness’ or any guest’s going 
out ahunting, get ready all stock for the occasion, such as tiffin 
baskets, etc., and after getting them packed before himself, send it 
through khiamatgars deputed for duty. He should give khaki 
uniform to khidimaigara told off for duty at Shikar- Turn-out of 
these men ought to be smart in every respect. 

6. On the occasion of some big function, when existing number 
of servers will not suffice, he should by writing to the Military 
Department through his superior officer, get from before such 
additional number of Mahrattas, Brahmans or Musalmans from 
artillery, infantry, and cavalry as may be required and should 
return them soon after the close of the function. For cleaning 
vessels additional men should be sent for from garden or fanash~ 
khana but in no case more than 25 men should be called. 

7. Cold water for drinking is required during summer and 
every one wants it. On such occasions pieces of ice are put in water. 
This is not right. Instead of this, a system should be adopted to put 
bottles filled with water in ice and when cold water for drinking 
be required it should be given out of these bottles. Thus good 
and cold water will be supplied and quantity of ice consumed 
will be less. 

8. The Abdar should keep in mind that he should not give 
water, for drinking, soon after it is filled in bottles because it can- 
not become cool unless bottles are kept in ice for sufficient time. He 
should, therefore, form an estimate beforehand, as to the number 
of bottles to be kept in ice so that every one may be supplied with 
cold water The Abdar is responsible for this. Besides this when 
he sees, that before the commencement of ice season, cold water 
is required he should immediately begin to keep unused muikaa 
( earthen goblets ) filled with water on roofs, exposed to air, in order 
to supply cold water to all. It will not do if in obedience to order 
goblets are kept but at a place where they get no air. Be it remem- 
bered that if goblets are kept in a place where they are not suffici- 
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ently exposed to air, water in them cannot become cool, and so it 
is the same thing whether they are so kept or not. In order to get 
good cold water they should, therefore, be kept under some shade 
and in such a way that they are sufficiently exposed to air, 

9. Ice should be kept in ice-box and not wrapped up in blan- 
kets. If ice-box is not large enough, it should be kept in teak wood 
packing boxes filled with saw dust. In brief, ice should be kept with 
such caire that it may not melt. Following provisioniin regard to ice 
has been made In the Budget : —

Abdar’s duty is to arrange consumption 4 n such a way that this 
may suffice for all purposes. At Shivpuri ice be purchased from 
Shivpuri Factory and at Qwalior from Gwalior [Ice Factory. If 
Gwalior Ice Factory be not able to supply, it should be sent for from 
Shivpuri Factory and not from outside. 

10. The number of betel leaves to be consumed daily is fixed. 
If less number is consumed any day, the supply next day should be 
decreased by that number. This saving should be utilised on the 
occasion of visit of guests and similarly savings of catechu and betel 
nuts, etc., should be utilised when necessity arises, A statement Of this 
should be kept, which should show how much saving was made and 
on which date and when and for what purpose it was utilised. For 
four Khasa (special) ladies who stay in the Palace, fifty betel leaves 
are fixed for daily consumption. Betel nuts, catechu and lime, etc., 
should be supplied to them daily to suffice for that number. They 
should be supplied these things, only when they are in Palace; 
otherwise they should bi6 kept in saving. 

1 1 . Amount for tea has been {provided in the Budget. It Is 
not necessary that tea should be prepared for as many people as are 
provided for therein. System in this respect should be, to ascertain 
before tea time, as to how many people there are for tea and it 
should be prepared for so many persons only. In preparing tea 

F—1& 
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S;eneral principle observed should be to put one teaspoonful (not soup- 
spoonful) of tea in the pot. Tea pot and milk vessels of various sizes 
should be kept. When tea for one man is required, tea pot and milk 
vessel of the size sufficient for one man should be used, and sugar 
also be supplied in a quantity as to suffice for one man. 

34. PURCHASE OF CLOTH. 

I. Articles of cloth, etc,, have been provided for in the Budget 
according to need and time of their requirement. Items not required 
for expense at once, should every year be written as expenditure under 
the heads concerned, and kept as deposit and invested in interest. 
The bank where this amount is invested should be debited as Tasal- 
mat (suspense) with this amount. It should be deposited in bank for 
such period that no difficulty may arise, and it may be withdrawn 
easily at the time of purchasing or getting prepared new stock. In- 
terest earned on amount thus invested, will be a help for unforeseen 
expenses. 

3. When investing money on interest it should be 
taken into consideration what amounts will be required 
and when, and accordingly, money should be invested in fixed depo- 
sits so that handsome interest be earned; because banks generally 
pay interest according to the period for which money is deposited, 

®. 8r., if money is deposited for twelve months interest at 6 % and if 
for six months interest at 4 % will be paid and for current deposits in- 
terest at 3 % will be paid. This shows that the longer the period the 
greater the rate of interest. 

3. Provision has been made in the Budget for cloth required 
a^ually on the occasion of festivals and rates of the same have been 
given. Examples of such cloth are ordinary ittis (presents on the 
occasion of ceremonies), khansi on the occasion of haMi koonkoo and 
such Otis as are annually sent to Rajas, Raises or relations. An 
estimate of such requirements with their prices be prepared, and 
information thereof be given to Karkhanedar, Chanderi, or any other 
Karkhanedars in the State, who manufacture such articles. Guaran- 
tee should be given to Karkhanedars that so much cloth of such kind 
shall be purchased from them and they be asked to send quotations 
of those kinds of cloths. Order should be given to that Karkhanedar 
whose quotations appear reasonable, and he should be informed of 
the various dates on which articles will be required so that he may 
be able to supply them at that time- 
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4. Orders should be placed with manufacturers and not with 
wholesale dealers as by doing so good and new material will be 
supplied and with economy, in placing orders and in showing sam- 
ples, care should be taken that reputation of State does not suffer in 
any way. Tenders should be called from all who manufacture such 
articles and opportunity should be given to all manufacturers of 
the State. All materials required for Rajas and Raises should be 
of Chanderi manufacture. Special care should be taken that no 
occasion for such disgrace is given as for instance Hfst of good quality 
is ordered for Darbar or mahfil but that of inferior quality say of 2 
tolas for a pice is actually used. Similarly handkerchiefs, t/hoil 
pairs, towels, bed sheets and long cloth, etc., should be purchased 
according to requirements from mills in the State, vix.. Binod Mills, 
Nazar Ali Mills, etc . 

25. STORE OF UTENSILS. 

1. All work in connection with this store such as taking out 
and putting in of vessels, their cleaning, custody, repair and guilding, 
etc., will be under the charge of one Khasgi Superintendent, His duty 
will be to do his work carefully and at proper time. His supervision 
should be incessant. He should keep the store so clean and manage- 
ment thereof so perfect that if any one from outside go to see it, 
he may feel pleased with it and characterise it as excellent manage- 
ment. 

2, His Highness’ seals should be imprinted on all articles of 
iron, copper and brass in this store and name and weight, etc., to- 
gether with its number should be engraved on each article. 

3, Store of utensils should be kept always clean, and utensils 
of one quality should be arranged in one line on taniis (projecting 
shelves). One utensil should not touch another. Serial number, 
weight and price of each utensil of one kind should be entered in 
the Stock-taking Book. 

4. Labels should be put on utensils kept in store or in almirahs. 

5, Utensils of various kinds should be arranged in separate 
rows and on each row a board should be affixed giving details of 
utensils kept in that row. 

6. His Highness’ seals should also be imprinted on pais (wooden 
seats) or other wooden articles in this store. Name of wood of which 
an article is made should also be engraved on each article. 
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7. When utensils or wooden seats, etc., that were lent to others 
are returned care should be taken that they are not returned as 
being the same in appearance but are really changed. 

8. Utensils stocked in store should be very clean. They 
should not remain dirty. It should be watched every eighth or 
fourth day that store is kept clean. 

9. Utensils given to other persons except for His Highness’ 
work should not be new. They should be given out of those old 
ones that are stocked in store. 

10. If some stock is lent to some person from store on 
loan form, the borrower should enter in the form the number and 
condition of all articles required. He should then take delivery and 
give receipt. This form should be in triplicate. One foil should re- 
main in store, the other should be sent to office, and the third be 
taken away by the borrower. The office should on return of these 
articles see whether the articles returned are according to the 
entries in the form. Both at the time of lending and at the time of 
return the office should carefully see whether the borrower has not, 
while making up the number, changed any article. If some article 
be returned in more damaged condition than it was in, at the time 
of lending, an estimate for its repair be prepared, immediately in the 
borrower’s presence which should be shown to him. The repair 
should be got done by Workshop and cost of repair be realised from 
the borrower within a period of one month. If it be not realised, 
instalments, on condition of the whole amount being paid within six 
months, be fixed. Care should, however, be taken that instalments 
are not fixed extending over a long period. 

11. If at the time of return it is found that any utensil is short, 
its price also should be realised according to the instructions given 
in the above para. 

26. POWERS OF SUPERINTENDENT, BHANDE KOTHAR (STORE 

FOR UTENSILS). 

Powers of Superintendent shall be as follows = — 

(i) Can himself reinstate, dismiss all subordinates who get 
less than Rs. loi. 

It should, however, be taken into consideration that order of 
dismissal is not passed without sufficient reason. 
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In making appointments it is necessary to take into considera- 
tion the following points ; — 

(a) The person appointed should not be less than i8 years of age. 

(b) He should be healthy, ready worker, honest and of good 
behaviour. Doctor’s certificate as to health should be 
secured. If he was employed somewhere previously, the 
discharge certificate should be seen. 

(a) It should be seen whether the person is fit for the work to 
which he is being appointed. 

(2) He can according to Civil Service Rules grant leave to those 
employees whom he can reinstate or dismiss provided they are 
entitled to it. 

He can grant casual leave according to Civil Service Rules to 
those employees who get less than ten rupees. In cases exceeding 
his power he should obtain sanction of superior authority. 

(3) He can fine his subordinates up to Rs. 2 and can remit 
half. For orders of fine sufficient proof is necessary. 

(4) If any subordinate be found guilty of embezzlement in 
connection with any stock the superintendent can fine him up to 
Rs. 5 and suspend him up to one month according to the nature of 
the offence. 

27. MANAGEMENT OF BHANDE KOTHAR (STORE OF UTENSILS), 

1. Stock of this store shall be divided into three classes: — 

(1) Stock required for special use of His Highness should be 
placed in first class. 

(2) Stock reserved for being lent to others on occasions of 
marriages, etc., should be placed in second class. 

(3) Stock reserved for the use of various staffs should be placed 
in third class. 

2. Necessary care should be taken that stock of one class is 
not mixed with that of another class. 

3. Three classes have been fixed for keeping stock. A board 
should be posted at the places where various stocks are kept, show- 
ing the class of stock kept there. This should be written in beautiful 
letters. 
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28. MALKHANA (STORE). 

I. All stock shall be entered in Register Malkhana, stock regis- 
ter, with the following details: — description of each article, its weight, 
length, breadth and value. These should be entered correctly, so that 
there may be no difficulty in identifying and examining articles 
according to entries in the register. There should be no stock 
which is not entered in the stock register. If some stock is given 
on loan to any, or is taken on loan from any other 
Karkhana, it should also be entered in the stock register and a 
remark to that effect be put against those articles, in remark 
column. 

2. The work of stock-taking of Maikhana stock should begin 
every year from beginning of May and should finish by the end of 
that month. Any increase or decrease in the stock should, after 
thorough search, be reported to the superior officer. If at the time 
of stock-taking any such stock is found which is fit for being sent 
to MudHs it should be separated from the rest, and that requiring 
repair, should also be separated . The one fit for Mudris should 
after being shown to the superior officer, be either sent to Mudris or 
order for its sale be obtained and action be taken accordingly. Stock 
sent to Mudris or sold in this way should be cancelled from stock 
register. 

Note. Before passing order for sale of that stock of utensil, etc., which is 
not reparable it should be first taken into consideration whether 
it would be profitable to melt those utensils and get made new 
ones that are required, or to give them in exchange for new 
ones or to sell them by auction, whichever of these methods 
is profitable, the same should be adopted. 

3. After the superior officer passes, on inspection, an order for 
certain stock to be sent to Mudris a forwarding indent form, should 
then be prepared and the officer’s signature obtained thereon. For- 
warding note in triplicate together with the stock, be sent to 
Mudris and the latter’s receipt obtained on the back of this form. 

4. An estimate of repairs be prepared of reparable stock, and 
, if Nemnook (budgetted item) allow, the repair should be got done out 

of it through workshop or Karkhana. 

5. If Nemnook cannot bear this expenditure, the estimate 
should be sent to head office for sanction, and repair got done after 
receipt of each sanction. 
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6. A book similar to the stock-taking book be kept for that 
stock which Is sent to other places for His Highness’ work. When 
stock is sent it should be entered in this book and on its being 
returned, the entries should be cancelled with red ink. If any article 
Is short, it should not be cancelled. Reason of its non-return should, 
however, be given in remark column. 

7. As regards the stock given from store for His Highness’ 
service and which is not returned but kept at that place, a remark 
to that effect be given in the remark column of the book according 
to above para. 

29, MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS RELATING TO BHANDE KOTHAR. 

1. Jharti (balance sheet) of Bhande Kothar be prepared in 
Khasgi. Malkhana should at the end of May submit to head office a 
list of increase or decrease in stock for sanction to write it off. 

2. New forms introduced in Parrashkhana should all be 
brought into use here. 

3. Signature of those persons should be taken, on the 
book of forwarding indent in triplicate form, who take stock from 
store for His Highness’ service. 

4. Stock which is lent to others should be given through loan 
book in triplicate form. Stock lent should be entered therein according 
to method detailed in para No. 10 given under Kothar (store) and when 
it is returned it should, according to the said para, be entered on its 
back and the same form be given as receipt and in the copy thereof 
that will remain will be entered details according to said para. 

5. Passes according to model will be sent from head office to 
be given to those to whom stock is given from Kothar ( store ).

30. JAMDARKHANA (WARD ROBE).

2. It should not be considered compulsory that only Siiahi/ara 
can be appointed members of Jamdarkhana Committee. Members of 
this Committee can, however, be selected from irregular force, 
Darakdars, Muafidars and Jagirdars. The object is that honest men 
and men of confidence should be appointed on this Committee. 

3. The ^^epartment of Jamdarkhana is such that its work de- 
pends mostly on honesty and trustworthiness. Its work is neither of 
complicated nature, nor one requiring exercise of brain so that 
mention of it be made. The chief work there is of checking and super- 
vision. Of course, this work requires labour. In spite of this the 
work there is more of eye and less of brain. This Department, 
therefore, is divided in following sections. Though these will belong 
to this Karkhana still they will be considered its sub-sections : — 

ist Jamdarkhana of precious stones, 2nd golden, 3rd silver, 
4th cotton and woollen articles, 5th miscellaneous. 

4. Makanwari stock register (t-e*, for each store house) intro- 
duced in Parrashkhana can be used here also. The manner of 
making entries will be different sections. Because mention is made 
here of precious stones, below are given details of how entries are to 
be made in their stock register. 

Serial number be put on or name so that both may tally. 
Though classes of ornaments are different yet there is no harm in put- 
ting serial number on them. Tickets should be attached to those 
ornaments, which do not admit of numbers being put on them and 
then they should be kept in their places. Numbers should be engraved 
on those ornaments on which they can be engraved, but this should 
be done at a place that they may not be disfigured. In the column of 
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name of articles, name of ornament be entered. Below it weight of 
gold and its value be entered with red ink, afterwards number of 
article and its price. Price should be calculated at the rate of so 
much for each four in case of pearls and at the rate of so much for 
each raiti in case of diamond, jewels or emaralds. If an ornament 
consists of parts for example nails or hooks, the detail of these also 
should be entered as above and their value be added to above figure. 
After this next ornament be entered. Index prepared be used in 
place of ledger, that is to say, classwise serial number and number 
of article be entered in the column of index. 

5. So far as is seen, practice is that members have their 
seats in Jamdarkhana. This is quite against Diarbar’s intention, 
Jamdarkhana should be opened only to put in or take out things. 
No carpet should be spread on floor in the Jamdarkhana. Only chairs 
according to requirement and a marble table be kept there. On 
this table be kept scales and weights for weighing precious stones, 
gold and silver and nothing else should be kept there. As there is 
danger of loss in dealing with this stock, it is proper to prescribe a 
requisition form. Such stock should be asked for through that 
form and it should be sent through forwarding indent and its receipt 
taken. Information should be given to Maharani Sahiba as to who 
requires such articles. They should be given in accordance with her 
order, and the period of loan should also be got fixed by her. The 
time should be noted in the forwarding indent. Secretary shall be 
considered responsible for the proper filling up of the form and for 
the despatch of articles, and members shall be responsible for gene- 
eral supervision, keeping an eye on profits and losses, and to occasion- 
ally check Secretary’s work. Requisition and indent form for 
articles required for ordinary annual festivals should reach 48 hours 
before the fixed date of the festival. If they are not received in 
fixed time, articles should never be given. But this rule cannot 
stand in way, in most emergent cases. In such cases special 
orders should be taken. As change of articles in this karkhana is 
very easy, special supervision ought to be kept in this matter so that 
no change should ever take place. 

6. Regarding cleaning of stock-Any stock entrusted to any person 
in a certain condition should be taken back from him in that very 
condition. If there be any defect, the person in whose charge it was 
kept, should be made liable for that. Silver articles of General Stock 
should be cleaned with plate powder every quarter 

f_U0 
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3 i. DUTIES OF MEMBERS. 

I. According to orders previously issued, two members should 
by turns remain present at the time when Jamdarkhana is opened 
and closed, when goods are taken out of it and when they are taken 
back. They should themselves open and shut the locks, and put lab- 
els thereon bearing their signatures. 

3. All repair ordinary or special of every kind of ornaments 
in Jamdarkhana should be done in presence of two members. 

3. Every thing in connection with the preparation of ornamen- 
ts, of precious stones, of gold or silver should from beginning to end be 
done in presence of members. 

4. Whatever works members inspect daily, the same should 
be entered in detail in Jam^ast* khana diary. Members present 
should make entries with their own pen and put their signatures. 

5. Each member should keep a pocket book also. All orders 
received from agaH ( mal eapartment ) or ts^chari ( female apartme- 
nt ) at any time should be recorded therein, as also those steps 
which have been proposed to take for execution of those orders. 

32. STOCK-TAKING. 

1. The stock books of Jamdarkhana of precious stones, of silver, 
of cotton cloth etc should be divided in two portions one for that in 
use and other for that kept as reserve. 

In one portion those ornaments and clothes etc should be enter- 
ed which are required for use daily, or annually. 

In the other portion those valuable ornaments and clothes 
should be entered which can be brought into use only by His Highness’s 
order, 

2. Members should get each of the two stock books prepared 
in Ciieir presence, and compare them with the previous hazri 
(stocktaking book). In the book correct entires should be made of 
articles of each class giving number of articles and their weight, 

3- To ascertain whether statements in previous stock books as 
to purity or value of precious stones are correct or whether their 
value is more or less, some jewellers should be called and the value 

fixed by him should be entered in stock book. Such jewellers sould be 
paid usual fees. 
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4. Verification about silver and gold article should be done 
through some gold-smith in the manner detailed above. 

5. Verification about clothes should be done through respect- 
able dealers in cloth. 

6. As to miscellaneous stock, the stock-taking of existing stoc*c 
should be carried on, but a stock book for this also should be prepar- 
ed. Examples of this stock are: — Boxes, Chubb’s locks, seals, weights, 
silver articles, ivory articles chess board, chauper (cloth or board on 
which game of the name is played) gilt articles, fountains, syringes, 
glass articles etc. Stock book of these should be prepared afresh. 

7. Proper arrangement should be made to send broken and 
useless articles out of the miscellaneous stock mentioned above to 
MuHiris and in future also this rule should be followed. 

8. At the time of preparation and verification of the above 
stock book, regard should necessarily be had, to the fact that if any 
previous figures of weight engraved on any silver or gold article, 
owing to wear or tear on account of use are not correct, steps should 
be taken and new and correct figures engraved on the article. 

9. Stock books mentioned above when prepared for the first 
time, shall be detailed ones showing each article, its weight and 
price. 

10. Alembers shall once each year compare the existing stock 
with the entries in stock book. 

1 1. Stock spent and received during the year should be entered 
below the total in stock book giving dates. Members should check 
these at the time of stok taking & pui their signatures. 

l3, Stringing etc ( of ornaments ) should be done in Jamdar- 
khana. 

33 THE STRINGING WITH SILK THREADS ON GOLD WIRES 
AND SETTING WITH JEWELS OF JEWELLERY. 

A book should be kept for this purpse. When any ornament is 
given afresh for stringing with silk thread or gold wire or for setting 
with jewels, he should get the stray parts weighed in his- presence 
and enter the correct weight in this book and put his signature 
thereon. 
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34 . REIATINQTO MANAGEMENT AS TO ORDERLINESS 

AND CLEANLINESS. 

1. All finished article - of precious stones, of gid, of silver and 
cloth etc should after the approval of His Highness, be arranged 
beautifully in rows, in separate almirahs which have been made to 
order for keeping this stock, and are very nice and well decorated. 

2. A briefs list of all articles arranged in’almirahs giving parts, 
number and value of each kind of article and written in beautiful 
letter, should be put in each almirah. Members should put labels 
on almirahs. 

3. Members should see whether almirahs, which are closed; 
or which have been opened for taking out or putting in articles, have 
labels properly fixed on them. If not, they should take steps to 
affix such labels. 

4- Jamdars should be instructed to clean articles of precious 
stones with brush 

5. Instructions should be given to clean gold and silver articles 
with chalk, geru (red ochre ) and brushes. 

6. Instructions should be given, that silk, wool and embroider- 
ed clothes, and those studded with pearls be cleaned according to 
the kind of cloth, and they should be handled very gently. 

7. Instructions should be given to expose to air those clothes 
which require fresh air; to keep well folded and closed in presses 
such clothes as do not require fresh air at all; as for instance, 
to put Pads between folds, if the nature of the article requires it. 
To avoid injury from insects napthelene should be put. 

8. Medals etc should also be arranged in rows, in an orderly 
fashion, and proper instructions for their cleaning should be 
given. 

9. Members should see from time to time whether jamdars 
in khas ( reserve ) jamdarkhana as well as in vehvat ( in use ) 
jamdarkhana are following the instructions given for discharge of 
their duty. 

10. Members should keep a character book of all jamdars 
already employed and other subordinates. They should enter therein 
the characters of all with t^ieir own pen. This should be kept 
confidential. 
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1 1. All steps taken in connection with any increase or 
decrease of, articles of jamdarkhana should be brought to the notice 
of His Highness. 

35. DUTIES OF JAMDAR. 

1. Jamdar should be a man who bears good character, is cap- 
able and dresses neatly and can read and write. 

2. Jamdar ought to get fully cleaned by his subordinate 
khallasis, all stock under his charge, according to instructions given 
by members and according to what he has learnt from professional 
experts. No dirt should be allowed to remain. 

3. If some stock is to be given by order to some person for 
some function, the jamdar shall first get it entered with full details 
In forwarding indent, by a clerk and afterwards, get it counted by 
the person to whom it is to be entrusted, as compared with the ent- 
ries in the note and obtain his teceipt below the entries of stock in the 
note. One foil of indent be kept with jamdar, another be kept in 
office and the third be given to the person who takes away the stock. 
For stock, given by order to other Sirdars etc. loan book should be 
used, instead of forwarding indents. Forwarding indents should be 
used in case of stock required for State work. 

4. Stock returned after the close of function 
or that returned in ordinary course should be cleaned in following 
manner. 

He should himself clean with brushes for cleaning ornament, 
articles of jewellery and other delicate articles. He should also clean 
with other brushes boxes used for keeping such articles. The latter 
should be so cleaned that they may shine like glass. The lining in- 
side should also be kept cleaned so that insects may not grow there. 

5. When stock is returned it is counted, before cleaning, simi- 
larly it should be counted after it is cleaned. 

6. Guard should be stationed at the place where gold and 
and silver articles are cleaned. 

7. When stock is taken away after cleaning, the place should 
be carefully seen whether anything is not left there. 

8. Cleaned articles should be arranged in the same place class- 
wise and in the same manner as they were arranged before by order 
of members. No change should take place in the order of arrange, 
meat of the stock. 
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g. The |amdar should keep such careful watch at the time of 
stringing, and setting with jewels articles that Patwas (those who 
string articles), gold smiths and JarS&s (those who set with jewels) 
may not be able to change articles. 

lo. Full care should be taken that no increase or decrease 
may occur in the stock given under his charge. 

36. KHALLASIS’ DUTIES. 

Duties of khallasis shall be as follows: — 

(1) To discharge readily ail dutiee given to them by jamdar 
for His Highness’ work. 

(2) He should remove, replace or clean articles in such a gen- 
tle way having regard to their delicacy and strength that 
the articles may not receive any damage. 

(3) Articles should be counted when taken for cleaning. After 
cleaning they should be returned by counting them 
before the Jamdar. 

(4) Proper care should be taken that no increase or decrease 
takes place in stock. 

(5) Almirahs etc. should also be properly cleaned according to 

instructions of jamdar. 

37- POWERS OF PRESIDENT JAMDAR KHANA. 

President shall have following powers: — 

(1) With the axcsptIci'L of subordinate officers and officer 
bearers, he can himself reinstate, dismiss, promote, reduce 
all office and menial staff according to rules and circulars 
applying in this behalf to State Departments. Order of 
dismissal, or reduction should not be passed without suf- 
ficient reason. For example, misappropriation, infringe- 
ment of Government order, absence from work without 
permission. Those should be dismissed or reduced against 
whom such offences are fully proved. 

(2) Can grant leave of all kinds according to Civil Service 
Rules to those whom he can reinstate or dismiss. 

(3) Can suspend up to half month or fine up to half month’s 
pay those whom he can reinstate or dismiss. In giving 
this punishment sufficient proof is as much necessary as 
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is detailed in para i relating lo dismissal and reduction, 
can remit half of the fine imposed. 

(4) Can fine officers and office bearers up to Rs. 5 for any 
serious mistakes and can remit up to Rs. 2. 

(5) Can grant casual leave up to one week to officers and office 
bearers. In cases beyond his power, sanction of superior 
officer shall be obtained. 

38. DUTIES OF PRESIDENT JAMDARKHANA. 

Duties of President shall be as follows: — 

1. To go from time to time to all subordinate offices and see 
whether they are kept properly clean and their management is 
carried on, on proper lines, as well as examine whether its work is 
being done according to rules; to get rectified all mistakes and 
omissions and to remove all difficulties that subordinates experience 
in the conduct of work. 

2. A subordinate is not to be thrashed on first fault, rather he 
should be given an opportunity to reform his habit. If even after 
this he commits mistakes there is no help but to punish him. 

3. When the superior officer comes for inspection, it is the 
officer’s duty to accompany the former, all the time he is in office, 
and to show him all works of Karkhana and should reply fully all 
questions put to him. To fully achieve this object it is incumbent on 
the officer, to possess ail information about t he affairs of his office 
so that at the time of inspection he could himself reply all question 
before the superesior officer without taking any help from his sub- 
ordinates such as Serishtadar, Daftardar etc. 

The President should keep his place in office clean and well 
arranged. The office should also be kept in proper order. Object 
of this is when superior officer visits the office he may get some con- 
venient place to seat himself. 

4. The officer should consider himself an unsuccessful officer, 
if his treatment is such that his subordinates do not respect him and 
his superior officer is not pleased with him 

5. It is meet for the officer, to take quarterly inspection of 
his own office and of subordinate offices according to Guide book. 
He should compare the book of principal faults and sheet roll. He 
should get prapared the character book under his own supervision. 
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He shall be responsible for the correctness of monthly pay sheets 
(Qabzul) and salary papers. 

6. In discharging his duties the President should be careful 
and keep presence of mind. He should pay attention to minor 
matters also. 

7. The President should satisfy himself that all orders issued 
by him have been correctly executed. He should distribute duties 
equally amongst office hands and groups of menial staff. He should 
see whether the book of duties has been correctly written up. lie 
should consider himself responsible for the correct preparation of all 
papers and statements in office. 

8. The President should not use unworthy language to his 
subordinates and to menial staff. He should couch his orders in 
clear terms so that they may distinctly understand his meaning. 

9. The President should write following book with his own 
hand: — 

1 . Diary. 

2. Order Book. 

All work that is done every day should be entered in the diary. 
Any instruction issued to any subordinate for the execution of any 
verbal or written order received in connection with any function 
should also be entered in the diary noting the time also. 

Orders received from superior office through order book shall 
be copied out in the order book. He shall write his own orders also 
in the order book, and get thereon signatures of subordinates in 
token of their having received information thereof. He should re- 
turn the order book of superior office, after getting copied out the 
order in his own order book. 

10. The President should keep a pocket book also, so that he 
may enter therein immediately by way of memorandum any order 
received beyond office hours or any matter which he finds worth 
noting at the time of inspection or supervision. If he proposes to 
issue any orders on the basis of these notes, he may issue them from 
his office by entering the same in the order book. 

1 1 . The President should not take private work from His High- 
ness's servants nor should he employ his private servant for His 
Highness' work. 
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12. All execution of orders and work should be done according: 
to fixed scale and given powers. There is no need of submitting re- 
ferences to Head office in such matters. 

13. The officer should, so far as possible^ try to act according 
to rules that have been issued up to date or that may be issued in 
future. If he experience any dificuity in execution, he should make 
a note of the same in his pocket book as well as of how it can be 
removed and of what method should be adopted so that execution 
can be done without any difficulty. He should submit his proposals 
in such matters to Head office two months before the close of thf 
year. 

39. METHOD OF SELECTING STOCK UNFIT FOR USE. 

The mehod of selecting stock unfit for use shall be as follow' 

I . Stock unfit for use in the Karkhsist& should be selected 
between 1 st and 31st May. A depot should be fixed from 
before and all stock thus selected should be collected there. 
An estimate should be prepared for reparable stock. All 
stock which is not reparable should be kept apart and 
shown to the superior officer. 

3. Forwarding indent form should be prepared, after superior 
officer’s order passed on inspection, for stock found unfit 
for use and the officer’s signature obtained thereon. This 
stock should be sent to neudras with forwarding indent 
accompanied by triplicate form and Mudras officer’s 
receipt obtained on the back of the form. 

3. An estimate should be prepared for stock which is repara- 

ble and if Nemnook (budget) can bear this expenditure, 
repair should be got done out of it through workshop. 

4. If Nemnook (budget) can not pay for this expenditure the 
estimate should be sent to Head office for sanction and 
repair got done after receipt of sanction. 

5. President should, before commencing the work of selection 
of goods unfit for use on the fixed date, call four other 
members and carry on the work of selection in their pre- 
sence. 

6. When stock is given by order, to some person permanently 
for his use, every'person concerned, should personally put 
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up complete papers regarding the Tasalmat item or 
to the Head office between ist and 31st August. He 
according to the order passed, write off the iteni ' 
books if the order be for writing it off or adjust it in some 
other way as detailed in the order. 

7. Countersignature of the applicant, who will get the stock, 
should be obtained on forwarding indent, below the signa- 
ture of the servant. The applicant will be considered re^ 
ponsible to return the stock in the same condition in wnic 
he received it. 

40. DHARMADAI (CHARITY) 

1. Dharmadi includes, worship, ritual, recital of Katha, 
offering to sacrificial fire, sacrifices and^vigils etc, Jap, Anus an 
(resolution of recital of Mantras), dinner to Brahmans, and simi ar 
religious rites and ceremonies and charitable works. ^Upadhya s du y 
is to supervise them, and to get them performed in proper way 
according to Dharam Shastr and at proper times He should from 
time to time inform the officers concernd that such and such matter, 
should be performed according to Dharamshastra in such a way and 
that such and such a matter is against Dharmashastra, so that 
nothing may take place which Is against Dharmashastra, If any 
such matters relate to some special personage, or to His Highness 
himself, then also it is his duty to bring to their notice that such and 
such matter is against Dharmashastra, and that such and such 
matter can be done according to Dharmashastra in such way. The 
officers concerned also should first consult the Upadhya in matters 
relating to Dharmashastra, so that in future he may not get a chance 
to remonstrate that he was not consulted. Similarly his complaint 
should be removed immediately. 

2. AnusiSaans are of two kinds. First are those which con- 
tinue always, and 2nd are those which are undertakenjfor some 
special object. For example they are taken up in form of worship of 
Qod to pacify some inauspicions planet, or when any important work 
is taken up to get it finished without any hitch, or when rains 
do not set in, in time, to invoke for early rains, or in case of the 
spread of any epidemic to get fury abated, or when any visitation 
from Heaven takes place to escape from its effects. 

3. It is the duty of Upadhya to first examine whether Brah- 
mans engaged for the two kind of Anusthans or sacrifices and 
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Vigils are of right conduct and possess quaiifications to discharge 
the above duties, 

4. When necessity arises for taken ih hahd an Anusihan of 
second kind the Upadhy and Joshiboa ought to consult among 
themselves what planets are inauspicious, and then after considera- 
tion settle as to what Jap (recitation of Mantras) Oan (charity) 
or Anusthan should be taken up. Instead of writing on the matter 
they should personally present themselves before the Private 
Secretary, and tell him all about it, as well as put up before him 
an estimate of expenditure likely to be incurred for that Dan 
and Anusthan The Secretary shall there on, obtain Maharani 
Sahibas’ or His Highness’s sanction. After obtaining sanctions the 
Jap, Dan or Anusthan be taken up uuder the supervision of the 
Upadhya and Joshi Boas. 

5. For Devaghar (house sacred to deity) at Gorkhi, Naeveda 
(food consecrated to deity) should be prepared at Gorkhi and offered 
to deities. It shall be the duty of Upadhya Boa Shende Sahib, and of 
Khasgi officer, to see whether Naiveda is offered at proper time or 
not and management of worship is proper or not, and whether it is 
performed at appointed times or not. They should therefore, from 
to time go there and watch in mornings and evenings at the time 
when worship is performed or offerings of Naivada are made. 

6. Out of the Khallasis deputed from Arayash BCarkhana to 
Pichhari (Zenana) kitchen one should be told off for duty at Gorkhi 
Devaghar to discharge all work in connection with kitchen there. 

7. Provision has been made in the budget for getting cloths 
made for dresses of deities in Gorkhi and for images and deities in 
other Sansihans. Clothes should accordingly be got prepared, 
having regard to seasons and attention should be given to the fact 
that colour of dresses should be different each time, and if decora- 
tionsare to be affixed to them they should also be different each time. 
The colour and decorations should not be standardised and) dresses 
be changed according to season. At Head quarter Maharani Sahib’s 
order should be obtained as to what kinds of dresses should be pre- 
pared. For Sansthans at a distannce. this should be left to the dis- 
cretion of the local officer to be exercised according to these instruct- 
tions. But if it appear, that it should be cheaper if they are prepar- 
ed at Lashkar, taking into account expenditure postage and Railway 
freight, they should be got prepaired at Lashkar after obtaining 
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Hef Highness Maharani Sahib’s order. Otherwise action should be 
taken as detailed above. 

8. Dresses of deities that bathe daily should be daily changed, 
and of those that bathe on each Ekadashi {nth day of the month) 
should be changed on Ekadashis. 

g. Dresses of deities that are put off should not be given to any 
person. They should rather be thrown in the Ganges. 

10. The Deg (a large culinary apper vessel) for Mansor Sahib’s 
Urs (annual obsequiel celeberation) and food for mendicants should 
be got cooked by fiulras. 

11. For articles required on Rishi Panchmi day, a standing 
order should be given to Director gardens and to Tehsil Gird, in the 
following terms so many articles from godown and so many from 
villages are required on Rishi Panchmi day. According to this, all 
things required should one day before Rishi Panchmi day, reach 
Pichari (Zenana) kitchen store, from garden and from Tehsil so 
that execution of this order may be made every year and it be not 
necessary to issue the same every time. 

12. Tehsildar Gird and Director Gardens should be made to under 

id, that articles re' ured on Rishi Panchmi day ought to be of 
;h nature that in their production and in carrying them up to 
^lace, service from bullocks should in no way be taken. For ins- 
.ance vegetable etc, required on that day should be produced on a 
soil which is not tilled by a plough drawn by bullocks nor is it irrigat- 
ed by bullock drawn Kahar (leathern bucket) nor is it to be 
carried to palace by carts drawn by bullocks. 

41, MISCELLANEOUS. 

1 . Items provided in the KhasgS budget for pocket expenses, 
dress expenses washing of clothes expenses, and for Itr (scents) should 
be made over to Privy Purse office every year, and the latter will 
keep account of these items. 

2. Sufficient provision has been made in the budget for each 
item of expenditure. No one is, therefore, entitled to spend more 
than the amount fixed. If more expenditure is incurred without 
order it will not be sanctioned. 

3. Pipes are fitted in the Palace at various places. Water for 
all purposes should be taken from these pipes, but it is necessary to 
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so arrange that water may not be wasted because workers often 
leave the pouts open. 

4. All Palace KhSdmaigars should be warned that when any 
person or guest asks for any thing to eat or drink they should not 
flatly reply that such and such a thing is not in stock, because by so 
doing Darbar’s reputation will suffer. 

5. Ladies who attend Darbar of Haldi Kunku should be 
presented with dishes containing Haldi (turmeric), Koonkoon (red 
powder) and Khan (cloth for breast) etc. but there is no need of send- 
ing these things to those ladies who do not attend. 

6. The amount of saving, out of the amounts provided for one 
year, will not be available for expenditure next year. It will go to 
the funds that have been created. 

7. The amounts provided in]the budget for Mannu Ra|a Sahiba 
for the occasion of festivals, will now belong to Kamla Raja Sahiba. 
The amounts out of these items that will be paid to her in cash or in 
Mohars in connection with ceremonies, shall be credited to her Trust. 

8. Be it known that in starting some system anew great diffi- 
culties are experienced in the beginning but when once it is introduced 
these disappear. It is, therefore, the duty of each head of depart- 
ment, to once make his subordinates, clearly understand the system, 
and when once such habit is formed all difficulties disappear in 
future and work will go on smoothly. It is therefore obligatory to let 
the subordinates understand first what the system is; and how one 
is to proceed. 

p. When any new article is to be made or purchased in a 
Karkhana the Superintendent and officer of the Karkhana should 
both consult together and decide of what material the article should 
be made or from where it should be purchased, so that it be strong 
and cheap and the price*thereof may come within the amount pro- 
vided in the budget. For example, it should be decided whether for 
Kohar (leathern bag for irrigation) Nadi (rope) of leather, will prove 
stronger than that of Manilla rope. Similarly when some articles 
are to be rejected, both officers should meet and decide whether it is 
profitable to sell them by auction or to utilise them for some other 
work. For instance Jhoois (dresses) of elephants or Qhashias (dresses) 
of horses should be sold by auction or be used for some other work. 
Suppose a Ghashia is sold and fetches Rs. 5 whereas if it were torn 
and utilised in making bags for an elephant or in making belts for 
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its bells and thus a saving of Rs.4 can be made it would be better to 
sell it, but ifithe amount of saving be seven rupees and at the same 
time the articles made are so strong that they can last for the time 
fixed and they are not ugiy in appearance then they should not be 
sold, rather they should be utilised. Another example is of ropes for 
tightining Haudas (tanks) on elephants. These can be used as ropes 
for tethering horses, and if they can last for the period fixed 
for such articles they should be used for this purpose. 

10. Items in the budget, have been fixed on the basis of esti- 
mates of ordinary and daily expenditure. Such extraordinary expen- 
ses as have to be incurred on the occasion of big functions, should not 
be met from the budget. They should be met from the amount pro- 
vided for the function. 

11. If any new article is to be purchased, or some large repair 
is to be done, the purchase should be made or repair be got done 
through the General stores, workshop, Civil and Military stores, 
leather factory, Pestonji Press etc etc, as the case may be. These 
Kakhanas should be given to understand well that they 
ought to supply such strong things as will last for the fixed period. 
They should also bear in mind that they should not be dearer as 
compared with other Karkhanms. If their rates will be dearer, then 
there will be no help but to purchase from outside. Ordinary 
repair should be got done in the karkhana itself. 

li. Amounts for tour expenses, have been provided for in 
Karkhana budgets. Out of these items, expenses for ordinary tour 
should be met according to Civil Service Rules. Expenses of tours 
made in connection with extraordinary Tam Hat (functions) should 
be met from amounts fixed for them. The present system of 
taking moneyas Tasatmat (suspense) should be discontinued. 

13, Stock registers etc. in each karkhana should be maintained 
in the same way as they are maintained in Arayash Karkhana. 

14. Budget for Gyarvin Sharif has, also been fixed; accordingly 
Khasgi Department, should make proper arrangements for the 
offerings to be made on the fixed date at Lashkar. In Palace and 
Motimahal mosque in the Park, and during Shivapuri season at 
Shivapuri senior Superintendent Khasgi and Khasgi officer, are 
responsible that everything in this connection is done without any 
hitch at the appointed time, in accordance with instructions given 
in the budget, Khasgi officer is responsible to send to Maulana Abul 
khair Sahib sufficient time before the date of Urs (annual celebration) 
the amount fixed in this budget for the Urs at Qhazipur. 



FOURTH PART. 


Animal Department 

CHARGE. 

I. Following sections are subordinate to this department: — 

1. Peelkhana and Rathkhana. 

2. Stable. 

3. Motor Karkhana. 

4. Shikarkhana. 

2. DUTIES OF OFFICER, ANIMAL DEPARTMENT, 

Duties of officer, animal Department, shall be as follows : — 

( 1 ) To go from time to time to all subordinate offices and see 
whether they are kept properly clean and their management is 
carried out on proper lines as well as examine whether its work 
is being done according to rule; to get rectified all difficulties that 
subordinates experience in the conduct of work. 

( 2 ) To do all office work in time. 

( 3 ) To supervise the stores; to keep an eye over the condition 
of animals and so keep them in good condition. 

( 4 ) A subordinate is not to be thrashed on first fault rather 
he he given an opportunity to reform his habit. If even after this he 
commits mistakes there is no help but to punish him. 

( 5 ) When the superior officer comes for inspection it is the 
officer’s duty to accompany the former all the time he is in office 
and to show him all works of Karkhana and should reply fully all 
questions put to him. To fully achieve this object it is incumbent 
on the officer to possess all information about the affairs of his 
office, so that at the time of i^^spectlcn he could himself reply all 
questions before the superior officers without taking any help from 
his subordinates such as serishtedar, daftardar etc. 

( 6 ) The officer should keep his place in office, clean and well 
arranged. Off ice should also be kept in proper order. The object 
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' of this is when superior officer visits the office he may get some 
convenient place to seat himself. 

( 7 ) The officer should consider himself an unsuccessful officer, 
if his treatment is such that his subordinates do not respect him and 
his superior officer is not pleased with him, 

(8) it is proper for the officer to take quarterly inspection of 
his own office and of subordinate offices according to Guide Book. 
He should compare the book of principal faults and sheet roll. He 
should get prepared the character book under his own supervision. 
He shall be responsible for the corretness of monthly paysheets 
(kabzul) and salary papers. 

( 9 ) In discharging his duties the officer should be careful and 
keep presence of mind. He should pay attention to minor matters 
also. 

(10) The officer should satisfy himself that all orders issued by 
him have been correctly executed. He should distribute duties 
equally amongst office hands and group of menial staff. He should 
see whether the book of duties has been correctly written up. He 
should consider himself responsible for correct preparation of all 
papers and statements in office. 

(11) The officer should not use unworthy language to his 
subordinates and to menial staff. He should couch his orders in 
clear terms so that they may distinctly understand his meaning. 

(i3) The officer ishould write following books with his own 

hand 

I. Diary. 

3. Order book. 

All work that is done every day should be entered in the diary. 
Any instructions issued to any subordinate for execution of any 
verbal or written order received in connection with any function 
should also be entered in the diary noting the time also. 

Orders received from superior office through order book shall 
' be copied out in the order book. He shall write his own orders also 
in the order book and get thereon signatures of subordinates in token 

of their having received information thereof. He should return the 
order book of superior office after getting the order copied out in 
his own order book.

(13) The officer should keep a pocket book also so that he may 
enter therein immediately by way of memorandum any matter, 
which he finds worth noting, at the time of inspection or supervision. 
If he proposes to issue any orders on the basis of these notes, he. 
may issue them from his office by entering the same in the order 
book. 

(14) The officer should not take private work from His 
Highness’ servants nor should he employ his private servants for His 
Highness’ work. 

(15) All execution of orders and work should be done according 
to fixed scale and given powers. There is no need of submitting 
references to head office in such matters. 

(16) The officer should, so for as possible, try to act according 
to rules that have been issued thus far or that may be issued in 
future. If he experiences any diffculty in execution, he should make 
a note of the same in his pocket book as well as of how it can be 
removed and of what method should be adopted so that execution 
can be done without any difficulty. He should submit his proposals 
in such matters to head office two months before the close of the 
year. 

3. POWERS OF THE OFFICER OF ANIMAL DEPARTMENT. 

Powers of the officer of Animal Department shall be as 
follows 

( I ) He is empowered to reinstate, dismiss, promote and reduce 
all office and menial staff with the exception of subordinate officers 
and other office bearers. This he should do in accordance with the 
rules and circulars that apply to other departments in this behalf. 

Orders of dismissal and reduction should not be passed without 
sufficient proof. For instance he should dismiss or reduce those 
employees against whom offences of misappropriation, corruption, 
disregarding the orders for His Highness’ duty and absence from duty 
without permission are fully proved. In giving promotion due re- 
gard should be had to seniority and gradation. 

(3) He can grant leave of all kinds in accordance with Civil 
Service Rules to all whom he has power to reinstate or dismiss. 

(3) He can suspend up to half month, or fine up to half mon- 
th’s pay those employees whom he can reinstate or dismiss. In a- 
warding this punishment similar sufficient proof is necessary as is 

F— 
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n^ntioned in case of dismissal and reduction under clause (i). He 
can remit half the amount of fine imposed by him. 

(4) He can fine subordinate officers and other office bearers up 
to five rupees and can remit up to two rupees. 

(5) Having due regard to State work, he can grant casual 
leave up to one week to subordinate officers and office bearers. For 
leave beyond his power he should obtain sanction of the superior 
officer. 

( 6 ) He shall take cognisance of following offences. Report about 
serious offences and about such offences as are committed habitually 
shall be made to Head office: — 

(a) Drinking. 

(b) Not carrying out orders. 

(c) gambling. 

(d) causing hurt when on duty. 

(e) absenting without permission. 

(f) absenting from place of training, 

(g) neglect of duty. 

(h) quarreling. 

( i ) behaving against law. 

(7) The officer can award following punishment for offences 
mentioned above:— 

(a) Imprisonment with or without labour for 20 days. The 
punishment will be enforced by detention within lines and 
will commence from the time of issue of the officer’s order. 

(b) Imprisonment under surveillance for a period not exceding 
15 days. Together with this, punishment of ufalel ( penal 
drill ) up to 10 days shall also be given and all duty will 
be taken according to roll. Attendance at the place of tra 
ining will be compulsory. Extra duty can also be taken 
over and above this, when punishment of imprisonment 
under surveillence is for 10 or less than 10 days, the puni- 
shment of penal drill will also be for the same period. 
Penal drill will not be for more than three hours in a day 
or will not be for more than two hours at a time. This will 
be undergone under the supervision of an office bearor 
nominated by the officer in this behalf. 
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(c) Pay for as many days only will be cut as are the days of 
absence. If period of absence is within one month, pay 
will be cut at the rate of half pay, per day, but if it is full 
one month, it will bs cut, at the rate of full pay. 

In case of absence without permission, full day’s pay will be 
cut. The same procedure shall be adopted in case of 
absence after completion of leave. 

(d) For minor offences and for neglect at the time of train- 
ing punishment of extra duty only will be given. This will 
be for a period not exceeding four days. 

(e) To stop giving leave for next six months is also a form 
of punishment. 

(8) For absenting without permission, over and above the 
punishment of cutting pay, punishment of imprisonment under 
surveillance or imprisonment in line can also be given. 

(9) Punishment of imprisonment under surveillance can be 
gfiven together with the punishment of imprisonment in line; but the 
two together can not be for a period exceeding 25 days . 

(10) Punishment given to office bearers of lower grade sh' uld 
not be lighter than warning or lowering ^of rank for a week. In case 
of serious offences, they should be taken under arrest arid report be 
made to superior officer. It should be taken into consideration that 
war ning to the office bearers should not be given in presence of his 
subordinates because by so doing he will lose his prestige. 

(11) When a sentence of punishment in respect of one offence 
is pronounced in presence of the officer it shall not be enhanced after- 
wards. No reduction can be made in the pronounced sentence with- 
out superior officer’s order. 

(12) In order to show his previous history the character roM of 
the prisoner will also be put up when he is brought before the officer. 

(1) All punishments awarded shall be entered in the statem- 
ent of faults and then copied out in the character roll. 

(2) He can award following punishments to employees’ of 
miscellaneous staff: — 

[a] Khidmatgars:— 

(1) Dismissal 

(2) Punishment of imprisonment in line up to three 
days. 



(3) punishment of imprisonment under surveillance 
up to 15 days. 

(4) Caning 6 strokes. 

[b] Other employees: — 

(1) Dismissal. 

(2) Pine not exceeding half pay in a month and not 
exceeding two months pay in a year. 

(i 3) Before f pronouncing an order of punishment within the 
limit of his power, the officer should consider the nature of the 
offence and should see whether the same has been fully proved 
aganist the employee. Offences should be charged according to the 
list of offences. In cases which are not within the officer’s power, file 
of investigation should be submitted to the higher department after 
recording his opinion. 

4, MALKHANA ( STORE ). 

1. Malkhana or store of all minor Karkhanas such as 
t^eelkhana, Rathkhaifsa, stable, Shikarkhana, Moior Karkhana 
under Animal Department should be placed under the control of one 
store keeper. 

3. In each of the separate stores of Animal Department every- 
thing should be neat and clean, and arranged in such an orderly 
fashion, that if any person from outside happens to look at them he 
should be amazed and remark that this is neatness and order. 

For example:— 

3. To put cotton stuffed pads between folds of embroidered 
Jhools (dresses). Sris (covers for head) etc and of other valuable 
trappings of elephants and bullocks so that ornamental material 
may not fall off. 

4. To put clean and thin cloth between the folds of Kamkhuab 
(brocade), Jhools (dresses) and Siris (covers for head) so that their 
colour and lustre of Kalabatun (golden threads) may not fade by 
the action of dust. 

5. To keep cloth between the folds of cloth material, so that 
its colour may not fade and to put napthalene also so that it may 
not be eaten into by insects. 

6 . To look to cleanliness and orderly arrangement of all 
valuable articles of cloth, of gold and silver etc. in the store, and to

keep in mind that repair of all damaged articles is done In tinle sd 
that State property may not suffer. 

7- To keep ready, beforehand, all matters that will be required 
at the time of superior officer’s inspection. 

8. AH articles of stock shall be entered in Register Malkhana 
i. e. Stock Register with following details. Description of each articles, 
its weight, length, breadth and value. These should be entered correc- 
tly so that there may be no difficulty in identifying and examining 
articles according to entries in the Register. There should be no stock 
which is not entered in the stock register. If some stock is given on 
loan to or is taken on loan from any other Karkhana, it should also 
be entered in the stock register and a remark to that effect be put 
against those articles in remark column. 

p. The work of stock — taking of Malkhana (should begin every 
year from the beginning of May and should finish by the end of 
that month. 

JO. Any increase or decrease in stock should after thorough 
enquiry be reported to the superior officer. If at the time of stock tak- 
ing any such stock is found which is fit for being sent to Mudras it 
should be separated from the rest and that requiring repair should 
also be separated. The one fit for Madras should after being shown 
to the superior officers be either sent to Mudras or order for its 
sale be obtained and action be taken accordingly. Stock sent ' to 
Mudris or sold in this way should be cancelled from stock 
register. 

II. The fixing of various periods of time for different kinds of 
materials does not mean that the respective materials are to be 
rejected or sold by auction on the expiry of period fixed for the same 
even if they are serviceable and in good condition; but it means that 
the material should be brought into use till the expiry of the period 
fixed and if after that time it is in serviceable condition it should 
not be rejected till it is serviceable. 

5. POWER TO ENHANCE OR REDUCE FIXED QUANTITIES 
OF RATIONS FOR ANIMALS. 

Like the power given in para 43 to enhance or to reduce fixed 
rations of horses, power to do so in case of Rathkhana, Feelkhana 
and Goshala is also given. 
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6 . BESIDES GRASS, TO GIVE TO ANIMALS GREEN GRAMS, 

STALKS OF MILLET, SUGARCANES AND STRAW, Etc. 

Pr&vision of grass only in the budget of Rathkhana, Feelkhana 
and stable does not mean that only grass should be given. There 
is no harm if out of that amount horses are fed on green grams, 
elephants on stalks of millet and sugarcanes and bullocks of Rathkh- 
'aiia are given straw and stalks with oil cakes. 

7. LIFE TIME OF RATHS, CARRIAGES, CARTS AND 

BUGGIES, Etc. 

Life of Khasa (special) Raths has been fixed as 20 years, sim- 
ilarly of carts ten years, of SejgaHs (Bullock carts fitted with cushion 
and shed) 20 years and of Shikari carriages and Kharsal (a kind of 
cart } 20 years. Life of Khasa (special) buggies is also fixed as 20 
years. Ofl completion, therefore, of, life time of these things they should, 
before rejection, be shown to His Highness and be sold by [auction 
after obaining His Highness’s order, and new ones purchased in 
their place. Old ones should be sent for auction after new ones have 
been purchased. 

8. AGE^OF HORSES AND BULLOCKS 

Age of Buggee horses is fixed as 15 years and that of bullocks 
as 12 years. Animals be rejected on completion of this period after 
His Highness’s inspection. 

9. PURCHASE OF COWS. 

When there is need for puchasing of cows for Goshala they 
should be purchased from Haryana. 

10. RESPONSIBILITY OF KEEPING ALL STOCK 
IN GOOD CONDITION. 

AH stock in Buggeekhanag Bathkhanag and Peetkhana should 
he kept in good condition, neat and clean and in working order. The 
upholstry and colour of carriages also should be in good condition. 
An amount has been provided for in the budget for this purpose. 
Officer animal department should pay attention to the fact that 
everything is purchased at fixed time as well as everything is sold 
after being rejected at the time fixed for it, so that every thing 
iff stock should remain in good condition. If this is not done both the 

officer and Superintendent shall be responsible and shall be account- 
able for this. 
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Note: — ^B e it known that officers make mistakes on this point in'as much 
as they allow those things to remain in bad condition which do not 
come before His Highness for some reason are not brought into use 
for some time. They forget that all these things are not intended 
for the master’s use only, but they or are intended for the use of 
guests also, in which class are included Baja and Maharajas also. 
If these things are not in good condition, and their turn ont is 
not smart, whose reputation will suffer? The officers should never 
forget that all persons concerned are responsible to rpain tain Dar» 
bar’s reputation. 

II. PURCHASE OF ANIMALS SUCH AS HORSES, 
BULLOCKS, AND ELEPHANTS, ETC. 

Amounts have been provided for in the budget for purchase of 
horses, buliocks and elephants and the number of each kind of ani- 
mals to be kept has also been fixed. When> therefore, there occurs 
any shortage in the latter number, it should be made up immediately. 
Amounts provided in the budget for this, should not be utilised for 
any other purpose. 

Note;— Manager (Muntazim) makes great mistake in not purchasing 
animals in time. The result is that the number of animals in 
Karkhana is decreasing from day to day, and difficulty is felt in 
executing orders; and on such occasions cry is raised that number 
of animals is short. He also forgets that the purchase of a 
large number of animals at one time means large amount 
of money which the budget will not be able to bear. The 
method adopted should, therefore, be that even if one animal 
is rejected or dies or becomes, for some reason, unfit for use, a 
new one should in its place be purchased immediately and vacancy 
filled. This should not be neglected otherwise explanation will 
be demanded from Private Secretary, and Officer Karkhana 
and no excuses will be accepted. For this reason Officer Karkhana 
has been given powers in this matter so that in future, purchase 
of animals be made in time. 

12. KEEPING OP ORDER FuRMS FOR CONVEYANCES 

IN QUESTS’ ROOMS. 

A packet of order forms should be kept in guests, rooms in the 
sams way as is dnne in Viceregal Lodge so that they may enter on 
the form their requirem sat viz-.— a carriage, a motor or a riding

horse and send it to A. D. C. at least an hour and a half before. 
On receipt of such slip the A. D. C. should make an endorsement 
thereon and phone to the Karkhana concerned to supply the requi- 
red conveyance. In the evening all such slips should be sent to the 
Karkhana concerned viz,., if order is for carriage or horse the slip is 
to be sent to stable; if for an elephant to Feelkhana and if for Motor 
to Motor garage. 

Such order forms should be kept with A. D. C. s also so that if 
they be required in some guests room he may immediately supply the 
same out of them. Similarly he should himself filll up order and 
send them to Karkhana concerned to send for required carriage or 
conveyance, if some guest is to arrive or some conveyance is wanted 
for some State work. 

The Karkhana concerned should on receipt of such slip, enter 
it in his compliance Register and put it in a file. 

13. MODE OF PURCHASING NEW ARTICLES 

AND 

REJECTING DAMAGED ONES. 

When any new article is to be made or purchased in a 
Karkhana the superintendent and officer of the karkhana should 
both consult to-gether and decide of what material the article should 
be made or from where it should be purchased so that it be strong 
and cheap and the price thereof may come within the amount provid- 
ed for in the budget. For example it should be decided whether for 
kohar (leathern bag for irrigation) natii (rope) of leather will prove 
stronger that of manilla rope. Similarly when some articles are to be 
rejected both officers should meet and decide whether it is profitable 
to sell them by auction or to utilise them for some other work. 
For instance /Au/s (dresses) of elephant or Ghashias (dresses) of 
horses should be sold by auction or be used for some other work. 
Suppose a Gashia is sold and fetches Rs. 5/- whereas if it were torn 
and utilised in making bags for an elephant or in making belts for Its 
bell and thus saving of Rs. 4/- can be made it would be better to sell 
it but if the amount of saving be seven rupees and at the same time 
the articles made are so strong that they can last for the time fixed 
and they are not ugly in appearance they should not be sold rather 
they should be utilised. Another example is of ropes for tightening 
hautias (tents) on elephants. These can be ysed as ropes for tether- 
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ing horses and if they can last for the period fixed for such articles, 
they should be used for this purpose. 

14. ANNUAL GENERAL SAVING. 

Information of all general saving in the Karkhanejat budget 
should at the end of the year be given to the Darbar through Munta- 
zim Karkhanejat Department and action should be taken according 
to the order passed thereon by the Darbar, that is to say, whether it 
would lapse or be kept in Karkhana. 

ts. EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES TO BE DEBITED TO THE 

FUNCTION CONCERNED. 

items in the budget have been fixed on the basis of estimates 
of ordinary and daily expenditure. Such extraordinary expenses as 
have to be incurred on the occasion of big functions should not be 
met from the budget. They should be met from the amount provided 
for the function. 


16. REPAIR OF ARTICLES. 

If any new article is to be purchased or some large 
repairs are to be done, the purchase should be made or 
repair be got done through the General Store, Workshop, Civil 
and Military Stores, Leather Factory, Pestonji Press, etc., etc., as 
the case may be. These karkhanas should be given to understand 
well that they ought to supply such strong things as will last for the 
fixed period. They should also bear in mind that they should not be 
dearer as compared with other karkhanas. If their rates will be 
dearer then there will be no help but to purchase from outside. 
Ordinary repair should be got done in the karkhana itself. 

17. TOUR EXPENSES. 

Amounts for tour expenses have been provided for in karkhana 
budgets. Out of these items expenses for ordinary tour should be met 
according to Civil Service Rules. Expenses of tour made in connec- 
tion with extraordinary tamUat ( functions ) should be met from 
amounts fixed for them. The present system of taking money as 
tasalmat ( suspense ) should be discontinued. 

18. STOCK REGISTER. 

Stock registers, etc., in each karkhana should be maintained 
in the same way as they are maintained in Arayash Karkhana- 
F— 173

ip OFFICE WORK, 

1 . All office work should be conducted according to Correspond- 
ence and Account Manual; but as little correspondence should be 
resorted to as is possible. All orders that are to be issued, should be 
issued through order book. The orders from superior officer should 
so far as possible be obtained by submitting personally the original 
paper or (through order book. In matters of importance only, files 
should be sent to superior officer for orders after preparing notes 
and recording opinion. Correspondence with head office should be 
totally stopped. 

2. If some work is to be done by some other kaHchana in 
connection with some function and that work is not properly per- 
formed by the employees of that karkhana, instead of carrying on 
correspondence about such matters, they should be entered in a book 
called complaint book which shall be kept for this purpose. This 
should be sent to the head officer of that karkhana^ whose duty wilt 
be to note any action that he takes in the matter against It, [andi 
return the book to the officer concerned the same day so that the 
latter may know as to what action has been taken on his complaint. 
If proper action has not been taken, or, if in spite of any action hav- 
ing been taken, the work is not done, as it ought to have been done, 
the matter should be brought to the notice of the superior officer 
and proper arrangement made. If the head of the department be 
out of the station the Assistant ought to act according to instruc- 
tions given above. 

3. Stray pieces of paper are often used to write figures on for 
the purpose of verification, tallying and addition, etc. These 
should not be written on pieces of paper now. A waste book of thick 
paper should be kept for this purpose; whenever for the purposes of 
verification, etc., figures are to be written, they should be written on 
this book in chronological order. 

20. TRAINING OF HUJRAS FOR MOTOR DRIVING. 

In the details of duties of the group of Hujras and Kunwars it 
has been mentioned, that 37 Hujras be reserved for service of food 
and for cleaning utensils. Out of these, four should be trained by 
Motor Engineer for driving motors, so that whenever there be a 
vacancy amongst drivers the post may be given to them. Work of 
service of food on the occasion of functions {tantSf) should also be 
taken from the four Hujras nominated for learning motor driving. 
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21. SYSTEM OF WORK OF THE OFFICER, ANIMAL 

DEPARTMENT. 

The officer, animal department, should follow the following 
system in the discharge of his work. He should come to palace 
early in the morning and pay respects to His Highness, and after 
executing all orders passed by the Darbar should daily see to the 
training of horses. And after this he should go round to inspect his 
Karkhana thus:— Stable two days a week, Hathikhana one day a 
week, motor garage two days a week and Rathkhana two days a 
week. The defects found and instructions given for their removal 
during his inspection, should be entered in the daily order book. 
During Shivapuri season he should come to Gwalior twice every 
month to inspect his Karkhana. At the time of inspection he should 
pay special attention to the fact whether previous orders have been 
carried out or not. Orders passed during inspection should be entered 
in the order book daily, and immediately sent to the Karkhana 
which should return the book after taking copy of order. 

22. TAINATI (TELLING OFF FOR DUTY) OF CARRIAGES, 
BUGGIES AND RATHS, Etc. 

With regard to the use of carriages, Buggies, Raths and Sej- 
garies it is necessary to bear in mind that they should not be told off 
for duty more than is necessary. No iaSnaii should be made 
permanently as a Rath was told off for Josh! Boa. 

For Girls’ School instead of Raths, two Sejgaries be told off 
which may accommodate 20 girls. This iainati will be permanent. 

Shikari carriages should not be told off for duty for any man 
nor should they be used for any other work until any special order 
be given in this behalf. 

23. TO MAKE THE SUBORDINATES TO FULLY 
UNDERSTAND THE SYSTEM. 

Be it known that in starting some system anew great 
difficulties are experienced in the beginning but when once it is 
introduced these difficulties disappear, it is, therefore, the duty of 
each head of department once to make his subordinates clearly 
understand the system and habituate themselves to follow that 
system and when once such habit is formed, all difficulties disap- 
pear in future and work goes on smoothly. It is therefore obliga- - 
tory to let the subordinates understand first what the system is; 
and bow one is to proceed. 
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24. STAFF EXPENDITURE. 

Staff expenditure should be charged only on the occasion of big 
functions such as Viceroy’s or some Ruling Chief’s visit or some 
marriage where expenses incurred are more than Rs. 4,000. On the 
occasion of small functions no charge on this head should be made. 

25. REPAIR OF BUILDINGS. 

Following amounts have been provided for annual repair of 
buildings under this Karkhana. If there be necessity of even some 
petty repair to any building it should be got done at once out of this 
amount and buildings kept in good condition, because often by not 
giving attention to petty repairs at proper time, condition ^of build- 
ings becomes such that at last large amounts have to be spent over 
their repairs : —

26. FILKHANA AND RATHKHANA. 

I. Now both these Karkhanas shall be under the supervision 
of one Superintendent. 

Now there shall be kept only 12 elephants in Feelkhana ; the 
remaining 8 shall be transferred to Military Department which shall 
look after them. The amount of expenditure for these 8 elephants 
shall remain included in the Feelkhana budget. 

27. DUTIES OF SUPERINTENDENT. 

Duties of Superintendent in relation to sections subordinate to 
him shall be the same as ithe officer Karkhank has to perform in 
relation to the Karkhana and which are mentioned in section 2 of 
this part of the Rules. Duties over and above those are given 
below:— 

I. It is his duty to go to the Karkhana at the appointed time 
and see how fodder and rations are given to elephants, bullocks, cows 
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and other animals, to see to the cleanliness of the Karkhana and 
also to inspect whether animals are bathed and kept clean or not. 

2. For gfiving fodder and rations to animals such arrangement 
be made by appointing subordinate officers that GatiekoH, 
GhaudhaH and carriage driver, etc., be not able to steal fodder or 
rations. Open and secret enquiry should also be made in this matter. 
Fodder and ration should be given in such a way that the animal 
may get its stomachful. It should not remain hungry by getting 
less, nor become overfed by getting more. 

3. At the time of inspecting the Karkhana it should also be 
seen that Haudas (tanks), Oharjamas (a kind of saddle), goads for 
elephants, badis (irons fastened to the legs of elephants), carriages, 
Raihs^ tongas, Behlis (a kind of bullock carriages), etc., and all con- 
nected materials are kept clean and in order. The subordinates be 
made to clean properly all the articles mentioned above. Iron and 
brass material should be kept so clean that it may appear new to 
those who look at it. 

4. When elephants, Raths, tongas, and carriages, etc,, are sent 
for use on State duty, the Superintendent should in order to avoid 
delay in service first see whether all material on them is neat and 
clean and that they are properly done up. He should also look to the 
cleanliness and dresses of Faujdar (elephant driver), Chaudhari 
(Rath driver) and Qadekari (bullock cart driver). 

5. The Bharkash (carts for carrying heavy loads) or elephants, 
etc., that are lent to other people on occasions of marriage, etc., shall 
be given through a pass in duplicate that will be received from 
Head Office. 


FORM OF PASS. 

1. Number, 2. Number of elephants or name of Bharkash, 
3. With fees, 4. Without fees, 5. Remark, 

6. In such cases the officer should keep in mind that animals 
sent out thus should not starve or remain thirsty, arrangement for 
their water and ration should be done at proper time. 

7- The period of duty for servants told off for duty should be 
maximum 9 hours in a day and minimum 6 hours. 

8. No deputed servant should ever ask for reward. 1 f it will 
come to light that he did make such request he shall be liable to 
punishment. 
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9. Superintendent should look after the cleanliness of Kar- 
khana of animals and of stock at least four hours in every twenty 
four hours. 

10. Keeping animals in good condition. 

11. To supervise the work of subordinates. 

12. Getting repairs of wear and tear done at proper time. 

13. Rejection of stock at appointed times and purchase of new 
one in its place after submitting report to his officer. 

14. To keep elephants to work. 

1 5. Training of elephants. 

16. To carefully take over silver and gold articles and to 
return them to store after completion of the function. 

17. To keep account of fodder according to the Kalambatmii 
of Forest Department. 

18. To assist Mahuis in the treatment of elephants and 
Chaudhari and carriage drivers, in the treatment of bullocks and 
cows, etc., and to take help from veterinary officer. 

19. To tie Haudas tight on elephants. 

30 . Rubbing of elephants and their bathing. 

21. To keep discipline in Karkhana. 

22. To keep smart turn-out. 

Note. — B y paras 14 and 15 is meant tliat elephants should be kept u.sed to 
work- This will be possible when they will be carried over distances 
of 20 to 30 miles through jungles or cities or on road dnily or thrice 
a week. To train new elephants and to keep under control old 
ones, e. g., no jerks be felt when it moves however fast it may be 
moving, to accustom it to pass quickly over descents and ascents, 
also to accustom it to remain quiet when shots are fired and on 
occasions of marriage it should not startle or become shy at motors, 
conveyances or fireworks, etc. 

23. To habituate elephants to quickly ascend mountains and 
to quickly descend from them. 

24. To accustom elephants to move in a line as they do at the 
time of Hanka ( in hunting). 

25. Practice of gun fire should be done by riding on elephants 
so that they may not fear when shots are fired at the time of 
hunting. 
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26. It is also necessary that elephants be accustomed to move 
in rows of ones, twos and fours so that according to room available 
on road they may be able to walk in rows. 

27. The Superintendent should first put the elephants under 
the charge of those Mahuts, who get Jatboli allowance, and after- 
wards to those who are servants. 

28. Animals which remain tied in the lines should be sent on 
roll for one hour every morning and evening to some open place near 
the Karkhana. 

29. Provision has been made in the budget for green millet 
stalks and sugarcanes for the feed of elephants. In this matter he 
should proceed thus. He should before the time of green millet stalk 
and of sugarcanes go to neighbouring villages and inspect fields there 
and after appraising them carefully should purchase them on, the 
Officer Animal Department agreeing to it, land feed elephants on these 
articles. It should be borne in mind at the time of purchase that 
the purchased fields will suffice for the feed of elephants during the 
season and that their value does not exceed the budgetted amount. 

30. To make bullocks fearless, arrangement should be made 
to take them on rounds or for walk. 

31. Chaudhari and Qadivan should be asked to accustom 
bullocks to go 3 miles per hour in the city and 4 miles per hour 
outside the city and Gadivans ( cart drivers } should be trained to 
drive at this speed. 

32. If bullocks of Bharkash in ordinary use go six miles, they 
should be given full ration of ai- seers otherwise only a seers should 
be given. 

33. The officer can form an estimate of the distance of service 
from his diary or from pass, etc. 

34. It is the officer’s duty to supervise, and to get every thing 
fully cleaned. A few examples as to how cleanliness is to be kept 
are given below: — 

35. Spots of dung and urine should never appear on the body 
of bullocks. 

36. Pillars of houses should not be made dirty by cart drivers 
rubbing their dirty hands against them. 

37. Chirags (Indian lamps) should be put at such places so 
that the house may not become dirty by its smoke. 
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38, A place secluded from view be reserved for storing dung 
and urine of the Karkhana. 

39. Animal’s standing places should be made convenient by 
spreading soft grass thereon. 

40, When animals go out daily in the morning either on roll 
or on duty, the servant should at that time take the grass spread 
over their stand, and expose it to sun in the open for drying. He 
should clean the stand and after the bullock’s duty is finished, feed 
them on their ration and then spread the grass again. 

41. Above the stand of every animal a clot of Labor i salt 
attached to wire be hung at a height that the animal may easily 
lick it. 


42. Execution of orders of Pichhari (Zenana) should be done 
according to the pass of the Zenana Deorhi Officer.

43. Bharkash should not be used except for His Highness' 
work, they should not be given on occasions of marriage, etc. 

44. If by chance Bharkash gets wet, the officer should first get 
its upholstery dried and then keep it in line. The Bharkash should 
not be allowed to be kept in line if its covering is wet. 

45 - tainaii (told off for duty) Bharkash return from duty 
to Karkhana before sunset, the drivers should be warned to, at that 
very time, wash clean their wheels with water. If they return from 
duty at night, arrangement should be made for their cleaning early 
in the morning next day. 

46. If conveyance is given to any person in connection with 
his duty, it shall be incumbent upon him to use that conveyance for 
State work only, and not to take it through the whole city. The 
tainati officer should inform Uhe driver of this order, who should 
report to his officer if the person to whom conveyance is given is not 
acting according to it. 
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47. W conveyance has been given by way of #a©e«a/e©, the 
taeenatl (deputed) driver should be specially informed that he should 
take the conveyance wherever he is ordered to take and in such 
case he should act according to such order. 

48. Candle should be burnt in lanterns fixed to Khasa (special) 
Bharkashes and for each Kharchi (for ordinary use ) Bharkasha 
a lantern of red colour, in which lamp oil should be used, should be 
fixed to the middle of the yoke. A box of matches should be kept 
with each lantern. Lanterns should be fixed on night duty only. 
If any Bharkash has some occasion to wait for an hour or for half 
an hour, the driver ought to put the lantern out and on starting light 
it again ; light is necessary when Bharkash is going out. When it is 
stopping, the driver should take care, not to waste oil by keeping 
lanterns burning, otherwise he shall have to account for that. 

49. Officer should warn Chaudhries etc to see to the cleanliness 
of bullocks, Bharkashes and drivers when they are sent out. This 
should not only be done at the time when these are sent on khas 
( special ) duty of His Highness, but also when they are sent on 
other duties. 

50. Bullocks should be cleaned with brushes. 

51. A ticket should be affixed at the stand of each animal. On 
it should be recorded : — 

( I ) Description, age etc of the animal. 

( 3 ) Name of the servant. 

( 1 ) Its food. 

( 2 ) An>' special matter relating to it. 

52. Any order for duty should be executed within half an hour. 

53. Rations should be given to animals daily at both times. 

54. During summer it should be given at seven in the morning 
and at five in the evening. 

55. During winter it should be given within eight in the morn- 
ing and after five in the evening. 

56. Superintendent should make timely arrangement for 
drugs etc required during the disease of an animal and the officer 
should have knowledge of the disease of animals and of their cure. 

57. For loads up to six maunds each Karkhana should keep 
its own Thelas ( hand carts). For loads of greater weight heavy 
or light bullock carts should be provided according to weight. Officer 
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should take care not to give Bharkaskes of more carrying capacities 
for loads of less weight. 

58. Bharkashes should be given on receipt of passes in the 
following form : —

59. Preparation and repair of Bharkashes should be done 
according to other Bharkashas, Servants and pair of bullocks 
employed on eight bullock, six-bullock and four bullock Laatias (heavy 
carts) which are not brought into use often, should be utilized for 
those seven Latihias ( light carts). 

60. To carry ration and fodder etc. for Farrashkhana Kothi 
and Karkhana twelve Ladhas (heavy carts) and Ladhias (big carts) 
are fixed. Daily work should be taken from them. In emergent 
cases order should be obtained from superior officer. 

28. POWERS OF SUPERINTENDENT OF RATHA KHANA 

AND FILKHANA. 

Powers of Superintendent shall be as follows : — 

( 1 ) He is empowered to reinstate or dismiss ail employees 
subordinate to him, getting less than Rs. 10. It should, 
however, be kept in mind that no order of dismissal be 
passed without sufficient proof. 

In making appointments following points ought to be taken 
into consideration : — 

(a ) The person appointed should not be less than 18 years. 

( A ) He should be healthy, ready worker, honest and of good 
behaviour. Doctor’s certificate for health should be 
secured, If he was employed somewhere the discharge 
certificate should be seen. 

( o ) Attention should also be paid to the fact as to whether 
the person appointed is fit to discharge properly the work 
to which he is being appointed. 

( 2 ) Can grant leave according to Civil Service Rules to all 
whose reinstatement or dimissal is within his power. 

Can grant casual leave for one week according to Civil 
Service ^Rules to all subordinates getting more than 
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Rs. to. In cases beyond his power sanction of the superior 
officer should be obtained. 

( 3 ) Can fine his subordinates up to Rs, 2 and can remit half 
of that amount. For inflicting fine, however^ suffi- 
cient proof must exist. 

( 4 ) If any person is charged with the embezzlement of stock 
he is empowered to fine him up to Rs. 5 and suspend him 
according to the nature of the offence up to one month, 

29. DUTIES OF HEAD MAHAUT (ELEPHANT DRIVER.) 

It is the duty of Head Mahaut to keep his subordinates accus- 
tomed to hard work, to get elephants trained by them as mentioned 
above, to get ^dismissed any Mahaut who cannot train elephants 
and get some qualified man appointed in his place ; to get 
Mahauts accustomed to find ^out the way without the help of 
a guide, and to climb elephants quickly on hills and to get them down 
quickly and to be able to find out quickly as to from where the ele- 
phant will be able to pass through easily, to take the elephant towards 
the given]direction, and to see that direction does not change. If no place- 
for coming down is found, to get to the given direction by taking a 
circuitous route, with what care to take the elephant near a wounded 
animal so that no injury be caused to the rider and to the elephant, 
not to let the elephant go over a wounded tiger, not to habituate the 
elephant to encounter the game, to accustom the elephant tou proot 
trees j not to take the elephant to any such place where there is 
apprehension of danger. The Mahaut should quickly see and tell 
the rider where the animal is sitting. Mahawat should act with 
courage. Often on account of Mahawat’s timidity elephant does not 
act according to his prompting. Such Mahawats should not be 
appointed. With what speed elephants are to be driven in processions, 
when they should be driven fast and when slow. To drive according 
to the occasion. For example when wounded animal has run away, 
the elephant should be driven fast so that it may not go out of sight 
or we may be able to guess where the animal is. The elephant should 
be driven slow when going in search of a wounded animal. Besides 
these, it shall be the duty of Head Mahawat to look after the eight 
elephants which have been transferred to Military Department • and 
examine them according to the instructions given above. He should 
set right what he finds to be out of order because these elephants 
Will also be brought into use for Shikar, and processions etc. 
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30. DUTIES OF MAHAWAT. 

Duties of Mahauts shall be as follows; — 

( 1 ) To keep watch over the fodder and rations of elephants. 

( 2 ) To keep elephants and their things neat and clean ; to 
take them on rounds from time to time and to try to make their 
speed fast and light. 

( 3 ) To paint elephants on proper occasions. 

( 4 ) To inform the officer, in time, if the elephant gets some 
disease or if any signs of disease appear; and to try in every way to 
make it healthy by proper treatment. 

( 5 ) When the season of male elephants becoming excited with 
lust comes on, information of this should be given to the officer and 
proper arrangement for this should be made. 

( 6 ) When any elephant is sent on duty a report of everything 
being alright should be made to the officer after completion of 
that duty. 

( 7 ) So that an elephant may leave the habit of startling or 
becoming shy, it should be taken to places where musical instru- 
ments are played or where fire works are displayed but care 
should be taken that on such occasions the elephant should be made 
to stand at a place when if it startles and runs away it may not 
injure people. 

C 8 ) He should do himself and get done by servants all other 
similar works relating to elephants, and besides this he should 
immediately carry out orders given by the officer in connection with 
State duty. 

( 9 ) If a Mahaut sees any buggy coming before him he should 
turn the elephent to a side near the road. If he will not do this and 
horses startle and some accident takes place he shall be liable to 
punishment. 

31. DUTIES OF BHALEKARI AND BANDAR. 

Duties of Bhalekari and Bandar shall be as follows .■ — 

( 1 ) To keep clean Bhaias ( spears ) and Bans ( rockets ) and 
Other Weapons that are used by them. 

(2) To practise with their weapons, so that he may be able to 
Use them properly when any occasion for the same arise. 
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( 3 ) To open every year filled Bans ( rockets ) and to refill them 
after cleaning, so that there be no difficulty in their going off. 

( 4 ) To carry out completely all orders given by the officer and 
to try to discharge well and to the approval of the officer all duties 
entrusted to him. 

32. DUTIES OF QADEKARI. 

Duties of Oadekari shall be as follows: — 

( 1 ) To give fodder and rations to elephants at appointed times 
and to take care that no theft of these things takes place. 

( 2 ) To bathe elephants and to keep them clean. 

{ 3 ) To carry out Mahaut’s orders regarding cleanliness. 

( 4 ) Besides this to carry out in time orders given by the officer 

33. DUTIES OFCHAUDHRI, DRIVERS ETC. 

1. It is the duty of every Chaudhri driver to look to the cleanli’ 
ness of ail Bharkashes (heavy carts) under his charge, as well as to 
arrange for fodder and rations of all animals under his charge acco- 
rding to officer’s order. He should take care that no theft of latter 
takes place. 

2. To repot in time to the officer any increase or decrease in 
animals or Bharkashe^. 

3. To carry out immediately and readily all orders given by the 
officer for State work. 

4. Rath and Bah/is etc should always be taken on by-paths and 
the main road should be left entirely for Buggies etc. 

34. GOSH ALA ( COWS SHED ) 

1. Officer Rathkhana should manage for cleanliness of animals 
in Qoshala No. 1 according to rules mentioned under Rathkhana. 

2. Place where cows are milked should be fitted with floor of 
smooth stones so that it may not give out bad smell by absorbing milk 

3. Utensils for milking, should be gilded inside and they should 
be in double sets. They should first be washed with cold and then 
with hot water and afterwards be rubbed well so that all grease be 
removed and no bad smell remain there. 

4. Utensils used one day should not be used next day but they 
should be used third day. The utensils used next day should also be 
cleaned in the same way. 
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5. Pieces of cloth for sifting milk should also be kept in double 
sets. They should also be cleaned completely like utensils so that no 
grease or smell remains therein and they should also be used third 
day. 

6. Milk required for drinking purposes should be pure cow’s 
milk. Proper care should be taken that buffaloe’s milk is not mixed 
with this. 

7. Two boxes fitted with lock and key should be provided for 
sending milk for drinking from Qoshala to kitchen. There should be 
two keys to each lock one of which should remain with the officer of 
this Karkhahana and the other with the kitchen Karkhanas. The 
officer should fill the boxes with milk and send them after locking. 

8. For fodder and rations of cows and buffaloes etc same rules 
should be observed as are given under head Rstthkhana, 

p. At every stand in the Qaoo Shala a ticket showing the 
animals ^age, food, description features, and condition should be 
hung as has been recommended in the case of Rathkhana. 

lo. Arrangement for cleaning etc of Qoshala No. 2 should also 
be made according to rules in this behalf for Qoshala No. i.

36. STABLES. 

I. There are four sections in this Karkhana : ~ 

(I) First Karkhana Qadi ( carriages }. 

(2} Secotid Horses for riding which consists of. 

(1} Khogeer (pack saddle ) horses (2) saddle horses. 

(3) Horses for Buggeekhana which consists of. 

(1) For Khasa ( special ) riding. 

(2) For guests or other servants. 

(41.) Horses for Kharchi (ordinary duties). 

2. In the first section viz Karkhana Buggee, Khasi ( special ) 
carriages be kept, first those that are special for the use of His 
Highness or of Her Highnesses Maharani Sahibas and second those 
which are for the use of guests. 

3. In second section carriages for ordinary use be kept and 
light victorias drawn by one horse should be kept here. 

4. It is the duty of the person in charge of a carriage to look, whil e 
sending it for service, to the cleanliness of its upholstry and of all other 
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things; nail s, iron and brass parts. On return it should be k ep t under 
the shed after having been fully cleaned but if the carriage returns 
at night, it should be cleaned early in the mornig next day. 

37, REPAIR OF CARRIAGES Etc. 

When any thing is sent for repair to workshop, the forwarding 
department should fix the time ( in which it should be returned after 
repair ). Besides this, if repair etc can be done cheap by the Depart- 
ment it should be brought to the notice of the Superintendent 
workshop. If the latter can do the repair within time and at that 
cost it is alright, if not repair should be taken in hand after obtaining 
sanction of superior department. 

38. CLEANING MATERIAL. 

For polishing tops of carriages or varnished leather an oil should 
be prepared by mixing following things: — 

(1) Eggs 10. cod liver 12 ounce. 

(2) Glycerine half ounce. 

(3} Ascetic Acid half ounce. 

(4) Oil of turpentine 2 ounces. 

(5) Methylated spirit 10 ounces. 

(d) Water 7 ounce. 

2. Method of preparation. — Eggs should be cut and glycerine 
and]ascetic acid be slowly mixed with them and this mixture be 
kept in a bottle, afterwards methylated spirit mixed with equal 
quantity of water, be poured in that bottle which should be shaken 
well and 50 ounces of water be added to it. This should be kept. 

3. Manner of rubbing oil:— half a tola vix. 6 mashas of the 
prepared oil, be poured on the leather and rubbed with soft cloth so 
long as the oil is absorbed. Few minutes after it should be rubbed 
with another soft cloth with light hand till it becomes bright. This 

should be used for tops of carriages and for varnished leather once 
a week. 

4 - Polish for cleaning brown leather:— methylated spirit half 
pint, gum shellac 2 ounce, camphor two drams, dragon’s blood two 
drams, powder resin four drams, annats four drams, all these things 
should be powdered separately and mixed together. The bottle 
containing the mixture should be shaken twice for three days. The 
polish becomes ready after three days and is ready for use. 
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5. Method of using it:— -A thin coating of it be painted over 
leather by sponge wetted with the same and then it should be 
rubbed slowly with soft cloth or brush till it begins to shine. 

6 . For cleaning brass almond polish (i) should be used. 

7. For cleaning iron Baibirang ( a medicinsal seed ) and 
burnisher should be used. 

8. Gilt articles should be cleaned with chalk and Sabre. 

9 . To soften leather saddle soap should be used on its outside 
and neats-foot oil on the inside. 

10. For cleaning carriages sabre or Selvyt should be used. 

ir. The formulae given above, for cleaning of articles, have 
been given by way of example. Besides these, there: are a number 
of formulae for cleaning various kinds of articles and for their 
polish and colour. And it is possible, that in future also, new and 
better formulae may be introduced. Therefore, such formula should 
be brought into use, as is better, easy and economical, because it is 
not meant that any particular formula tmust be used, but the 
object is that articles should remain clean and in good condition. 

39. DUTY OF COACHMAN. 

t. All coachmen and syces should go on duty in clean uniform 
Before taking conveyances and horses for service, they should see 
that they are neat and clean. 

2. When a coachman has to drive a distance of four miles, it 
is his duty to give water for drinking to horses wherever he may get 
an opportunity. It is also his duty to enquire form the gentleman, 
for whom any coachman is told off, as to how long carriage wiil 
remain in his attendance and if the time given by him is more than 
5 hours the coachman should inform the Karkhana to send another 
pair to the place where conveyance is required after 5 hours. 

3. If conveyance is required in the morning or in the evening 
viz at the time fixed for giving ration to horses and they have not 
been fed food should be taxen with them. 

40 . TRAINING OF HORSES. 

t. Pour men have been employed In the stable to train 
horses. The scale is of four horses to one man. These four men 
will be able to train 16 horses. Now there remain four horses and 
none is appointed for them becaus on account of sickness or on 
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account of going on duty this number will not be able to take part 
in the training, 

3. It shall be the duty of these four men to train the horses 
in such a way that they shoisM be alert in their pace, that no 
jerks be felt while they are running, they should gallop also, and 
should not startle at anything. They should be under control of 

A 

rein viz they should turn easily in any direction at a touch of the 
thigh and should not run away. Out of the packsaddle horses, 
five horses should be trained to walk in limping and leaping gaits. 

Si It shall be the duty of Rakab Bardar in the stable to see 
that saddles of horses are cleaned properly or not and whether they 
are kept neatly, whether saddle room is properly cleaned or not. 
It is of first importance that every part of leather materials should 
be soft. The test of cleanliness is that clothes of those who sit on 
saddles may not get soiled. The Rekab Bardar should, therefore 
. supervise all these things. 

4. Sadd les and Hhogir should be put on saddle and Khogir 
horses respectivey, and they should in this way be taken to training 
ground for exercise at 7-30 in the morning during winter season and 
return to stable at 9-30. Horses, which have no riders, should 
after training be brought to stable by syces. They will be trained 
by Sawars by turns. Similarly in evenings they should be taken 
out at 5 and return at 6. 

5. During summer they should reach training ground at g 
and return at 7. 

6. During summer, light canter and light trot be tried and 
walking exercise should be given for long time. In the evening they 
should be taken out for walk from 5-30 to 6-30. 

41. DUTY OF RIKABDAR. 

(1) When a horse be sent for service he shculd see whether 
the stirrups and other things are well clean and should accompany 
the horse. 

(2) If any difficulty takes place during service he should on 
returning to stable report of the same to the officer, 

42. DUTY OF CHABUK SAWAR (JOCKEY WHO 
TRAINS HORSES) AND SAWAR. 

I. If any articles in connection with horses or IfAosrrrs, etc., 
are to be repaired or new ones are to be purchased, he should report 



of this to his officer, that is to Superintendent, and steps be taken 
for their repair or replacement. 

3. He should take horses to the place fixed for their walking 
exercise and make them walk there. But to remove their startling 
tendency they should be taken through the city or to the jungle. 
They should be given night ex rcise also. The parade horses that 
are accustomed to halt should be taken to the parade ground where 
drill and parade is done and efforts should be made to free them of 
startling tendency, 

43 . general clauses RELATING TO STABLE. 

I. The system in vogue up to this time as regards rations to 
be given to horses was that some used to get 3 seers while others 
got four seers, that is to say, no quantity was fixed, but different 
horses were given differnt quantities according to need. Similarly 
some horses was given in their rations gur ( jaggery ), ghee, sugar, 
flour, etc., in addition to grams and salt. Now in the budget provision 
has been made only for grams and salt and one rate has fixed for all 
horses that is to say quantity has been fixed. The officer animal 
department can therefore in consultation with Superintendent stable 
and with Salutri decide as to what quantity of rations be given to 
which hore and out of the saving consequent on the change in the 
quantity of rat gur ( jaggery, ) ghee, sugar and fJour etc can be 
given to those horses for whom it be found necessary, 

2 Twelve horse have been kept for (pair of four) . They 

should be habituated to go simply as well as in pairs of two, 

3 On requisition from Military Department carriage horses 
from Buggechana should be sent for work of ammunition column 
so that they may continue getting this training also,

45 . DUTIES OF SUPERINTENDENT STABLE. 

Duties of Superintendeut in relation to sections subordinate to 
him shall generally be the same as the officer kardhana has to 
perform in relation to the karkhana and which are given in para 
No. 2 of these rules. 

46. POWERS OP SUPERINTENDENT STABLES 

Powers of Superintendent shall be as follows: — 

(1) He is empowered to reinstate or dismiss all employees 
subordinate to him getting less than Rs. lo/- It should however be 
kept in mind that no order of dismissal be passal without sufficient 
proof. 

In making appointments following points ought to be taken 
into consideration: — 

(a) The person appointed should not be less than 18 years. 

{b) He should be healthy, ready worker, honest and of good 
behaviour. Doctor’s certificate for health should be 
secured. If he was employed somewhere the discharge 
certificate should be seen. 

(©) Attention should also be paid to the fact as to whether 
the person appointed is fit to discharge properly the 

work to which he is being appointed.

(2) Can grant leave according to Civil Service Rules to all 
whose reinstatement or dismissal is within his power. 

Can grant casual leave for one week according to Civil Service 
Rules to all subordinates getting less than Rs. 10/- In cases beyond 
his power, sanction of the superior officer should be obtained. 
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(3) Can fine his subordinate up to Rs. 3/-and can remit half 
of that amount. For inflicting fine however sufficient proof 
must exist. 

(4) If any person is charged with the embezzlement of stock 
he is empwered to fine him up to Rs, 5/-and suspend him according 
to the nature of the offence up to one month. 

47. MOTOR KARKHANA. 

All State motor and caravan cars which are now and shall in 
future be placed in palace garage shall be under the Superv ision of 
this karkhana and the latter will be under the direct charge of a 
motor Engineer. 

48 DUTIES OF MOTOR ENGINEER. 

Duties of motor Engineer shall be as follows:— 

1. On coming in the morning, he should first inspect all 
motor cars and see whether they are clean and whether there paint 
and colour, upholstery [amps and all other parts are in fit condition, 

2. After this he should sit in his office and hear drivers, 
reports and pass proper orders thereon. 

3. He should keep a daily order book in his office wherein 
following matters should be entered for the guidance of his subordi- 
ates: — 

1. Defects found during the morning round should be ente- 
red in order to inform the subordinates of them, so that 
in future such mistakes may not occur. 

2. Orders to be passed on drivers, report for orbinary repairs 
of cars should be entered in this order book. He should 
get done by Mistri only that repair which is beyond the 
driver’s capability otherwise he should order the driver 
to do the repair in the manner indicated and see in his 
next day’s round whether the same has been effected. 

3. Drivers duties should also be entered here viz who will 
remain at night and who will relieve him. Such duties 
should be fixed by rotation. 

4. Copy the orders received from Head office, through order 
book, in his own order book and get them carried out 
and return the Head office order book immedilately. 
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4- He should specially look to the upholstery of cars because 
there is much apprehension of its being eaten into by insects. 

5. All cars should be divided thus amongst the drivers in the 
garage; such and such driver shall be responsible for cleaning of 
such and such cars, they shall also every day in the morning report 
to the motor Engineer in his office any increase or decrease found in 
their respective cars and obtain his orders in this matter. 

6 . A small godown will be kept under the charge of motor 
Engineer wherein will be stocked necessary material required for 
daily work, and with which he will effect ordinary repairs etc. 

7. To supervise petrol in this way. When a car returns from 
outside he should see how much petrol did it spend, what distance 
did the car cover and what is the average number of miles per gall- 
on for that car; and whether at this rate the quantity of petrol spent 
is not in excess. If it is in excess explanation should be called from 
the driver, 

8. Motors require rwo kinds of repairs: — 

(1) Ordinary repairs. 

(2) Heavy repairs. 

No. 1 . should always be done in motor garage and the work 
No. 2 should be sent to workshop provided that Press and Co do 
not undertake to do the work cheaper and within the time fixed. 

9. Motors that are not used for long time should every second 
or third month be carried from 10 to 15 miles so that they may 
remain in working order. 

49. POWERS OF MOTOR ENGINEER. 

Powers of motor Engineer shall be as follows: — 

(i) He is empowered to reinstate or dismiss all employees 
subordinate him getting less than Rs. 10/- It should, however, be 
kept on mind that no order of dismissal be passed without sufficient 
proof.

Motor Engineer’s office should be located in the Palace at the 
place where motor Store now is. Motor Engineer should come and 
grease, this office. He should daily examine all accounts of petrol, sit 
in lubricating oil, tyres, tubes etc etc and put his signature thereon. 

51. REGISTER OF PETROL. 

A register for the account of petrol should be kept In the fol- 
lowing form. — 

(I.) Serial number. 

(2.) Name of car. 

(3.) Name of person using the car. 

(4.) Particulars whether ordinary service or some other work. 

(5.) Number of miles. 

(6.) Number of gallons of petrol spent. 

(7.) An account of wear and tear of tyres and tubes with name 
of person to whom entrusted. 

(8.) Other material spent. 

(9.) ft emark. In this column should be shown whether petrol 
spent is more or less than the rate fixed for each car so 
many miles per gallon. 
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53. SHIVAPURl SEASON. 

The senior-most of all the drivers present at Shivapuri when 
Darbar are staying there or during season or at some other camp, 
shall discharge all duties of Motor Engineer. 

53 MODE OF KEEPING CARS 

Motor cars should always be kept fitted with tyres and tubes 
provided that they are put on Jacks.

55. MATERIALS AND INSTRUMENTS BELONGING TO 
EACH CAR TO BE KEPT IN THAT CAR. 

Material of each car be kept in that car. It should not be so 
that material of one car be used for that of another.

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36 . NAMING OF CARS WHICH SHOULD BE KEPT 

READY ALWAYS. 

Following cars should always be kept ready in motor garage 
without notice:— 

( I ) Romer, 

( 2 ) Two for their Highnesses Maharani Sahibas, 

( 3 ) For guests, two Fords. 

( 4 ) One lorry, 

( 5 ) One Brake. 

57. MOTOR BATTERIES TO BE KEPT EMPTY ALWAYS. 

Motor Batteries should alv^^ays be kept empty. On receiving 
notice they should be filled and made ready. 

58. EXPENDITURE OF PETROL. 

Provision has been made in the Budget for expenditure of 
petrol at the rate of 1 00 gallons per month, but this is an approxi- 
mate figure. On calculation it will appear that there will be a 
saving of 30 or 40 gallons every month. Out of this saving extra- 
ordinary expenditure should be met; for instance, some guests come 
from Jhansi to Shivapuri by motor or some lorry is sent to the 
place of Shikar, etc. 

59. DUTIES OF MOTOR DRIVERS. 

It shall be the duty of drivers to always look to the cleanliness 
of their respective cars and to keep supervision on the cleaners 
whether they clean properly or not. 

60. LIABILITIES OF DRIVERS. 

Motor Engineer shall always hold drivers responsible for 
cleanliness and good order of their respective cars. For this reason 
drivers or cleaners should never open a car without motor Engin. 
eer’s permission nor transfer anything from one car to another. 

61. OVERHAULING OF MOTORS. 

Motor Engineer after attending to ordinary daily duties men- 
tioned above, may, if need be, take in hand the work of opening or 
overhauling any car. 

62 . MODE OF WASHING MOTOR CARS 

In washing carriages and motors care should be taken that 
nothing on them is scratched, rather they should be washed by 
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pouring water otherwise there is apprehension of varnish getting 
spoilt. After washing, the car should be dried up with some soft 
cloth, so that no lines are made on it. Composition should be applied 
with spray twice a week to motor cars that are used mostly, so 
that there may occur no change in their appearance. 

63. WHEN CLEANER SHOULD BE SENT WITH MOTOR 

DRIVER. 

It has often been noticed when a motor car is sent out be it 
for any distance, a cleaner always accompanies the driver. There 
is no need of this. There is no harm if a cleaner accompanies a driver 
when journey is long. Motor Engineer, therefore, while assigning 
duties, should specify in his order whether a cleaner would ac- 
company the driver or not. 

64 . SUPERVISION OF MOTOR CARS FOR KHASI (SPECIAL) 

SERVICE 

Cars special for the service of His Highness and Maharani 
Sahibas should be kept separate under the supervision of one 
driver, and the latter should be made responsible for their cleanliness. 

65. SHIKARKHANA. 

Duties of Superintendent in relation to sections subordinate 
to him shall generally be the same as the officer Karkhana has to 
perform in relation to the Karkhana and which are given in para 
No. 3 of these rules. His duties which are over and above those 
are mentioned below: — 

( I ) It Is also the officer’s duty to work ten days in a month 
In his office and the remaining 20 days he should devote to the 
inspection of his subordinate Karkhanas. On the day, when he 
inspects a Karkhana at Headquarter or at a distance within ten 
miles, he should do office work also. 

( 2 ) It is valid if he does no office work on the day 
when he goes and inspects a Karkhana at a distance 
of more than ten miles but within 30 miles, and returns after inspec- 
tion and thus whole day is spent, when the officer goes on tour for 
inspection he should note in his diary the time of starting, the time 
of returning and the work done during inspection. 

( 3 ) To keep ready beforehand, all matters that may be requir- 
ed at the time of superior officer’s inspection. 
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( 4 ) When the superior officer comes for inspection, it is the 
officer s duty to accompany the former all the time he is in office, 
and to show him ail works of Karkhana and should reply fully all 
questions put to him. 

(5) Superintendent should perfectly arrange that rations 
should not be given to animals in the Karkhana at night, it should 
be given before the lighting of lamps, that is to say, during summer 
from 6 to 7 in the evening and during winter from 5 to 6. 

( 5 ) To acquaint himself well with the book called Rahebar 
Shikar (Guide to Hunting} relating to the Shikar of tigers, as well 
as with the Kalambandi relating to the management for Shikar? and 
get his subordinates also to acquaint themselves with it; to do every 
thing in connection with Shikar according to it and get his sub- 
ordinates also to do accordingly. 

Nnri<’. — Two iiiothods of iiuiiJHgcincut for Shikar have Ik'Oii pointed 
<.>ut in tills book — 

1. Iio 3 'al shoot. 2. Ordinary'. 

Before taking up management it should therefore be enquired 
as to what sort of management should be done and arrangement 
should be done according to the order given. 

66. POWERS OF SUPERINTENDENT SHIKARKHANA. 

Powers of Superintendent Shikarkhana shall be as follows: — 

( I ) He is empowered to reinstate or dismiss all employees 
subordinate to him getting less than Rs. 10. It should, however, be 
kept in mind that no order of dismissal be passed without sufficient 
proof. 

In making appointments following points ought to be taken 
into consideration: — 

( a ) The person appointed should not be less than 18 years, 

(k) He should be healthy, ready worker, honest and of good 
behaviour. Doctor’s certificate for health should be 
secured. If he was employed somewhere, the discharge 
certificate should be seen. 

( o ) Attention should also be paid to the fact as to whether 
the person appointed is fit to discharge properly the work 
to which he is being appointed. 

( 2 ) Can grant leave according to Civil Service Rules to all 
whose reinstatement or dismissal is within his power. 
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Can grant casual leave for one week according to Civil Service 
Rules to all subordinates getting more than Rs. lo. In cases beyond 
his power sanction of the superior officer should be obtained. 

( 3 ) Can fine his subordinate up to Rs. 3 and can remit half 
of that amount. For inflicting fine, however, sufficient proof must 
exist. 

( 4 ) If any.j person is charged with the embezzlement of 
stock, he is empowered to fine him up to Rs. 5 and suspend him 
according to the nature of the offence up to one month 

67. RAMNAS ( PRESERVES FOR GAME) BELONGING TO

68 DUTIES OF SHIKARI. 

Duties of Shikari shall be as follows:— 

( I ) It is the duty of Shikaris also to keep diaries. They 
should live at Headquarter for ten days in a month. For remain- 
ing days they should tour in the various Ramnas under their 
charge and verify as to how many and what animals are in Khohs 
under their charge and enter this in their diary. 

( 3 ) No one should be allowed to fire in preserved Ramnas, 
If some one does this without order, he should be handed up for the 
offence of disobedience and produced before courts. Any one can 
shoot in those Ramnas which are not preserved. 

( 3 ) Shikaris should be acquainted fully with the real state 
and ways in and out of each Khoh under their charge. 

( 4 ) Shikari should select a place for Parao ( camping ) In 
his Ramna and the place should be such that RssBtl can be supplied 
from some near place. 

( 5 ) When order for tiger shooting is given, the Shikari should 
be given from Karkhana advance as Tasalmat for expenditure 
detailed below: — 

( I ) Amount for expenditure of baoti ( hait ). 

( 2 ) To pay off wages of shouters ( Hankewalas ). 
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( 3 ) The Shikari should pay on the spot price of articles 
purchased for bmoii ( bait ) expenditure and take receipt 
for it and send a statement of expenditure together 
with receipts in proper form to the Karkhana. 

(4) Provision has now been made in the budget for Hanka 
( shouting } and baoli ( bait ). Therefore expenditure on 
these items should not be taken from any other place. 
They should be met from the budget. Of course, on the 
occasion of big functions such expenditure should be 
met from the amount sanctioned for it. 

(6) A light Chholdari be given to a Shikari and for carrying 
it he should keep his own camel in his Ramna. Permission is given 
for grazing that camel in the Ramna. 

(7) If the Chholdari given to him requires to be changed after 
3 years’ use, the officer should report to Head Office for the change. 
There is no need of changing it if it is serviceable. 

(8) At the boundary of Khoh a sign-board bearing on it the 
words “Reserve Ramna ’’ should be fixed. 

(9) Only those persons can go for shooting in Reserve Ramnas 
who have been given passes. 

(10) A notice written in each of the three languages — Hindi, 
Urdu and English, shall be kept with the Shikari, which he shall 
show to persons coming without passes for shooting in Ramna 

(I i) The above notice shall be to this effect— “This Ramna is 
reserved for special shooting for His Highness. No one is permitted 
to shoot here without a pass.’' 

(13) If a person does not refrain from shooting even after 
showing this notice, proper steps should be taken against him by 
submitting a report through proper channel. 

(13) Maps showing boundaries of Dangs in Ramnas have been 
prepared. Shikaris in charge of various Ramnas should be provided 
with a copy of such maps of their respective charges. 

(14) The Shikari should keep watch over any tanks, etc , that 
are situated within his limits, to this extent only that no one should 
shoot birds, etc., that come to those tanks. If Zamindar takes water 
of the tank tor irrigating fields or cultivates land in the tank, he 
shQuld not be prevented from doing so. 
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(is) Shikari should take beg&r from village people either for 
State work or for himself when he goes to Ramna at the time of 
shooting. If he takes work from them, their wages should be paid 
according to scale. 

(16) Shikari should enter all expenditure on baoti in the form 
supplied to him and submit the same together with receipt to 
the officer. 

(17) Every Shikari must have one watch and one whistle, 

(18) Shikari should personally inform His Highness every 
month of all animals that may be within the limits of the Ramna 
under his charge and after fully studying the book “Guide to Tiger 
Hunting” (Rahebar Shikar Sher) and “Kalambandi Shikar,” he should 
do everything in connection with Shikar according to the instruction 
contained therein. 


69. UNIFORM. 

Uniform of Shikaris shall be as follows: — 

(1) Khaki Hunting Coat. 

(2) Khaki Knicker. 

(3) Khaki Patti. 

(4) "- Khaki Safa (Head dress) . 

70. REPAIR TO MALAS. 

Provision has been made in the budget for repair of Matas. 
This amount should be kept under Superintendent Shikarkhana’s 
control, so that he may get repair done according to need and keep 
Malas in good condition. He is responsible for this If a certain 
Mala requires more repair, this should be done firsthand rapair of 
other Malas may be taken up afterwards, 

71. CLEANING OF FOREST. 

As formerly there was always dispute between Forest Depart- 
ment and Shikarkhana about the cleaning of Jungle, an officer from 
Forest Department has, therefore, been attached to this Karkhana. 
It is, therefore, his duty to clear forest according to the instructions 
of Superintendent Karkhana and keep all forests near Ramnas in 
good condition so that at the time of shooting no difficulty may 
arise in Ramnas and elephants may pass easily and game may 
be seen and no necessity may arise of cleaning the Dang at the 
time, which may involve heavy expenditure.

Gardens. 


I. CHARGE. 


Following gardens have nov/ been attached to this 
department; — 

( I ) Rambagh. This includes that portion of Jamna 

Bagh which has not been included 
in the Park. 

( 2 ) Hiranban ( deer forest ). 

( 3 ) Naulakha. 

( 4 ) Deviban, 

( 5 ) Gangasagar. 

(6) Belbagh. 

( 7 ) Dilkusha. Boundaries of Dilkusha are as follows.— 

Souih — From palace to Lalitpur gate. 
East — Banganga. 

West — Up to motor garage and 
Hathikhana. In Bagh Bahar 
that portion should also be 
taken as included which is to 
the west of Ball room and 
where small fountain is fixed 
up. 


(8) Vishrant. 

(9) Nautal. 


Mofih — From Pichhari well dp to 
Madgah [ and Electric Power 
House, together with that 
portion where China guns are 
kept. 

This includes Radha Bagh and that 
portion of garden towards Nadi gate 
which is to the west of palace be- 
tween Radha Bagh, Motitavela (Moti 
Stable) and Nadi gate. 
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(10) Bagh Bade Mualla. 

(11) Bagh Kampu Kothi. 

(12) Gardens at Shivapuri. This includes Padora also. 

(13) Garden at Sheopur Paltice. 

(14) Garden at Kaliadeh Ujjain. 

(15) Garden at Agra Kothi. 

3. DUTIES OF DIRECTOR GARDENS, 

1. Director should prepare a progrmme of his daily work, such 
as to-day he will visit one garden and to-morrow another. He must 
go round and visit the Palace once daily; and should see the flowers 
put in flower, pots because they are often not put properly. 

2. Director should name the garden and iix the number of 
lawns, vegetable beds, or beds of fruit bearing trees to be made 
therein. So far as possible number of lawns should be less, and they 
should be adjoining such roads on which there is traffic of horses 
and carriages. Beds of vegetables should not be near roads. Such 
beds should, as far as possible, be placed in such interior portion 
of the gardens as are not exposed to view from any road. 

3. Out of the places mentioned above in Bagh bahar, which 
is situate in the internal compound of Jaivilas Palace and in Dilkhu- 
sha and Vishrant etc green Doob grass should be grown and besides 
this, roses, mogra ( double jasmine) and jasmine etc and other Indian 
and foreign fragrant flowers of every kind be grown; and at places 
beds of seasonal flowers should also be laid out. The object of all 
this is that in the above gardens nice and good — looking greens and 
flowers should be ready in all seasons and at all times. The Naul- 
akha garden has been enclosed because it is reserved for stroll of 
Zenana ladies. In that garden, therefore, various kinds of Indian 
fruit — bearing trees and fragrant flowers e. g. Mogra, Joohi. 
Niwad, roses etc should be grown and at places, beds of seasonal 
flowers should also be laid out and room for walk of horses should 
be left. 

4. Rambagh and Belbagh should be laid out on Indian fashion. 
There is no need of growing Doob grass there. There should be 
grown fruit bearing trees, such as oranges of Nagpur, Chhabda and 
Sylhet, mangoes and pomegranates of good quality, lokats, grafted 
guavas, shareefa (custard apple ) sweet chakotra and lemons etc 
and fragrant flowers, such as Sadagulab (perennial rose) gulabc- 
hini, and chaiti nivada, mogra, raebeli, chameli, Joohi, etc.

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5. Flowers sent to Qorkhi daily from garden for offering to 
the deities are very bad. Therefore arrangement be made in future 
to send good flowers, wreathes and gajras etc about one seer in 
weight. 

6. The Director should enquire from the Khasgi Department 
what kinds of vegetables and in what quantity will be required for 
Rishi panchami and should arrange for their cultivation. The pro- 
duce should be sent to the officer Khasgi department, one day 
before Rishipanchami day. In producing these things or in sending 
them to Palace no sort of work should be taken from bullocks. 
For example, the required vege«:ables should not be sown in soil tilled 
by bullock drawn ploughs nor should that soil be irrigated by Kohar 

(leather bag ) drawn by bullocks, nor should it be carried to Palace 
on carts draw n by bullocks. 

7. It is the Director’s duty to arrange for the supply of requi- 
red quantity of flowers and bel leaves etc daily on the occasion of 
festivals at Lashkar and Shivapuri; ac Lashkar from Jayandra 
Bhawan garden and at Shivapuri from Palace garden. 

8. Director is authorized to adopt new methods for adding to 
the beauty of and for improvement of gardens. 

9- Experience has proved thus far that gardens do 
not produce as much income as they ought to do nor does any 
body pay attention to this fact. Attempt should, therefore, 
be made to raise so moch income out of it as to make it 
self-supporting. Most part of the income, up till now is raised from 
mangoes; but as maiigoe trees are growing old day by day, it is 
apprehended that this income also will go down gradually. Had 
the garden not been so big, there would have been no necessity to 
draw attention to this fast; but as its area is very large, ihercfoic, 
special attention is drawn to it. The first and foremost duty of the 
Director is to increase the income of garden and to keep it in good 
condition. As said above, no attention is paid towards income but 
on the other hand expenditure is increased. 

10. The Director of gardens should try to spend as little water 
for gardens as possible, that is to say, he should cultivate such things 
as do not require much water. 

. ii. The Director should conjointly with the Administrative 
officer regulate the supply of water to gardens through canals. A 
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complete regulation should be prepared and kept on record in 
connection with those dams, specially those which Sir Michael 
Pilose had constructed for supplying water to Palace, and 
he himself should act according to them and get the irrigation 
department also to follow them. He should also from time 
to time inspect those dams with a view to see whether the 
irrigation department is acting according to those regulations. 
It should be enquired from Sir Michael Pilose as to what 
special idea he had in constructing these dams and put it on 
record. Rao Bahadur Mukandraoji and Bhaya Balmukand also 
can throw light on this matter. 

12. The Director should, so far as possible, manage to produce 
from State gardens vegetables of every kind, flowers and fruits etc 
in such quantities that they may suffice for all requirements of 
Palace and these things may not have to be purchased from outside; 
and this should be arranged thus, that at Lashkar they be supplied 
from Jayandrabhavan garden, and at Shivapuri from 
Shivapuri Palace garden. It may not come to pass that they 
may have to be sent to Shivapuri from here or to Lashkar 
from Shivapuri. Whatever quantity remains after supplying to His 
Highness should be sold and profit realised. Similarly, the Director 
should arrange to produce at season, those things, which can remain 
for four or five months or for one year, in such quantities as will 
satisfy whole requirements of Palace and so long as such things can 
last they should be supplied from garden. If this is not done, then 
it is useless to keep a garden. The Director should pay attention to 
the fact that good and first class articles are produced. 

J3. The Director should similarly arrange for fruits also and 
quantities left after supply to palace should be sold in market. It 
should be kept in mind that good and first class articles be produced. 

14. Similarly, besides the seasonal articles, it is the duty of 
the Director to arrange for the supply of such other articles which 
may be used for khasa (special) dishes. For example, the supply of 
kothmir ( Coriander ), Methi ( pot herb ) and Podeena ( mint ) be 
arranged. 

The sight of merely a garden of greens would not satisfy us. 

15. It is meet for the director to take quarterly inspection of 
his own office and of subordinate offices according to Guide Book. 
He should compare the book of principal faults and sheet roll, He 
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should get prepared the character book under his own supervision. 
He shall be responsible for the correctness of monthly paysheets 
( Kabzul ) and salary papers. 

1 6. In discharging his duties the Director should be careful 
and keep presence of mind. He should pay attention to minor 
matters also. 

17. The Director should satisfy himself that all orders issued 
by him have been correctly executed. He should distribute duties 
equally amongst office hands and group of menial staff. He should 
see whether the book of duties has been correctly written. He should 
consider himself responsible for correct preparation of all papers 
and statements in office. 

18. The Director should not use unworthy language to his 
subordinates and to menial, staff. He should couch his ordors in 
clear terms so that they may distinctly understand his meaning. 

19. The Director should write following books with his own 
hand: — 

1. Diary. 

2. Order Book. 

1. All work that is done every day should be entered in the 
diary. Any instructions issued to any subordinates for 
execution of any verbal or written order received in 
connection with any function should also be entered in 
the diary noting the time also. 

2. Orders received from superior office through order b )ok 
shall be copied out in the order book. He shall write his 
own order also in the order book and gat thereon 
signatures of subordinates in token of having received 
information thereof. He should return the order book 
of superior office after getting copied out the order in his 
own order book. 

20. The Directer should keep a pocket book also so that he 
may enter therein immediately by way of memorandum any order 
received beyond office hours or any matter which he finds worth 
noting at the time of inspection or supervision If he proposes to 
issue any order oh the basis of these notes, he may issue them from 
his office by entering the same in the order book- 
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21. The Directer should not take private work from. His 
Highness’s servants, nor should he employ his private servants for 
His Highness’s work. 

22. The fact of reinstatement or dismissal by the officer 
on any date, should be entered in the daily of that date. 

23. The Director should at the time of quarterly send for the 
inspection of the superior officer, any person whom he has appointed 
to his Karkhana by his own authority. 

24. The officer should, so far as possible, try to act according 
to rules that have been issued thus far. If he experiences any difficulty 
in execution, he should make a note of the same in his pocket book 
as well as of how it can be removed and of what method should be 
adopted so that execution can be done without any difficulty. He 
should submit his proposal in such matters to head office two mon< 
ths before the close of the year. 

25. All execution of orders and work should be done according 
to fixed scale and given powers. There is no need of submitting 
references to head office in such matters. 

26. The Director should report to Head Office, recording his 
opinion, the case of an employee w hich is beyond his power. 

27. To go from time to time to all subordinate offices and see 
whether they are kept properly clean and their management is 
carried on, on proper lines as well as examine whether its work is 
being done according to rules. To get rectified all mistakes and 
omissions and to remove all difficulties that subordinates experience 
in the conduct of work. 

28. A subordinate is not to be thrashed on first fault rather 
he should be given an opportunity to reform his habit. If even after 
this, he commits mistakes, there is no help but to punish him. 

29. When the superior officer comes for inspection, it is the 
Director’s duty to accompany the former all the time he is in office 
and to show him all works of Karkhana and should reply fully all 
questions put to him. To fully achieve this object it is incumbent 
on the Director to possess all information about the affairs of his 
office so that at the time of inspection he could himself reply all 
questions before the superior officer without taking any help from 
bis subordinate such as serishtedar, daftarder etc. 
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30 The Director should keep his place in office clean and well 
arranged. Office should also be kept in proper order. Object of 
this is when superior officer visits the office, he may get some 
convenient place to seat himself. 

31. The Director should make his subordinates keep fully 
clean, the office, Karkhana and store. 

32. Should keep ready, from before, all matters that shall be 
required at the time of superior officer’s inspection. 

33. It should be seen first, whether any person employed for a 
certain work, can discharge it properly or not. 

3. ?C ^ d:<S DIRECTOR 

Powers of the Director shall be as follows-. — 

(i) He is empowerd to reinstate, dismiss, promote and reduce 
all office and menial staff with the exception of subordinate officers 
and other office bearers. This he should do in accordance with the 
rules and circulars that apply to other departments in this behalf. 

Orders of dismissal and reduction should not be passed without 
sufficient proof. For instance, he should dismiss or reduce those em- 
ployees against whom offences of misappropriation, corruption, dis- 
regarding the orders for His Highness’ duty and absence from duty 
without permission are fully proved. In giving promotion due regard 
should be had to seniority and gradation. 

(2} He can grant leave of all kinds in accordance with civil 
Service Rules to all whom he has power to reinstate or dismiss. 

(3) He can suspend up to half month or fine up to half month’s 
pay those employees whom he can reinstate or dismiss. In awarding 
this punishment similar sufficient proof is necessary as is mentioned 
in clause of dismissal and reduction under clause f i ). He can remit 
half the amount of fine imposed by him. 

{4) He can fine subordinate officers and other office up to five 
rupees and can remit up to two rupees. 

(5) Having due regard to State work, he can grant casual leave 
up to one week to subordinate officers and office bearers. For leave 
beyond his power he should obtain sanction of the superior officer. 

(6) He shall take cognisance of following offences. Report 
about serious offences and about such offences as are committed 
habitually shall be made to Head office:— 

(a) Drinking 
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(b) Not carrying out orders 

(c) gambling 

(d) causing hurt when on duty 

(e) absenting without permission 

(f) absenting from place of training 

(g) neglect of duty 

(h) quarrelling 

( i ) behaving against law 

(7) The Director can award following punishment for offence 
mentioned above: — 

(a) Imprisonment with or without labour for 20 days. The 
punishment will be enforced by detention within lines 
and will commence from the time of issue of the officer’s 
order. 

(b) Imprisonmtnt under surveillance for a period not exceed- 
ing 15 days. Together with this, punishment of dalel 
(penal drill) up to 10 days shall also be given and all duty 
will be taken according to roll. Attendance at the place 
of training will be compuisary. Extra duty can also be 
taken over and above this. When punishment of imprison 
ment under surveillance is for 10 or less than 10 days, the 
punishment of penal drill willjalso be for the same period. 
Pehal drill will not be for more than three hours in a day 
or will not be for more than two hours at a time. This 
will be undergone under the supervision of an office 
bearer nominated by the officer in this behalf. 

(c) Pay for as many days only will be cut as are the days 
of absence. If period of absence is within one month, 
pay will be cut at the rate of half pay per day; but if it is 
full one month, it will be cut at the rate of full pay. 

In case of absence without permission, full day’s pay will 
be cut. The same procedure shall be adopted in case of 
absence after completion of leave. 

(d) For minor offences and for neglect, at the time of train- 
ing punishment of extra duty only will be given. This 
will be for a period not exceeding four days. 

(e) To stop giving leave for mext six months is also a form of 
punishment. 
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8. For absenting without permission, over and above the puni- 
shment of cutting pay, punishment of imprisonment under surveill- 
ance or in line can also be given. 

p. Punishment of imprisonment under surveillance can be 
given together with the punishment of imprisonment in line; but 
the two together can not be for a period exceeding 25 days. 

10. Punishment given to office bearers of lower grade should 
not be lighter than warning or breaking of rank for a week In case 
of serious offences, they should be taken under arrest and report be 
made to superior officer. It should be taken into consideration that 
warning to the office bearers should not be given in presence of their 
subordinates because by so doing they will loose their prestige. 

1 1 . When a sentence of punishment in respect of one offence is 
pronounced in presence of the officer it shall not be enhanced after 
wards. No reduction can be made in the pronounced sentence with- 
out superior officer’s order. 

12. In order to show his previous history the character roll of 
prisoner will also be put up when he is brought before the officer. 

13. All punishment awarded shall be entered in the statement 
of faults and then copied out in the character roll. 

14. He can award the following punishments to employees of 
miscellaneous staff ; — 

(a; Khidmatgars — 

(1) Dismissal 

(2) Punishment of imprisonment in line up to three days. 

(3) Punishment of imprisonment under surveillance up to 
15 days. 

(4) Caning 6 strokes 
(b) Other employees : — 

(1) Dismissal 

(2) Fine not exceeding half pay in a month and not exceed- 
ing two months’ pay in a year. 

15. Before pronouncing an order of punishment within the 
limit of his power, the Director should consider the nature of the 
offence and should see whether the same has been fully proved 
against the employee. Offences should be charged according to the 
list of offences. In cases which are not within the Director’s power, 
file of investigation should be submitted to the higher department 
after recording his opinion. 
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4 , DUTIES OF ASSISTANT DIRECTOR, 

1. To supervise from time to time whether everything is pro- 
ceeding according to the circulars issued, relating to gardens and to 
report to the Director the defects found; and to instruct the 
subordinates to carry out the orders passed by the Director thereon 
and to get those defects corrected himself. 

2. To see whether all workers in the garden, Kachhi, mali 
(gardeners) belchawalas, kareegars, khatis, bandhanis, beldars, boys, 
women, watercarriers, and sweepers etc, do their work properly, and 
as much as they should do in a day. To ascertain whether full 
amount of work has been done, he should introduce the system of 
measuring each worker’s work and verify it himself. 

3. Arrangement should be made to graze pairs of garden 
bullocks on garden grass. Arrangement for rations should be made 
separate. 

4. Service about the keep of bullocks and about their cleanli- 
ness should be taken from gadivans (drivers) in the following ways. 

5. Arrangement in connection with fodder and rations of 
bullocks be made in such a way, by appointment of subordinate offi- 
cers, that Chaudharis and drivers may not steal them, and the 
Assistant should also make open and secret enquiries about this, and 
bullocks should be fed on ration and fodder in such a way that they 
may have their stomach full; they may not starve on account of 
short feed nor there should be waste on account of excess. 

6 . Animals that remain tied in the line should be taken out for 
walk to the nearest open space for one hour every morning and 
evening. 

7. Spots of dung and urine should never remain on the body of 
bullocks. 

8 . Servants should not make the house dirty by touching 
pillars etc with dirty hands. 

9. Chirag (Indian lamps) should be put up at such a place that 
the house may not become dirty on account of smoke. 

10. For storing dung and urine etc. of Karkhana, a separate 
place be selected which should not be open to view. 

11. Stands of animals should be made comfortable by spread- 
ing soft grass over them, 
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12. Above the stand of each animal a lump of Lahori salt be 
hung by wire at such a height that the animal can lick it easily. 

13. Bullocks should be cleaned with b.“ush. 

14. On the stand of each animal a tablet should be affixed on 
which should be written, animal s description, its age etc, servants 
name, animal feed and any special thing eeiating to it. 

15. Animals should be given rations twice a day. During su- 
mmer at 7 in the morning and at 5 in the evening, and during winter 
before 8 in the morning and after 4 in the evening. 

16. Arrangement for drugs to be given during disease of any 
animal, shoulebe made immediately when any animal becomes sick. 
The assistant should also be acquainted with diseases of animal and 
their care. 


17. Pairs of bullocks should be given full rations if they do full 
days’ work, otherwise rations shouid be given according to the service 
done. 

18. If there appear some necessity of change In the Kalambandi, 
rules should be prepared and after obtaining Director’s approval 
should be submitted to Head office two months before the end of the 
year viz till the end of march. 

19. To make investigation about disputes that may arise and 
submit it to the Director. 


20. Assistant should put dates on papers signed by the Dirsetor. 

21. Persons who will be appointed to the post of Chaudharies 
of gardens, should be intelligontand qualified. They will be appointed 
by order of the Director. He should not appoi.it them himself. 

22- When the Director gives any general instruction, forobserv- 
ing any good behaviour he should get a circular prepared in that 
behalf and g2t it signed by the Director and circulate it among the 
servants concerned and obtain signatures on it in token of their 
having received information. 


23, He should inspect works of garden according to circulars. 
Four O clock is the time for cleaning and watering roads. He should 
g 3 on round after four and see whether Chaudharies are. ready on 
2jr duty with.n their limits and whether they are looking to their 
ppomted works. If any be found negligent or lazy hfs name should 
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be entered in defaulter's book and put up before the Director for 
prope order. 

24. He should execute any emergent orders 

issued from time to time in connection with any function from 
Agari (male) or Pichhari (Zenani) and inform the Director of the 
same. 


25. If there be need of giving any contracts, they should be 
given according to rules issued in this behalf. Watch should be 
kept whether contractors are behaving properly and according to 
the conditions of the contract. Money should be realised and 
deposited according to the terms of the contract without showing 
any favour, 

26. Lawaris animals should be made over to their owners 
after realising fees, if they appear within a week. These fees should 
be accounted for according to rules. If the owner does not appear 
within time the animal should be sent to Mudras officer for sale by 
auction, but care be taken that cows are not sold thus, but they 
should be sent to Qoshala. 

5. INSTRUCTIONS REGARDING OFFICE. 

I. All office work should be conducted according to Corresp- 
ondence and Account Manual, but as little correspondence should 
be resorted to, as is possible. All orders that are to be issued should 
be issued through order book. The orders from superior officer 
should so far as possible be obtained by submitting personally the 
original paper or through order book. In matters of importance 
only, files should be sent to superior officer for orders after preparing 
notes and recording opinion. Correspondence with head office 
should be totally stopped. 

2. If some work, in connection with any function is to be 
done by some other Karkhana and that work is not properly perform- 
ed by the employers of that Karkhana instead of carrying on corres- 
pondence about such matters they should be entered in a book called 
complaint bock which shall be kept for this purpose. This should be 
sent to the head officer of that Kaikhana whose duty will be to note 
any action, that be takes in the matter against it and return the book 
to the officer concerned, the same day, so that the latter may know 
as to what action has been taken on his complaint. If proper action 
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has not been taken or ifiinspite of any action having been taken the 
work is not done as it ought to have beon done the matter should 
be brought to the notice of the superior officer and proper arrange- 
ment got made. If the head of the department be out of the 
station, the assistant ought to act according to instructions given 
above. 

3. Stray pieces of paper are often used to write figures on, for 
the purpose of verification, tallying, and addition etc. These should not 
be written on pieces of paper now, A waste book of thick paper 
should be kept for this purpose. Whenever for the purpose of verific- 
ation etc figures are to be written they should be written on this 
book in chronological order. 

6 . MALKHANA (STOCK) 

I. All articles of stock shall be entered in Register Malkhana 
/• Stock Register with the following details : description of each 
article, its weight, length, breadth and value. These should be 
entered correctly, so that there may be no difficulty in identifying 
and examining articles according to entries in the Register. There, 
should be no stock which is not entered in the stock register. If 
some stock is given on loan to or is taken on loan from, any other 
Karkhana it should also be entered in the stock register and a 
remark to that effect be put against those articles in remark 
column, 


2. The work of stock taking of malkhana should begin every 
year from the beginning of May and should finish by the end of that 
month. 


3. Any increase or decrease in stock should after thorough 
search be reported to the superior officer. If at the time of stock taking 
any stock is found which is fit for being sent to Mudris it should 
be separated from the rest and that requiring repair should also be 
separated. The one fit for Mudris should after being shown to the 
superior officer be either sent to Mudris or order for its sale be 
obtained and action be taken accordingly. Stock sent to Mudris or 
sold in this way should be cancelled from stock register. 

4. The fixing of periods, for various kinds of articles, does not 
mean, that those articles are to be rejected or sold, on expiry of 
the period fixed for them, even if they are in good and serviceable 
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condition. It means that those articles must in any case, be kept 
in use till the fixed time. And if the articles are in good and ser- 
viceable condition, after the expiry of time, they should not be reject- 
ed till they are serviceable. 

5. Stock of grain and miscellaneous articles should be 
purchased from general stores and not direct. If stock can be had 
cheaper by direct purchase, and if a trader is ready to give the 
required stock cheaper, recommendation should be made to the 
President General Stores in this matter. 

6. Grass should be taken from forest department and should 
not be purchased direct. If any dealer is ready to supply it cheaper 
recommendation should be made to forest department. 

7. List of division of work of every clerk should be prepared 
and given to each of them respectively. They should keep with 
themselves such lists. 

7. DUTIES OF SUPERINTENDENT UJJAIN AND SHiVAPURI 

PALACES AND OF AGRA KOTHI IN CONNECTION WITH 
GARDENS THAT ARE THERE. 

The Superintendents at Ujjain, Shivapuri and Agra Kothi who 
are appointed there by Arayash Karkhana, should consider them- 
selves subordinate to the Director so far as gardens of those places 
are concerned. They will do all work in connection with such 
gardens according to the instructions given by the Director. 

8. DUTIES OF SUPERINTENDENT. 

The duties of the Superintendent are as fallows : — 

(I) To go from time to time to all subordinate Karkhanas, 
and see whether they are kept properly clean and their manage- 
ment is carried on on proper lines as well as examine whether its 
work is being done according to rules. To get rectified all mis- 
takes and omissions and to remove all difficulties that subordinates 
experience in the conduct of work. 

{2) A subordinate is not to be thrashed on the first fault, rather 
he should be given an opportunity to reform his habit. If even after 
this he commits mistakes there is no help but to punish him. 

(3) When the superior officer comes for inspection, it is the 
Superintendent’s duty to accompany the former all the time he is in 
office and to show him all works of Karkhana, and should reply 
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fully cll questions put to him. To achieve this object fully it is 
incumbent on the officer to possess all information about the 
affairs of his office so that at the time of Inspection, he can himself 
reply all puestions before the superior officer without taking any 
help form his subordinates such as serishtedar, daftardar etc. 

(4) The Superintendent should keep his place in office clean 
and well arranged. Office should also be kept in proper order. The 
object of this is that when superior officer visits the office he may get 
some convenient place to seat himself. 

(5) The Superintendent should consider himself an unsuc- 
cessful officer, if his treatment is such that his subordinates do not 
respect him and his superior officer is not pleased with him. 

(6) In discharging his duties the Superintendent should be care- 
ful and keep presence of mind. He should pay attention to minor 
matters also, 

(7) The Superintendent should satisfy himself that all orders 
issued by him have been correctly executed. He should distribute 
duties equally amongst office hands and menial staff. He should see 
whether the book of duties has been correctly written, He should 
consider himself responsible for correct preparation of all papers and 
statements in office. 

(8) The Superintendent should not use unworthy language to 
h:s subordinates and to menial staff. He should couch his orders 
in clear terms so that they may distinctly understand his meaning. 

(g) The Superintendent should write the following books with 
his own hand. — 

1. Diary. 

2. Order Book. 

All work that is done every day should be entered in the diary. 
Any instructions issued to any subordinates for execution of any 
verbal or written order received in connection with any function 
should also be entered in the diary noting the time also. 

Orders received from superior office through order book shall 
be copied out in the order book. He shall write his own order also 
in the order book and get thereon signatures of subordinates in 
token of having received information thereof. He should return tlie 



order book of the superior office after getting copied out the order in 
his own order book. 

(10) The Superintendent should keep a pocket-book also so that 
he may enter therein immediately, by way of memorandum any order 
received beyond office hours or any matter which he finds worth 
noting at the time of inspection or supervision. If he proposes to 
issue any orders on the basis of these notes, he may issue them 
from his office by entering the same in the order book. 

( 1 1 ) The Superintendent should not take private work from H is 
Highness’ servants nor should he employ his private servants for His 
Highness’ work. 

(12) All execution of orders and work should be done according 
to fixed scale and given powers. There is no need of submitting 
references to head office in each matter. 

9. POWERS OF SUPERINTENDENTS. 

Powers of Superendent shall be as follows:— 

(I) He is empowered to reinstate or dismiss all employees 
subordinate to him getting less then Rs. 10. It should, 
however, be kept in mind that no order of dismissal be 
passed without sufficient proof. 

In making appointments following points ought to be taken 
into consideration: — 

(a) The person appointed should not be less than 18 years. 

(b) He should be healthy, ready worker, honest and of good 
behaviour. Doctor’s certificate for health should be 
secured. If he was employed somewhere the discharge 
certificate should be seen. 

(c) Attention should also be paid to the fact as to whether 
the person appointed is fit to discharge properly the 
work to which he is being appointed. 

{2) Can grant leave according to Civil Service Rules to all 
whose reinstatement or dismissal is within his power. 

(3) Can grant casual leave for one week according to Civil 
Service Rules to all subordinates getting more than Rs. 10/-. In cases 
beyond his power sanction of the superior officer should be o'otained. 

(4) Can fine his subordinates up to Rs. 2/- and can remit half 
of that amount. For inflicting fine however, sufficient proof must 
exist. 
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( 5 ) It any person is charged with the embezzlement of stock 
he is empowered to fine him up to Rs. 5. — and suspend him, accord- 
ing to the nature of the offence up to one month, 

10 NECESSITY OF FULFILLING THE REQUIREMENTS OF 
CHAUDHARIES AND GARDENERS. 


1. Chaudhries and gardeners appointed for a garden should 
be kept in that very garden; they should not be changed to any other 

garden. The advantage will be that by remaining at one place for 
some time, they will be able to show some result. Besides this, they 
will be able to do nothing if the Director does not supply all 
that they require; for example; supplying manure, giving of seed at 
proper time, and arrangement of water etc, 

2. Be it known that if the Chaudharl or gardener-does not 
get his complete requirements, he shall be able to show no work. It 
is, therefore first and foremost duty of the Director to make arrange- 
ment for these things. Otherwise neither income from gardens wil,* 
increase nor will they look beautiful, 

11 . FIXING OF NUMBER OF CHAUDHARIES AND THEIR 

PROMOTION. 

Fifteen Chaudharies should be appointed for fifteen gardens at 
the rate of one for each garden. Out of these fifteen provision has been 
made in the budget of twelve at fifteen rupees per mounth, and of 
three at ten per month. For the garden at Bare Mualla, Kampu- 
kothi and Sheopur, Chadharies getting ten rupees should be appoint- 
ed. A Chaudhari being newly appointed should be paid ten rupees 
a month and as he shows improvement in his work he should be 
given promotion gradually up to Rs, 15/— 

i2 UNIFORM. 

I. Samples of uniform have been settled for those Chaudharies 
and gardeners and other servants of gardens, who have to go to Palace 

amount for making such uniforms has been provided 
m the budpt. It is, therefore, the Directors’ duty to get such uniforms 
prepared in time and supply them to the persons concerned and 
take care that they put on their uniform when going to palace on

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13. REQUISITIONING OF MEN FROM GARDENS ON THE 
OCCASION OP FUNCTIONS. 

Other Karkhanejats often send requisitions for men from gar- 
dens on the occasion of functions or festivals, but this demand is 
often more than their actual requirement. Therefore, in future 
men should be supplied from gardens on the occasion of festivals 
according to the list sanctioned by the Darbar and these men should 
be given from floating section of the garden so that no interruption 
be caused to the work of gardens. 

14. DALI (DAILY SUPPLY OF VEGETABLES, FLOWERS ETC. ) 

1. Up tin now 5 dalis used to be sent to palace by garden 
department. They should now be stopped. Only one dali should be 
sent to kitchen, in which articles of Indian and English, vegetables 
should be supplied according to the requirement of Khasa ( special ) 
and Kharchi ( ordinary ). 

2. During season dali is sent to Shivapuri from Gwalior 
gardens. This should be stopped and efforts should be made to supply 
the dali from Shivapuri alone. 

15. MANURE. 

Garden department should be supplied manure from 
Military Karkhanas, that is to say from all other groups except 
that of cavalry. 

16. STOCK REGISTER. 

This section should also keep stock register similar to that kept 
in other offices for example Arayash Karkhana etc. 

17. PROHIBITION OF SPENDING AMOUNT OF GENERAL 
SAVING OR OF SPENDING AMOUNT OP ONE HEAD FOR 

ANOTHER. 

The savings that remain after spending from amounts sanc- 
tioned for one year shall not be available for expenditure next year 
and neither the amount sanctioned for one head can be spent for 
another without Darbar’s sanction. 

i8. EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES TO BE DEBITED TO THE 
ACCOUNT OF THE FUNCTION CONCERNED 

Provisions in the budget have been made for ordinary and daily 
expenses. Extraordinary expenses that are often incurred on the

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occasion of big functions should, therefore, not be met from the bud- 
get but they should be debited to the account of that function. 

19. TOUR. 

1. The Director should once in every three months go to Ufjain 
and inspect the garden there. He should stay at Ujjain at the most 
for two days. Similarly he should every three months go to Sheopur 
for one day and to Agra for one day and inspect gardens there. 
Shivapuri gardens should be seen once every month, and his stay there 
should be for 3 days at the most But this instruction applies to 
the time other than that of season. 

2. From the amount, provided for the head “tour” in the bud- 
get, expenses of ordinary tour should be met. But if occasion comes to 
go on tour in connection with extraordinary functions such expenses 
should be met from the budget for that function. 

20. ELECTRIC POWER FOR PIPES AND PAYMENT OF ITS 

BILL. 

Gwalior Electric Light and Power Company have given their 
consent to supply povt’er for pipes laid out for gardening purposes, at 
the rate of two annas per unit provided their bill is paid off within a 
week of the date of its receipt. This should, threfore, be strictly 
complied with, bill for electric power should be paid off at the above 
rate immediately, if more amount is demanded on account of the 
bill not having been paid off within time the head of the department 
shall be responsible for this.

2. DUTIES OF SANSTHAN OPFICER- 

Duties of Sansthan officer shall be as follows : 

I. To acquire complete information by looking into old 
records about Darbar’s property, rights and interests and privileges 
belonging to Sansthans situated in British India and to always take 
care that no encroachment is made upon the property and right at 
those places and Darbar’s property and rights and interests are kept 
safe. If at some time there be an apprehension that Darbar’s pro- 
perty is about to deteriorate or that some weakness in the rights 
and interests of the Darbar is to happen, he should atonce bring 
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this to the notice of the superior department and cause proper steps 
to be taken for safeguarding the property, rights and interests. 

2. To keep in good condition all houses, gardens and land etc. 
belonging to Sansthans under his charge and so far as possible to 
increase income thereof. 

3. To look into and supervise following matters : —whether 
satisfactory arrangement for worship, naivaidya (food consecrated to 
the deity,) Utsava (seasonal functions), Mahautsava (big functions) 
etc. are made ; whether cleanliness is observed as it ought to be; 
desirable management in connection with various works of charity 
that have been established is going on properly or not; how the 
arrangement of annaohheira is caried on; accounts are rightly kept 
or not; what is the condition of malkhana (store); whether all things 
of stock have been entered in stock register,- and what is the condition 
of the dresses of deities. To get rectified any omission or neglect, 
by drawing immediate attention of subordinates. To remove any 
difficulty or obstruction that subordinates may experience in dischar- 
ging their duties 

4. A subordinate is not to be thrashed on the first fault; rather 
he should be given an opportunity to reform his habit. If even after 
this he commits mistakes there is no help but to punish him. 

5 . When the superior officer comes for inspection it is the 
Officcer’s duty to accompany the former all the time he is in office 
and to show him all works of Karkhana and should reply fully all 
questions put to him. To fully achieve this object it is incumbent on 
the officer to possess all informations about the affairs of his office 
so that at the time of inspection he can himself reply all questions 
before the superior officer without taking any help from his sub- 
ordinates such as Serishtedar, daftardar etc. 

6. The Officer should keep his place in office clean and well 
arranged. Office should also be Kept in proper order. The object of 
this is that when superior officer visits the office he may get some 
convenient place to seat himself. 

7 . The Officer should consider himself an unsuccessful officer 
if his treatment is such that his subordinates do not respect him and 
his superior officer is not pleased with him. 

8. It is meet for the officer to take quarterly inspection of his 
own office and of subordinate offices according to Guide Book.

(Qabzul) and salary papers. 

g. In discharging his duties the officer should be careful and 
keep presence of mind. He should pay attention to minor matters. 

10. The Officer should satisfy himself that all orders issued 
by him have been correctly executed. He should distribute duties 
equally amongst office hands and menial staff. He should see 
whether the book of duties has been correctly written. He should 
consider himself responsible for correct preparation of all papers and 
statements in office. 

IK. The officer should not use unworthy language to his 
subordinates and to menial staff. He should couch his orders in 
clear terms so that they may distinctly understand his meaning. 

12. The officer should write the following books with his own 
hand : — 

(i ) Diary. 

(2.) Order Book. 

All work that is done every day should be entered in the diary. 
Any instructions issued to any subordinates for the execution of any 
verbal or written order receivd in connection with any function 
should also be entered in the diary noting the time also.

If he experiences any difficulty in execution, he should make a note 
of the same in his pocket book as well as of how it can be removed 
and of what methed should be adopted so that execution can be done 
without any difficulty. He should submit his proposal in such 
matters to head office two months before the close of the year. 

17. To get enforced in all sansthans under his charge, all 
instructions mentioned in paragraphs relating to Malkhana and soon 
after the finishing of stock taking, every year to call for a report 
from all sansthans under his charge as to the increase or decrease in 
stock which repairable and which is unfit for use ; and to forward 
this report together with that of his office to superior officer and 
act according to whatever order be passed thereon. 

18. in sansthans under his charge there are often pujaris 
(offciating priests,) Qayawal pandas shagirds (menial servants) who 
hold sanads and they discharge their duties according to the terms 
of those sanads and they in consideration of such services get cash 
nontnok or land. He should always see about such persons whether 
they discharge their duties according to the terms of sanads, 
whether they possess necessary qualifications to discharge their 
duties. If any agent is appointed by any of them for the discharge 
of such duties, it should also be seen with respect to this, whether, 
he is empowered to appoint such agent and whether the person, 

appointed as agent, possesses necessary qualifications for the dis- 
charge of such duties and perfom them properly or not. If the 
discharge of duty be not proper, he should make him properly dis- 
charge the duties, and in case of non-compliance he should report to 
the superior officer. If any of them die, to immediately complete 
according to rules, the form of mutation of names and send it with 
file to superior officer and to act according to whatever order be 
passed thereon. 

3. POWERS. 

Powers of the officer shall be as follows: — 

( I ) He is empowered to reinstate, dismiss, promote and reduce 
all office and menial staff with the exception of subordinate officers 
and other office bearers. This he should do in accordance with the 
rules and circulars that apply to other drpartments in this behalf. 
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Orders of dismissal and reduction should not be passed without 
sufficient proof. For instance he should dismiss or reduce those 
employees ag:ainst whom offences of misappropriation, corruption, 
disregarding the orders for His Highness’ duty and absence from 
duty without permission are fully proved. In giving promotion due 
regard should be had to seniority and gradation. 

( 2 ) He can grant leave of all kinds in accordance with Civil 
Service Rules to all whom he has power to reinstate or dismiss. 

( 3 ) He can suspend up to half month, or fine up to half 
month’s pay, those employees whom he can reinstate or dimiss. In 
awarding this punishment similar sufficient proof is necessary as 
is mentioned in clause of dismissal and reduction under clause (i) 
He can remit half the amount of fine imposed by him, 

( 4 ) He can fine subordinate officers and other office bearers 
up to five rupees and can remit up to two rupees. 

(5) Having due regard to State work, he can grant casual 
leave up to one week to subordinate officers aud office bearers. For 
leave beyond his power he should obtain sanction of the superior 
officer. 

( 6 ) He shall take cognisance of following offences in regard to 
those employees who are within the state territory. Report about 
serious offences and about such offences as are committed habitually 
should be made to Court: — 

(a) Dirnking. 

(^) Not carrying out orders, 

(o) Gambling. 

{d) Causing hurt when on duty. 

(e) absenting without permission, 

(f) absenting from place of training. 

(fir) neglect of duty. 

(A) quarrelling. 

(#) behaving against law. 

( 7 ) The officer can award following punishments for offences 
mentioned above: — 

(a) Imprisonment with or without labour for 20 days. The 
will be enforced by detention within lines 
and will commence from the time of issue of the officer’s 
order.

ib) Imprisonment under surveillance for a period not excee- 
ding 15 days. Together with this, punishment of tiaiei 
( penal drill ) up to ten days, shall also be given; and all 
duty will be taken according to roll. Attendance at the 
place of training will be compulsory. Extra duty can 
also be taken over and above this, when punishment of 
imprisonment under surveillance is for ten or less than 
ten days, the punishment of penal drill will also be for 
the same period. Penal drill will not be for more than 
3 hours in a day or will not be for more than two hours 
at a time. This will be undergone under the supervision 
of an office bearer nominated by the officer in this behalf, 
(c) Pay for as many days only will be cut as are the days of 
absence. If period of absence is within one month pay 
will be cut at the rate of half pay per day, but if it is 
full one month, it will be out at the rate of rull pay. 

In case of absence without permission full day’s pay will 
be cut. The same procedure shall be adopted in case of 
absence after completion of leave. 

id) For minor offences and for neglect at the time of training, 
punishment of extra duty only will be given. This will 
be for a period not exceeding 4 days. 

(o) To stop giving leave for next six months, is also a form 
of punishment. 

( 8 ) For absenting without permission, over and above the 
punishment of cutting pay, punishment of imprisonment under 
surveillance or imprisonment in line can afeo be given. 

( 9 ) Punishment of imprisonment under surveillance can be 
given together with the punishment of imprisonment in line, but 
the two together cannot be for a period exceeding 25 days. 

(10) Punishments given to office bearers of lower grades should 
not be lighter then warning or breaking of rank for a week. In 
case of serious offences they should be taken under arrest and report 
be made to superior officer. It should be taken into consideration 
that warning to the office bearer should not be given in presence of 
his subordinates, because by so doing he will lose his prestige. 

C>i) When a sentence of punishment in respect of one offence 
is pronounced in presence of the officer, it shall not be enhanced 
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afterwards. No reduction can be made in the pronounced sentence 
witout superior officer’s order. 

(la) In order to show his previous history the character roll of 
the prisoner will also be put up when he is brought before the 
officer. 

(13) All punishments awarded shall be entered in the statement 
of faults and then copied out in the character roll, 

(14) He can award following punishments to employees of 
miscellaneous staff:— 

(a) Khidmatgars. 

(1) Dismissal. 

(2) Punishment of imprisonment in line upto 3 days. 

(3) Punishment of imprisonment under survelilance upto 

15 days. 

(4) Caning 6 strokes. 

(l») Other employees. 

(1) Dismissal 

(2) Pine not exceeding half pay in a month and not exceeding 
two months pay In a year. 

(15) Before pronouncing an order of punishment within the 
limits of his power, the officer should consider the nature of the 
offence, and should see whether the same has been fully proved 
against the employee. Offences should be charged according to the 
list of offences. In cases which are not within the officers power 
ile of investigation should be submitted to the higher Department 
after recording his opinion. 

4. OFFICE. 

1. All office work should be conducted according to Correspon* 
dence and Account Manual, but as little correspondence should be 
resorted to as is possible. All orders, that are to be issued, should 
be issued through o rder book. The orders from superior officer 
should so far as possible be obtained by submitting personally the 
original papers or through order book. In matters of importance 
only, files should be sent to superior officer for orders after preparing 
notes and recording opinion. Correspondence with head office should 
be totally stopped. 

2. If in connection with some function, some work is to be done 
by some other Karkhana and that work is not properly performed by 





the ci'iipfovees of that Karkluma, instead olr carrying on correspon- 
dence about such matters they should be entered in a book called 
complaint book which shall be kept for this piirpcss. This should be 
sent to the head officer of that k 3 t 3 °kStai 3 m, whose duty will be to note 
any action that he takes in the matter against it. and return the 
book to the officer concerned the same day so that the latter may 
know as to what action has been taken on his complaint. !f proper 
action has not been taken, or if inspite of any action having been 
taken the work is not done as at ought to have been done, the matter 
should be brought to the notice of the superior officer and proper 
arrangement got made, if head of the department be out of the 
station, the assistant ought to act according instructions given 
above. 

3. Stray pieces of paper are often used to write figures on for 
the purpose of verification, tallying, and addition etc,. These should 
not be written on pieces of paper now. A waste book of thick paper 
should be kept for this purpose. Whenever for the purpose of verifica- 
tion etc figures are to be written they should be written on this book 
in chronological order, 

5 SANSTHAN CMHATRl AT LASHKAR. 

The ritual of worship and offering of nai^etiai should be done 
Well and at appointed time at Chhatrl. Food should be proper I3/ 
and well cooked. Chhatri officer shall be held responsible for any 
defects found in this respect. Naiveda should be offered to His 
Late Highness on each Tehwar (festival) and the (plate) should 
reach palace till 9. 

6 . PURCHASE OF STOCK. 

I* The amount of Rs. 1500/- has been provided in the Budget 
for utensils, cloth and floor coverings. The Sansthan officer should, 
therefore, prepare and put up a list which should show which of 
these articles are required for which of the Sansthans and what 
period has he fixed as the age of each article and how has he distri- 
buted the amount of Rs. 1500/- In this list it should also be pointed 
out as to in what order and in what manner they would be purchased 
and supplied. 

3. Once this list is sanctioned by Her Highness Maharani 
Sahiba,|the sansthan officer should according to rotation given, do 
everything else on his own authority. There is no need of obtaining 
sanction every time. Of course care should be taken that new

7 . PREPARA 110 N OP' NAIVEDA (FOOD CONSECRATED 

TO DESTiES). 

3. Provision has been made in the budjjet for Chhatri for Nai- 
veda at both time in which one Pakwan (pastry) is also provided for. 
For this purpose one Achari (ccsok) has been increased in the budget. 
IL is the duty of this Achari to cook food for Naiveda in proper way 
and should not be careless in this matter. To ascertain whether 
this is done, it would be proper to occasionally send for the 
(plate) immediateSy after the Naiveda has been offered through 
some men. 

8. REPAIR OF BUILDINGS OF SANSTHANS. 

1. Buildings of Sansthans appear to be in bad condition, and 
their condition is going from bad to worse day by day. A committee 
should, therefore be appointed for this purpose, ccr.ststlng of the 
following members:— 

1 . Private Secretary. 

2. Administrative Officer, P. W. D. 

3. Baji Rao Kante. 

2. These three gentlemen should together prepare a list of all 

such buildings, to gether with estimates showing how much the 
repair of each of them shall cost and on the basis of this list it should 
be settled in which order work of repair be taken in hand, so that 
out of eight thousand rupees provided for buildings of Sansthans in 
the budget, repair of all buildings with colour and paint be done 
completely, one by one, within four or six years. After once finishing 
complete repairs of these Sansthans, the amount of Rs. 8000/- should 
be divided thus; one portion of that amount be reserved for heavy 
repairs in sansthan budget, and remainig portion be distributed over 
all buildings for ordinary annual repairs, as has been done in the 
case of places so that VahivaMars (agents) of each Sansthan should 
get ordinary repair done on their own authority. Within that 
amount any power be given to them in this behalf, 

g. ANNACHETRA (PLACE WHERE COOKED FOOD IS 
GIVEN AS ALMS ) AT LASHKAR. 

150 men sbould get food from Aonachhetra at Lashkar, but 
the condition is that those who have been habituated to take therein 
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food daily and without fall, at Chharti, should be prevented from 
going there and instead of such persons preference should be given 
to those who are outsiders, poor Brahmans, and are blind or cripple. 
Uncooked provisions are given to some persons from this Annachhe- 
tra. This should be stopped and no one should be entered on 
permanent list. There should be no distinction of Hindu or 
Musalman. Object is to help the poor at dinner time. Brahmans 
should be seated separate and Mohamadans separate and persons 
of other caste separate. 

10. PREPARATION OF CLOTHES. 

For deities and idols in Sansthans, dresses have been fixed. 
Dresses should be prepared according to requirements of seasons, out 
of the provision for these things in the budget and in their prepara- 
tion, care should be taken that different colour is selected each time 
and if any decorative material is to be attached to them, that should 
also be different at different times. The object is that, colour and 
decorative material should not be standardised and dressess should 
be used by changes according to the season, what kind of dresses 
should be prepared, Her Highness Maharani Saheba should be 
consulted about this, at head quarter and dresses prepared according 
to her sanction. For Sansthans, at a distance, this work should be 
left to the discretion of the officers, of those Sansthans. But if taken 
together with postal and railway charges, the making of such dresses 
at Lashkar be economical, they should be prepared here after obtai- 
ning Her Highness Maharani Sahlba’s Sanction. Otherwise action 
should be taken as detailed above. 

II. CHANGE OF DRESSES. 

The dresses of idols that are bathed daily, should be changed 
daily, The dresses of those idols that are bathed on Ekadashi should 
changed on Ekadashi. 

12. DISTRIBUTION OP DRESSES THAT HAVE 
BEEN PUT OFF. 

At Chhatries dresses put off by images, should be distributed to 
menials there, and those put off by deities instead of being given to 
any body be thrown into the Ganges. 

13 . EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES. 

Items in the budget have been fixed on the basis of estimates of 
or inary and daily expenditure. Such extraordinary expenses as 
nave to be incurred on the oceasion of big functions, should not be 



met from the budget. They should be met from the amount provi- 
ded for the function. 

14. NEW ARTICLE OF BIG REPAIRS. 

If any new article is to be purchased or some large repair is to 
be done, the purchase should be made or repair be got done through 
the General Store, Wg C ivil and Military Stores, Leather Fac- 
tory, Prestonji Press etc etc, as the case may be. These Karkhana 
should be given to understand well that they ought to supply such 
strong things as will last for the fixed period. They should also bear 
in mind that they should not be dearer as compared with other Kar- 
khanas. If their rates will be dearer then there will be no help but 
to purchase from outside. !i is necessary in every case that all 
articles that are purchassd anew or are got made afresh should be 
strong and cheap and the cost thereof should be within the fixed bud- 
get. 

15. REJECTION OF ARTICLES. 

At the time of of articles it should also be seen whether 

those articles can be utilised for any other purpose. If they can be 
so utilised, then instead of putting them to auction, they should be 
so used ; provided that the saving made by so using them is greater 
than the estimated sale price, that is to say, by thus using them, 
profit is to accrue. But if it appear that the saving of cost made by 
so using them will be less than the sale price, they should be sold 
by auction. 

16. GENERAL SAVING. 

Information of the general saving of the budget found at the 
end of a year, should be given to the Darbar through Muntazim 
Karkhanejat Deprtment; and the order passed by the Darbar relat- 
ing to the same should be followd; that is to say, whether it is to 
lapse or to remain in the Karkhana. 

17. TOUR EXPENSES. 

1. Amounts for tour expenses have been provided for in 
Kark hana budgets. Out of these itmes expenses for ordinary tour 
should be met according to Civil Service Rules. Expenses of tours 
made in connection with extraordinary tamilai ( functions ) should 
be met from amounts fixed for them, 

2, Sansthan officer should look into and supervise the Sans- 
than at head quarter at least once a week and^those that are 





outside at least once a year. During !r.snectlon he must look into 
those matters which are mentioned in paras i, 2 and 3 of h|s 
duties. 

i8. MALKHANA (STORE) 

I. All sansthans should keep slock register similar to that 
kept in Arayash Karkhana. 

3. All articles of stock shall be entered in Register Malkhaiia 
i, e. Stock Register with following details. Description of each 
article, its weight, length breadth and value. These should be 
entered correctly so that there may be no difficulty in identifying 
and examining articles according to entries in t^he Register. There 
should be no stock which is not entered in the stock register. If 
some stock is given on loan or is taken on loan from any other 
Karkhana, it should also be entered in the stock register and a 
remark to that effect be put against those articles in remark 
column. 

3. The work of stock taking of Malkhana should begin every 
year in the beginning of May and should finish by the end of that 
month. 


4. Any increase or decrease in stock should after thorough 
search be reported to the superior. If at the time of stock taking 
any such stock is found which is fit for being sent to MudHs, it 
should be separated from the rest and that requiring repair should 
also be separated The one fit for MudHs should after being shown 
to the superior officer be either sent to Mudris or order for its sale 
be obtained and action be taken accordingly. Stock sent to MudHs 
or sold in this way should be cancelled from stock register. Arrange- 
ment should be made for the repair of stock selected for the purpose 
by getting en estimate prepared and getting it done himself, if it is 
within his powers and by obtaining sanction of the superior 
authority if it is beyond his powers. 

5. By fixing periods of use, for various articles it is not meant, 
that on the expiry of those periods, stock which is in good condi- 
tion and serviceable, should also be rejected or sold by action. It 
means that the stock must, in any case, be kept in use till the 
expiry of the period fixed and if after the expiry of that period, it 
be in serviceable condition, it should not be rejected till it is service- 
able- 





U) MAKING THE SUBORDINATES UNDERSTAND 

THE SYSTEM 

Be it known that in starting some system anew great difficul- 
ties are experienced in the beginning, but when once it is introduced 
these difi5CL<;l‘:ses disappear. It is, therefore, the duty of each head of 
department to once make his subordinates clearly understand the 
system and habituate them to follow that system and when once 
such habit is formed all difficulties disappear for future and work 
goes on smoothly. It is therefore obligatory to let the subordinates 
unUerslatid first what the system is and how one is to

I. CHARGE. 

Following group shall be under the charge of Shagird

2. DUTIES OF OFFICER SHAQilRDPHSMA. 

1. It is the officer’s special duty to fully perform all work 
entrusted to him according to prevalent rules and according to the 
orders of superior officer. He should not allow himself under the effect 
of laziness or neglect of supervision in any matter. This is possible 
only when the officer takes interest in his work and likes it. In 
this Karkhana strict supervision and obedience to orders is very 
necessary otherwise success is impossible. These few words regard- 
ing the discharge of duty that have been written, are not meant 
for the officer alone, but they apply to all his subordinates too from 
the highest to the lowest. So long as the officer does not make all 
his subordinates fully understand these instructions and to fully 
carry them out, it is impossible to receive any help towards 
success. 

2. It is absolutely harmful to show favour to those who evade 
the discharge of His Highness’ duties and are lazy. It is, therefore, 
incumbent on the officer to inform his subordinates also of these 
matters. 
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3. The officer should consider himself an unsuccessful officer 
if his treatment is such that his subordinates do not respect him 
and his superior officer is not pleased with him. 

4. The officer should not use unworthy language to his subordi- 
nates and to menial staff. He should couch his orders in clear terms 
so that they may distinctly understand his meaning. 

5. The officer is responsible for all kinds of management in his 
karkhana as well as for imparting drill training according to Civil 
drill regulations. He should make all of them obey rules without 
excuse and induce them to do their duties readily by showing himself 
as an example. 

6. The officer is responsible for keeping in good condition all 
materials, stock and weapons etc. that are State property. It is incu- 
mbent on him therefore to see those things with his own eyes at 
diffeient times. Similarly he is responsible for those private materials 
and weapons which men of various groups supply themselv'es in 
connection with the discharge of His Highness’ service. In fine it is 
necessary to keep watch on every thing. 

7- The officer’s authority is always supreme It is proper for 
the officer to create feelings of love and affection amongst his subor- 
dinates by giving them sound advice and good instructions. He 
should interfere immediately on apprehension of any quarrel amongst 
them and get it removed. 

8. The officer should put a stop to all habits of gambling, drink- 
ing and loan-contracting in various groups. He should immediately 
report to the superior officer that conduct of those persons who on 
account of incapacity or laziness or ignorance of details of service 
in such a manner that'it is harmful to the reputation of the group or 
to the management thereof and make proper arrangement of that 
himself. 

9. It is obligatory for the officer to take quarterly Inspection 
of his own office and of subordinate offices according to guide Book. 
He should compare the book of principal faults and sheet roll. He 
should get prepared the character book under his own supervision. 
He shall be responsible for the correctness of monthly paysheet 
(qabzul ) and salary papers. 

10. The officer should take care that he should perform all the 
duties mentioned in this regulation. Orders in this connection will 
reach him; except these he has to do nothing else,

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11. The officer should keep a diary, in which he should from 
time to time note all His Highness’ work done by him every day. 
When he receives any verbal or written order in connection with 
any function, and he charges some person with the execution of such 
order he should in his diary make a note to this effect and note the 
time also. 

12. The officer should do office work at the appointed time. In 
addition to this he shiuld from time to time inspect his subordinates 
wherever they haop^n to be whether in lines or on duty. There Is 
no restriction as to time and davs In this respect. He Is free to 
take it up whenever he likes. But care should be taken that no 
previous information of the day shall reach the place when supervision 
or inspection is to be carried on. 

13. Necessary matters about which supervision is to be made: — 

( I ) Lines are clear or not? 

( 2 ) How many men are present in lines? 

( 3 ) How do they put on their uniforms? 

( 4 ) Whether they remain neat and clean when placed on guard 
or on some other service and whether. Their hands and 
mouths are clean ? 

( 5 ) Whether all material of iron, bras.s, silver and gold is clean? 

(6) Leather articles viz, sheaths and shoulder-belts are clean. 

f7) Do the subordinates fully remember their Vardi report 
( report about uniform ) which is given at the time of duty. 

(8) Behaviour and manner of subordinates at the time of offic- 
er’s visit e. g. how they pay respect. 

( 9 ) Whether the order of changing guards is correct or not? 
Whether office bearers do their respective duties at appoin- 
ted times or not ( this should also be seen at some inspec- 
tion ). 

14* The Officer should keep a pocket book also so that he may 
enter therein immediatoly by way of memorandum any order 
received beyond office hours or any matter which he finds worth 
noting at the time of inspectin or supervision. If he proposes to issue 
any order on the basis of these notes he may issue them from his 
office by entering the same in the order book. 
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is. The officer should not take private work from His Highn- 
ess’ servants nor should he employ his private servan-s for His 
Highness’ work. 

1 6 Officer should write following books with his own hand: — 

1, Diary. 

2, Order book. 

1 7. All execution of orders and work should be done according 
to fixed scale and given powers. There is no need of submitting refer- 
ences to head office in such matters. 

18. The officer should possess all information about the affairs 
of his office so that at the time of inspection he could himself reply 
ail questions before the superior officer without taking any help from 
his subordinate such as serishtedar, daftardar etc. 

19. In discharging his duties the officer should be careful and 
keep presence of mind. He should pay attention to minor matters. 

20. His duty is: — 

( I ) To satisfy himself as to the correct execution of orders 
passed by him. 

(2 j To distribute duties in groups equally. 

( 3 ) To see whether book of duties is correctly written or not. 

( 4 ) To consider himself responsioie for the correct compilation 
of all papers and statements in nis office. 

21. The officer should be present at every drill. He should 
inspect those persons who go on duty and satisfy nimself as to 
whether they have fully understood the orders entered for tiieir guid- 
ance. 

22. The officer shall see whether imposed, punishments, are 
properly undergone and he snould himself keep booxs o( duties and 
service. 

23. To keep with himself samples of uniforms of all groups 
subordinate to him and to supervise tne preparation of uniforms 
and to see whether they are prepared lit. 

24. The officer shall be responsible for teaching drill and for 
giving training to recruits. 

25. The officer should so for as possible try to act according 
to rules that have been issued thus far or that may be issued in futu- 
re. If he experiences any difficulty in executing he should make a 
note of the same in his pocket book as well as 01 ho «v it can 09 
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removed and of what method should be adopted so that execution 
can be done without any difficulty. He should submit his proposal 
in such matters to head office two months before the cioseofthe 
year,

(6) When a sentence of punishment in respect of one offence 
is pronounced in presence of the officer, it shall not be enhanced 
afterwards. No reduction can be made in the pronounced sentence 
without superior officer’s order, 

(7) In order to show his previous history the character roll of 
the prisoner will also be put up when he is brought before the 
officer. 

(8) All punishments awarded shall be entered in the state- 
ment of faults and then copied out in the character roll. 

(9) He can award following punishments to employees of 
miscellaneous staff: — 

(a) Khidmatgars:— 

(1) Dismissal. 

(2) Punishment of imprisonment in line up to three 

days. 



(3) Punisihment of imprisonment under surveillance 

up to 15 days. 

(4) CsLr-irzz 6 strokes. 

(b) Other employees; — 

(1) Dismisah 

(2) Fine not exceeding half pay in a month and not 

exceeding two months’ pay in a year. 

(10) Can grant leave to subordinates and office bearers 
as follows: — 

(1) Casual leave not more than 15 days in a year and not 
more than 8 days at one time. 

(2) Privilege leave of one month after ii months and of 3 
months after 4 years. 

(3) Sick iea ve on condition that Doctor’s certificate is produced. 
All conditions given in Civil Service Rules will be enforced 
in connection with these leaves and except the kinds 
mentioned above no leave in lieu of giving substitute shall 
in any case be granted. 

(U) The officer is empowered to employ new men to vacant 
posts but reports for promotion or appointment according to 
grade should be sent as required by regulations to superior 
officer. 

(12) before pronouncing an order of punishment within the 
limit of his power, tne officer should consider the nature of the 
otfence and snouid see wnether the same has been fully proved 
aganist the employee. Oftences should be charged according to the 
list ol offences, in cases wnicii are not within the officer’s power, 
file of investigation should be submitted to the higher department 
after recording his opinion. 

(13) Reinstatement or dismissal should be entered in the daily 
on the very dace on wnich the oiiicer passed suen order. 

4. RELAriNQ TO RbCRUlTS. 

1. As, many new men will be taken for service in a group as 
there are vacancies. iNew appointment in the group of llujra, Kun- 
wars, boons anu Cnhokries win be made according to instructions 
given unaer those heads. For remaining groups new appointments 
shall be made suoject to following condition:— 

2, 1 he person to be appointed should be seen first and on 
approval should be seht to Doctor for inspection. He should be 
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appointed if Doctor gives him certificate. Form for new appointment 
has been given on No. i . 

3. The candidate who has obtained medical certificate accor- 
ding to para 25 ought to be sent for the inspection of superior 
officer. 

5 TRAINING. 

1. Civil drill has been introduced for the training of groups. 
All should be trained in accordance with that and all work should 
be done according to its meaning. 

2. The said officer and his subordinate office bearers should 
also learn the Civil drill. 

6. OFFICE. 

1. All office work should be conducted according to Corresp- 

ondence and Account Manual' but as little ee“”espo.:d-sr!ce should be 
resorted to as is possible. All orders that are to be issued should be 
issued through order book. The orders from officer should 

so far as possible be obtained by submitting personally the original 
paper or through order book In matter of Importance only files 
should be sent to superior officer for orders after preparing notes 
and recording opinion Correspondence with head office should be 
totally stopped. 

2. If some work in connection with any function is to be done by 
some other Karkhana and that work is not properly performed by the 
employees of that Karkhana, instead of carrying on correspondence 
about such matters they should be entered in a book called complaint 
book which shall be kept for this purpose. This should be sent to 
the head officer of that Karkhana whose duty will be to note any 
action that he takes in the matter against it and return the book 
to the officer concerned the same day, so that the latter may know 
as to what action has been taken on his complaint. If proper action 
has not been taken or if inspite of any action having been taken the 
work is not done as it ought to have been done, the matter should 
be brought to the notice of the superior offices and proper arrange- 
ment got made. If head of the department be out of the station, 
the assistant ought to act according to instructions given above. 

3. Stray pieces of paper are often used to write figures on for 
the purpose of verification, tallying and addition etc,. These should 
not be written on pieces of paper now. A waste book of thick paper 
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should be kept for this purpose. Whenever for the purpose of 
verification etc. figures are to be written, they should be written.- on 
this book in chronological order. 

7. DAFEDAR FOR SALARIES. 

1. Distribution of salaries and preparation of papers, in this 
connection is this man's duty. He will prevent people from con- 
tracting loans with out necessity. 

2. He is responsible for correct preparation of all books that 
will be kept in the group. He will keep muster rolol e* book of 
salaries and of miscellaneous expenditure, order book and the book 
of duties. 

3. He must see whether every person’s signature or seal has 
been affixed on the Qabzul (pay sheet). 

8. DUTIES OF THE OFFICER OF HUJRA-KUN WARS GROUP. 

Duties of officer of Hujra-Kunwar group shall be as follows; — 

1, To train subordinates for the duties which are entrusted to 
them, and an eye should always be kept on the fact, that these may 
not consider themselves equal to respectable and high class persons. 
If such is found to be the case, it should be checked and put a stop 

to at once. 

2. Work should be taken from these persons, according to the 
system fixed for the Karkhana, to which they are deputed, for exam- 
ple, Saraphkhana, Devapu|a, kitchen etc. If any one does not do 
so, he should be punished and made to do that work. It has been 

noticed that if some one is found unfit for work, he is transferred to 
some other place. This is not right. He should be given two or 
three opportunities by giving him warnings and punishments 
and If he does not mend his habit, he should be finally dismissed. 

3 - Preliminary training of these men should be according to 
Civil Drill paras i 2-3-5-7-10-1 1.12.13-14.15.17-18.19.20, The object 
is that they may be able to know the ways of how to stand 
and how to walk and that they may do their work steadily and 
quickly. 

4. To supervise day and night from time to time whether 
these persons attend to their duties in clean dresses and are neat* 
and whether they perform their duties with care and diligence and 
make a note of all these matters in a pocket took kept with himself. 
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5. When His Highness go to grace any Darbar or any banquet 
or go on tour it is also the duty of the officer of Hujra-Kunwars to 
distribute before time, sra a proper way the duties amongst Hujra- 
Kunwars after obteJnrsrg t’jis Highness’ orders in this behalf, and as 
many Hujra-Kunwars be told off for duty at as many places and for 
such work as may be necessary. For example how many jnen will 
be sent in advance; and who will sit on coach box etc etc. No Hujra - 
Kunwar should go or be sent if there is no order to this effect^ 

6. It should be fully borne in mind and strict instructions 
should be given in this behaif that no man should on the occasion of 
banquet or tour or Darbar, ask any reward from any person and if 
it is given of one’s own free will, this even should in no case be 
accepted. If any person is found doing this he shall be liable to 
severe punishment, 

6 . RELATING TO APPOiNTxTlEFT, 

I. The number fixed in o-ne budget of Karkhana now does not 
require any more addition to it. 

2 The foliowing shall be the method of making appointment 
of Hujras: — 

(i) In his place, his son, brother, nephew, these three heirs, can 
be appointed provided they are i8 years of age. The total 
of the group siiah Aiever be increased for their sake. 

3. A register sLouid be kept in whicis entry si^cuSd be made of 
all Kunwars thac are boi'n. When Hunwar boy becomes seven 
years of age, his name should be entered in the register of candidates 
and efforts should be made to send him to school for education, and 
on reaching the age of 18, they suould be taken in service as vacan- 
cies in the group occur. The senior man by number will be entitled 
to preference. He should acquire the following education in school: — 

(i) Read and write Hinds and Modi. 

(3) Arithmetic division, and ordinary probJems. 

This education should finish till 17th year. If the boy, being 
intelligent, acquires this knowledge sooner then it is 
necessary to give him more education till he reaches that 
age. 

4, Kunwar boys, after acquiring education as above and 
becoming successful at the presci ibed examinations, will be appointed 
to the posts of Patwari and Sazawal in Land Records Department 
and on doing good work will be entitled to projinotion,

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5. A six monthly statement should be put up before His 
Highness to inform him of the condition of Kunwars. 

lo. LINES FOR LIVING 

For forty men, one line will be provided. Servants should keep 
their beddings etc, in that line. They should go to places of duty in 
uniform without taking their beds, etc. 

II. POWERS OF THE OFFICER OF HUJRA KUNWARS. 

I. Fine up to two rupees, forfeiture of pay up to ten days, to 
take double duty on guard or to tell off for duty, period of which 
should not be more than 5 days. 

Summary — These punishments should be given for minor 
mistakes such as, absence from duty, remaining dirty, disobeying 
instructions., etc etc. In case of serious faults or continuous mistakes 
report should be made to superior officer. 

3. Officer should keep following papers ready with him ; — 

( 1 ) Morning report (2) Pay sheet- 

( 3 ) Treasury Sarkhat (4) Character roll. 

( 5 ) Register of faults. 

13, APPOINTMENT OF A TALAB HUJRA (FOR SALARIES) 

AND A TALAB KUNWAR. 

One man from each of the groups shall -be established as Talab 
Hujra and Talab Kunwar. These men will discharge the duties of 
distributing salaries, keeping accounts, and preparation of papers etc. 
Such men should be selected for appointment to this work, who are 
literate, careful and capable of doing such work. When need be, 
other work should also be taken from them in addition to the above 
work and it shall be their duty to attend to it in time and discharge 
the same. 

13. LAW ARIS FUND. 

Lawaris property that may be received in future should be 
credited to the fund that has been established for the Lawaris pro> 
perty of Hujra Kunwars, etc. All expenditure on marriages, deaths, 
births of children etc that were up to this time met by Darbar 
should now be met out of this fund. Regular account of this fund 
should be kept under supervision of officer Shagirdpesha. 

14. DUTIES. 

I. Total number of both Hujra and Kunwars comes to 120. 
Duties of these 120 men are fixed as follows Hujras, Soon.

these 83 from 120 balance is 37. Out of these 37 fifteen men should be 
employed to the work of cleaning utensils and the remaining 22 
should be utilised for serving food when required. 

3. Men named for cleaning utensils and for serving food shall 
work in both places vix.. both in English and Indian kitchen. Services 
of these 37 men should be utilised for the ceremony of pan on the 
occasion of Darbar. They should be utilised for Lawazma and enter- 
tainment of guests also. 

4. Out of the 4 Hujras specified for Palace Devapuja, 3 should 
be utilised for other work also, for example serving food. 

5. On the occasion of big functions, work should be taken 
from those Hujras also, who have been told for duty of guard. 

15. UNIFORM. 

I. All these 120 men should be given full dress uniform, and 
.second dress uniform as follows : —

(. 8 ) On occasions of festivals and Darbar’s full dress unifom 
should be used; and on occasion of daily duty, second dress is to be 
used. 
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( 9 ) Monograms should be used on each of the two dresses The 
same monogram should be utilised for both, that is to say, same 
monogram should be used on the dress which is put on. 

i 6 . GROUP OF SOONS AND CHHOKRIS. 

Officer Shagirdpesha will be concerned only with salaries of this 
group. For other matters such as reinstatement, dismissal, leave, 
promotion, reducion, punishment, fine, etc , Officer Zenani Deorhi shall 
be empowered and he will from to time keep Officer, Shagirdpesha 
informed about such matters. On tlie basis of such information 
Qabzul ( pay sheet ) will be prepared and the same with amount of 
pay shall be sent to him for distribution of salaries. 

17. DUTIES. 

1. Total number of both Soons andChhokries is loo; of these 30 
for service in kitchen, and 8 for service of MaharanI Sahibas and 
children be told off as follows : — 

( I ) Senior Maharani Sahiba ... ... ... 3 

( 2 ) Junior Rani Sahiba ... ... ... 3 

( 3 ) Yuvaraj Maharaj ... ... ... 3 

(4) Kamla Raja Sahiba. ... ... ... 3 

Remaining 20 Soons should remain present in Bada ( Palace ) 
and work as follows ; — 

Clean pulses, clean rice, prepare pickles, prepare p&par (crisp 
cakes ) papadi and kufdaS ( things crisp ) and Similar other usual 
works. 

2. Following work should generally be taken from 20 Soons 
deputed to kitchen. 

Baking Phulkas and cooking all kinds of things. 

3. Out of 50 Chhokries, 13 be deputed for service of both Maha- 
rani Sahibas and ICamla Raja Sahiba and remaining 37 should 
remain present in palace and work with the 22 Soons in cleaning 
pulses and rice and in doing other usual works. 

Duty of 13 Chhokries shall be as follows 

( I ) Senior Maharani Sahiba ... ... ... 6 

( 2 ) Junior Maharani Sahiba ... ... ... 9 

(3) Kamla Raja Sahiba ... ... ... i 

4. All the Hujras and soons deputed for cooking in kitchen 
shall not be required for duty daily. Therefore only as many should 
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be called by rotation daily as are necessary. For example if for daily 
work 7 Hujras and 5 Soons are required only so many should be 
called daily by rotation. In this way every one’s turn will come after 
four days. Kitchen officer should fix their duties in this way. Of 
course on the occasion of festivals or some function, if more be 
needed a large number of them be called for duty. 

Dresses given to Soons and Chhokries by Darbar should 
be kept carefully by them. They should use them when on 
duty; and keep them serviceable till the time which has been fixed 
as their age, otherwise they will be replaced and cost realised by 
deductions from their pay. For instance if Loogda becomes spoilt 
before time it shall be purchased out of their pay. 

1 8. LAWARIS FUND. 

A fund has been established in Shagirdpesha, of all that Lawaris 
property of Soons and Chhokries, which up to this time was credited 
as Sewai Jama . Accordingly all such property received in future 
should be credited to this fund. Expenses of marriage, death and 
birth of children etc., should be met from this fund. Regular account 
of.this^fund is kept by Shagirdpesha but Zenani Deorhi Officer’s duty 
also is to examine it from time to time. 


19. HARKARA JASOOS. 


I. Total number of Harkara Jasoos is 30 and adding to it one 
Jumledar total comes to 31. Similarly there are 7 Sota-bardars, 16 
Chobdars and one their Jamadar. Total of these is 17. Out these 
duties of Harkara Jasoos is fixed as follows ; — 


( I ) At northern gate both for Agari and Pichhari 

( 2) At Chhatri 

(3) Durbar Peshi Office Motimahal 

(4) Naotala 

(5) Master of Ceremonies 

{ 6 ) Private Office and Karkhanejat

Note. ““Out of 30 Harkaras 22 should be present on duty as above, 
the remaining 8 should rtmain presetn in the line. If some 
of those on duty be absent on account of sickness one of 
these should be sent to act for him. 
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2, Harkaras who are stationed at North Gate are kept 
specially for Darbar’s work. They should not be utilised for carrying 
Uak of offices. For this very reason number of Harkaras in the 
office of Master of Ceremonies and the Private office has been 
increased so that they may distribute this Dak through Harkaras 
deputed to their respective offices. 

20. CHOBDAR AND SOTEBARDAR. 

1. Duty of Chobdars are fixed as follows ; — 

(1) For both Agari and Pichhari at Palace with Jamadar ... 5 

(2) At Chhatri ... ... ... ... 2 

(3) At Devaghar Qorkhi ... ... ... ... i 

In this way 8 Chokidars wiil be on duty and the remaining 

9 will reniain present in the line. On the occasion of distribution of 
invitation cards or some other fuction. work should be taken from 
all the 17 Chobdars. 

2, There shall be present in the line Harkaras 8, Sotebardar 7 
and Chobdars 9. In this way total number comes to 24. Deficiency 
in number of those deputed to duties on account of leaves or sickness 
should be made up out of this number. Besided this if there be any 
necessity to depute some one to any other place, this deputation 
should also be made out of this number. But the Officer is not em. 
powered to depute for more than four days No one is authorised 
to appoint any one of these to some permanent duty. No one is 
authorised to make addition or alteration without Darbar’s order in 

the permanent duties fixed by Nos. 78 and 79. 

21. ESTABLISHMENT OF NAZAR NAUCHHAWAR FUND. 

All money received as Nauchhowar is deposited in a fund and 
loan is given from that fund to Hujras Kunwars, Soons and Chhokries 
and besides these to others also. This system is not right. Because 
Nauchhawar is a kind of gift and group of Hujras and Kunwars is 
entitled to it, therefore this should be considered as their own. 
Loan from this fund should be given to these persons only at a very 
low rate of interest vSx,, 4 annas per cent and to no others. 

Noth. — A limit should be fixed to this fund. An estimate should be 
made as to how much money is required for giving loans to these 
persons during a year. This estimated amount should be kept and 
the remaining amount be distributed among them equally. Suppose 
for example, that ten thousand rupees are required for giving out 
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on loans dnring a jj'ear. This amount should be kept, and in arriv- 
ing at this amount regard should be paid to the fact that if some 
amount has to be written off as bad debt, it may not come to pass 
that there remain no balance for giving out on loans. After keeping 
sufficient amount due regard having been paid to the above consider- 
ations, balance should be distributed equally. All amount received 
as Kauchhawar during a year should be deposited in this fund and 
at the end of the yenr action be taken as mentioned above, and 
surplus amount be distributed. 

22. UNIFORM. 

1. Provision has been made in the budg^et for nniform of 
Hujras, Kunwars, Soons. Chhokries, fiarkars, Jasooses, Chobdars, and 
Sotebardars etc., and scale of that has also been fixed. Besides this 
details of uniform of flufra and Kunwars have been given under 
head “Uniform”. It is the Officer’s duty, therefore, to get new uni- 
forms prepared at proper time and with economy. 

2. When new uniforms are supplied, old ones should be 
allowed to remain with them. They should not be taken back. 

3. Full dress uniforms of all with the exception of Soons and 
Ch hokries shall be kept in Shagirdpesha, it is Officer Shagirdpesha’s 
duty to keep them safely; and to give them to those to whom they 
belong on the occasion of festivals or other functions and on the 
close of functions to take them back and keep safely. When new 
full dress uniform be prepared the old ones should be given to those 
to whom they belonged respectively. 

4. Except full dress uniform, the second dress and also uni- 
form of winter season which is to be used daily during that season 

should be kept with their respective owners. 

5. A fund has been established for uniform. The amount for 
every year should be added to the fund and be invested on interest. 
Before investing on interest it should be seen how much money will 
be required for preparing uniforms— during that year. After keeping 
in hand this, latter amount balartce should be invested on interest. 
The amount kept for uniforms also should not be allowed to lie idle 
for a long time, that is to say, this amount should be kept only when 
uniform is to be got ready within two or three months, otherwise it 
should also be Invested on interest and when need be should be with- 
drawn 3 months before. 
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6 . Out of cloth purchased for the making of uniforms that kind 
of cloth which is manufactured here should so far as possible be pur- 
chased'locally. For example Khan, and Saris are manufactured at 
Lashkar; dupattas and patals etc. are manufactured at Chenderi; 
and Benod Mill Ujjain manufactures handkerchief, Jharans, sheets; 
dosooties, and non-cloth etc. The system for this should be that 
manufactures be informed before hand of the total requirements and 
tenders be called for from them, to the effect that within what 
time and for what price shall they be able to manufacture a certain 
kind of cloth. On receipt of tenders order should be given to those 
manufacturers whose stock is good and cheap. 

23. TO MAKE SUBORDINATES CLEARLY UNDERSTAND 

THE SYSTEM. 

Be it known that in starting some system anew great 
difficulties are experienced in the beginning, but when once it is intro- 
duced these difficulties disappear. It is, therefore, the duty of each 
Head of Department to once make his subordinates clearly understand 
the system and habituate them to follow that system, and when once 
such habit is formed all difficulties disappear for future and work 
goes on smoothly. It is therefore obligatory to let the subordinates 
understand first what the system is and, how one is to proceed. 

24. EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES TO BE DEBITED TO THE 
ACCOUNT OF THE FUNCTION CONCERNED. 

Provision in the budget have been made for ordinary and daily 
expenses. Extraordinary expenses that are often incurred on the 
occasion of big functions should, therefore, not be met from the bud. 
get but they should be debited to the account of that function. 

: : 25. REPAIR OF ARTICLES AND PURCHASE OF THE SAME 

FROM LOCAL FACTORIES. 

If any new article is to be purchased or some large repair is to be 
done, the purchase should be made or repair be got done through the 
General Store, Workshop, Civil and Military Stores, Leather factory, 
Prestonji Press etc., etc, as the case may be. These Karkhanas should 
be given to understand well that they ought to supply such strong 
things as will last for the fixed period. They should also bear in 
mind that they should not be dearer as compared with other 
Karkhanas. If their rates will be dearer, then their will be no help 

F-W3 
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qut to purchase from outside. Ordinary repairs should be got done 
in the Karkhana itself. 

26. TOUR EXPENSES. 

Amounts for tour expenses have been provided for in Karkhana 
budgets. Out of these items expenses for ordinary tour should be 
met according to Civil Service Rules, Expenses of tour made in con- 
nection with extraordinary Tamilat (function) should be met from 
amount fixed for them, 

27. STOCK REGISTER, 

1. Stock Registers should be maintained in each Karkhana 
in the same way as they aremaintdined in Arayash Karkhana. 

2. Ail articles of stock shall be entered in Register, Malkhan^ 
/. e., Stock Register with following details : — description of each 
article, its weight, length, breadth and value. These should be entered 
correctly so that there may be no difficulty in identifying and ex- 
amining articles according to entries in the Register, There should 
be no stock which is not entered in the stock register. If some stock 
is given on loan to, or is taken on loan from, any other Karkhana it 
should also be entered in the stock rdgister and a remark to that 
effect be put against those articles in remark column. 

3 The work of stocktaking of malkhana should begin every 
year from the beginning of May and should finish by the end of that 
month, 

4. Any increase or decrease in stock should after thorough search 
be reported to the superior officer. If at the time of stock taking any 
stock is found which is fit for being sent to Mudris it should be 
separated from the rest and that requiring repair should also be 
separated. The one fit for Mudris should after being shown to 
Superior Officer be either sent to Mudris or order for its sale be 
obtained and action taken accordingly. Stock sent to Mudris or 
sold in this way should be cancelled from stock register. And an 
estimate should be got prepared for the repair of the articles 
separated as repairable and arrangement for their repair be made. 
If the estimate is within the limits of the budget, the repair should 
be got done according to the powers granted. If it is beyond power, 
sanction of the higher officer be obtained. 

5. The fixing of periods, for various kinds of articles, does not 
mean that those articles are to be rejected or sold, in expiry of the 
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period fixed for them, even if they are in good and serviceable condi- 
tion. It means that those articles, must in any case, be kept in use 
till the fixed time. And if the articles are in good and serviceable 
condition after the expiry of time, they should not he rejected till 
they are serviceable. 

28. GENERAL SAVINGS. 

Information of the general savings from the amount of the 
budget, should at the end of the year be given to the Darbar 
through private Secretary; and action be taken according to the 
order of the Darbar passed thereon, that is to say, whether it would 
lapse or be kept in the Karkhana. 

29. MISCELLANEOUS. 

1 . Any servants sent on deputation for duty to some gentleman 
should not ask reward from them nor should they accept any, even 
if the gentleman offers himself. If the latter wish, he can send it 
to the officer who should give it to the person for whom it is received 
after obtainig sanction. 

2. At least 20 bicycles of solid tyres, be kept in Karkhana for 
the use of Jasooses and Harkaras. These should be purchased out 
of the amount provided in the budget for uniforms. They should 
be trained to ride bicycles, 

3. Persons told off for duty at Zenani Deorhi should not be 
less than forty years of age. 

4. An order should be circulated to all groups that no one 
should take loan without permission. Every man Is empowered to 
contract a loan to such an extent as he may pay off with interest 
within a year. This applies to office bearers also. 

5. Sahukars and other persons doing money lending business 
should be informed of the object of para number 41 (i) through a 
general notification; and it should be publicly notified that no one 
should advance more than the amount fixed, without the Officer s 
order and it is his duty to enquire whether by adding the amount of 
previous debt the total does not exceed the limit within his power. 
If some one advance money against this rule, his claim will not be 
heard and both the lender and borower shall be liable to severe 
punishment* 



6 - The egress and ingress on the side of Pichhari Deorhi in 
Jaivilas Palace should be totally stopped and the way to go to 
Pichhari Deorhi should be that in bagh bahar in front of the fountain 
and covered with trees and creepers. 

7. Till now no right system of leave is being observed by 
Hujras, Kunwars, Soons and Chhokries and they absent themselves 
from duty whenever they like. Therefore, so long as these persons 
do not become habituated to any one system, following method 
should be observed. To give one month’s casual leave in a year on 
account of some accidental necessity, and during sickness leave on 
half pay be given. Power of granting leave be given to the Officer 
of the goup. Any one absenting oneself without leave, should get 
no pay for the period of absence. 

8. Hujras and Soons for duty at Pichhari should not be told 
off without Darbar’s inspection and sanction. 

9. For promotion, general principles of giving promotions, 
according to seniority be observed. It should not be that a servant 
with less period of service be given preference over one with long 
period of service. If for some special reason preference ' must be 
given this should be done after obtaining Darbar’s sanction 

10. If any servant without obtaining leave absents himself 
continuously for one month he ought to be dismissed.

3. WATCH AND WARD. 

I , Following guards should be formed out of the group of guards 
for Palaces 

I. Nadi Gate, one guard. 

3. Wooden stair-case in Palace, one guard. 

3. Kitchen gate, one.

5. Principal Jamdarkhana and Northern gate both inclusive, 
one.

Note: — At the rtite above mentioned there are tv?ent 5 '-two guards and two 
men total 134 men, 49men are at this time on duty as Agari and Pich- 
hari orderlies. In their place now 30men should be kept as orderlies and 
no distinction o£ Agari or Pichhari be made amongst them. In this 
way total number of men on duty will come to 164 the balance 236 
be kept in reserve, 

2, The guards formed as above should be considered perma- 
nent ones and no change ought to be made in them without 
Darbar’s Order. 

3. TEMPORARY GUARDS. 

1, In addition to the permanent guards temporary guards 
can be stationed if need be by order of Muntazim Karkhanejat. 
But without Barbaras order such guards should not be for more 
than 10 days nor should should there be more than 10 guards. 

2. It is not at all proper, on termination of the period fixed, to 
remove such temporary guards for a short time and to station them 
again at the same place by another order and thus to keep a tem- 
porary guard for larger number of days. It should, therefore, be 
taken absolutely prohibited. 

4. HEADQUARTERS. 

Head Quarter of one group be located at Bare Mualla, that for 
another group at Chattri, that for third group at Morar gate, and that 
for fourth group at Naulakha gate. In this way head quarters 
of the four groups be located at various places fixed for the 
purpose. 

5. EDUCATION AND TRAINING. 

Proper arrangement should be made for the education and 
training of these groups. Musketry training should be given fully to 

these groups and work of foot march be taken from them once 
a month. 
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6. DEFENCE SCHEME. 

A scheme of defence for Palaces be prepared and preserved so 
that there may occur no difficulty as to who should reach where, 
and what should he do, when any occasion for this arise or when 
alarm is rung. Practice of this scheme should be done every 
quarterly. 

7. DRILL, DISCIPLINE, REINSTATEMENT, 

DISMISSAL, Etc. 

Everything relating to drill, discipline, inspection, reinstatement 
dismissal, leave, pension, gratuity, uniform, safety of arms, accoutre- 
ment, etc. of these groups shall be disposed of according to Gwalior 
Army regulations in the same way as they are applied to a regi- 
ment. Of course their drill will be the one specially prescribed 
for them. 

8. POWER OF AWARDING PUNISHMENT. 

If any office bearer, or men of these groups is guilty of any 
negligence, carelessness, wrong procedure, or wrong behaviour, he 
shall be tried through summary court-martial by Commanding 
Officer of the Group. Procedure of awarding punishment grade by 
grade will in their case bethe same as is observed in Army in connec- 
tion with a regiment. 

9. SUPPLYING BAG AND WATER BOTTLE 

WITH UNIFORM. 

Bags, water bottles and brown coats should also be supplied 
to these groups with uniforms. Their uniform will be the same as 
has now been provided for in the budget, Khaki and full dress. 

10. MISCELLANEOUS INSTRUCTIONS. 

The guard stationed at Jankoji Maharaj Chhatri should be 
instructed to go on round in its compund and also round other 
Chhatries in the compound. 



PART IX. 


Palace Physician. 


I. PALACE MEDICAL HALL. 

1. The English, Ayurvedic and Yunani Medical Hall which 
are maintained at Palace shall be under the control of Palace 
Phsician. 

2. Amount provided in the budget of Palace Physician for 
purchase and preparation of medicines should be divided by him 
among all the three sections English, Ayurvedic and Yunani, accord- 
ing to their respective requirements. 

< 2 . DUTIES OF PALACE PHYSICIAN, 

Duties of Palace Fhisician shall be asi follows: 

( 1 ) First and foremost} duty of Palace Physician will be, to 
daily come to Palace early in the morning and first see the Ruler of 
the State and then all other members of royal family and enquire 
after their welfare. If some body has any complaint, medicine accord- 
ing to necessity should be given. After this he should take a round of 
Whole Palace and compound with a view to inspect ics cleanliness 
and consider plans by which mosquitoes in the Palace can be dec- 
reased. He should adopt such sanitary measures, that mosquitoes may 
not increase in Palace and may become less whenever they are more. 
After this he should go and inspect the Medical Hall maintained at 
Palace and examine all expendiure and supervise all accounts. He 
should take all proper precautionery measures at the time of visita. 
tion of any epidemic. He should arrange his store and medical 
stock in an orderly lashion so that it may be shown to visitors from 
outside as a thing worth seeing. 

( 2 ) He.should keep ready necessary medicienes in hisiCarkhna^ 
He should himself mange to send for. required English mediciesfrom 
medical store and keep them in stock and pay to the store, price of 
all medicines spent during the year and just on termination of the 
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year return to the medical store all medicines that are left and 
for next year send for new medicines according to requirements. Be 
it known that these medicines are for the use of the Darbar or of 
their guests. They are not meant for charity. He should get 
prepared and keep ready Ayurvedic and Yunani medicines by the 
Vaidya and Hakim who have been charged with duty of preparing 
such medicines. 

( 3 ) To reject such medicines which are not fit for use on c- 
count of having become old. 

( 4 ) To manage for careful preservation and keeping of such 
medicines as are the better the older they become. 

( 5 ) To manage for preparing and keeping ready such 
medicines as are prepared every year at the time and season at 
which they ought to be prepared, 

(6) To manage for purchasing in cash from druggists, all 
stock required for preparation of medicines after examining the 
same completely. 

( 7 ) There are medicines which have to be kept for some 
time after preparation and are then fit for use. If such medicines 
be out of stock they should be got prepared at once, and kept as 
required so that they may be fit for use after t hat time. 

( 8 ) It is also the duty of Palace Physician to go to the dairy 
from which milk is supplied to Palace whether that dairy be a State 
concern or private one and see whether it is clean and sanitary. 
What is the condition of animals whose milk is supplied ? What 
is the condition of ration and grass with which they are fed ? If he 
himself has no leisure, he should get this examination done by the 
Vaidya or Hakim, and occasionally he should go there himself. 
Object is that it is absolutely necessary to continuously inspect and 
supervise sanitation of the place from where milk is supplied to 
the Palace as well as also to see what kind of grass and ration are 
given to animals. If some defects be found at the time of inspection, 
they should be removed immediately, if the dairy is a State 
concern he should satisfy himself whether the defects have 
been removed. If the dairy belongs to some Company, the Managers 
ought to be pointed out the defects and shortcomings and told that 
if these would not be removed, Palace would never take milk, 
butter, etc., from them. If on such warning even, they do not remove 
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the defects, report should immediately be submitted to superior 
officer and matter brought to the notice of the Darbar. 

3 . POWERS OF PALACE PHYSICIAN. 

( I ) Reinstatement and dismissal of office staff, group of bar- 
bers, and sanitary staff. 

( 2 ) Leave — can grant leave of every kind according to Civil 
Service Rules to those whom he can reinstate and dismiss. 

( 3 ) Except Hakim and Vaidya, can fine all subordinate emplo- 
yees up to ten rupees, and can also suspend for period the salary 
whereof should not be more than ten rupees. But in doing so the 
order should show the reasons whereby the offence is fully proved. 

( 4 ) For sufficient reasons, can remit half the fine imposed 
by himself and the whole when imposed by some subordinate. 

( 5 ) He is empowered to promote or reduce within the limits 
of budget those whom he can reinstate or dismiss. 

( 6 ) Can according to provisions of Civil Service Rules grant 
casual leave to the Vaidya and Hakim working under him. For 
privilege and other kinds of leave report, with his opinion, 
should be submitted to Maharani Sahiba through Private Secretary. 
Similarly report should be submitted in other matters which 
are beyond his power. 

( 7 ) He can after discharging his duties in the Palace go and 
practise at Jayarogya Hospital. 

( 8 ) He shall take cognisance of following offences. Report 
about serious offences and about such offences as are committed 
habitually should be made to Head Office : — 

( a ) Drinking. 

( A ) Not carrying out orders. 

( 0 ) Gambling. 

( ) Causing hurt when on duty. 

C o ) Absenting without permission. 

(^) Absenting from place of training. 

( ff ) Neglect of duty. 

( * ) Quarrelling. 

( 1 ) Behaving against law. 
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( 9 ) The Officer can award following punishments for offence 
mentioned above : — 

(a) Imprisonment with or without labour for 20 days. 
The punishment will be enforced by detention within 
lines and will commence from the time of issue of the 
Officer’s order. 

( b ) Imprisonment under surveillance for a period not exceed, 
ing 15 days. Together with this, punishment of dalel 
(penal drill) up to ten days shall also be given and all 
duty will be taken according to roll. Attendance at the 
place of training will be compulsory. Extra duty can 
also be taken over and above this. When punishment 
of imprisonment under surveillance is for ten or less 
than ten days the punishment of penal drill will also 
be for the same period. Penal drill will not be for more 
than 3 hours in a day or will not be for more than two 
hours at a time. This will be undergone under the 
supervision of an office-bearer nominated by the Officer 
in this behalf. 

(c) Pay for those days only will be cut as are the 
days of absence. If period of absence is within one month 
pay will be cut at the rate of half pay per day, but if it 
is full one month it will be cut at the rate of full pay. 

In case of absence without permission full days’ pay will be 
cut. The same procedure shall be adopted in case of 
absence after completion of leave. 

{a) For minor offences and for neglect at the time of 
training, punishment of extra duty only will be given. 
This will be for a period not exceeding 4 days. 

( o ) To stop giving leave for next six months, is also a form 
of punishment. 

(10) For absenting without permission, over and above the 
punishment of cutting pay, punishment of imprisonment under sur- 
veillance or imprisonment in line can also be given. 

(11) Punishment of imprisonment under surveillance can be 
given together with the punishment of imprisonment in line, but 
the two together cannot be for a period exceeding 25 days. 

( 1 2) Punishments given to office-bearers of lower grades should 
not be lighter than warning or breaking of r^nk for a week. In 
case of serious offences they should be taken under arrest and report 
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be made to superior officer. It should be taken into consideration 
that warning to the office-bearer should not be given in presence of 
his subordinates because by so doing he will lose his prestige. 

( 13 ) When a sentence of punishment in respect 
of an offence is pronounced in presence of the officer, it shall not 
be enhanced afterwards. No reduction can be made in the pro- 
nounced sentence without superior Officer’s order. 

(14) In order to show his previous history, the character roll 
of the prisoner will also be put up when he is brought before the 
Officer. 

(15) All punishments awarded shall be entered in the state- 
ment of faults and then copied out in the character roll. 

(16) He can award following punishments to employees of 
miscellaneous staff : — 

(a) Khidmatgarsg— 

( I ) Dismissal. 

( 2 ) Punishment of imprisonment in line up to 3 days. 

( 3 ) Punishment of imprisonment under surveillance up to 
IS days. 

( 4 ) Caning 6 strokes. 

Other employees : — 

f I ) Dismissal. 

( 2 ) Fine not exceeding half pay in a month and not exceed- 
ing two months’ pay in a year, 

(17) Before pronouncing an order of punishment within the 
limits of his power, the Officer should consider the nature of the 
offence and should see whether the same has been fully proved 
against the employee. Offences should be charged according to the 
list of offences. In cases which are not within the Officer’s power, 
file of investigation should be submitted to the Higher Department 
after recording his opinion. 

4. DEPUTATION OF HAKIM AND VAIDYA. 

To help the Palace Physician in preparing Ayurvedic and Yunani 
medicines, and in supervising as to their proper keep and in seeing 
to other works, e- g., sanitation, etc., following Vaidya and Hakims 
are told off for duty : — 

VAIDYA. HAKIM. 

I. Shankar Shastri Dravida. i. Mohabbat AH. 

;2, Rameshwar Shastri. 2. Obedullah Khan, 
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$. examination of medicines 

Ayurvedic medicines which are now stocked in Jamdarkhana, 
should be transferred to this Karkhana and they should be examined 
with a view to reject those which have become useless as pointed 
out above and to prepare new ones in their place. 

6, PREPARATION OF ARAKS (JUICES) AND 
SHARBATS (SYRUPS), Etc. 

The Physician should obtain from Khasgi Officer an estimate 
of the quantity of Juices, for example, Keora water, rose water and 
syrup of pomegranate etc., etc., required for functions, for annual 
expenditure for guests and for ceremonies, and get them prepared 
in his own Karkhana. These things be supplied to him (Khasgi 
Officer) as they are required in that Karkhana at cost price and cost 
realised. In short all Arraks and Sharbats should be prepared in 
this Karkhana and they should not be purchased from outside The 
method to be followed in preparing things for other Karkhanas 
should be this. The number of things in stock at the end of the year 
should be deducted from the total requirements of next year and 
for the latter only so much should be prepared as together with the 
balance of last year may suffice for the year. Suppose, for example, 
200 bottles of Keora water are spent in a year and at this rate 200 
bottles were prepared and kept in Karkhana but if during the 
year instead of spending all the bottles only 100 were required 
by the Karkhana then for next year instead of 200 only 100 bottles 
should be prepared so that by adding to this number, last year’s 
saving of 100 bottles, the total number of 200 bottles required for a 
year is made up. Of course, the system of supplying in this case 
should be, to first supply those bottles which were saved last year, 
and when these are exhausted then to supply new bottles. 

7. TO PUT LABELS ON MEDICINES. 

Labels should be affixed to all medicines and other things — 
Arraks and Sharbats — stocked in the Karkhana, from which it may 
appear as to what that thing is and when it was prepared so that 
every person may, by merely reading the label, know as to what 
thing does it ( bottle } contain and there be no mistake at the time 
of use. For example, one goes to bring Sulaimani salt but brings 
arsenic instead. 
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8. ARRANGEMENT OF VESSELS AND MORTARS, Etc. 

Vessels of copper, brass, silver, glass and China and mortars 
required for permanent use by this Karkhana for preparation of 
medicines, Arraks, Sharbats, etc., should be taken from the 
Karkhanas concerned according to requirement and stocked there; 
and in addition to these if some time on account of some special 
need, existing number of vessels be not sufficient and more be 
required, these may be taken for that work from the Karkhana 
concerned and returned immediately after the work is finished. 

9. WEEKLY MEDICAL EXAMINATION OF SERVANTS. 

Medical examination of Hujras, Soons and Chhokris that 
remain on duty at Palace should be carried on once every week. 
Examination of women be done by Lady Doctor and that of men 
by the Doctor, so that there may remain no apprehension of any 
contagious disease. Those people should be exempted from such 
examination who are beyond suspicion, that is to say, in respect of 
whom there be no suspicion of any such disease. 

In case of venereal diseases, persons suffering from them, 
should be given sick leave on half pay and such leave should extend 
to a period in which recovery should be possible. If he does not join 
his duty after obtaining health certificate within that period he 
should be given leave without pay after that. If he does not join 
even after this, action should be taken as is done under Civil Service 
Rules in such matters. 

10. TO CARRY MEDICINES WHILE ON TOUR. 

When Mis Highness or other Members of Royal Family go on 
tour, two boxes containing necessary medicines should accompany. 

II. COLLECTION OF INDIAN DRUGS. 

Dry drugs that are required for prescriptions should also be 
sent for and stocked, according to requirements, at season time, 
because in market these things are had very old. 

12. DEPUTATION OF HUJRAS FOR KEEPING GUARD. 

Two Hujras from Sharabkhana ( wine store ) should be deputed 
for service in the dispensaries in whose charge all this stock should 
be placed. They shall according to instructions given by Palace 
Physician, Vaidya or Hakim, keep all those things carefully. But 
Palace Physician should himself keep the key of Almirahs, in which 
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co stly medicines such as Mairsa^s and Majuns ( electuaries ) of 
p oisonous medicines are kept and if there be need of takin g any of 
th ose medicines out he should get the lock opened before himself, 
an d get the required medicine taken out carefully. He should hand 
over the keys to no one. 

13. TAKING OF DISPENSARY TO SHIVPURl DURING SEASON. 

Only a portion of dispensary should be taken to Shivpuri 
during season. 

14. GROUP OF BARBERS. 

1. In Arayash Department and in Shagirdpesha group, barbers 
and torch-bearers were employed in different numbers; but now at 
the time of overhauling the budget, barbers have been taken out 
from those Karkhanas, and a separate group of them has been 
established and the same has been placed under the control of 
Palace Physician. 

2. The supervision, appointment, dismissal, reinstatement and 
leave of these people, will be under the control of Palace Physician 
who will also get their pay distributed. 

3. Some one of the houses at the Nadi gate, should be selected 
for them where they should remain present. The house selected for 
them should be away from the road so that it may not be open to 
view of people coming and going by that road. 

4. These men are sixteen in number. Out of these about 3 or 
4 will be deputed for service at Qorkhi and Palace and for other 
duties The remaining number should be divided into two portions. 
Half of this number should remain present from morning till 1 2 
and the other half from 12 to evening. Hujras, Kunwars, Harkaras, 
J^sooses, Khallasis, Coachmen, Faujdars, etc., who during this 
time go to Palace for duty should first go to this place and after 
getting themselves shaved should go to attend to their duty. This 
does not mean that they should get themselves shaved daily. But 
it is necessary that they should get themselves shaved every fourth 
day. 

5. Out of these men two should be told off to sleep at night, 
by turns, so that if there be any need of torches they may carry 
them at the time. The two men who sleep at night should, before 
going to bed, first see whether torch, oil and vessel for oil are all in 
order so that at night when necessity arises there be no difficulty 
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in getting these things. Palace Physician should first meet the 
expenditure on oil from his budget and then get from the place 
which ought to bear such expenditure. 

6 . Two barbers have been deputed for Nandadeep at Qorkhi, 
They should be kept there as previously, that is to say, two men 
should remain there on duty by turns and besides this, work at 
Qorkhi kitchen and any other work in connection with festivals 
should also be taken from them. 

7. One barber should be told off for duty at Pichhari Deoghar 
at Palace who besides lighting the Deoghar shall light kitchen also 
and if His Highness go out and need for torch arise he should do this 
duty also. On the occasion of festivals the work special for barbars 
should also be taken from him. 

8- On the occasion of big functions for example Moharram, 
and Manoeuvres etc,, Hujras, Khallasis and barbers are often 
deputed for duty on Tazia or in brigade camp. It is, therefore, 
necessaty' that the required number of barbers should be 
told off for duty at these places so that the former may not have to 
go to Nadi gate for being shaved. Similarly these men should be told 
off for duty according to scale at Shivpuri, during Shivpuri season, 
and a place for their stay should also be fixed so that people may go 
there and get themselves shaved, 

9. When torch or candle is needed for processions or for any 
other occasion this work should also be taken from these barbers. 

15. SUPERVISION OF CLEANLINESS. 

1. It is also the duty of Palace Physician to supervise the clean- 
liness of all places in the Palace and insist upon the people not to allow 
dirt or rubbish to collect anywhere; and whenever there are more 
mosquitoes he should make arrangements to decrease their number 
by getting that place cleaned. He can in this matter take help from 
the Hakim or Vaidya who have been deputed with him. 

2. So far as this work is concerned the Safai Darogha (Sanita- 
tion Officer) and all other staff shall be under the control of Palace 
Physician. 

3. If any person coming to or going from Palace be found 
doing any insanitary act he should first be warned of the prohibition 
but if he still commits the same act the Palace Physician is empower- 
ed to fine such person up to Rs. 2. 
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4. It is the duty of Safai Darogha to get the Palace and the 
whole of its compound cleaned by the sweepers employed for this 
purpose, and should always see that they remain present. He should 
take care that nowhere dirt or rubbish is allowed to collect. He 
should see that roads and opens are watered properly and at ap- 
pointed times. For this purpose it is compulsory for him to be present 
at the Palace during hot season at 5-30 in the morning from 15th 
April to 15th October and at 6 in the morning from i6th October to 
14th April. 

5. As sweeping and cleaning work is done mostly in morning 
and evening, therefore the Darogha must be present at these times. 

6 . The Safai Darogha is empowered to fine his subordinates up 
to eight annas for carelessness. But it shall be his duty to inform 
Palace Physician of such fine. He should similarly personally report 
about the sanitation to Palace Physician daily. 

7. It is also the duty of Palace Physician to see whether the 
place where milk, curd or butter, etc., are kept in the Palace, is as clean 
as it ought to be; whether utensils are washed with hot water and 
rubbed or not. and whether pieces of cloth for sifting milk are clear 
or not. 

16 . EXAMINING ARTICLES THAT ARE RECEIVED IN KITCHEN. 

The Palace Physician should also examine from time to time all 
articles that are received in the Palace kitchen, especially such things 
as for instance fruits, vegetables, meat, eggs, hens, milk, curd. Ghee 
and sweetmeat, etc. If anything be found unserviceable it should be 
rejected and the burden of supplying good stuff in its stead should 
fall on the person making default. 

17. OFFICE. 

I. All office work should be conducted according to Correspond- 
ence and Account Manual, but as little correspondence should be re- 
sorted to as is possible. All orders that are to be issued should be issued 
through order book. The orders from superior Officer should so far as 
possible be obtained by submitting personally the original paper or 
through order book. In matters of importance only, files should be 
sent to superior Officer for orders after preparing notes and recording 
opinion. Correspondence with Head Office should be totally stopped. 

3. If in connection with some function some work is to be 
done by some other Karkhanaand that work is not properly perform- 
ed by the employees of that Karkhana, instead of carrying on corres- 
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pondence about such matters, they should be entered in a book called 
complaint book which shall be kept for this purpose. This should be 
sent to the Head Officer of that Karkhana, whose duty will be to note 
any action that he takes in the matter against it, and return the 
book to the Officer concerned, the same day, so that the latter may 
know as to what action has been taken on his complaint. If proper 
action has not been taken or if in spite of any action having been 
taken the work is not done as it ought to have been done the matter 
should be brought to the notice of the superior Officer and proper 
arrangement made. If Head of the Department be out of the 
station, the Assistant ought to act according to instructions given 
above 

3. Stray pieces of paper are often used to write figures on for 
the purpose of verification, tallying, and addition, etc. These should 
not be written on pieces of paper now. A waste book of thick paper 
should be kept for this purpose- Whenever for the purpose of verifi- 
cation, etc., figures are to be written they should be written on this 
book in chronological order. 

4. The Officer should so far as possible try to act according to 
rules that have been issued thus far or that may be issued in future. 
If he experience any difficulty in execution, he should make a note of 
the same in his pocket book, as well as of how it can be removed, 
and what method should be adopted so that execution can be done 
without any difficulty. He should submit his proposals in such matters 
to Head Office, two months before the close of the year. 

18. MALKHANA (STOCK). 

1. All articles of stock shall be entered in Register Malkhana, 
I- Stock Register with following detailsi—description of each article, 
its weight, length, breadth and value. These should be entered 
correctly so that there may be no difficulty in identifying and 
examining articles according to entries in the Register. There should 
be no stock which is not entered in the stock register. If some stock 
is given on loan to or is taken on loan from any other Karkhana it 
should also be entered in the stock register and a remark to that 
effect be put against those articles in remark column 

2. The work of stock-taking of Malkhana should begin every 
year from the beginning of May and should finish by the end of that 
month. 
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3. Any increase or decrease in stock should after thorough 
enquiry be reported to the superior Officer. If at the time of stock- 
taking any such stock is found which is fit for being sent to 
Mudris^ it should be separated from the rest and that requir- 
ing repair should also be separated. The one fit for Mudi^is should 
after being shown to the superior Officer be either sent to MudHs or 
order for its sale be obtained and action be taken accordingly. Stock 
sent to MudHs or sold in this way should be cancelled from stock 
register. Arrangement should be made for repair of the stock 
selected for repair, by getting an estimate prepared therefore, and 
to get it done with his own authority; if the cost of repair is with- 
in the limits of the budget, and in cases beyond power, sanction of 
the superior Officer be obtained. 

4. The fixing of periods for use, for various kinds of stock, 
does not mean, that on expiry of such periods, the stock is to be 
rejected or put to auction even if it is in good condition and service- 
able. On the other hand, it means that the stock must be kept in 
use till the period of its use expires, and if on the expiry of such 
period the stock be in good condition and serviceable, it should not 
be rejected, but be kept in use till it remains serviceable.

Office of Master of Ceremonies. 


I. DUTIES OF MASTER OF CEREMONIES. 

Following shall be the duties of Master of Ceremonies ; — 

(1) Preservation of dakhtas {record of precedents) and acting 
according to them, invitation section both Mardana (male) and 
Zenana (female), formal and private; entertainment of guests with 
management for their conveyance, transport, lodging and food ; recep- 
tion of guests ; management of conveyances, etc,, and any other work 
for which Darbar may order; to write orders in the daily order book 
as to which A, D. C. will be on which duty, and at what time. 

( 2 ) To make ail arrangements in connection with any Darbar 
to be held at Agari (male) or Pichhari (female). 

(3) To arrange for the entertainment, vix,, supply drinking 
water, betel leaves and cigarettes etc, to gentlemen coming to Palace 
•n the occasion of feasts, festivities or Darbar. 

( 4 ) To maintain dakhtas correctly and to get them followed. 

( 5 ) Not to cut from or add to the list, fixed for various 
occasions, any name without Darbar’s permission. 

(<5) To arrange for due performance according to dakhia of 
all rites and ceremonies to be observed on festivals and other occa- 
sions, because these customs are very old, and are being observed from 
a long time, they should never be forgotten. But the Ruler of the 
State should also be, from time to time, reminded of them. 

^ ( 7 ) First duty of the gentleman appointed as Master of Cere- 
monies is, to go through all record relating to dakhtas of rites and 
ceremonies and acquaint himself well with them, and similarly 
get A. D. Cs. also to know them well, so that they may have 
full information of dakhtas and other work. 

(8) To supervise as to how A. D. Cs. told off for attendance 
on guests, treat them and whether they look after their comforts 
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With care. For example, on receipt of information about the 
arrival of any guest, to go one or two hours before to the place 
where the guest will stay, and to see whether proper arrangement 
for the stay and comforts of the guest has been made, whether 
water for bathing, etc., is kept ready; whether arrangement for 
food and tea, etc., has been made. Similarly he should see, as to 
how A. D. Cs. on duty at Palace treat those who come to pay 
respect to His Highpess and whether they report about their arrival 
in time. It should also be seen whether equal treatment is meted out 
to those who come to pay respects, whether they be rich or poor. 

Note. — G enerally A. D. Cs. commit great mistake in being uncivil and 
hard to poor people. This becomes the cause of bad reputation. Be 
it known that good name and popularity of Darbar to a large extent 
depends upon their stafp. 

(g) To see whether turn out of A. D. Cs is smart and whether 
they put on proper dresses prescribed for various occasions. 

(10) A. D. Cs. should also be required to see and supervise 
whether servants behave respectfully towards persons coming for 
paying respect, or towards guests; whether they observe cleanliness 
in every matter, whether good and hot food is served to guests, 
whether turn-out of servants is good, whether such things do not 
happen that some body orders for drinking water, but it is brought 
after a delay of hours. These are little things but they are such as 
may bring bad name to Darbar. He should, therefore, himself keep 
strict supervision over these things and see whether A. D. Cs. are 
keeping similar supervision. 

(11) To arrange for conveyance of guests in time. 

(12) Orders to be issued daily should be entered in the daily 
order book and signature of persons concerned obtained in token 
of their having received information. Orders as to which A. D. C. 
will be on duty, on which work and when, should also be entered 
in this book. It shall be the duty of A. D. Cs. to come daily to Palace 
in the evening, and after seeing various orders in the order book, 
should get their signatures thereon in token of having received the 
Information. No separate information of such orders will be sent to 
them through any Uarkara, etc. 

(13) To insist on A. D. Cs.that they should use the telephone 
themselves, and when any message is received they, should receive 
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It themselves. It is in no case proper to allow servants to receive of 
give messages at telephone. 

(14) Up to now A. D. Cs. pay no attention as to what matters 
are such about which there should be ilakMas. They should now pay 
attention to this and if any such matter comes up, they should imme- 
diately make a note of it and send it to the Master of Ceremonies. 
The latter shall put it up before the Darbar and obtain their order 
as to whether the matter should be entered in the dakhUa or not. 

(15) To keep Maharaja’s Band in good condition so that it 
may produce first class music. This work will remain under the 
charge of one A. D. C. 

(16) When Their Highnesses have to go out. to tell off one 
A. D. C. to accompany them. There is no need for such A. D. C. to 
remain present for the whole day. On getting information of the 
time at which Her Highness will go out, he should come some time 
before the appointed hour, and go with Her Highness and after 
return he also may go home. 

(17) It is alsOj,the duty of Master of Ceremonies to put up 
before His Highness every Friday evening, after dinner, the following 
form and obtain orders thereon. If he be ill the form should be put 
up by A. D. C. and order obtained.

On receipt of such order Master of Ceremonies or A.D.C. should 
summon the Karkhanetlars concerned, and ask them to take note 
of the order and inform them that such and such articles and such 
and such men must reach such and such place at such and such 
time. 

In fixing time, regard should be had to the fact, that all persons 
may reach their respective destinations one hour before the arrival 
of His Highness. Time should be calculated with regard to distance. 
For example, for a distance of ten miles a bullock cart, an elephant, 
a motor and railway train will take so much time respectively. 
Estimate of distance can be arrived at from Road Guide Book, and 
map and at Shivpuri from Shivpuri map. 

Where stock is to be sent in advance it should all be sent 
together and not separately-. If it is to go with the party it should 
be collected at one place in the Palace before time, and men should 
be present there. 

If His Highness is to go to theatre A. D. C. should enquire as to 
what persons will accompany him and should send in advance 
refreshment for as many persons : — 

Refreshment should consist of following things —

3. APPOINTMENT OF A. D. Cs.

3. DUTIES OF A. D. Cs. 

It is A. D. C’s duty to perform with care and rightly all duties 
prescribed for them in above paras to mete out equal treatment to 
all, and to entertain all those who come to pay respects. He should 
immediately send for and offer soda, lemonade., Sharbat. whiskey 
and cigarette etc and should make no delay- 

4. WORKING WITH CO— OPERTION- 

Karkhanejat Department, office of Master of Ceremonies and 
Private Secretary’s office, these are offices which are closely connec- 
ted with each other in every work They should, therefore work in 
CO operation and should not throw obstacles in each other s way 
otherwise in addition to mismanagement, loss to Darbar occurs and 
there remains apprehen sion of bad name also. 

5. A. D. C. ON DUTY TO GET HIS OWN OFFICE 
WORK AT PALACE AND DO IT THERE, 

A. D. Cs who are in charge of some special office in addition to 
their duty as A.D.C should on the days when they are on duty as 
A,D.C, get their office work in Palace and dispose it off in their room. 
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6. PRIVATE ENTRANCE, 

(1) Entrance from southern side to Jayendrabhavan and to 
Jaivilas Palace is closed to public with the exception of those servants 
who have to go there in connection with duty. This is now reserved 
as private Entrance Only those gentlemen can pass through this 
entrance who have been given this privilege- 

(2) Gentlemen enjoying the privilege or private Entrance shou- 
ld, on alighting from their conveyances at the appointed place, direct 
them to stand at the place to the east of palace reserved for carriage 
stand. 

(3) Such gentlemen when coming to palace should bring with 
them only one servant who should be clad in neat and clean clothes 
When the master goes inside the palace, the servant should remain 
out and sit on the carpet spread outside the Palace. There is no need 
for him to go inside They are strictly prohibited to smoke or chew 
betel leaves or to spit at their seat. 

(4) Servants accompanying Sirdars, should go with them up to 
marble floor where they put off their shoes and as soon as shoes are 
put off they (servants ) should take the shoes and return and sit on 
the carpet spread outside the palace. 

7. WAITING ROOMS. 

(1) Sardars, Europeans and other respectable gentlemen and 
officers should sit in the Billiard room and other officers and men 
should sit in the northern room which is to the north of banquetting 
Hall, It is strictly prohibited, in these waiting rooms, to spit after 
chewing betels or to make them otherwise dirty. 

(2) On entering the Waiting room, gentlemen should inform 
the A. D. C. on duty of the work for which they have come, so 
that he may inform the persons concerned and act according to the 
reply received. 

( 3 ) One Hujra shall always be present in these waiting rooms. 
If some one may require water or any other thing he can inform 

the Hujra or A. D. C. of his requirement and arrangement will be 
made. 

8. PROHIBITION AGAINST ORDINARY SHOES. 

Besides boots, shoes, pump shoes and other /English shoes no 
one is allowed, to go with ordinary shoes on, beyond the Marble 
staircase. 
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9. CLEANLINESS OF WAITING ROOMS. 

The Hujra on duty at Waiting rooms should be neat and clean 
and should be in his uniform. He should look to the cleanliness also 
of the waiting room. If any of the visitors doss anything which is 
against the above mentioned rules, he should tell them n othing but 
should silently inform the A. D. C. of it- He should bring drinking 
water or Ganges water for those who ask for it. If some one be in 
need of attending to call of nature, he should show him the way. 
This Hujra should be respectful to all. 

10. RECEPTION OF SARDARS AND OTHER RESPECTABLE 

GENTLEMEN. 

(1) On receiving information of the arrival of some Sardar, 
the A.-D C. on duty should receive him and take him to the appointed 
waiting room and get him seated. He should enquire from him 
about his work and should immediately inform the Darbar of it. 

(2) When Resident or other big officials of foreign territories 
arrive, the A -D. C. should go up to their carriage and receive them 
and accompany them up to the appointed waiting room and get 
them seated there. He should enquire about their work and imme- 
diatly report to the Darbar. If by chance Darbar be engaged in 
some such work that they cannot see them he should respectfully 
inform them of the fact. 

II. PROHIBITION OF GOING UPSTAIRS WITHOUT 
PERMISSION. 

No one has freedom to go upstairs with the exception of those 
who have been especially permitted or may hereafter be permitted 
in this behalf. Names of gentlemen enjoying this privilege should be 

entered in A-D. C.’s Pass book. 

12. EXECUTION OF DARBAR’S AND OTHER SUPERIOR 

OFFICER’S ORDERS. 

A.-D. C s should enter at the time of receipt all orders given 
by the Darbar, Private Secretary or Master of Ceremonies in a book 
to be kept with them so that A. D.C. on duty should act according 

to those orders. 

13. A.-D. C.s DIARY. 

(i) There shall be kept a diary also on A.-D. C.s table in which 
be should enter all daily account. For example, what persons came 
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to pay respect and what replies were given to them after reporting 
to the Darbar, what dak was received ; how many parcels were 
received, from where; and to whom given. Similarly he should enter 
therein as to where the Darbar went and whole account of other 
functions On change of charge all this should be told to the A.-D C, 
taking charge and a note of the change of charge should also be 
entered in this very diary. 

(3) Before commencing the writing of diary, some space 
should be left between the last A- D. C’s diary and that of his own, 
so that room may be left for entering any remarks by master of 
Ceremonies, if he wishes so to do, on hearing the diary in the 
morning. A. D. Cs will please not leave pages of diary blank, nor 
separate them nor tear them off. 

14 . LEAVE OF A. D. C. 

Leave of A.-D. C. will be under the control of Master of cerem- 
onies who after making arrangement of their work shall sanction 
leave according to rules. 

15 . VISITOR’S BOOKS. 

Visitor’s books have been kept before the northern gate at Park 
gate- It is the duty of A.-D. C, on duty to send for those books daily 
in the evening and see what persons have entered their names in 
the Darbar’s visitors book and what have done so in, their High- 
ness’ books; and inform the Darbar and Their Highnesss of these 
names in the evening. 

Id. ENTRY OF GENTLEMEN FROM NORTH QATE- 

Those Gentlemen also who are allowed to enter the Palace by 

north gate should bring with them only one servant and they should 

also act according to the instructions given above in connection 

with servants of those gentlemen who enjoy the privilege of private 
Entrance. 

17- DUTY OFFICSRS AT NORTH GATE- 

A room has been fixed for duty officers, at North gate, where 
they should remain always present by turns. Ordinary people who 
have some work in the Palace or who wish to pay respect to the 
Darbar or who have to lay their case before him, should report 
about their work to the Duty officer at North gate. On receiving 
such report the Duty officer shall inform the A -D. C, of it through 
the telephone line between him and the A.-D. C. and shall act 
according to the orders received. 
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i8. PERMISSION TO BRING CONVEYANCES UP TO 

NORTH GATE. 

People who wish to come to Palace are permitted to bring up 
to North gate private carriages, riding horses or rubber tyre tongas. 
On reaching the north gate they should send the carriage or tonga 
or whatever conveyance they might have brought to the carriage 
stand to the east. 

19. CLEANLINESS OF PALACE COMPOUND. 

Any dirt or rubbish within the Palace Compound is strictly 
prohibited, if any one has the necessity of attending to calls of 
nature he should do so at the places set apart for each purpose. 
It is in no case proper to urinate hither and thither. 

20- ARRANGEMENT OF WATER. 

Arrangement for water will also be made in the room of Duty 
officers. If people coming to that room require water for drinking 
the Hujra present there, should supply them with water and should 
treat them respectful SJy, 

21. PROHIBITION OF MAKING APPLICATIONS TO DARBAR 
ON THE WAY AND METHOD OF PAYING RESPECT. 

It is strictly prohibited to stand on the way side and make 
application at the time when His Highness goes out from the North 
Gate or returns to Palace from outside. For making applications, 
the method shown in para 42 should be followed or during office 
time one should proceed to Motimahal and act according to the 
system established there. Those persons also who wish to pay 
respects should not stand on the way but they should stand in 
rows on a side and when His Highness passes by that way they 
should silently pay their respects without making any noise and 
walk off. 

22. INFRINGEMENT OF RULES BY VISITORS. 

If any of the visitor be found infringing any of the rules 
mentioned above the duty Officer should immediately report about 
them to the A.-D. C. on duty and should act according to the order 
given by him. 

23. DARBABR ORDERLIES. 

The Sowars ( horsemen ) of regiment who are deputed for duty 
as orderlies of the Darbar should remain present at carriage stand. 
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34 . SYSTEM OF REACHING DAK INSIDE THE PALACE. 

If any European or Sardar or Officer or any other respectable 
gentleman sends any letter etc. to Darbar through Sawar or peon 
it is the duty of Duty Officer to receive [it from him and personally 
deliver it to the A,-D C. or send it to him through some Hujra. 

It shall be the duty of duty Officer to send through Halkaras 
to the offices concerned all dak and letters etc. brought by Sowars 
or peon of other offices for the office of Private Secretary or Master 
of Ceremonies and get receipt thereof on the dak book. 

35. A. D. C’s. DRESS. 

A. D. Cs ] should be neat and clean when on duty and should put 
on the prescribed uniform, that is to say full dress on Darbar 
occasions and undress on ordinary occasion. If they have to accom- 
pany His Highness on Shikar they shall use Shikari ( hunting) 
dress {vide dress regulation). 

36 . DISTRIBUTION OF DAK. 

On receipt of Dak A.-D. C. on duty should see it and make it 
into separate packets of that for His Highness and that for Her 

Highnesses. If possible Private and official letters should be delivered 
to His Highness personally, otherwise they should be put on one of 
the small tables on the right and left of His Highness’ writing table. 
The middle portion of the table should always be left for writing. 
The Dak for Her Highness should be sent through Officer Zenani 
Deorhi. 

27. TELEGRAMS. 

Telegrams received to the address of His Highness up to 10 in 
the night should be put up at once while those received after that 
time should be put up in the morning. 

2& TO OBTAIN INSTRUCTIONS FOR NEXT DAY, DAILY 

IN THE EVENING. 

On return of His Highness the A.-D. C. on duty should daily in 
the evening, obtain His Highness’ orders for the next day and 
note them in the pocket book for carrying them out. 

39, DISTRIBUTION OP WORK OF A.-D. C. 

I. Distribution of work has been made for those A -D.Cs who 
have been appoint^ to particnlar work. For example. 
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(I) Incharge Animal Department and Shikar Khana. 

(3) Khasgi. 

(3) Palace Guard. 

(4) Arjunrao Deshmukh, Commanding Group of Palace Guard.

3* Besides these those A.-D. Cs who have no particular work 
should be entrusted with such work as

30 TO INFORM HIS HIGHNESS OF THE TIME OF 

DARBAR. 

Master of Ceremonies shall inform His Highness of the time of 
Darbar ten minutes before the fixed time. 

31. KEEPING OF FILES LETTERS ETC. 

When any file or letter etc. is given by His Highness to the 
A. D. C. on duty for setiding to some Department or to some Officer, 
he should before despatching it put it in a cover. If some papers 
are given for being kept they should not be left open on the table 
but should be put in locked drawers. 

32. PREVENTION OF IMPROPER USE OF LAVATORIES. 

A. D. C. should see that Darbar’s servants or other servants do 
not use lavatories. If any one is found behaving contrary to this, 
he should be punished severely so that he may not do the same 
again. 

33. TO CALL ANOTHER A. D. C. DURING THE ABSENCE 

OF ONE A. D. C. 

If during the absence of one A.D.C. another A.D.C. is called he 
should not bring forward any excuse, but should carry out the 
orders immediately, so that occasion for writing again may not 
arise. 

34. TO OBTAIN PERMISSION THRUGH TELEPHONE WHEN 

HIS HIQHESS IS TAKING REST 

When His Highness is taking rest and A.D.C. has to communi- 
pate about some urgent work — for example coming of Resident or 
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some other big officer on some special or emergent work or the 
receiving of some '"clear the line telegram,” he Is permitted to comm- 
unicate through telephone which works between His Highness’ rest 
room and A.D.C’s. room. 

35. TO INFORM NOBODY ABOUT THE ENGAGEMENTS 

OF HIS HIGHNESS. 

A.D-C. should never give any information to any body as to 
what His Highness is doing at certain time. 

36. CLEANLINESS OF DARBAR’S TABLE. 

A.D.C. on duty, should daily, morning and evening, see as to 
the cleanliness etc. of His Highness’ table. If anything is required 
for the table he should get it from the Private Secretary's office or 
from that of Privy purse. 

37. CALLING OF PEOPLE THROUGH JUMLEDAR. 

If His Highness give an order for calling any person it should 
be carried out immediately. 

38. NO CROWD TO BE ALLOWED AT TIME OF HIS 

HIGHNESS’ GOING OUT. 

A.D.C. on duty should ^prevent officers etc. present, from 
leaving their room and coming out at the time when His Highness 
comes down for going out. 

39. ONE SERVANT TO BE ALWAYS PRESENT IN A.D.Cs 

ROOM. 

Jumledar, or bhaldar or hufra should not be sent out for work 
at one and the same time. A.D.C. on duty should keep this in 
mind. Some one of these three should remain always present. 

40. MAKING OVER OF CHARGE OF A. D. Cs. 

When one A. D, C. makes over charge to another A D. C., he 
should at the time make over carefully all the things entrusted to 
him, and should also read to him the* diary of his time so that the 
other A.D.C. may know as to what orders remain to be carried out. 

41. ADVANCE BALANCE TO BE KEPT WITH A.D.C. 

For urgent expenses of telegram etc. Rs. 125 have been kept 
with A.D.C. Out of this whatever expenditure is incurred in con- 
nection with any office the same should be realised next day at office 
time from the office concerned so that the balance with him should 
remain entire. 
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43. INSPECTIONiOF QUEST HOUSE. 

The A.D.C. who changes duty in the morning should go to 
Vishrant, Radha Bagh and other places where guests are staying 
and see whether they have any discomfort. He should inform 
Private Secretary, of the Master or Ceremonies, or this. 

43. SIGNALLING COMMUNICATION WHEN HIS HIGHNESS 
IS STAYING AT TIGRA OR SUCH OTHER PLACES. 

I. When His Highness goes to Koleth, Tigra, Susera or such 
other place the A. D. C. on duty should enquire as to how many 
days’ stay will be there- If the stay is for more than one day arrange- 
ment for signalling from that place to fort should be got made, 
through Inspector-General, Armies. 

3. In addition to diaris two more books shall be kept with 
A D.C., one order book and second officer’s note book. Order book shall 
be kept under lock while officer’s note book shall be kept on the table 
so that Officers may enter therein the fact of going out from Lashkar 
Headquarter or of returning and in case of going out should enter 
the address also. This book should be put up before Master of 
Ceremonies on the occasions of Darbar, etc., so that at the time of 
issuing invitations he may know what Officers are present at Head- 
quarter and who have gone out. 

44. EXPENDITURE ON STAFF. 

Staff expenditure should be charged only on the occasion of big 
functions such as Viceroy’s or some Ruling Chief’s visit or some 
marriage where expenses incurred are more than Rs, 4,000. On the 
occasion of small functions no charge in this head should be 
made.

PART XI. 


Rules relating to the work of Officer, Zenani Deorhi. 

DUTIES. 

Duties of Officer, Zenani Deorhi, shall be as follows : — 

I , To grant leave to Soons and Chhokris, and to control 
their presence and absence. 

Note. — Be it known that this class till now does not know, what are 
manners, how to discharge duty, what is discipline; what is cleanliness, 
how to look after Master’s property; how to use it; what respects to 
pas’’ to Sardar lady guests; and what treatment to meet out to them. 
It would not be improper, if they be called mere barbarians. It is, 
therefore, Officer Deorhi’s duty to train them to right methods. They 
should be habituated, to sleep and sit at the place reserved for them, 
and not to do so at every and any place, to be alert on their duty; to 
come on duty after bathing and cleaning and putting on their uniform, 
to take their food at the place appointed for the purpose, and not hither 
and thither; not to talk loud, not to shout; those having children, to 
leave them downstairs, and not to bring the children with them on 
duty. They are often bad characters, they should, therefore, be 
brought round to good conduct. Otherwise they should be dismissed 
and maid servants of good character be employed in their place. In 
the same way they be habituated, that during journey by rail, when 
they accompany Their Highnesses, they should arrange luggage in 
the compartment in an orderly fashion. There is no need of carrying 
Lotas ‘ Only one for bathing purpose is sufficient. Boxes should 
contain only so many articles as be required during the days of the 
journey. For instance, it takes a day and a night to reach Calcutta, 
the articles taken should be sufficient for two days. Heavy baggage 
should be made over to the baggage master for being booked. As 
regards leave, their condition is, that they will take leave for four 
days, but will remain absent for ten days and some go away even 
without taking leave. They should, therefore, be asked to observe 
the rules and should not be allowed to go home without taking leave. 
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2. Out of the Soons and Chhokries ( besides those deputed to 
duties), who have been kept in reserve, some intelligent Chhokris be 
selected who can discharge the following duties: — 

( I ) It has now been laid down that ladies who come to pay 
respects to Their Highnesses, should all instead of alighting at the 
Pichhari Deorhi (female entrance), go to the square through Naq- 
qarkhana Gate and alight at the marble ^staircase. The Chhokris 
should, therefore, remain in attendance at this gate and as soon as 
the ladies arrive, they should conduct them (the ladies) to the room, 
where Pichhari A.D.Cs, used to sit formerly, and ask them to sit 
there. They should make report of these ladies to the respective 
Maharani Sahibas, to pay respect to whom they have come. No delay 
should be made in making report. To keep any one waiting for long 
causes bad reputation. This room should be fitted with fan and tsUtis 
There should be a spittoon also, water for drinking should be present- 
ed in a plate and not in a Iota ( metal pot ) and glass. Similarly, 
betel leaves should be presented, after being well folded and put in a 
case. Arrangement of soda and lemon should also be made. Their 
Highnesses should see those, with whom appointments have been 
made, at the appointed time in neat and clean dresses. It should not 
be so that they be sleeping and wake-up suddenly and see them 
without washing hands and face. This causes bad reputation. Before 
making all appointments they should consult the Darbar and report 
should be made to the Darbar daily as to who came to pay respects. 

During Shivpuri season, Zenani Deorhi, in Shivapuri Palace will 
be located in the room below the thatched bungalow where lady 
guests used to stay. Ladies, who come to pay respects to Their High- 
nesses, should come through the Nakkarkhana Gate and alight at this 
Deorhi, and order their carriages not to stand there, but to go and 
stand at the carriage shed covered with tin below the Mataji Temple. 
Soons and Chhokris should remain in attendance here, as they remain 
at Deorhi at Lashkar. Entertainment of ladies who come, making 
their report, and when after finishing their work they return; to send 
for their carriages,-all these matters should be attended to according 
to directions given in this behalf for Lashkar and mentioned in these 
rules. 

On the occasion of ceremonies all ladies should alight at the 
door-way in Bagh-o- Bahar which is covered with creepers. Ladies 
who come for ceremonies, should first be seated downstairs at such 
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places as the dining hall, downstairs near golghar (round house), or 
the golghar itself, or the verandah near this door, or the upperveran- 
dah, which is between the museum and dining room of Her 
Highness the Senior Maharani Sahiba. They should be conducted 
to the Darbar Hall, /©. to the place, which is upper museum, exactly 
at the time which is given to them to attend the Darbar, that 
is, which is entered in the invitation card. As a rule, time given in 
invitation cards should be half an hour before the time of Darbar 
as is the rule for male Darbars. Ladies, who come late, should go 
back, because on account of coming late they cannot attend the 
Darbar. 

Their Highnesses should go to the Darbar at the appointed 
time and should not keep the Darbar people waiting. Invitation cards 
for female Darbar, will be issued by Master of Ceremonies, and no 
invitations will be sent as was done formerly. All tiakhlas (precedents) 
of Pichhari should, therefore, be transferred to Master of Ceremonies. 

Rules for Darbar shall be the same as are observed for Agari 
Darbar. Master of Ceremonies should inform all ladies of those rules. 
A limit should be fixed, that ladies should not bring with them more 
than one maid servant. Similarly this should also be made known 
that they should not bring with them maid servants having children. 
Thirdly, warning should be given that urinating, sitting for stools and 
spitting should be done at the places appointed for these purposes, 
and not at any and every place The same warning should be given 
to children of Sardar ladies, otherwise it so happens that the whole 
roof and drains become dirty. 

( 2 ) It should be the duty of these Chhokris, to send for the 
carriages of those ladies, who come to pay respects or on the occasion 
of ceremonies, Harkaras should remain in attendance outside the 
Deofhi^ to whom these Chhokris should tell whose carriage is 
to be sent for. Carriages of ladies also should be parked in the same 
place where Sardars’ carriages are parked. For this work, daily a few 
jumledars will do; but on the occasion of functions relay of Harkaras 
shall have to be posted. 

( 3 ) Water and betels according to necessity or demand be sent 
for and offered, to ladies who have come from outside and are seat- 
ed in the drawing room and in every way respectful and civil 
treatment be meted out to them. It shall not be competent for any 
Soon or Chhokri to sit side by side with Khaai ( high class ) ladles, 
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or to cut jokes with them. In cases of infringement of this rule, pun- 
ishment will be given. It is their duty to fall at the feet of those ladies 
who are entitled to this privilege. They should be careful that the 
border of their garment does not fly hither and thither and they 
should not make a display of their hands while moving about. 

3. After making selection according to para No. 2 to tell off, 
that such and such two Soons or Chhokris, shall remain in attend- 
ance, and discharge the duties mentioned in the above clauses, and then 
after them such and such shall remain on duty till such time In 
short two Chhokris should be told off together for duty for two 
hours and when they finish their duty, they should be relieved by 
another two Chhokris and go home. 

4 Oftentimes on the occasion of festivals, food or some other 
article or thing is sent from Zenana Palace to Sirdars, relations or 
officers. For eKample on Diwali plates containing food are sent; on 
Rishi Panchmi, Phalahar (food special for fast days ) is sent and 
prasa£f( offerings made at a shrine ) is sent next day after Urs 
Therefore, when such occasions arise all this arrangement should be 
done by Her Highness Senior Maharani Sahiba. If she has no time 
then Her Highness Junior Maharani Sahiba should do it or both 
together may do it. 

It shall be the duty of Officer, Zenani Deorhi, to remind Her 
Highness, two or three days before the date of the function, that such 
and such articles are to be sent, arrangement for them should 
be made. 

5. To produce, for inspection before the Darbar, all Hujras, Kun- 
wars, Khallasis,etc.,to be told off for duty at the Zenana Palace after 
Darbar’s inspection. It should also be borne in mind, in respect of 
these people, that no one whose age is less than 40 years should be 
told off for duty at the Zenana Palace. 

6. Except in case of sickness, no Soon or Chhokri should be 
given a bullock cart as conveyance,nor a Soon or Chhokri is authoris- 
ed to order for a conveyance herself. If she is ill, a conveyance may 
be sent for her, and it should come back immediately after reaching 
her home. If any Soon or Chhokri has to go home in the night, she 
should go on foot. If there is illness, at some one’s home on account 
of which her going there, atonce, is necessary, a cart should be sent 
for her which will reach her home and come back. The driver should 
be warned that he should return immediately after reaching her, 
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and should not stop anywhere even for a minute. After causing her 
to alight at her home, he should do no other work for her. No bullock 
cart should be told off permanently for any body’s service. If there 
are such maid servants, whether they be soons or Chhokris who on 
account of old age cannot waik on foot and any one of them has to 
go home, a cart should be given her, but the driver should be told to 
come back within the time given, after reaching her. No bullock cart 
should be given to any male for conveyance This is strictly prohibited. 

Their Highnesses Maharan! Sahibas should keep in view this 
rule when passing orders. 

7. Supervision of Indian Kitchen has been entrusted to Their 
Highnesses. It is also, therefore, one of the duties of Deorhi Officer to 
respectfully remind Their Highnesses on their respective turn days 
to go to the Kitchen. Similarly Their Highnesses, woul d respectively 
go to the English Kitchen twice a week and supervise work there. 
Officer Zenana Deorhi's duty, therefore is, to remind Their Highnesses 
of their respective turn days sufficient time before. 

8. It shall also be the work of Their Highnesses to get prepared, 
in their presence, pickles and preserves, etc., and other articles that 
are ordinarily prepared, in their respective seasons, and cause them 
to be put in the store, well arranged, and in proper order. Pickles and 
preserves should be kept in large China pots, instead of in earthen 
pots; and other articles of ordinary use be kept in earthen pots. The 
Soon, under whose charge these things be kept, should be warned 
that she should give none of these things to any body, without per- 
mission At the time of preparing pickles, such pickles as are used 
on fast days should be prepared and kept separately. For next year 
the quantity of such articles should be prepared less, by the quantity 
saved at the end of the year, so that the quantity saved and the 
quantity newly prepared may together suffice for the whole year. It 
is not necessary that these things be prepared in full quantities fixed 
for them in the budget. General practice has up to this -time been 
that when there is marriage ceremony to take place at some 
person’s place so much Pa par ( crisp cakes ) or so much Kurdai 
(crisp things ) be given him. This should be totally stopped . It is 
Deorhi Officer’s duty to occasionally remind Their Highness’s 
of the works mentioned above. 

Q. It has been mentioned above that one day one Rani Sahiba 
and the other day the other Rani Sahiba will supervise the work of

kitchen. In such case, they should look to outside work oii their 
respective vacant days. For example, Susera, Deokho, and stable, etc., 
Her Highness to whom these may have been entrusted, should go 
there in the morning and give proper instructions, and get the budget 
framed for those places, followed. Only it should be taken into 
consideration that budgeted amount does not exceed and economy 
is kept in view. Similarly Her Highness Senior Maharani Sahiba 
on the days, other than those for kitchen, should in the mornings, go 
and supervise Garden and Hathikhana^ etc. Both of Their Highnesses 
should inform the Karkhanedar to whose Karkhana they intend to 
go, of their intention to visit the same one day before the date of 
their going, that is, if they intend to go to-morrow, information should 
be sent this evening ; and orders should be given that he should 
remain present there. Deorhi Officer should continue reminding, and 
should continue submitting a programme to Their Highnesses for 
every fortnight or for every month, so that they may know, what 
places they have to go to, and what work they have to do, during 
that fortnight or the month. The Female Hospital and the Girls’ 
school should also be visited once a month. How to inspect the 
Hospital and the Girls’ school' will appear from a perusal of my tour 
report. Palace Physician should be taken with them when going to 
Hospital and Master Parchure when going to Girls’ school. 

10. Mami Sahiba, and Mahurkarin Bai, also live in the Palace. 
Both these la dies i should, therefore, go with Their Highnesses to the 
kitchen and help them; and if by chance, some day, one of Their 
Highnesses may not be able to go to the kitchen, both these ladies should 
do her work on that day. In the same way when Their Highnesses go 
out, e> , to Bombay or to Calcutta, etc., Mami Sahiba and Mahurkarin 
Bai Sahiba should both supervise the kitchen; and if one of Their 
Highnesses stays at Lashkar and the other goes out, then the one 
staying behind should supervise daily. It is possible that I may go 
out, and Their Highnesses on account of my not being present, may 
relax their supervision; in such case the Deorhi Officer should draw 
their attention to the fact, that such relaxation should not be done. 

11. Officer, Zenani Deorhi, should keep an order book, wherein 
should be entered all the duties fixed daily. In the same way all 
other instructions given, should be entered therein, and signatures of 
the persons to whom those instructions are given, obtained on the 
order book. 
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13. As Darbar have now provided in the budget of Privy Purse 
amounts for pocket expenses, and for expenditure on cloth and per- 
fumeries, etc., for both Their Highnesses, and for children; separate 
accounts of these should, therefore, be kept by the Privy Purse. 

13. Females under the idea of satisfying their fancies often 
forget, what their budget is, and this leads to indebtedness. Deorhi 
Officer should, therefore, look to this and from time to time in form 
that so much amount is left ; and that the expenditure should not 
exceed that amount, so that debt may not have to be incurred. If 
some debt has been incurred, he should endeavour to liquidate it 
gradually. Payment for all purchases should be made on that very 
day. No procrastination should be done that it will be made to-day 
or to-morrow or now. Cloth or any other thing should never be 
purchased through Jamdars and their commission should be totally 
stopped. These persons generally charge commission at two rupees 
per cent, it is the duty of Jamdars to keep clothes carefully and 
expose them to the sun at proper time. They should clean shoes 
also, which they do not do. They should, therefore, be trained in 
this matter by Khidmatgars of Agari (male). 

14. Agreements are often take*n from persons who keep 
Chhokris. This should also be done through Deorhi Officer. 

15. It is also the duty of Deorhi Officer to see, whether various 
Karkhanedars do their work at the appointed time and according 
to rules. 

16. Deorhi Officer should pay special attention to the fact that 
all religious and charitable works are properly carried out. The 
amounts provided for their expenditure should not be spent wrongly; 
and attempts should not be made to make savings out of the fixed 
amount. No such saving should be considered a means of success. 
The object is that all religious and charitable works should be 
performed at their proper time according to the honor and dignity of 

the Darbar .and no diminution be made in the respect due to Deities 

for example, badly cooked food, for offering, or Phalahar. Be it 
known that our success, health, and prosperity depends upon the 
service of Deities, if there will be any deficiency in this the responsi- 
ble officer shall have to suffer for it, because I have done my duty. 

17. Deorhi Officer should also see that dinner sets, furniture, 
etc , etc., in the ZenanI Deorhi and Zenana Palace are kept well, neat 
and clean and are put in order and well arranged. 
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1 8. Persons of good conduct and of gentle character should be 
selected for every duty and for some time special eye should be kept 
on them; because, people, when they are new, practise the qualities 
mentioned above; but afterwards they leave those qualities and 
take to other ways. It is the foremost duty of Officer, Zenani 
Deorhi, to pay attention to this and to prevent it. 

19. He should daily in the morning go, to that portion of the 
house in the Zenankhana (female apartment) where other people 
cannot go on account of paretah^ and get it cleaned. 

30 . It is also the first and the foremost duty of the Officer, 
Zenani Deorhi, to check such matters as do not or cannot come 
before the master, but if he works with eyes open, he can know 
them and of which the result is not considered good. 

31 . He should see that young people do not become intimate 
with aoons and Chhokris. They should have dealings with each 
other only so long as duty is concerned. It should be strictly watch- 
ed that they do not get opportunities at other times. Young children 
of several sooas and Chhokris go to their mother’s rooms for taking 
their food and for other private works. Their access should be 
stopped after six in the evening. There are several persons of age, 
possessing information of all matters, who look splendid in appearance 
and are clever in their work; but by chance it is possible that some 
such thing may happen when to be deceived is not difficult. It is, 
therefore, Officer Zenani Deorhi’s duty, to at once put a stop to this 
if he finds, any such behaviour, occasionally or permanently, in any 
person; or apprehends it. 

33. All are prohibited to go only with dhoti (loin cloth) and 
kurta on, in the Zenankhana. Those who are in close relationship 
should dress decently. Full watch should be kept over this and 
present habits should be changed. Coats of flannel for officiating 
priests should be so long as to cover all parts. 

33. Officer, Zenani Deorhi, should make all arrangements of all 
matters mentioned above, whether His Highness be here or on tour. 
Such people sit together in Raths, whose sitting together is prohibited; 
and in Chholdaris they burst with such laughter as is against the 
rules of Zenankhana. 

34. He should, after obtaining Master’s order, fix a separate 
way by which those males who are required for duty or who have 
to discharge duty at night or at noon after 1 1 o’clock, may come and 
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go. By fixing such a way, male servants would not have to come 
and go to Zenankhana through the place where females sit or sleep. 

25. He should never allow females to sit with males except 
when there is some work. The same should be observed in Karkhana. 

26. It is strictly prohibited that, with the exception of those 
persons who are on duty at Pichhari, no new person should go there. 
That man can go for whom Master gives special order. 

27. It is his duty to send for any one the conveyance fixed for 
her, by issuing a pass. He should write the pass himself. When 
any order be given to send a conveyance to any one, he should act 
according to the order. 

28. When Their Highnesses go out to some garden, etc., for 
some hours or for some days it is his duty to make all arrangements 
of that place according to the order. 

29. Officer, Zenani Deorhi, should keep a diary with him and 
enter therein all work that he does daily. 

30. If any thing is found contrary to these instructions or is 
proved to be so, he shall be responsible for them. 

31. It is his duty to always supervise, whether his subordi- 
nates are discharging their respective duties at appointed times and 
according to rule or not. He should remove their mutual complaints 
and quarrels. He should take care and arrange for this from before 
so that no interruption to work be caused. 

32. Every Chhokri should keep the place of her residence clean. 
It should never give out bad smell and she should not make it dirty 
on account of her laziness and carelessness. It is Deorhi Officer’s 
duty to look to these things and to prevent them. 

33. Chhokris should come on duty of guard, after bathing 
and putting on clean clothes. It is not necessary to bathe at night, 
but they should wash their hands and face well so that all 
drowsiness may totally disappear. 

34 - Ornaments for being put on are given to Soons and Chhok- 
ris, on the occasion of festivals and festivities, etc. He should 
get them from the Jamdarkhana after counting them, and distribute 
them amongst soons and Chhokris for being put on. After the end of 
festival or festivity he should return them to the Jamdarkhana after 
counting He should keep a watch that ^oons and Chhokris do not, 
after finishing the work, go hither and thither with ornaments on. 
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35- He should distribute work properly when on account of festi. 
vals, festivities, or Darbar, etc., there is more than ordinary work to 
do. He should stop all hustle and bustle. 

36. Vessels in use in the bath (hamman) require cleaning. 
Chhokris on duty there, should hand over such vessels to Bhoees 
(servants) from the top of the staircase and when they are cleaned, 
should take them over at the same place. 

37. When electric fans do not work and there is necessity of 
air, the Chhokris on duty should be asked to fan with fans of 
palm leaves. 

38. It has often been noticed that persons deputed to a duty, 
leaving the work entrusted to them, go to some other place; or if 
they are on guard they go away without giving woHhi ra§sat to the 
person who relieved them, or they go hither and thither on such 
pretences as going to bring something or to put something some- 
where. All these things are strictly prohibited. If some one goes 
away on account of some necessity and enquiry be made on his 
return he should reply in polite words. 

3p. It is his duty to see whether the articles that he takes from 
some Karkhana are clean and bright. If they are not such, he should 
get them cleaned and then bring them into use. 

40. Number of soons and Chhokris will be the same as has 
now been fixed in the budget. Their Highnesses Maharani Sahibas 
are empowered to appoint them up to the number and on pays fixed 
in the budget and can increase or decrease their pay within that limit. 

41. Chhokris should be recruited when they attain the age 
of seven years and should be sent to Girls’ school for education. 
Besides literary education they should be taught machine sewing and 
weaving, etc., and Palace duty should be taken from them when they 
reach the age of sixteen years. 

42. When soons and Chhokris be found careless and 
negligent in their work, they should mostly be punished with punish- 
ments of grinding and pounding or works of labour of similar nature 
in the Kothi or kitchen. 

43. When any place be vacant in the group of soons, such 
widows of Kunwars, should be selected and appointed, who are of 
good conduct and fit for service. 
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FINANCIAL POLICY. 


Abstract from Kalambandi Budget, 1969. 

I . The promotion should, in future, be given gradually, accord, 
ing to the grades now fixed in the Budget. Any man who is appointed 
anew shall be taken on the last post No increase or decrease in 
the pay fixed in the Budget shall be considered proper. The 
grades sanctioned in the Budget must be followed. 

(This shall be applicable to all offices.)

“List of Buildings/' Policy relating to 
the Construction of Biiildings. 

Note. — This set of rules was issued under the title of “List of Buildings” 
on 22nd July 1908, Samvat 1965. The same after being revised is 
included in this Policy as Appendix. 

LIST OF BUILDINGS. 

1 . The procedure up to this time was that various Depart- 
ments, used to send a requisition to the Building Department, that 
such and such work, was to be constructed at such and such place; 
the Building Department used to submit a consolidated statement to 
the Darbar, whereon orders of the following nature were passed — that 
such and such work be constructed during this year — that such and 
such works were rejected — that such and such works be taken up 
next year, and that such and such works be put on a list so that as 
occasions arose decision relating to them might be arrived at; it being 
not necessary to take them In hand at once, etc., etc. 

2. With a view to see that there be no delay, in the construc- 
tion of works and that they be constructed in time, it was thought 
expedient, to decide that in the budgets of the Departments, provision 
be made for amounts as detailed below, so that out of the sanctioned 
amounts, the Departments be able to get constructed works on the

It is borne out by experience that no more than the amounts 
mentioned above was ever required. There will, therefore, be no need 
for increase in these allotments. Besides it should not be forgotten 
t^at the savings of this Department are credited as Bh^nm. 
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3. Before deciding to construct a building at any place, all the 
Departments ought to fully consider that the same may not be built 
at a place which may afterwards turn out to be unsuitable. 

It has often happened that a Tahsil, a Thana, an outpost or a 
post office, etc . was once constructed at one place, and immediately 
afterwards, it was thought proper that such building be constructed at 
another place Now what I mean to say is that such a course should 
not be adopted, by which money spent at one place be wasted, and 
the building prove useless; because if such rejected and out-of-the-way 
buildings were put to sale even when they would not fetch the same 
amount as was spent on them. Before deciding to build, full attention 
should, therefore, be paid to this fact- 

4. The selection of site should not be left to the Building 
Department. They build at places, about which the ordering 
Department complains, on the score of distance or the improper site 
and therefore it wants to construct another building. The Depart- 
ment concerned should, therefore, select the site itself; vide remarks 
in the Tour Report, Sara vat 1970, and (the case of) the Police station 
which was built at Kailaras in Sabalgarh Pargana, during Mr. 
Harris’s time and which was rejected on the ground of being at a 
distance; or (the case) of Cantonments at Kolaras (Shivpuri) and at 
Mungaoli. It is, therefore repeated here, that wherever houses are 
built, they should be built after full consideration, so that there 
may be no unnecessary expenditure to the loss of the Darbar. 

5. If houses be built for officers, they should be charged rent. 
The rates of rent should be fixed on the principle that it may yield 
interests at the rate of 4% p. a. on the total cost of the building. 
Suppose, for example, a house costs Rs. 5,000 it should at the rate of 
4% yield Rs. 200 a year, that is, Rs. 16/12 p. m. be charged as rent for 
such house. 

6. At the time of deciding to construct new building for Tahsil 
or Subats, the Revenue Department should take into consideration 
following points : — 

1. New buildings should be constructed at such places as 
Bhilsa, Shujalpur, Nahargarh, or Sonkatch; but the site 
selected for them should be open, and such that the building 
erected on them may add to the beauty of the bazar or of 
that place. 

2. So far as possible, such buildings be constructed on un- 
cultivable land, so that cultivable land may not be wasted* 
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I. At places like ShulalpiisF and Ujjain, where State buildings 
are available, it is not proper to construct new buildings. 
It is preferable to bring such buildings in use and thus 
to enhance their beauty. The construction of General Post 
Office building mear Maharaj Bara is an instance in point. 

7. The Judicial Department should take following points into 
consideration : — 

(1) A separate building for Pargana court is not necessary ; the 
Judicial Court tshould also be located within the Tehsil Building, as 
the object is to have as far as possible all the offices at one place. 
But where such cases arise as are mentioned above in para sub 
clause 3, then the old building should be utilised. 

(2) For District and Prant Court Buildings, also, the same 
principle should be kept in view as explained in clause i. 

8. Medical — The Medical Department also should like Judical 
Department utilise old buildings for locating hospitals, as was done 
in Neemuch. 

9. Police. 

(1 ) For posts, buildings costing small amounts, be constructed 
like the old posts on the Agra Bombay Road, which are now lying 
unoccupied. In such posts the estimate of Rs. 400 prepared by the 
Building Department is too much, as these are possibly liable to 
constant changes. Therefore, as far as possible their cost should 
not exceed Rs. 250, it should be still less— this is the probable figure. 

(2) Police Stations and Out-posts should be constructed, after 
paying full attention, to the selection of the site, otherwise it is 
possible that the Darbar be put to much loss. Inspector-Genera 
Police, is therefore responsible for this. 

(3) The lines for Police force should not be located in the 
middle of a city, as has been pointed out in the note relating to Jails. 

10. Commercial Board-This includes the Department of Stone 
quarries, Customs posts, out-post, Post-office and petty works in 
Workshop ©« a, alteration of Godowns and rooms. These works 
should be done according to the directions mentioned above out of 
the amount of Rs. 40,000. 

II. The Jails Department genarally requires following 
houses : — 

(i) Lines for Guards, 
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(2) Jailor's quarter. 

(3) Additions to the Jail building or its repairs. 

1. On such occasions, attention should be paid to the fact that 
the line is not built on a site which may mar the beauty of the place. 
The Inspector General of Police should arrange for the watch and 
ward-guard. 

2. It is not proper to build the Line in the City as Military 
discipline can not be maintained there. Therefore after, arranging 
for watch and ward the construction of Line should be arranged, pay- 
ing full considration to these facts. Jailor’s houses should not be built 
on a site which may mar the beauty of the place. As far as possible 
the Jails should not be located in the heart of a city, and therefore 
the Ujjain Jail should also be gradually transferred to Bhairongarh. 

(3) In erecting a factory near a Jail, attention be paid to the 
fact that the same is not built at a place where additional arrange- 
ments for watch and ward will be necessary. 

12. Education — ^The principle on which schools are to be 
established or constructed has not been decided as yet. The Inspector 
General of Education should, therefore, decide as to how many 
schools are to be constructed, otherwise hundreds rather thousands 
of schools will be constructed, and then the same case will arise as 
is mentioned in para No. 3. 

13. In cases like that of Nalkhera where all buidings are to be 
constructed, all departments should conjointly prepare a general 
plan so that all buildings, being constructed in a designed arrange- 
ment may add to the beauty of the place. The model of such (plan) 
is given below. 

*^®spital. Tehsil or Subat. Police Station. 
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Notr 1. — -The above arrangement is shown to give a general idea, but 
the plan to be adopted in such cases should be standardised. 
The Finance Member should, therefore, prepare a standard plan 
and get it sanctioned by the Darbar, 

JTote 3. — It is proper to build a Rest House if there be no Dak Banglow 
at such places. 

Where old houses are available, all Departments should act like 
the Education Department which at Ater located the School in a 
building where formerly Tehsil was located. Similarly Lawafis 
houses should also be brought into use, so that more purpose be 
served at little cost.

REMARKS OF THOMAS ROEBRTSON RELATING TO 
BINA QOONA BARAN RAILWAY. 

Extract from Report on the Administration and Working of 
indian Railways by Thomas Robertson, Cm V, Cm Speoial 
Commissioner for Indian Railwaysm Para, t23. Page 40, 

“ 133. Turning now to the statement (Apdendix I). it wiil be 
seen (column 10) that in a very few cases only was the Branch, 
gauged by the standard above mentioned, unproductive during the 
first two or three years of its existence ; that the only conspicuons case 
of failure is the Gwalior Railway, which has been the subject of com- 
ment by the Government of India and which is admitted to have 
never been worked on commercial principles; that the large majority 
of the branches covered interest charges, that is, the liability which 
was incurred in their construction, several times over from the day 
they were first opened to traffic ; and lastly that in most cases the 
income derived by the main line from the Branch was greatly in 
excess bf that directly earned by the Branch itself. If the cost of 
workir^ intercharged traffic had been taken at the correct figure, 
or if the lines which did not pay their way from the day of opening, 
had been constructed to a 'standard more consistent with the needs 
of the district traversed (the Bina-Goona-Baran Railway is a line 
which has been built to a higher standard than was necessary), it is 
not unlikely that, with the exception of Gwalior Railway, ail 
the Branches wouid have shown an ‘‘income” considerably in excess 
of their liabilities from shortly after opening”

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APPENDIX No, X, 


Framing of Budget. 

I. For framing budgets, ordinarily, three methods are found: — 

(1) To consolidate all budgets received from subordinates with- 
out making any increase or decrease therein ; 

(2) To distribute sectionwise any amount sanctioned by su- 
perior authority; 

(3) To frame proposals in the light of one’s prudence, inform- 
ation ol work and experience; 

But for the framing of budget following are the matters, which 
require first consideration: — 

(i) What expenditure is necessary to-day, which, if not done, 
will cause harm or loss, and if done, loss will be averted and profit 
will accrue. 

(a) What expenditure is such, which, if not done to-day, no pro- 
fit or loss will result thereby. 

a. To consider so much and to frame a proper budget is possi* 
ble only, when one is in possession of information about the work of 
the Department in all its details. Otherwise budgets received from 
subordinates will show that somewhere budget has been framed 
after making nominal increase or decrease; or in framing the budget, 
the distribution of sanctioned amounts has been made in such a way 
as will appear, from experience, quite unsuited or out of proportion, 
or it may happen that soon after the passing of the budget necessity 
of changing heads may arise and so the whole budget may become 
useless. 


3. IHeeessiiy of Economy in ExpentHiurOm — It has often been 
found that subordinate Departments try to increase their respective 
budgets, but they do not look to the principles laid down in the 
above written clauses i and 2. It will not be improper if an instance 
be given here by way of example. For example, one method of in- 
creasing the budget is by recommending for increase of pay of few 
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hands. Certainly, recommendation for increment must be made, 
provided that it is reasonable. At the time of making recommend- 
ation for increment it is necessary to see whether the present 
pBi'sonnet is proper or more than necessary and what is the 
amount of work It has often been noticed that in a department the 
number of staff is so much that it is more than necessary; and there 
is not much work even, still no attention is paid to this unnecessary 
expenditure, and attempts are made to increase the budget. Why 
opportunity should not be taken of increasing salaries, provided that 
it may be necessary, or of taking up some other good work, if this 
can be done out of the saving made by doing away with such unneces- 
sary expenditure? If this will be done, following advantages will 
result therefrom; — 

Firstly, there will- be no unnecessary expenditure; 

Secondly, opportunity will be afforded of utilising this money for 
some good work conducing to the welfare of the State; and 

Thirdly, increase in the budget will be checked. 

If expenditure is not managed in this way by each depart- 
ment and attention is not paid to economy, the budget of each 
department will go on increasing to such an amount that if the 
Darbar intend to undertake some good work, there will remain 
no balance for that, because all the budgetted amount will be 
wholly taken up by the departmental expenditure and there will 
be nothing to spend on that good work and its progress will be 
delayed. 

4. This rule should be made absolute, that for increase or de- 
crease in the budget, there should be reasons. Those who send or 
submit budgets, should give iheir full reasons against every increase 
or decrease. The Board should, after carefully considering these rea- 
sons, prepare the consolidated budget in the light of directions men- 
tioned above and for consideration of Darbar put its full remarks 
thereon, showing the propriety of their proposals. 

5. Advantage of keeping Note Book— Por conveniently doing 
this work it will be better for each officer to keep a note book with 
him and to enter therein all matters relating to the budget, that come 
to his knowledge, at the time of ordinary Peshi or while on tour (they 
can be known only when one will be in search for them). In this 
way it will be very convenient for them to collect all such matters, 
at the time of framing the budget. 
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6 . Ohangas in iha Haatls of the Butiffoim—ln transferring art 
amount sanctioned in the budget for one section to another section, 
attention should certainly be paid to the necessity and propriety of 
the step; and attempt should be made to discover any unnecessary 
expenditure, if it is being made anywhere and by checking It immedi- 
ately, the money be used for some other good work. 

7 . Boinstotontoni onti Dismissaim No interference should be 
made in the powers granted to subordinate officers, in the matter 
of reinstatement, dismissal, suspension, reduction and transfer, etc. But 
at the time of tour a few files, of the above-mentioned subjects, 
should be examined with a view to ascertain whether powers are 
being exercised rightly and in a proper way; whether in the appoint- 
ment of any person regard has been paid to recommendation or to his 
qualifications and right; whether any person has been dealt with 
undue severity or whether favour has been shown to any person. If 
such cases be found, mention of them should not be made in open 
Court, as by this, the Officer will lose his prestige. If it be found that 
such cases have occurred on account of kind-heartedness or fear of 
loss of reputation, admonition should be given to that officer private- 
ly. This admonition should be given with such force and tact, that 
the defaulter be fully impressed and he may know that if he repeats 
this in future, what serious consequences he may have to suffer. But 
if it is found that these cases have occurred on account of pressure 
having been brought to bear by superior officer or on account of 
personal grudge, regular proceedings in this connection should be 
started on return to Headquarters. 

S. Nature of mistakes ana nature of prooeeainus to be 
started in their oonneotion . — 

Mistakes are of two kinds: 

(i) Ordinary, (3) Serious. 

But the present condition is not such that much be written 
about mistakes. In the present condition all mistakes should be 
considered of the nature of No. 3, and action taken against them 
should be as serious as their nature requires. 

9* Giving of OontraotSm — Contracts should be given ac- 
cording to the meaning of Quide Book. It is laid down in 
the Guide Book that proceedings about the giving of all 
contracts should be conducted, in the same month, which may be 
fixed for the purpose. But if in regard to certain contracts, it be 
thought proper that they be given at a particular season 
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and if nat given at such time loss to income will result; sUch 
contracts may be given at their respective seasons. But the con- 
tracts, which are not seasonal, and which if not given at a particular 
time will not cause any loss, should be given in the month,which has 
been considered proper by Guide Book, para 74, with the exception of 
this amendment, all other provisions of Guide Book should be fol- 
lowed to the letter. Experience has proved that in some places, 
time for sending a report for sanction of a contract, does not come 
till the end of a whole year, or rather till the end of next year. This 
defect should be checked with great force for future. Those found 
guilty of such irregularity should be handled so severely, that others 
may take warning from it and keep in mind the instruction. No 
relaxation should be made in this. When any mistake is caught and 
proceeding is taken in that connection according to para 7, information 
of this should certainly be given to others; otherwise reform will 
not take place rapidly. The easy method of making it known is, to 
circulate an account of all proceedings, through a Departmental 
circular, without mentioning the name of the officer or of his office, 

10. To give ooniraois for loss than the omount fixed m — 
whenever occ.asions arise for recommending the giving of a contract 
for an amount less than that fixed, the causes of the decrease should 
be ascertained and if they appear rasonable, it may be sanctioned or 
recommendation made according to powers. But the chain of 
objections should not be prolonged so much, that months be taken up 
by correspondence and the real matter fall into oblivion. The report- 
ing authority should be made to understand that incomplete reports 
should never be forwarded. It does not matter if deficiency in the 
fixed amount is due to some accidental or temporary loss; but if its 
effect is to continue, in future, year after year, efforts should, as far 
as possible, be made to remove it. 

1 1 . Illegal Oolleotlon of some new Tax,— Inf ormation should 

also be gathered whether any person is not collecting directly any 
kind of tax on one or other pretence. Recently it was found at a 
place that some Mahajans from several years, levied without sanc- 
tion or knowledge of Darbar, a tax on every cart of grain and col- 
lected several thousands of rupees from that, 

12. Remission of GosseSm — A cess- list should be prepared 
from Jharti ( Annual balance sheet ). If verification of this list be 
made locally, it will be found that several cesses ( in the list ) are 
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such that they have connection with Municipality. Such cesses 
should be made over to the M^unicipality if there be any. Several 
cesses will be found such, as were in olden times collected from mere 
poor persons, and income realised from them was nominal. Recom- 
mendation should be made for remission of such ceses and others 
of that nature. But those cesses, which are collected as Haqq (right) 
of the State should never be remitted. 

*3- ToeTtpIstSnanyRuleoa'Law—M references are made in 
connection with rules issued by the Board or the Darbar, they should 
be explained after fully considering them. If that matter be of 
general application information of the same should be given by general 
notification. But if any notification is to be made in the rule or any 
new thing is to be established, sanction of the Darbar must be 
obtained. A certain matter appears small, but its effect is so far- 
reaching that it upsets the whole rule. It is often found in a Native 
State that members or high class officers instead of helping each 
other, look to their own isolated sphere; the result of which is that 
administration does not become strong and there is nothing but 
loss to the Darbar. 

14- Revision of Girouiars, etcm — All Departmental Circulars 
issued in a year or corrections or amendments made, should at the 
end of the year be revised and published in a consolidated form. 

15. Points to be entered in the Note Book . — Mention has been 
made in para 5 that every officer should keep a note book with him. 
In that connection, this further instruction is being given that in this 
note book such matters should also be entered, which are fit to be 
verified at the time of tour. For example, fine imposed on some 
person was realised or not; some amount was ordered to be paid to 
the heirs of some deceased, whether that amount was paid and 
receipt forthat was taken or not; whose verification is on the receipt; 
when order was received in office and when it was executed; if any 
expenditure was sanctioned, whether proper procedure in that con- 
nection has been observed or not; what is the reality in reports receiv- 
ed against the character of any person, etc., etc. As a number of 
such matters will come before him at the time of ordinary Peshi, it is 
impossible to remember all of them and in such cases the note 
book will be their great helper. 

* 6 . investigation about empioyees who have been expeiieif 
from Servioe of the States — A register will be kept in every office of 
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those employees about whom it has been notified in the Gazette 
that they should not be given service in the State and a printed copy 
of this be given to the officer when he goes on tour. They should 
make secret enquiries as to whether any such person has not been 
taken in service or some other means of his support has not been 
provided from the State, against the order. 

17 Abstaining from oritioism on minor matters anti tteci- 
Sion of subor^inateSm— Appeals are preferred or complaints are made 
against the decision of subordinate officers At the time of disposing 
of the appeal or complaint if it is found that the order has been given 
according to procedure and law, it should, so far as possible, be upheld. 
They should not be discouraged by making criticism on small matters. 
More details in this respect will be found in Circular No. 12-19, Sam- 
vat 59, issued from the Department of Chief Secretary, Huzur Darbar. 

18. Every department must know that Darbar do not only 
wish to know as to what amount they have spent, no matter, whether 
any advantage has resulted therefrom or not. But it is their desire 
to see whether the money spent did produce the result for which 
it was spent.

APPENDIX No. XI. 


Copy of Order, dated 13th October 1922 A, Dm, relating to rateam 

In my opinion some mistakes are still committed by Roads and 
Buildings and Irrigation Departments. This note has, therefore, been 
prepared to explain those mistakes. 

In fact all proceedings of the Rate Committee should be kept 
strictly confidential and Head of the Department should be held 
responsible, that no one, except the confidential clerk, should be given 
information about rates. To put it briefly, rates should be kept con- 
fidential like examination papers. 

At the time of calling for tenders nothing else should be shov/n 
except plans and specification and the contractors should be told that 
whoever wishes to take the contract, he should send his tenders, on 
seeing them. 

Three clauses more should be added to the clauses of tenders: — 


(i) The contractor, whose tender will be accepted, will be given 
interest at 4 ^ % on the amount of security; provided that the security 
is cash, 


(3) Two-thirds of the cost of the work done by a contractor 
will be given him as advance, after taking]; security in the form of 
Government paper or of other authorised security at market rate, 
with the object that the contractor may submit tenders at redued 
rates, and that he may not have to borrow on interest money from 
Bank, in order to carry on the work. 

{ 3 ) For as much work is completed by a contractor, payment 
shall be made every three months. That Is to say, if time fixed for 
completing a work is twelve months, first payment will be made in 
the first quarterly, and similarly when the work will be completed, 
final payment will be made within four months If the department 
do not follow this rule, information of the same should be given to 
the Darbar by the contractor through letter. 

This amendment shall apply to contracts given after the dates

1. The closing balance of iasL year is the opening balance of 
current year. The balance is made up of two portions : ( » ) cash, 
(2) investments. 

The opening balance was 1,313 69 lacs out of which 245 09 lacs 
were cash and i,059‘do lacs were investments.

2. BUDGETS. 

2. Regarding the ordinary Budget of the State, Darbar have laid 
down the principle that it shouldjbe prepared on the basis of income, 
deducting therefrom i/6th portion for saving. As the following of 
this principle is compulsory, a new arrangement has, this year, been 
adopted in preparing the Budget. At the time of preparing the 
Budget, ordinary permanent income only of the State can be taken 
as the basis. It cannot be known at the beginrsing as to what will be 
the amount of occasional income or that special for a year, till the 
end of that year. The result is that on the income side that amount 
is taken as the basis which is fixed and certain. The i/6th portion for 
the saving is also a fixed item. With these two figures as fixed, a 
third figure, via:,, that for expenditure, can be taken that which is 
permanent expenditure. 

In other words, expenditure of permanent and recurring nature 
only should be met from permanent and recurring income. Occa- 
sional, extraordinary, or special for a year, expenditure should 
be met from occasional receipts, and their amount should be in 
proportion to the amount of those receipts. By mixing up the ordi- 
nary and extraordinary expenditure the Budget sometimes increases, 
and sometimes decreases and thus hold on the principle of i/6tb 
saving weakened. 
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The same argument applies to the unlapsed amounts of pre- 
vious years. If these amounts be mixed up with the expenditure 
items of the new Budget, the object of i/6 saving becomes obscure 
and we remain quite in the dark as to whether we are losing hold 
of that -rlr.ci’zls, or are hc'dirg fast to it. 

The Budget has. therefore, been arranged thus: The permanent 
expenditure is charged to the permanent income, the non-perma- 
nent exi^r-nd'ture is charged to the non-permanent income; the un- 
lapsed grants are charged to that portion of the balance ( s. e., 
unlapsed amounts). 

3. Besides normal Budget, there are two more sections of 
the Budget in our State. One is Fund Budgets and the other is 
Exploitation Budgets ( quarries, opium, etc. ). 

4. Accordingly taking all together the Budget is cast in five 
sections or compartments — (i) Ordinary, vis., recurring, (2) Extra- 
ordinary, viz., non-recurring, '3) Fund Budgets, (4) Exploitation Bud- 
gets, (5) Unlapsed grants of previous years. 

5 Besides the above, other improvements have also been 
made, for example:— 

(a) In the form of the Budget, columns for transfer, decrease 
and increase have been added. From this it is conveniently known 
what net increase or decrease is demanded by the Departments* 
as well as it can also be discovered whether any transfer from one 
head to another head required by a Department is proper or not. 
For instance, to transfer an item from Baddal Mushahira to Kherij 
Mushahira, is improper. Such improper transfer can immediately 
be detected by means of these columns. 

{b) Instead of every office purchasing service tickets in cash 
the system of supplying such tickets on indents has been introduced. 
By this saving in lengthy procedure and correspondence has been 
effected. 

(e) It was customary every year to demand increase in the 
Budget, for expenditure to be incurred according to any Qalambandi 
(rules) on the ground of rates having risen; but it happened that 
this involved only increase under one head and decrease under 
another or increase in one Department and decrease in another, 
while leaving the total amount of the Budget unaffected. The only 
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thing required was to authorize any increased expenditure that 
may be necessary in following the Qalambandi, and to instruct the 
Audit Department to pass such expenditure. Such sanction has 
been given and thus necessity of demand for increase of Budget 
every year has > been removed, 

(tf) The question of the increase of Patwari’s pay was put 
forward every year by the Land Records Department. This has 
been brought to 5 p. c. of Revenue (the Darbar realise with 
Revenue at this rate in lieu of Patwari Fund ) and this limit has 
beer fixed for ever. 

(e) Similarly for Light Railway a limit of 50 p. c, of gross 
income has been fixed and this percentage has been made cumu- 
lative, so that if any year there happens to be deficit on account 
of fallen income, the same can be made up out of the 50 p. c. of 
good years. 

(/) The question of increase, in the graded salary of Naib 
Tehsildars in Revenue Department, and of Sub-.Assistant Surgeons 
in Medical Department was under consideration for a long time. 
This increase has been allowed. 

(g) The question of famine allowance was most important 

and urgent, which the Darbar have liberally solved once for all, and 
the allowance has been sanctioned on the following scale j

Production was less, export of food -grains was prohibited during the 
year, and the condition of excise was becoming precarious, so it 
was apprehended that considerable deficit will result under this 
head, but it is a matter of congratulation, that the receipts nearly 
reached the estimated figure. The Budget estimate was 33 lacs 
and actual receipts amounted to 37 lacs, but as compared with the 
last year (1976) a record year for the Customs Department, the 
receipts fell by 8 88 lacs. Had the year been an average one and 
had there been no necessity of prohibiting the export of food -grains, 
more receipts would have been realised under this head. The figures of 
Railway Receipts are given below; there also the effect of the prohibi- 
tion of export is visible. Taking these two losses together and 
adding to them the amount of famine allowance it will appear that 
the Darbar have borne a heavy loss to provide for the relief of their 
people. What more consideration for the people can be than this ? 

9. The figures of Customs and Excise are always interesting 
and several very useful conclusions can be derived therefrom. 
Therefore, from the time the system of Financial Statement was 
introduced up to the year under report, the figures of various nature 
have been given in “ Chapter (8) Statistical ” which are worth 
perusal ( pp. 15, 16 ). 

10. The third great source of income is Railway. It was 
apprehended that the fall in production and the prohibition of 
export would adversely affect this source also and it proved to be 
true, but there happened no dficit in the Budget. The Budget was 
for 14 lacs and the actual receipts came to i9’04 This is not purely 
the income for the year under report; it includes that relating to the 
last year, but realised during the year. The receipts purely for this 
year amounted to *4 37 lacs. 

Like Customs and Excise some statistics relating to Railways 
are given in Chapter 8, page, 16 which may be perused. 
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1 1. Receipts under all the remaining heads exceeded the esti- 
mates, the total result of which was. that total receipts amounted 
to i86*22 lacs as compared with the biLidgetted estimate of i84’75 lacs. 

That in a year of losses our finances supported us, is the result 
of the Darbar’s sound financial policy. 

(For Details see pp. 158M582, Part II.) 

12. Owing to a complete check by the audit of expenditure no 
department in the first place spends more than the Budget and if it 
does so, it is done with Darbar’s sanction or special order. The 
result is that no unauthorised amount will be found. Subject to 
this remark the condition of five compartments is as follows : — 

( I ) Ordinary Recurring Budget : — 

The expenditure under this head came to Rs. 167" 17 lacs as 
compared with the Budget of i65’76 lacs: in other words, there is an 
increase of 141 lacs. 

A glance over the detailed statements given at pp 32-37 will 
show that barring a few heads the expenditure under all the remain- 
ing heads was less than the Budget. The expenditure exceeded the

It will appear that every attempt was made to follow 
the Budget. At the time of preparing the Budget it is 
resolved to save 35 lacs ( the figure representing Hh ). The 
procedure, adopted in previous years, could not show how far this 
resolution succeeded, because non-recurring items, unlapsed grants 
and adjustments of suspense ( Tasalmat ) were all mixed up in the 
statement. Taking apart all these items I have got prepared a 
statement dealing purely with ordinary cash which would give us 
the correct view as to the real state of affairs and as to whether 
there has been any omission in following the Budget.

The amount of annual fixed interest of all funds is Rs. 32*50 lacs 
Thus there is a net increase of 4*16 lacs, which was taken from the 
savings of interest for previous years. This is the consolidated account. 
The detailed account of each fund, is given at pages 1614 and 1615 
from a perusal of which it will appear that there is saving in some 
funds, while others, exhausting the whole amount of interest, have 
spent from the principal amount. It will also be found, that all the 
items shown on expenditure side are not items of expenditure pro- 
per; some of these are items of loans advanced. Such loan items are 
generally to be found under Railway and Famine fund. 

Some people think, that we are inclined more towards saving 
than towards expenditure. This misunderstanding can be removed 
if we take into consideration the following facts: — A period of 7^ 
years has elapsed since the establishment of Fund system up to the 
end of Samvat 1977. The amount of fixed interest during this time 
comes up to Rs. 243*75 lacs, out of which there was a saving only of 
Rs. 54 15 lacs up to the end of Samvat 1977; the remaining Rs. 189-60 
lacs have all been spent. The amount of loan included in the latter 
figure is very little and except this amount all is expenditure proper. 
This expenditure was incurred over and above the ordinary budget and 
in spite of the three losses, vix., depreciation in the value of Govern- 
ment paper 1 crore. War expenditure i crore, fail in the realisation of 
Revenue on account of Famine. What more can any Government do?

4. REMARKS ABOUT INVESTMENT AND INCOME 

FROM INTEREST. 

13 Up till recently almost all our money was invested in 
Bombay and in Qovernmeut Securities and we were quite at ease 
about them, because there was no difficulty in realising the 
interest on principal. Now more and more of this money is being 
brought into the State for investment, a large portion is invested 
in the Trust; another portion is for individual loans (Jagirdars, 
officers, Government departments, Municipalities, Mills and Bankers, 
etc ): a third portion is for Agricultural Banks and Co operative Socie- 
ties; a fourth portion for Government Factories —Leather Factory, 
Workshop, etc., regarding which it is decided that the capital invest- 
ed therein, is to be treated as investment. This is all very good, 
because by investing State money, within the State, besides the 
advantage of interest, several Indirect advantages accrue to the 
State. Of course, the responsibility of supervision about recovery (of 
interest, etc,,) has decreased. Generally these debtors do not volun- 
tarily fulfill the terms of their contract. To realize any amount, 
demand must be made, and one has to remain watchful. Conse- 
quently, the function of Finance Department, is not confined to 
mere account keeping; on the other hand, like other earning depart, 
ments, recovery of amounts is included in its functions. This state- 
ment is not made as a complaint, its object is, rather ,to draw the 
attention of the present and future officers of Finance Department 
to this fact. 

External investments consist of two groups; one of authorised 
securities and the other of debentures, mortgages and deposits, 
etc. The result of these investments depends on, the 
effort of Bombay Committee which .thus has an opportunity 
to show its skill in this matter, I have made this division, so that 
we may be able to know separately the result of the doings, of this 
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Committee In respect of various groups. Under the third group fall 
those transactions which are entered into, directly without the 
medium of Committee. 

14. Taking external and internal investments together, 
seven groups are made up in this way. The balances of each of 
these groups at the beginning of the year under report, as well as 
those at the end, will appear from the following abstract

15. I had a mind to give here details of realisation of interest 
and instalments pertaining to each group and also to show as to 
which group pays well and which not. But these details could 
not be given this year. Previous arrangement will be made to give 
such information next year. Total amount of interest realised

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There are some points relating to each group fit to be brought 
to the notice of the Darbar. They are as follows = — 

( 1 ) First Group-Trust. — This group has adopted the method 
of retaining as deposit, the dividend due on money given to it out 
of Famine fund, instead of remitting it in cash to the treasury. In 
this way, it has kept with itself an amount of 31^ lacs of past year 
at 6 % interest. The existence of this surplus amount is brought 
forward as a pretence for extending its business beyond its Capital. 
The question is, why should one enter into commitments beyond 
one’s means ? And if this is done, why debt is not 
taken openly from the Darbar. The retaining of the amount 
of dividend, and paying interest thereon, is tantamount to 
loan taking; rather it is a temptation to extravagant expenditure. 
It will dare not apply for loan openly. Therefore, in my 
humble opinion it should remit the amount of dividend to the 
Treasury. 

In support of the demand for every such concession, they bring 
forward a stereotyped argument that instead of giving cash, the 
Darbar gave them 3 Promissory Notes, the value whereof fell very 
soon. But this argument can apply to the Capital of 40 lacs only 
because afterwards they were given three times as much in cash. 
How can then the same argument be accepted every time ? 

( 2 ) Second Group— Individual. In this respect, it has already 
been mentioned that the number of those, who pay up their instal- 
ments regularly, according to contract is very limited. The tendency 
is more, towards evading the contract, and that also without giving 
any information to the Treasury, or without applying for time. The 
Treasury has to undergq the trouble of finding out the defaulters and 
making demands from them— the debtors pay no heed to their 
contracts and to their credits. 

Some people think that Sahukars in the Market have to do the 
same; but let it be known that Sahukars carry on money-lending 
business for their livelihood and thus it is to their interest that money 
may remain with the debtors for long time and yield interest. On 
the other hand, loans by the Darbar on low rate of interest are 
advanced not to increase income but^with a view to accommodate 
people. Every debtor of the Government is therefore morally 
bound to behave well and not to evade his contract, otherwise it is 



impossible for the treasury, to watch the behaviour of hundreds of 
debtors and not to let them make default. If people will not stick to 
their contracts, we shall also be obliged to advance debts sparingly. 

( 3 ) Group third. — The question of Co-operative Banks is still 
in an unsettled condition Private Capital is very little. Mem- 
bers do not take interest. In Gird Bank the late Shivpershad being 
himself the Managing Director appropriated to his own use the 
Bank money, and neither Mr. Hamilton nor Mr. Jankipershad, 
Deputy Director, could detect this glaring fact. There was muddle 
at Ujjain too. The present Director Mr. Ashtana brought to light all 
these defects, and much is expected of him. Yet the question for consi- 
deration is to see how far the real object of Co-operative movement 
can be achieved by the present method of taking Govt, money at 6% 
to the extent of four times (of paid up Capital ) and advancing it to 
village Societies at 12% and with its help earning handsome dividend 
for the little Capital of Shareholders, while doing work in name only. 
Will it not be better to finance the village societies direct according 
to Bank Act? This will give an incentive to Co-operative movement 
and the intervention of this middle class banks ( which are like fifth 
wheel to the coach ) will be removed. Perhaps, it may not be 
proper to wind up the existing Banks but as regards the remaining 
portion of the State the future line of work should be settled after 
fully considering whether the system mentioned above would be 
profitable or not. 

( 4 ) The orders of the Darbar relating to Government. Fac- 
tories on last year’s financial Statement were not carried out so far 
as they related to Trade Department. 

There was an order to the effect that written consent of the 
Directors be obtained in respect of the Capital that was fixed on the 
basis of the amount of Mujmi ( debit balance ) in Accountant-Gene- 
ral’s Office standing against the name of each Factory. This consent 
has not been received as yet. 

From the date of the appointment of Directors up to the end 
of 1976 the amount of 2 } lacs should have been remitted. This was 
not done during Samvat 1977. 

“Every Factory should be audited by some Firm as Leather 
Factory and Tannery is being audited by Billimoria.” This order has 
not been carried out yet. 
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The adjustment of the amount of the Capita! built up out of their 
profits by Genera! Stores and Leather Factory, is necessary in the 
Accountant-General’s Office, with a view to get the above amount 
entered in the conselidated accounts of the State; but no means have 
been devised to effect this adjustment. The above-mentioned 
Capita! and profits earned each year in future will remain in their 
use. It is not demanded that they be deposited in cash. Only adjust- 
ment of these figures is required which means that the amount will 
be credited to Darbar and debited to Factories under ’‘head” Capital. 


The bringing into effect of these matters is in the hands of the 
Trade Member. But we have not waited for this and we have done 
what we could do. We have taken the Mujmi figures in the Accoun- 
tant-General’s Books as basis and transferred them from Mujmi to 
head “ investmen . ” Our demand will continue on this 
basis. Now adjustment can easily be made after getting 
the figures reconciled. The Balance Sheets of these 
Factories are for the present attached herewith in a volume, a 
Statement of Profits and Losses and the percentages thereof, have 
been compiled from each of the Balance Sheets and pasted to the 
first page of the volume. 

(5) There is nothing special to mention about the remaining 
groups 5, 6 , and 7. The only point worth noting is that the work of 
Bombay Committee is praiseworthy and that the income, from 
interest is progressing well. 

V. CLOSING BALANCE WITH PROPOSALS AS TO 
ALLOTMENTS, Etc. 

16, We have now to work out the closing balance. Prom the 
details given above, it will appear that on the receipt side we have 
three items— opening balance, ordinary budgetted receipts and re- 
ceipts from interest, while on the expenditure side we have ordinary 
recurring expenditure, non-recurring expenditure, expenditure on fund 
budgets (the expenditure on exploitation budgets, having been met, 
direct from income was not paid from treasury, hence excluded) and 
expenditure from unlapsed grants. The details are as follows: —

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Deducting the total of expenditure from that of receipts the bal- 
ance comes to 1, 323 41 lacs but the figure of actual balance is 1,322 71 
lacs. There is a small difference of 70 lacs. This difference is due to 
various adjustments under suspense heads, vszm, deposits credit-Rad 
Karza debit-Mujmi credit-Tasalmat debit. Be it known that figures 
of Tasalmat and deposit (Amanat) to the tune of lacs are dealt with 
in accounts, if these figures be mixed up with those of actual receipt 
and actuai expenditure then the accounts will become very much 
encumbered. The figure of net result, under these heads, sometimes 
inclines towards one side, and sometimes towards another and 
sometimes balances equally. Consequently, in tallying the balance 
there will be found sometimes.an increase and sometimes a decrease 
and sometimes there will occur no difference. The upshot of all this 
is, that the actual figure of the closing balance, is 1,322*71 lacs. In 
other words, there is an increase of g lacs over the opening balance.

The net baiance in hand remains 7*98. This is a small amount. 
Then occasions for special sanctions continually come forward, and 
it has not been settled as yet whether Famine Allowance shall conti- 
nue for 1979.

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VI, ADMINISTRATIVE MATTERS, 

1 9. Following reforms have been effected in this department: — 

(a) Budget m — Mention has been made above as to how the 
budget is to be prepared and proposals regarding the same 
are to be made. The system of distributing printed budget 
literature to those concerned, has been introduced, 

{b) Audit , — The Departments used to bring forward untenable 
arguments in respect of items even when they were finally 
disallowed by audit, and evaded refund of the same. Now 
following arrangement has been made in this matter. When 
the statement of disallowed items be sent to a Department, 
a copy thereof should also be sent at the same time direct 
to the Treasury Officer concerned with instructions to deduct 
the amount of those items from a certain cheque if the 
same be not refunded till a certain date. This will make 
the audit effective. 

(©) Compilation , — Means have been devised for the sub mission 
of monthly and annual accounts in time by addressing 
personal exhorting letters to each Officer and by removing 
their difficulties. This appears to be producing a salutory 
effect. During the year under report only three offices. -Agri- 
culture, Grass and Quarries and Customs District Narwar — 
submitted their annual accounts after an extraordinary 
delay but this also cannot be taken as being out of control. 
{d) Working of Treasuries , — In the woking of treasuries a 
danger came to the fore, that Hundis were not paid on the 
fixed date. Hundis of the value of four lacs were thus lying 
un-paid. Out of this the amount of two big Hundis is difficult 
to realise. One is of Seth Nathmal for Rs. 97000 and the 
other is of Ratan Lai of Sonkatch for Rs. 47500. The amount 
of remaining Hundis has been realised. 

The officers who were found in fault were got punished, and 
the present Hundi business, is confined to well-known and wealth 
Sahukars and to Sahukari Committees, where such Committees are 
willing to take responsibility. To remove the defects of existng rules 
and to avert the danger of failure of Hundis in future proposals in 
consultation with the Officers and Sahukars are being considereds 
They will soon be put up before the Darbar. 
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(e) StampSw — There were several defects in this Department 
which have all been removed. The rate of vendor’s commis- 
sion as well as their number has been increased. The stock of 
stamps of several values had run short. It has been replenish- 
ed and arrangements have been made so that in future 
such occasion may not arise. The complaint that adhesive 
stamps for Companies are not supplied has been removed, 
The duty on Bank Cheques is now realised by embossed 
stamps z-Zzarf-’.-g to Stamp Act, The Jagirdars are being 
moved to introduce the use of Govt, stamps. To see whether 
instead of importing from England stamps can be printed 
by Alijah Darbar Press or not petition stamps were, by way 
of experiment got printed here which were brougt into use 
after the year under report. Other miscellaneous arrange- 
ments have been made. 

(f) Pension Departmental officers were making 

hurry in retiring their employees and taking considerable 
time in putting up pension papers. 

Besides the distress of the employees, the effect of this sysem 
was that the pension budget had to be exceeded on account of beiug 
burdened with large amount of arrears This has been totally 
abolished by issuing a circular. There is no reason why a person 
who has been tolerated from 20, 25, 30 years, can not be tolerated 
till his pension papers are received after sanction. 

iff) Mujmi— The work of clearing the Mujmi of previous years 
is in hand. In order to check, that Mujmi may not increase 
every year a circular under orders of the Darbar has 
been issued and is being enforced strictly. Of course the 
departments are angry over this 

Mujmi of previous years has been cleared up to the amount of 
* 5 ' 25 lacs. The balance up to the end of 1976 of 7^^ crores is awaiting 
settlement. A special section at the expense of Rs. 5000 a year 
was established for settlement of Mujmi from Samvat 1969. There 
is a great defect in the procedure regarding this Section. Fresh 
Mujmi of each year after 1969, also is being handed over to thisS 
Section, on the pretence, that there is a special Section for this 
^rpose. Every year there is to be found, in annual accounts 
Mujmi of lacs of rupees. Such Mujmi is part and parcel of the current 
accounts and its settlement should be made by the staff kept for 
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such accounts. The work of special Section can never come to art 
end if fresh accounts of Mujmi are continually handed over to it. 

This accounts for the fact, that Mujmi stands at the same 
figure at which it stood when this Section was established, although 
during this period adjustments of about 8 crores of rupees have been 
effected. 1 have, therefore, laid down, that Mujmi up to the end of 
Samyat 1976, will be within the competence of this Section while 
new Mujmi of each year will be included in the current work. 

There is another proposal for decreasing the volume of Mujmi. 
The items of loan and investments, that are included in the Mujmi 
figure should be taken out therefrom and be added to the invest- 
ment Section. These items are our balance items. They should not be 
regarded as Mujmi. 

ih) Ledger. ..It was noticed that often ledgers were not posted 
up to date and monthly accounts were compiled from 
abstracts made on pieces of paper Ledger is an important 
book. To remove this defect, it has been] made 
compulsory, for officers to certify at the end of monthly 
accounts, that ledger has been posted up-to-date. Instruct- 
ions have also been given, that officers should not attach 
their certificate without satisfying themslves, that postings 
up-to-date have been made. 

(f) To decrease the quantity of work and increase its quality... 
For this purpose suggestions were called for from all 
quarters and 1 myself considered over it. Thus improve- 
ments were introduced and are being introduced. After 
the working of a year or two figures can be quoted to show 
whether any satisfactory success has been achieved.

10. CONCLUSION. 

27. The condition of our finances is shown above We may be 
proud of this position because we find ourselves free from the worry 
of devising means, for making up deficit when elsewhere they are 
faced with deficits and with the question of increasing taxation to 
make up such deficits. All this is the result of Darbar’s prudent and 
sound Policy. So far as 1 know, the Palace expenditure in our 
State is so much restrained, as perhaps will be paralleled nowhere. 
On the other hand, on works of public* utility money is spent liberal- 
ly. What 1 mean to say is, that arrangements have been made to 
keep the balance incline towards credit, without stopping progress. 

28. This does not mean, that we are to sit quietly, and we have 
to make no efforts to increase our balance. It is to be noted that our 
several objects and wishes are only confined within our hearts for 
want of money. For example, ( i ) in the beginning when funds 
were established by Darbar, 8 crores were invested but at the same 
time Darbar had an intention to raise the funds to the maximum 
limit of 16 crores. During the last years we could add only 10 
lacs to the Medical fund. We have to travel a long way still to 
reach the maximum; (2) an order was passed last year to create 
a Sinking Fund of one crore to provide for the deficiency in realisa- 
tions during famine years; (3) a general fund is also to be created; 
(4) Darbar have laid down in their Policy to keep a reserve of ^th or 
at least of ith; what to say of Jth even ith is not saved. We balance 
two sides of the budget by taking 25 lace as representing Hh £ind 
in this also we take on the receipt side six lacs as savings of 
expenditure. But experience has proved that some or other additional 
expenditure comes up, and the whole saving is eaten up and the 
balance shown in the budget is not the real balance. In this way, 
long time will be required to realise the intentions already put on 
record by the Darbar. Therefore we are also necessarily bound 
io adopt those four principles which an insolvent State must adopt.

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Those principles are : — 

(1) Existing income should not be allowed to decrease. 

(2) Means to increase income should be devised. 

(3) Similarly existing expenditure should be economised. 

(4) So far as possible expenditure be not allowed to increase. 

29. Regarding No. i I have to submit that Government is 
reaping the benefit of opium cultivation since 5 years. This is to be 
preserved. As Trade Member has said, side by side with this freedom 
for opium trade must be obtained. But this should not be in lieu of 
cultivation, it should be rather over and above that. The question of 
trade is not free from difficulties. But till we succeed in this matter 
It is not expedient to give up what we have already got. 

As regards No. 2 there appears to be no room for increasing 
taxation. Large sources of income are Revenue and Customs. Re- 
venue is controlled by settlement manual and customs duty at 
present is not less, rather import duty is double. Therefore there 
remains only one source of increasing income and it Is to stop the 
drain, which goes to British India in various shapes. For example, sea 
customs duties, contingency, Malwa Bhil Corps and Moghia contri- 
bution and losses on currency and exchange. All these matters are 
connected with our finance and they are under Darbar’s considera- 
tion. 

As to 3 and 4 1 repeat my request to different departments 
which 1 made last year. Wherever there is room for retrenchment it 
should be effected, no matter however little that may be. Some 
people think that the work of such a big State cannot go on, if a 
critical eye is cast on the expenditure of pencils and knives, etc., etc

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Copy o1 the report relating to Tannery, inoluded In the Annual 
Report for Samvat 1977, received with the ietter of the Gwalior 
Leather Factory and Tannery No- 622, dated 18th October 1921, 

The Tannery, this year, earned on its business a profit of Rs. 5,333-14-9. 
But with this amount it can only meet its expenses. It cannot pay interest or make 
up previous losses. Accordingly there is loss considering the interest and loss that 
it has to pay. It is also worth consideration here, that on account of dullness of 
the market, the Tannery is almost closed; and in spite of this fact it has to pay 
Rs. 21,447-11-11, on account of interest and loss. 

The Board is extremely sorry, that in spite of strenuous efforts, the Tannery could 
not improve its condition on account of market conditions. When this Factory was 
handed over to the Board, it was running at loss. But on account of the good 
fortune of the Darbar, it earned so much profit in Samvat 1975, that it could, 
after making up losses of previous years, build a reserve of Rs. 2,332-2-1. Though 
this Factory had begun to give profits, yet its condition bad not fully 
recovered, In the meantime the market became so dull, that the Factory could 
not bear its effects; so much so that this year it incurred a loss of Rs. 21,315 0-4, 
mention of which has been made above. This amount represents liability on 
account of interest and previous losses only. 

After considering fully the causes, other than the dullness of market, 
which do not allow the Factory to run on profit, the conclusion is that the Factory 
can make profit only when work and labour can be had cheaper. Accordingly 
Babool plantation has been undertaken on 100 Bighas of land and the trees are 
in good condition. The whole expenditure on this plantation amounts to 
Rs. 358-2-0. 58 Bighas more have been acquired from the Darbar and 371 Bighas 
more will soon be had. Over and above this, advances have been given to people 
in various places within the State, with a view to induce them to collect Babool 
bark. In this way, the Factory purchased this year 5,359 maunds o! bark at the 
rate of one rupee per maund, delivery at the Tannery, as compared with the rate 
of Rs. 1-9-0 per maund of previous years. All these methods shall, in some years 
produce good results in the Factory and it shall earn good profit. But on account 
of the unsettled state of the market big trades are in difficulty and the Tannery is 
sharing the same fate. Finis.

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EXTRACT FROM THE “LEADER. ” 


Thefailore of the CeatralGoverameot in balancing their Revenge and Expenditure 
has given rise to a wholesome ante -waste feeling and suggestions for economies are 
pouring in from all sides. A Calcutta Contemporary that does not believe in the 
possibility of military expenditure being cut by even a single pie has also some- 
thing to say in this connection. ‘Every body who has had experience of official 
‘correspondence will agree ..that the size of it ought to be reduced. Every day we receive 
‘one line Communiques printed on a sheet that would have sufficed for a lengthy 
‘despatch or else a tiny message enclosed in a ridiculously large envelope. Now that 
‘expenditure has been reduced perhaps this extravagance will cease. It should also 
‘have a healthy effect in reducing the size of the communiques themselves.’ The 
“Times of India” cannot imagine that the retrenchment committee will advise the 
continuance of what it called the ‘'Gold lace and frills of administration” on anything 
like the present scale. ‘The time has sorely gone by/ it says, ‘when a horde of retainers 
is essential to the good government of this country, yet the Government of India 
Secretariat is literally infested with servants resplendent in scarlet and gold who 

‘have no work to do The visitor tc the Secretariat will find at all hours of the 

*day that every corridor and varandah is filled with peons who have nothing better 
‘to do than to sit on their haunches laboriously tweaking a few handfuls of cotton 
‘into a few yards of coarse yarn.’ The curtailment of this “red coated ease” may 
not mean much saving but it is precisely “this habit of laughing at petty economies 
that has begotten the ‘worse habit of being extravagant in big things which has 
driven the country perilously near to bankruptcy.’ How sadly true. 1 





APPENDIX No. XIII. 


Finance Department, Circular No. 9, Samvat 1978. 

It has come to light in connection with the works of Irrigation 
Department that works of more amount are caused to be done by 
the Contractors, than is provided for various works in the budget, for 
one year. As a result of this, bills of contractors for considerable 
amount remain unpaid. This action amounts to spending in excess 
of the budget. Darbar do not at all approve of this sort of action. 

Therefore in obedience to the order of Darbar, Officers of all 
Depatments are informed through this Circular, that during a year 
works should be got done only within the sanctioned amount, it 
should be strictly observed, that no works in excess of the above 
amount are undertaken, and that no liability is incurred, or no 
commitment is made by the Department beyond the budget grant. 

Travelling auditors should, at the time of inspection, see whe- 
ther there are not such bills pending as are in excess of the budget 
grant, or whether any such extra work has not been got done, for 
the payment whereof there is or there will be no balance in the 
current budget. At the end of year all bills should be paid up in 
full and no balance be kept outstanding. If this is not observed, Head 
of the Department shall be called to account and shall be liable to 
severe punishment. 
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
